THE SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to examine into the Accounts’ of 
Colonial Receipt and Expenditure laid on the Table of this House, and to 
Report their Opinion as to the mode in which it may be desirable to frame 
the same for the future, in order to introduce uniformity, regularity, correct- 
ness, and completeness, and who were empowered to Report the Minurss of 
EVIDENCE: Have considered the Matters referred to them, and have 
agreed to the following RusoLutrons, which they recommend should be 
conveyed to The Crown Colonies for prompt adoption, in all cases in which 
they may not have been already adopted and complied with under the 
instructions that have been issued for the guidance of Colonial Accountants, 
and to the Colonies having Representative Assemblies, as suggestions for 
the general improvement of the Colonial Accounts, and for carrying out 
the objects recommended to the attention of Your Select Committee. 


Resolved, 


1. THaT in the opinion of this Committee it is desirable that a uniform 
plan of Colonial Estimates be adopted. 


Resolved, 
2. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that such Estimates be pre- 
pared (wherever it is possible) in time to receive the sanction of the Treasury 


Board and Secretary of State before the commencement of the service to which 
the Estimates apply. 


Resolved, 


3. THat it is the opinion of this Committee that such Estimates be accom- 
panied by a comparative statement of the receipts and expenditure, made up 
to the close of the year previous to that in which the Estimates are prepared. 


Resolved, 


4. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that such Estimates, as regards 


the Colonial Receipts, shall represent the gross revenues under their several 
and distinct heads. . 


Resolved, 

5. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that as regards the Colonial 
Expenditure, the different charges, including the charges of collecting the 
revenue, be classed separately under their different heads, and that the same 
order of arrangement be universally adopted. 


Resolved, 
6. Tur it is the opinion of this Committee that the fixed charges for salaries 
and other personal services be kept distinct from all other charges. 
Resolved, 


7. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that in case of extraordinary 
or unanticipated expenditure, a Supplementary Estimate, in the same form as 


the Yearly Estimate, be prepared in the colony, and forwarded without delay 
to the Colonial Office.

8. THaT it is the opinion of this Committee that immediately after the 
local examination in each colony of the annual account has been completed, a 
comparative statement of the estimated and actual receipts and disbursements 
of the year should be prepared by the auditors or other officers by whom the 
accounts are examined, showing under each head of revenue and expenditure 
any difference that may have occurred between the estimated and actual 
receipts and disbursements of the year, and explaining the cause of any such 
differences.

9. THaT it is the opinion of this Committee that as all the evidence taken 
before the Committee proves the superiority of the double-entry system of 
book-keeping,—its success wherever introduced into the public departments, 
and its general adaptation to the public service, it is expedient that the said 
system be adopted for keeping the accounts of Colonial Revenue and Ex- 
penditure. 


Resolved; 
10. Tur it is the opinion of this Committee that a cash book, journal, and 
ledger be kept in all the colonies, and that the ledger distinctly represent the 
various heads of receipt and expenditure, as exhibited in the Estimates.

11. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that with a view to the prompt 
examination of the Colonial Accounts, in all cases where a local auditor has 
not been appointed, provision should be made for a speedy and efficient local 
examination of the Accounts; and the auditor or other officer to whom such 
local examination is entrusted should be empowered at any and all reasonable 
times to compare the cash or other balances of the Treasurer, or any other 
officer entrusted with public money, with the balances represented in the cash 
accounts of their respective departments ; but such inspection and comparison 
are not to supersede the periodical verification of public balances by Committees 
or otherwise, which the Governors of colonies have heretofore been instructed 


to institute.

12. Tuar it is the opinion of this Committee that the accounts of receipt and 


expenditure, when sent to the Audit Board in London, be accompanied by the 
Estimates for the year to which the accounts belong.

13. Tat it is the opinion of this Committee that the Colonial Accountants 


be required to make up and forward their accounts to the Audit Board in 
London within three months after the close of the financial year to which the 
accounts refer, or specially to report the causes of any greater delay.

14, THAr it is the opinion of this Committee that in addition to the accounts 


sent home after audit in the colonies, copies of the colonial cash book and 
journals be forwarded to the Audit Board.

15. Tut it is the opinion of this Committee that where any inquiries or 


questions necessary for the elucidation and prompt audit of the Colonial 
Accounts are suggested by the Board of Audit, the Colonial Accountant be 
required to reply to the same within one month after their receipt, or to send 
a special report as to the causes of delay, stating the period at which the expla- 


nations may be expected.

16. Tur it is the opinion of this Committee that in case such replies or 


explanations shall not be received by the Audit Board within a reasonable 
time (to be estimated according to the distance of the colonies and the facilities 
of communication with the same), the Audit Board shall call the attention of 
the Lords of the Treasury to the neglect of the Colonial Accountant.

17. THaT itis the opinion of this Committee that a quarterly report be 
made by the Audit Board to the Lords of the Treasury on the state of the 
Colonial Accounts, showing the arrears and the causes of the arrears, and 
cee the attention of the Treasury Board to every case of irregularity and

18. Tuart it is the opinion of this Committee that abstracts of the accounts 
of the various colonies, after being examined by the Audit Board, be annually 
presented to Parliament; and that they be accompanied with copies of the 
Estimates for the years to which they refer.

19. THAT it is the opinion of this Committee that it is desirable that steps 
should be taken for ensuring the more punctual transmission of the periodical 
Returns of Revenue and Expenditure, provided for in the 7th chapter of the 
“ Rules and Regulations for the Colonial Service ;” and that it is also desirable 
that a systematic record should be kept at the Audit-office, in a complete and 
concentrated shape, of the results of all the Colonial Accounts rendered to and 
examined in that department, in such manner as at all times would afford the 
means, so far as regards the Crown Colonies, of giving to Government and Par- 
liament specific information on all points relating to the Colonial Receipt and 
Expenditure; and likewise that the Board of Audit should, from time to time, 
suggest the introduction of such improvements in the existing modes of 
keeping or rendering the Colonial Accounts as would remove the present ano- 
malies, and secure a uniform, regular, and correct system of colonial book- 
keeping; and should also suggest the needful instructions to the colonial 
officers for that purpose, and prepare such forms and models as may be useful 
to give effect to these instructions.

Dr. BOWRING 1n THE CHAIR. 


Mr. George William Brande, called in; and Examined. 


1. Chairman.| WILL you state to the Committee the office you hold at the Mr.G. IV’. Brande. 
Treasury, and the functions that are connected with that office:—Principal ————— 
Clerk of Colonial Business is the office I hold. 18 April 1845, 

2, You were examined by the Committee in 1837 '—Yes, I was. 

3. I believe you prepare the accounts which are laid before the House of 
Commons ?—I did prepare those which were laid before the House of Commons 
prior to that time. 

4. Who now prepares the accounts which are laid before Parliament ? 
I think since 1840 no accounts have been laid before Parliament from the 
colonies, except by order of The House. 

5. I understand you to say, no accounts have come from the Treasury before 
Parliament, except those which have been presented under special orders ?— 
Only under special orders. 

6. Will you state how the accounts are prepared which are now laid before 
Parliament ?—The orders of. The House go to the clerk for Parliamentary 
business at the Treasury. 

7. What is the last date at which, without any order of The House, colonial 
accounts were presented '—I think in 1840. 

8. And since 1840 no accounts have been presented but under a special 
order ?—Only under a special order. 

g. How are the accounts prepared which are so returned by special order ?— 
The orders of The House go to the clerk for Parliamentary Papers in the 
Treasury (Mr. Crafer), who sees that the proper orders are given to the 
different departments in which they are prepared; they then come to the 
Treasury, and are arranged by him, if necessary, or presented as they come 
from the departments. 

10. Then are those returns made from any books which are received from 
the colonies ;—The returns would now be made from the actual accounts which 
are received for audit. 

11. Is the Audit-office, then, the department to which Parliament is referred 
when colonial accounts are required ?—I cannot say that Parliament is referred ; 
but the Treasury refers to the Audit-office to make up any requisite accounts. 

12. Would the Treasury at the present moment have any colonial books, 
either journals or ledgers ?—None as regards colonial revenues. 

13. Is there any department in this country in which the colonial accounts 
are all centralized, and where a complete knowledge could be obtained of the 
receipt and expenditure of every colony?—No; the only accounts that are 
rendered in a perfect way are those from the Crown colonies, of the revenue 
that is more or less under the control of the Crown, and of the heads of the 
local governments. 

14. If on reference to the Audit-office it should appear that they have 
received no account from a particular colony, that would be evidence that that 
colony sent home no accounts at all?—That the colony sent home no accounts

heads of receipt and expenditure. 

15. But is it not the fact that the Secretary of State for the Colonies sends 
to the Treasury all the accounts he receives from the colonies and they are 
dispatched by the Treasury to the Audit-office ?—All the accounts which are 
received for audit in this country, which are only the accounts of the treasu- 
rers of the Crown colonies; most of them, I should say, come direct from the 
colony for audit, under the instructions of the Treasury for keeping and 
rendering colonial accounts. 

16. Is there any direct communication from the colonies to the Audit-office, 
without the intervention either of the Colonial-office or the Treasury ;—The 
colonies, with the exception of one or two of those more recently established, 
send their accounts to the Commissioners for audit ; if the Commissioners have 
any question relating to mere matters of voucher, they correspond with the 
colonial auditor or the colonial accountant ; if it is anything relating to the 
authority or the discretion exercised by the governor, the Commissioners of 
Audit make inquiry through the Treasury, or the Secretary of State’s depart- 
ment, as to the propriety of the order the governor may have given ; but they 
communicate direct in all matters of detail in the accounts with the colonial 
accountant, who is usually the treasurer. 

17. Is it the case that in every colony there is a colonial auditor ?—Nearly 
all; I think there are one or two of the Crown colonies in which there is no 
arrangement for local examination of the accounts. I believe at the Gambia, 
for example—but the accounts are very small, and they are inspected by the 
governor and the council probably. 

18. In 1886 there was a Treasury Minute, which was sent to the Mauritius, 
for the general improvement of the colonial accounts. Can you state to the 
Committee what has been done since that period to give effect to that order, 
either at the Mauritius or to extend that order to other colonies :—The Minute 
referred to was a code of amended instructions ; since that similar instructions 
have been given to Malta, Trinidad, St. Helena, and Hong Kong, and provi- 
sionally, to New Zealand, and to South Australia. We have also given further 
instructions regarding the customs accounts at the Mauritius, the Cape, Sierra 
Leone, the Gambia, and South Australia. We have also given particular instruc- 
tions relating to district accounts at Ceylon. Instructions have also been sent 
out, in consequence of the new arrangements, to Canada and New South 
Wales, for keeping and rendering civil list accounts, which are all that the 
Treasury now has any cognizance of in the colonies. 

ig. Can you oblige us with the Treasury order to give effect to those instruc- 
ticns ?—I can produce the Minutes or copies of the instructions. 

20. Is there any Crown colony, the accounts of which are under the imme- 
diate control of the Treasury, to which these instructions have not been given ? 
-—I think none at present, except that in New Zealand they are only pro- 
visional. The others either had the instructions prior to 1836, for they were 
altered prior to 1836 in some cases, or they have been given since. I should 
say that no material alteration has been made since 1840. A move complete 
set was made out in the case of Malta some time since, but no alteration in 
principle whatever. 

21. Can you state the colonies which have given effect to the instructions 
for the improved accountancy which have issued from the Treasury ;—I appre- 
hend that in all cases those instructions are obeyed and attended to, and if 
the Commissioners of Audit found they were not, they would immediately 
represent it: those representations now and then come to the Treasury upon 
particular points, and orders are also sent to the colonies through the Secretary 
of State, as the representations may require. 

22. Has any communication upon the subject of an improved mode of book- 
keeping been sent to the colonies which have legislative bodies ?—I believe none. 

23. Not even of a suggestive character ?—I believe none. 

24. Then there is no uniformity at present in the accounts which come from 
the Crown colonies and the accounts which come from the colonies having 
legislative assemblies ?—Certainly not. The only accounts from those having 
legislative assemblies are the returns which they make to the Secretary of 
State’s Department, except in the case of Canada and New South Wales, where 
there is a civil list account. 

25. The 
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25. The civil list accounts are kept now quite independent of the ordinary Mr. G. W. Brande. 
colonial accounts —-Yes, quite independent of the general colonial accounts. ~ enecnmaree 

26. And have you now given effect universally to the principle which was 18 April 1845. 
recommended some time ago, by keeping the military account wholly and 
completely distinct from the local colonial account?—Yes; I believe the 
military account is kept perfectly distinct from the local colonial account in 
every instance. 

27. Is that carried out in every instance ?>—Yes. 

28. That is, so far as is practicable, the account which concerns the expen- 
diture and responsibilities on the part of the mother country is kept quite 
separate from the account of the local receipts and expenditure ?—Those 
accounts are kept quite distinct from the accounts of local receipts and expen- 
diture ; except that in the case of Ceylon, where the colony pays a portion of 
the military expenditure, they are so far connected, that the paymaster or 
other officer of that description from time to time gets a sum of money out of 
the colonial chest, which he has to disburse under the military authority. 

29. Are you aware whether the accounts which concern the mother country 
directly are kept in a separate set of books in the colonies ?—I apprehend they 
are kept separately, and by separate officers. Our commissariat officers are usually 
general accountants in the colonies for all those services; for the civil service, they 
either make advances or the governor is authorised to draw upon the Treasury 
for the means of defraying them; if it is in anyway connected with the mili- 
tary service, the commissary makes the disbursement under the commissariat 
regulation. 

30. Have any communications been made to the governors of representative 
colonies as to the improvements introduced into the Crown colonies ?—I am 
not aware that there have. 

31. Which of the colonies now send estimates of colonial receipts and expen- 
diture to the Treasury ?—All the Crown colonies with very few exceptions. 

32. Can you put in a statement of the period up to which you have received 
estimates from the various Crown colonies ?—We have received estimates from 
Australia (Western), for 1844 to April 1845, Australia (South), for 1845, Ceylon 
for 1845, the Cape of Good Hope for 1845, Gambia for 1845, Guiana for 1844 
only ; Hong Kong for 1845, Malta for 1845, Mauritius for 1844; we had one 
for New South Wales, for 1844, but it was not acted upon. The expenditure is 
under their own direction; Sierra Leone for 1845, St. Lucia for 1845, Van 
Diemen’s Land for 1845. For Trinidad I have not seen any since 1843. Then 
as to the other colonies, St. Helena sends no estimate, because the whole 
estimate comes before The House regularly ; Gibraltar sends no estimate, there 
is no council there; Heligoland sends no estimate, there is no council there, 
and in short no revenue to speak of, a very few pounds a year are collected. 

33. Do those estimates which come from the Crown colonies, arrive in time 
to obtain the preliminary sanction of the authorities here ?—From the more 
distant colonies they are not generally in time for previous approval; from the 
nearer ones they are. 

34. Then in the more distant colonies receipt and expenditure frequently 
take place without the previous approbation of the authorities at home 7— 
Perhaps without the previous distinct approbation; but then the estimate has 
been submitted to, and canvassed by the council, and the governor would be 
responsible for any improper expenditure incurred without the sanction of the 
Home Government. 

35. But it is not made a sine gud non for the approbation of the estimate that 
it should have been previously submitted to any of the authorities at home ?— 
I apprehend not a sine gud non for the estimate being acted upon in the colony 
at the commencement of the year, because the distance is so great it is impos- 
sible. The instruction is that they should make up their estimates in June in 
each year for the succeeding year. 

36. Do you mean that without the authority of the Colonial-office or of the 
Treasury, taxes could be levied in a British colony —I do not apprehend that 
taxes could be levied ; the council or the local legislature certainly might pass 
an ordinance or an Act under which they might proceed, but it might be either 
allowed or disallowed, as the case might happen, afterwards. 

37. But what would be the redress in such a case for the payer of the tax, 
suppose the home authorities should not sanction its being levied :—I 5 ae 

0.66. end. 
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Mr. G. W. Brande. hend the payer of the tax then would be reimbursed and indemnified; I think

itis hardly a case that could occur. 

38. Mr. Hope.] When you say taxes could not be levied without the autho- 
rity of the Treasury here, you do not mean it to be inferred that there is any 
power of taxation exercised by the Treasury over the colonies —No; the 
question referred to the possibility of ordinances being passed in the colonies, 
I apprehend, and their being acted upon without the sanction of the Home 
Government. That might occur. 

39. The taxing power in every case is vested in the local legislature, what- 
ever that may be, is it not?—Certainly, whatever it may be. It is, in some 
cases, in the Queen in Council. At St. Helena, for example, the taxing autho- 
rity is by Act of Parliament in the Queen and Council. 

40. Chairman.] Is the fact, then, this, that in the cases of colonies which 
are not remote from the mother country, the budget of receipts and expen- 
diture is sanctioned by the authorities at home, and in the case of the remoter 
colonies there is no such previous sanction ?—In the case of the remoter colo- 
nies, it must often be acted upon before the sanction arrives. 

41. Had you any communication with Sir George Murray at the period when 
he proposed to lay before Parliament the budget of colonial receipts and expen- 
diture :—None; I was not at that time in the Treasury ; and although attached 
to the Colonial Audit-office, I do not recollect any communication reaching that 
department. 

42. Would it not, in your judgment, be desirable that. estimates of receipt 
and expenditure should be in every case submitted to the approval of the 
Home authorities, before they receive the sanction of law ?-—Perhaps, as an 
abstract opinion, it might be; but I do not know how, at the distance of some 
of our colonies, that can possibly be put into practice. 

43. Is that not the case in the French colonial budget :—I am not aware of 
the particular course they pursue. I cannot say my own experience in early 
life is much in favour of the French colonial system; I saw something of it 
incidentally at one time. 

44. Have you seen anything of its operation in the present day, under the 
improved system ?—I have not seen anything of it myself, except what has been 
published in the Parliamentary papers. 

45. Can you furnish the Committee with the last estimates which have been 
received from the several colonies?—In obedience to the direction of the 
Committee, these estimates have been procured, which I hand in, and of which 
a list is annexed.

46. Would these estimates present the most approved state of public book- 
keeping in the colonies ?—Yes ; for example, I should say Malta is a very good 
estimate ; Ceylon is a very good estimate too. 

47. Mr. Hume.| Do any of those estimates require the sanction of the Home 
Government before they are carried out ?—They do not I apprehend await the 
sanction of the Government before they are carried out, but they are all sub- 
mitted to the Home Government, are carefully looked over at the Treasury, and 
any, objectionable items in them are forbidden, and would possibly be disallowed 
if the expense had been incurred, but at all events, would be prevented 
recurring for the future. 

48. Chairman.| Who at the Treasury has the charge of examining the colo- 
nial estimates and making a report to the Lords of the Treasury as to those 
estimates ?-—-The course of proceeding at the Treasury is, that they come into 
the hands of the clerk for colonial business ; he then looks carefully over them 
and submits to the Board a minute, either approving or disapproving, according 
as the case may be, and the Board adopting that minute, it is acted upon. 

49. Is 
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49. Is that minute communicated directly to the colonies cr intermediately Mr. G. W. Brande. 
through the Colonial-office >—The object of the minute, or the substance of |. ——— 
the minute, is communicated to the Colonial Secretary of State, with a request 18 April 1845. 
that he will give any directions that are necessary upon the fiscal matters, to 
which it may relate, and upon which he of course exercises his discretion. 

50. Are there any direct communications between the Treasury and the 
colonial accountants ?>—None. 

51. Mr. Hope.] The observations you make as to communications through 
the Colonial-office, apply to estimates, and not audited accounts ?—The pre- 
sent observations apply to estimates. 

52. Mr. Hume.] At the Treasury is any difference made in the mode of con- 
ducting the business of the colonies, between those that have legislative assem- 
blies and those, as Trinidad and others, which are without any legislative assem- 
bly :—In so far as that the Treasury regulations for those that have no legis- 
lative assemblies are inapplicable to those that have. In colonies from which 
accounts come home for audit no issue can be made except under the governor’s 
warrant. It is the case in many of the other colonies which have representative 
assemblies, that a grant of the local legislature is placed at the disposal of 
the Crown, subject to the governor’s warrant; but then we do not get any 
account of that ; they take the course they think fit themselves in the examina- 
tion and audit of their accounts. 

53. Having an auditor upon the spot '—Yes, sometimes a committee of the 
legislative assembly, and sometimes in other ways. 

54. Do these colonies having legislative assemblies, send annually to the 
Treasury an account of their receipts and expenditure, or what we commonly 
call the finance account of their year ?—They do not; we have returns from 
some of them incidentally, but we get no regular accounts from them. 

55. Chairman.| Of the colonial estimates which you have now laid upon the 
table, which do you consider the most complete :—Van Diemen’s Land, Malta, 
the Cape, and Ceylon; those are all for 1845, and | think are all made out in 
a very complete form. That for the Mauritius would be full and complete, 
but I believe there is only the 1844 one. 

56. Have all these colonial estimates, which you have now laid upon the 
table, been revised, and have they received the approval of the Treasury ?—I 
think so; I have here a list of those that have gone through the Treasury, and 
I think they are the same that are before the Committee. 

57. Is there a uniformity in the colonial estimates that have just been pro- 
duced :—They are made out upon the same principle and in an uniform way. 

58. Have models for the estimates emanating from the Treasury been sent to 
each of the Crown colonies ?—No ; an order to prepare the estimates originally 
was sent out by the Secretary of State some years back, and as the estimates 
have come in we have continually suggested alterations and corrections in them. 

59. Then there is at present no uniformity in the mode of making out the 
estimates in the colonies ?—There is no settled form for the estimates. 

60. Doall the estimates give the gross revenues as separated from the expen- 
diture r—I think in every case the estimates .give the gross revenue; there is 
no expenditure out of revenue in the Crown colonies until it has come into the 
treasurer's hands. 

61. Then is it a general principle now adopted in the colonies, that the esti- 
mate shouid represent the gross revenue without any subtraction for any local 
purpose ?—It is a general principle that there is no subtraction for any local 
purpose. [ think one of the first articles of the instructions that were presented 
in 1837, one of the first articles in the instructions to the governors of colonies 
is, “‘ You shall cause all sums to be paid into the Treasury without deduction.” 

62. In what shape does the Treasury, having examined the estimates, autho- 
rize the appropriation of the expenditure ?—The appropriation comes home in 
the shape of an ordinance, and if the Treasury Board sees no reason to object 
to any part of that appropriation, they signify to the Secretary of State their 
approval of the ordinance, or their assent to the ordinance ; and the Secretary 
of State then takes the necessary steps to communicate that assent to the 
governor, provided, I apprehend, that he concurs in it. 

63. Is that assent given to the ‘expenditure in gross, or in detail >—Generally 
the ordinances go into detail, or, if they do not go into detail, they refer to the 
items in the estimate, so that they may be said to be in detail. 

0.66. 64. So 
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64. So that there is a specific authority for every head of payment ?—There 
is a specific authority for every head of payment. 

65. Mr. Forster.| You have stated, I think, that in the case of some of the 
Crown colonies the accounts and vouchers go direct from those colonies to the 
Audit Board; that being the case, what data has the Treasury for approving 
the estimates, not being familiar with the accounts ?—The Treasury see the 
estimates year by year, and see what ought to be authorized. The account is 
merely carrying out that estimate, carrying it into effect. The Treasury, if 
necessary, would call upon the Audit-office for any information, would call for 
the accounts themselves or their remarks or statements upon them. I do not 
immediately recollect that that has been necessary, but, generally speaking, 
they know pretty well both at the Treasury and at the Colonial-office what the 
estimate ought to contain. 

66. Chairman.| When the accounts are sent to the Audit-office for examina- 
tion, do the estimates accompany those accounts ?—The instructions provide 
for the estimates and ordinances accompanying the accounts; the Treasury is 
also in the habit of communicating them to the Audit Board at the time they 
are sanctioned. 

67. Is itthe usage of the Treasury also to accompany the accounts of receipts 
and expenditure with the estimates which authorize that receipt and expendi- 
ture ?—The instructions of the Treasury say, that all estimates and ordinances 
relating to the expenditure are to accompany the accounts, and under those 
instructions, the accounts go direct to the auditors. If they are not accompanied, 
and sometimes I believe, indeed I know, they are not accompanied by the esti- 
mates and ordinances, the Audit Board apply to the Treasury to obtain them ; 
if we have copies we send them to the Audit Board, and where we have not 
the colonial government would be required to send them, and the Audit Board 
would not proceed to audit the accounts without them, because the authority 
is in the estimates and ordinances. 

68. Does the Treasury then require the Audit-office to have the ordinances 
connected with the account ?—The ordinance is, in fact, the law. First of 
all, they put an estimate before the local council; then upon that estimate 
they frame an ordinance, that is, in fact, an authority. Sometimes that goes 
into great detail, sometimes it merely refers to the amounts and heads in the 
estimates. The auditor could not proceed with the audit of the account with- 
out having that before him. 

69. Mr. Hume.| Is that ordinance the act of the Treasury here -—No, of the 
government in the colony, sent home for the confirmation of the Home Govern- 
ment to the Secretary of State. 

~o, Are these ordinances equivalent to what are called Treasury Minutes 
here, and having the same power ?—They would be rather equivalent to the 
Appropriation Acts of Parliament here; they are more in that shape. 

71. Will you exemplify the mode in which payments are examined ‘—I will 
take as an instance these estimates and ordinances of the Cape of Good Hope: 
here is the governor's minute of the 28th May 1844, submitting for the con- 
sideration of his council the estimates for the year 1845. These estimates are 
in very considerable detail; they are printed in this instance, and most of the 
large colonies have them printed. They then annex to that an estimate of the 
revenue; and here is a comparative view of the estimated revenue for 1844 
and for 1845. The council having gone through these, and having adopted or 
dealt with them as they saw fit, they then pass an ordinance of which I have the 
form here. This is a short ordinance referring to schedules which are in detail 
again. 

: 72. And each of those schedules contained the sums agreed to be voted or ap- 
propriated for particular services ?—For particular services and particular salaries. 

73. And these come home with the accounts, and become the authority of 
the auditor ?—These in the first place come home to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, are examined, I apprehend, in his department, and are then referred 
to the Treasury, where they are again inspected, examined, and compared with 
those of the previous year, and with any special authorities which have been 
given in the meantime. After that, if there is no objection to the ordinance, 
the Treasury signify to the Secretary of State their approval of it, and the 
Secretary of State notifies the approval of the Home Government to the 
colonial governor ; then it becomes an effective law to all intents and rere 
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If there were any objectionable item in it the governor would be either Mr. G. W. Brande. 
instructed not to incur that expense for the future, if it was too late to save it = 
for the current year, or it would be disallowed, even upon the current year. 18 April 1845. 

74. Mr. Forster.] That is the system pursued in the colonies having 
councils >—Yes. 

75. Now, will you describe the system pursued in those Crown colonies not 

‘having councils ?—I think St. Helena and Heligoland are the only colonies that 
have no councils. There is a council at Gambia, but it is recent; we have 
had an ordinance from the Gambia already passed by the council; at Gibraltar 
there is none; there every thing is done under the governor’s order, subject to 
the authority of the Secretary of State. 

76. And the same at Malta?—No, at Malta there is a council; at Gibraltar 
the taxation is imposed under the authority of the Queen in Council. 

77. Then, in the case of the Crown colonies, to which you have referred, is 
there any publicity of the estimates or accounts upon the spot ?—I believe 
always ; the Secretary of State’s instructions provide for that. 

78. And a person upon the spot, upon application to the governor, could have 
access to the estimates and particulars of expenditure ?—I believe they are 

ublished. 
: 79. Chairman.] Ordinarily, I believe, in the local newspapers ?—In the local 
newspapers, I believe; they may or may not be; it is the direction of the Secre- 
tary of State that they should be published. 

80. Take Sierra Leone, for example; is that the case there ?—It is a general 
instruction, and I know in most of the colonies it is done, because I see the 
papers, but the instructions are distinct upon the subject. The concluding 
rule of that portion of the instructions relating to the estimates and accounts 
says, “ Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of the colony should 
be annually published in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period 
when it is required that the aceounts of each year should be transmitted for 
audit ; and in such publication the funds arising from the property or droits of 
the Crown, are to be stated separately from those which arise from taxes levied 
upon the inhabitants of the colony.” 

81. As far as you know, has effect been given to those orders ?—As far as I 
have been able to observe, it has. 

82. Does the order which has been read apply to all the Crown colonies ?— 
Yes; to all the Crown colonies: that chapter of the regulations is headed, 
“ Expenditure of public money in colonies not possessing representative 
assemblies ;” it therefore, I apprehend, applies equally to them all. 

83. Mr. Hume.] Is there any general system of rules prepared by the Colonial- 
office, and sent by them to the governors of the respective colonies, by which 
rules their conduct in matters of finance, &c. are to be regulated ?—There is a 
general instruction in the code of regulations sent by the Secretary of State to 
the different colonies, which the governors are directed to conform to. 

84. And does the Colonial Department expect that in all cases attention is to 
be paid to those rules, and that when exceptions arise those exceptions shall be 
reported to the Colonial Department ?—So far as the Treasury is concerned in 
all financial questions, or subjects which come under consideration there, it is 
ascertained that those instructions are conformed to. If they were deviated 
from, we should point out the deviation to the Secretary of State’s Department, 
and the Secretary of State would doubtless desire the governor to conform to 
the rules laid down, and take proper notice of it. 

85. Is there any objection to laying a copy of that code of regulations before 
the Committee ?—I should apprehend not, but that of course would rest 
entirely with the Secretary of State. 

86. Mr. Forster.] Do the receipts of customs in the Crown colonies come 
home to the Treasury or the Custom-house ?>—They come home to the Custom- 
house, but the whole of the customs collections are paid into the local treasury, 
and are comprised in the accounts of the local governments. 

87. Is the money remitted home after being paid in ?>—No; in none of the 
Crown colonies is any remittance made home. 

88. Then how are they audited here ?—The general receipts of the customs 
are paid into the colonial chest, and come before the Commissioners of Audit 
in England as part of the colonial revenue. I am also aware that the collectors 
of customs, when they are under the Board of Customs, send home special 
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accounts of all their transactions to the Custom-house. They are then examined 
in the Plantation Branch of the Custom-house. 

89. Chairman.] Now will you state how payments are made in the colonies ? 
—According to the instructions given, every payment must, in the first instance, 
be authorized by the governor’s warrant; upon that the treasurer makes the 
issue, taking the vouchers required by his instructions. 

go. Then is the issue of the governor’s warrant made peremptory in all the 
colonies >—I am not aware of any instance in which an expenditure can be 
incurred without the governor’s warrant in a Crown colony. 

gi. And is the same mode of granting a warrant adopted in all the colonies ? 
—The same mode of granting a warrant is adopted, and instructions provided 
even for the form of the warrant. 

92. Howare the accounts kept in the Crown colonies —I do not know that ; 
I am not competent to answer. 

93. Has the system of double-entry been introduced?— I do not know that it has. 

94. Have any instructions been given by the Treasury upon the mode of 
keeping the accounts in the colonies ?—I am not aware that there have; upon 
the mode of rendering the accounts, and the form in which the vouchers should 
come home, the instructions are explicit ; but as to the manner in which they 
keep their own books there, I am aware of no specific instructions. 

95. Is any copy of the Journal or Ledger, or the auxiliary books of account, 
ever sent to the Treasury 7—No. 

g6. Then the Treasury have no knowledge of the way in which the accounts 
are practically kept >—The Treasury have no knowledge of the form in which 
the accounts are practically kept. 

g7. Then you understand, as regards the mode of bookkeeping, the governor 
in council has full authority, without any reference to the Colonial-office or 
Treasury, to keep the accounts in the way he shall judge best :—No, I think 
not quite that; if he wished to adopt any particular form or mode of book- 
keeping, he would refer the plan to a committee of his council or the officers 
of his government, and would refer it home for sanction if he wished any 
particular form or mode adopted. 

98. Do you know whether the system of double-entry has been introduced 
into any of the colonial accounts >—I am not aware that it has. 

gg. Are you aware of the Minute of the Treasury, recommending the Italian 
mode of bookkeeping, commonly known as the mercantile system of double- 
entry, into all the departments of the Government ;—I am aware of a Minute 
relating to the department at home. 

100. Are you aware whether it has been introduced into the great departments 
of receipt and expenditure at home ?—I believe it has, as far as is practicable. 

101. Are you acquainted with the general changes introduced into the 
Army and Navy Departments by Sir Henry Parnell ?—Incidentally, I am; but 
it has been no part of my duty, at any time, to attend to them; I therefore am 
only aware of them from casual information. 

102. Is it not a fact, that in the Army, and Navy, and Ordnance, and many 
other great departments of Government, the double-entry system has super- 
seded the old system of keeping accounts ;—I believe so. 

103. And as far as your knowledge goes, has not the introduction of that 
system afforded great facilities to the accurate keeping of the public accounts ? 
—I think it has. 

104. Mr. Trotter.] As far as I understand you, instructions from the Treasury 
go to the colonies that the accounts shall be made out in a certain form; that 
they have been rendered in that form exactly as directed by the Treasury and 
the Audit-office ; and that no new form whatever has at present been intro- 
duced ?—They are rendered now in the form prescribed by the Treasury. 

105. Would they not be rendered exactly in the manner prescribed by the 
Treasury ?—I apprehend so. 

106. Mr. Forster.] Then is this system uniform ; do the accounts come 
home from each colony rendered in the same manner ?—As nearly as circum- 
stances will permit. 

107. Mr. Trotter.) As far as it is practicable to the respective colonies -— 
Yes. For example, in Ceylon, the district collections are very wide-spread ; 
the district officers have considerable accountability imposed upon them, and 
that of necessity calls for a different and more extended system of accounts 

than 
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than in a small colony, such as Gibraltar, where everything goes in and comes Mr.G. W. Brande. 
out of the collector’s chest. 

108. Chairman.] Are any instructions sent by the Treasury as tothe manner 18 April 1845. 
in which the Journal and Ledger should be kept ?—No. 

109. Then a colony might adopt the double or single entry system, as it 
pleased ?—The colony might adopt the single or double entry system as it 
pleased, and as the financial officers found more convenient to themselves, 
and better calculated for keeping the accounts, and elucidating the proceedings 
which take place. 

110. Is there any reason why the double-entry system having been found 
practicable and useful at home, it should not be introduced into the colonies 
abroad ?—Certainly not ; and I apprehend some do act upon it. 

111. The accounts and vouchers which come home from the colonies do not 
enable you to ascertain the particular manner in which the entries are made, 
and the accounts kept ?—No, they do not. 

112. They are, in fact, abstracts, and not entries of receipts and payments ? 
—They are abstracts very much in detail. 

113. Mr. Trotter.| You have no knowledge whatever of the mode in which 
the accounts are kept in the colonies; all you know is, that they came home 
to be audited in the way prescribed by the Treasury >—We know that certain 
documents must pass between the different collectors and the treasurer, and 
they must be examined on the spot to check the collections ; but the particular 
form of accounting, or the mode in which these books are kept in each depart- 
ment, we do not: know. 

114. Chairman.| But would not you exercise much more beneficial authority 
and control if copies of the Journal and Ledger were sent to you, which would 
recognise or record the actual facts of receipt and expenditure ?—I apprehend 
the accounts come home in such a manner as to record every fact of receipt 
and payment. We know, for example, that if necessary to make an advance 
on account to any one of the departments of the colonial service, that will 
appear in the accounts rendered by the treasurer, and after a time, when the 
expenditure on account of which that advance was made is brought forward in 
its proper shape, the advance is written off, and the expenditure liquidates it. 

115. But do you get from the colonies any daily entry of receipts and ex- 
penditure, as in a cash-book ?—Not any regular daily entries of receipts and 
expenditure; but if an officer, the district agent, for example, in Ceylon, 
obtains authority to incur expenditure, we get the date of that authority, we 
get the date again of the issue on account of it, and afterwards get the details 
of the expenditure with the proper vouchers of the parties to whom the pay- 
ments were made in detail. 

116, But unless you can analyse the various amounts of which the payment 
was made up, how can you exercise a proper control ?—The various amounts 
are analysed always, because if a certain advance is made, the treasurer does 
not get credit for that absolutely and finally before he produces the particular 
vouchers for every item which that advance is intended to cover. 

117. That implies then that every entry should be accompanied by its cor- 
responding voucher ?—Yes. 

118. And then it would be necessary that every entry should be reported to 
you, and every part of daily receipt and expenditure >—Every payment is spe- 
cified in the accounts rendered for audit. The receipts are not stated so much 
in detail; as the instructions provide that each collector of revenue shall pay over 
the monies collected by him at stated times (1 think it is weekly in general) to 
the treasurer, and that at the termination of each month he shall pay over the 
balance of his collections and shall make out a detailed statement, showing the 
duties or taxes on account of which he has collected money, the coin in which 
he has received it, and the payments made by him into the treasury. This 
statement, with the treasurer’s acknowledgments, goes to the local auditor, by 
whom it is examined, andif there is anything apparently wrong or incorrect, the 
local auditor and the local government would immediately examine into it. 

119. Then I understand you to say, that every payment which is entered in 
the treasurer’s account is sent home, accompanied by a corresponding voucher 
authorizing the payment ?—Yes; it is only upon that that the treasurer, in the 
first place, can get his release, and, in the second place, that the governor can 
get absolved, if he has given any improper authority. 

0.66. 120. Mr. 
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each colony, you have, in fact, no check upon the receipts and expenditure 
from any knowledge you possess of the mode in which the books are kept 
there ?—No, but our check goes to this; taking for example, these Estimates, 
we see that payments authorized by them are made; how they may be entered 
we do not precisely know, or the exact form in which the account is kept; but 
we get the voucher for each payment in the form the Commissioners of Audit 
require, with a proper receipt annexed to it. 

121. Mr. Hume.| Provided the amount does not exceed that which is in the 
Ordinance, you make no objection ?—No. 

122. Chairman.]| Can you state which of the colonies have auditors '—Malta 
has, and St. Helena, the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, Ceylon, Western 
Australia (there is a,special arrangement there), South Australia, Van Die- 
men’s Land, St. Lucie (the audit is by a committee of the council there), and 
Trinidad has an inspector of accounts; Guiana I am not quite certain about ; 
Hong Kong has; New Zealand, one of the officers was to inspect the accounts ; 
I do not know what they have done at present. At Gibraltar, I think, there 
is none. 

123. By whom is the colonial auditor appointed in the Crown colonies ?— 
The appointment rests, as in all other cases, with the Secretary of State. The 
Secretary of State, I apprehend, either nominates or confirms the governor’s 
nomination. 

124. Up to what period have you received accounts from all the colonies >— 
I am not prepared to answer that question. The Commissioners of Audit are 
preparing a Return, which will be on the table of The House in a day or two, 
which will give complete information upon that point. 

125. Can you furnish the Committee with a list of defaulters connected with 
colonial accounts ?—Not immediately ; Ido not know that we have had any 
for a great length of time. 

126. Up to what period have you received an account of colonial defaulters ? 
—I do not know that we received any specific account of them from any public 
department; but if a default were discovered it would be immediately brought 
under the notice of the Treasury or Secretary of State, either by the colonial 
authorities or the Commissioners of Audit, ifit were not discovered until it came 
into their hands. 

127. Do the Commissioners of Audit then make a special report in the case 
of every defaulter ?—They would immediately. 

128. Or do they make general periodical returns ?—They make periodical 
returns as well as annual reports upon colonial accounts. The last defaulters 
I recollect were one at Trinidad and one at the Mauritius—the two great 
defaults. 

129. What were the periods of those defaults ?>—Some years back. That 
at Trinidad was mentioned in the proceedings of 1837. 

130. Who was the party ?—A man of the name of St. Hill. He considered 
himself authorized to make use of the deposits of the courts as a banker, and 
had done so. 

131. Can you furnish the Committee with a return of any defaulters in the 
colonies reported to the Treasury since 1837 ?—I can do that. 

132. Will you state to the Committee the proceedings which are taken by 
the Treasury when any defalcation is reported >—The Treasury would take the 
most prompt measures for legally enforcing the repayment or return of the 
money; but whether that would be done in this country or in the colony 
would depend upon circumstances. Questions of that kind arise now and then, 
and, generally speaking, the parties are proceeded against by the colonial 
government, and the questions are settled there. In that case in Trinidad, for 
example, the proceedings of necessity were carried on in the colony; in the 
case of the Mauritius, they were carried on in England. 

133. Does the Treasury in all cases require the auditors of public accounts 
to report upon the colonial accounts which are presented to them?—It is 
a necessary part of the relief of the accountant that the account should be 
submitted to the Treasury, or the state of it, for allowance ; for no accountant 
is discharged from his liability until his account has been audited and allowed 
by a Treasury warrant. 

134, Are there no cases in which individuals owing amounts to the public, 

have 
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have been released without having got ‘a discharge from the auditor’s office, Mr. G. W. Brande. 
connected with colonial accounts?—If a person against whom there was a ———— 
balance due on an account, should, after the audit of that account satisfy the 18 April 1845: 
Treasury that he had either accounted for the money, or repaid a part of it and 

satisfied the Treasury as to his having accounted for the rest, he would be 

relieved, I apprehend. 

135. Are there no cases of colonial accounts having been before the Audit- 
office, and not being reported upon from the utter hopelessness of going through 
them ?—There were, early after the institution of the Colonial Audit-office, some 
cases of that kind; another instance occurs to me at the moment, which is 
that of South Australia, during the government of the commissioners; the 
accounts from that quarter were so confused that the auditors have never 
been able formally to examine and audit them, and they have reported from 
time to time to the Treasury, what they considered the state of the accounts, 
and have suggested how far they should be examined in detail, and called for, 
and how far not. 

136. Mr. Hope.| In the case of South Australia the accounts have not been 
passed, I believe ?—The accounts have not been passed as yet; the commis- 
sioners are instituting some further inquiries in the colony. 

137. Chairman.] Are you cognizant of any cases in which the Audit-office 
have found it quite impossible to audit colonial accounts, in consequence of 
their irregularity and confusion ?—I am not cognizant of any cases latterly ; 
when I was in the Colonial Audit-office, which was instituted in 1815, we cer- 
stantly found some accounts that were in that state, but I do not apprehend 
that is the case now. 

138. Since the Committee of 1837, have no colonial accounts been allowed 
to pass unaudited in consequence of the impossibility of examining the details ? 
—I am not prepared to answer that question at the moment, because I know 
a number of difficulties have arisen, and a number of questions as to details of 
audit. 

139. Can you state whether, since 1837, the Treasury has authorized the 
Audit-office to stop the examination of any colonial accounts from the impossi- 
bility of examining them in detail?—I think not, but I cannot answer that 
question immediately without reference to all the reports that have been made 
by the Audit-office from that date to this. They continually bring questions 
before the Treasury as to matters of examination of the accounts ; they suggest 
that certain portions of examination shall be dispensed with occasionally. The 
Treasury sometimes allows that, sometimes not. Those questions arise fre- 
quently. 

140. Have not the Audit-office reported upon several occasions to the Trea- 
sury that they could not go into the accounts of certain colonies, from the 
insufficiency of means and of clerks to carry on the examination ?—That I do 
not know; that is a question relating to establishment in England which 
would not come into my hands. 

141. Mr. Forster.) Can you give us a list of those Crown colonies now having 
legislative assemblies or councils to check the estimates or expenditure of the 
local authorities Gibraltar and St. Helena, I think, have no council at present ; 
Cape Coast and the Falkland Islands; those are all that occur to me at present ; 
I think in all the others there is a council of some kind. 

142. Do the accounts which you receive from the colonies afford you any 
check upon the receipts; any means of ascertaining whether the receipts have 
been all accounted for :—There are certain vouchers required respecting the 
collections of all kinds, from which that, I apprehend, is very satisfactorily 
ascertained. 

143. Chairman.| Is there any examination of the money in the colonial 
chest :—Yes, periodically, at certain, and also at uncertain times; that is one 
of the general instructions to all the governors of colonies, that they are regu- 
larly to examine and verify their chests, and also at uncertain times. 

144. To ascertain that the money in the chest agrees with the cash-account 
balance ?—Yes; and that I apprehend is now constantly done. 

145. Mr. Forster.| Do you know whether the collector of customs in each 
colony is entirely independent of the governor in council ?—I should say cer- 
tainly not independent, because he is under the direction of the governor, as 
every public functionary must be; but they act in many of the colonies are 
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the instructions from the Home Board, and without constantly referring to the 
overnor, as all colonial officers must do. 

146. Is he accountable to the governor or to the commissioners for the detailed 
management of his department >—He is accountable to the commissioners for 
the detailed management of his department, and also to the governor for any 
information or any inquiry the governor may choose to institute as to the mode 
of conducting the business of it. 

147. Chairman.] You gave us some information in 1837 upon the subject of 
the exchanges; the manner in which they are regulated: have any changes 
taken place since that period in the regulation of the exchanges ?—Very con- 
siderable in the fixed Government rates. 

148. Will you state what they have been ?—After the slave emancipation it 
was considered necessary to revise all the local currencies, particularly of the 
former slave colonies, and from that time the Government exchange has been 
fixed in almost all instances at 4s. 2d. the dollar, which is the intrinsic value 
of the dollar as compared with British sterling, and all public payments have 
been made upon that, That arrangement has been carried into effect seriatim 
in the different colonies, and I believe is in force in all of them now, except 
Ceylon. 

ie. In Malta has not the dollar been reduced from 4s. 2d. to 4s.?—No; 
they wanted to put the Sicilian dollar, which is an inferior coin, into circulation 
at 4s. 2d. 

150. That was done under Treasury authority, was it not ?—No ; formerly 
when the Spanish dollar was 4s. 4d. the Sicilian dollar did pass for 4s. 2d. 
under a local government notice; but the Treasury after the Spanish dollars 
had been rated at 4s. 2d., found that the Sicilian dollar was likely to be current 
at 4s. 2d. and objected to it, being beyond its value. 

151. But it has been in circulation for a long period, has it not :—It was 
very little in circulation until they found that the South American dollars were 
so unequal in weight, and that the Government value attached to them was 
altered; they then attempted to bring in the Sicilian dollar at 4s. 2d. 

152. Did the Treasury at home disallow the ordinance or notice of the 
governor of Malta, that the Sicilian dollar was to be received at 4s. 2d.?—Not 
at that time, because the Spanish dollar was then at 4s. 4d., and at that rate 
the Sicilian dollar would have passed for 4s. 2d.; but when the rate of the 
Spanish and South American dollar was less in that colony, then the notice 
giving currency to the Sicilian dollar was officially revoked. 

153. The Government created in those cases the value both of the Spanish 
and Sicilian dollar, did it not :—I should not say created the value; they said 
they should pass at that rate in all Government and public transactions. They 
took it for a time, and they used to issue it to the troops. 

154. They gave it a value in that way ?—Formerly, before 1825, it had some- 
times the value of 4s. 8d., and sometimes the value of 4s. 6d., and then they 
took 4s. 4d. as the value. 

155. But the standard of value in all cases has been created by the decree 
of the governor ?—I should hardly say that that is the case; his decree went 
no further than to say, “ We will take it in all public transactions at that 
rate.” 

156. Mr. Trotter.] The value of the dollar has varied very considerably and 
very frequently, has it not ?—Formerly, very considerably and very frequently. 

157. Have not the commanders of the forces in our colonies fixed the value 
from time to time ?—The value for which it was received and paid upon trans- 
actions of the military chest; that was the criterion for its value until of late 
years ; now we have got to the intrinsic value, I believe, nearly throughout the 
world. 

158. Mr. Hume.] Is the military chest kept by the commissariat department 
in each colony ?—The military chest is kept by the commissariat always; the 
only instance in which it is not that occurs to me is at Ceylon, and there, by a 
peculiar arrangement, the local treasury makes advances for military services; 
and, in short, cashes the bills of the paymaster there. 

159. In every colony are the drafts drawn upon the Treasury there or the 
public departments here, drawn by one and the same person ?—The bulk of 
them are drawn by the commissary. 

160. But ere there not instances of two authorities existing in the colony 
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for drawing money upon England ?—In some cases, for example, in some of 
those colonies for which Parliament provides salaries for the officers, the 
governor is authorized to draw bills in favour of each officer for his salary 
direct upon the Home Treasury. 

161. Does not that drawing come in competition with the public drawing of 
the commissariat ?—To a small extent it does, and it has been put down and 
discontinued wherever it was practicable; but the public officers were con- 
sidered to have claims to receive their salaries in the way they had previously 
done. The amount is not large in any case. 

162. Then are we to understand that the officers, in drawing for their salaries 
in British money, take the chance of the exchanges being favourable or unfa- 
vourable, or are they at liberty to change as they please ?>—They are not at 
liberty to change as they please, but they take the chance of the exchange, 
which was always very greatly in their favour, until the rate of the dollar and 
the currency in the colonies was rectified. Now it would be matter of indif- 
ference, for they would get the full value of the money on the spot. 

163. Chairman.| Do 1 understand, when you speak of dollars, you speak of 
the Spanish dollar, and that now the value of that dollar, throughout the 
colonies, is recognised at 4s, 2d.?—It is recognised at 4s. 2d. generally. 
In Gibraltar there is a peculiar arrangement ; there is the anomaly, that in the 
neighbouring Spanish country the doubloon passes for 16 dollars; but through- 
out the world elsewhere its value is 154; and therefore we are obliged to say 
that there the doubloon shall pass for somewhat higher than 15 3 dollars ; other- 
wise the soldier would go and change his doubloon with a regular profit. I 
think the general result of the money market, since 1819 or 1820, will be found 
to have been, that silver is to gold as about 15 4 to one, pure ; when you come 
to the different alloys, of course the values are uncertain. 

164. Mr. Hume.) In fixing the value of the Spanish dollar, is the same value 
fixed in every one of the British colonies, or do they vary :—The same value 
is fixed now in all the British Crown colonies, and in all the stations where our 
troops are, and I believe also by all the legislative colonies, in their nominal 
currency, but now rather with reference to 4 s. 2 d. in all of them. 

165. In sending money to the different colonies, to what colonies do you 
send British coin, coined here ?—It has been sent to almost all of them. 
Ceylon had some at one time, but it soon disappeared, for unfortunately they 
altered the currency, made the rupee go for 2 s., and it has remained so ever 
since. That was in 1836; and before we could rectify it, it had taken such root, 
that it was to late. 

166. Then are we to understand that the. money coined in England, and 
sent out, to supply Ceylon, has disappeared in consequence of the rupee being 
passed for a higher value ?—It has, | think, been gradually disappearing ; there 
is very little of it in the island on that account. 

168. Has the same thing taken place in any of the other islands 7—Where 
the dollar was rated at 4s. 4d. it did take place, because that gave a premium 
of about four per cent. for introducing dollars instead of British money. 

167. Chairman.| Has not a currency representing British money, the pound 
sterling, or parts of the pound, been introduced into some of the colonies ? 
—The pound sterling has been adopted as the money of account in some of 
them. 

169. Can you mention the colonies into which the pound sterling has been 
introduced r—All our accounts from the Crown colonies now are in pounds 
sterling universally ; there are several of the legislative colonies also that have 
adopted the pound sterling in place of their currency, particularly in the West 
Indies. 

170. Mr. Hume.| And have they fixed a table of the value at which each of 
the coins circulating in the colony will be received by the public services as 
part of the pound sterling ?—That is done by the Queen’s Order in Council ; 
formerly, in short, they used to make anything current they thought suited 
their purpose at the moment. Since 1838, all those regulations have been 
made by order of the Quéen in Council, or by royal proclamation. 

171. They are granted for all the colonies :—They were first granted for the 
West Indies; and at the same time, in the North American colonies, the ori- 
ginal order making the dollar 4s. 4d. was revoked, and the commissaries and 
all other public offices were directed to take it for 4s. 2d. Subsequent to that, 
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I think all the colonial legislatures have passed Acts, giving the dollars and 
British money their respective values in their colonial money of account. 

172. Are the values, as fixed by proclamation, the intrinsic value of the 
metal ’—The intrinsic value of the metal, except in the case of British silver 
coin, which is a token. 

173. Mr. Hope.| In matters of currency we assert the right, as far as we 
can, of the Imperial Treasury to regulate the value of coin for the whole 
empire, do we not ?—In point of right, I take it that no coin can be current 
except by authority of the Crown. 

174. And, as far as has been possible, having reference to the necessity for 
local Acts in such cases, we have gone of late upon the system of regulating 
the whole by one valuation, made by the Home Government ?—Yes, by one 
valuation, made by the Home Government. For example, the North American 
colonies have, in one or two instances, passed local Acts, in which they said, 
“In our currency the sovereign shall be so and so, the dollar so and so, the 
doubloon so and so ;” but they have found those valuations were not strictly 
correct with reference to the intrinsic value of the coins as compared with 
British sterling, and that was corrected. In all instances that was done. 

175. Chairman.| How far is British coinage a legal tender in the Crown 
colonies '—-J apprehend British coinage is a legal tender everywhere within the 
British dominions. 

176. Is that the case as to silver coinage ?—As to silver coinage it is virtually 
a legal tender, by being taken, ad libitum, by ail the public departments in pay- 
ment of all taxes. In fact, the Order of the King in Council, in 1825, made it, 
strictly speaking, a legal tender. 

177. Do you recollect what time in the year 1825?—In the month of 
February or March 1825. 

178. Is there in the colonies a copper coinage equivalent to the British 
coinage ?—They have a British copper coinage ; in Ceylon and Malta they have 
fractional parts of a farthing coined purposely for them. What they have in 
the North American colonies I am not quite certain at present. I know there 
is a good deal of confusion in their copper currency there. 

179. In any of the colonies are dollars coimed with the head of the British 
Sovereign ?—Certainly not; the only coin of that description that was at any 
time issued, was some colonial money—anchor money, as they called it; and 
there were also some three-guilder pieces ; but that is a good many years back, 
and they have disappeared almost entirely. 

180. Is there no money coined in the British colonies representing the 
pound sterling, or the parts of which the pound sterling is composed >—None ; 
but in order to prevent inconvenience in the British colonies, foreign coins, 
such as French five-frane pieces and other coins, are given currency to at their 
intrinsic worth in sterling money, compared with British gold coin. 

181. Mr. Hume.} Do the accounts which are kept by the department of 
Customs come to the Treasury in their way to the Audit-office as the 
colonial accounts, which are independent of the Audit-office :—No, the col- 
lectors in Crown colonies pay all their collections into the colonial chest. 
They give, as well as the other collectors of local revenue, certain vouchers to 
the treasurer, and to the local government to verify their payments; those come 
to the Commissioners of Audit; but the detailed accounts of every duty, and 
so forth, do not go to the Commissioners of Audit, but go to the Board of 
Customs. 

182. Has the Board of Customs a Board of Audit for the examination of 
the accounts of their own department ?—They have, as far as the colonial 
collections go, a special officer to inspect the plantation accounts, and, quasi, 
audit them all. 

183. Mr. Hume.| In what colonies is there a government paper currency :— 
I think there is a little at the Cape, at present; that is the only one of the old 
colonies in which it remains, except that at Ceylon there is some still. They 
had a very large amount, and they were told, “ You may keep that afloat, 
redeeming it on demand, so long as it does not get to a discount.” 

184. Chairman.| Has not the bank of issue established at Ceylon tended to 
supersede the use of the government paper ?—I do not think it has. 

185. Mr. Hope.] Some of the representative colonies, I believe, have deben- 
tures >—Yes, 

186. To 
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186. To how small an amount are those debentures ?—I am not aware. 

187. Chairman.] Do the accounts which come from the representative colo- 
nies report to the Government the amount of debt due by those colonies ?— 
I know we have reports from Jamaica of the amount of debt. 

188. Would it be possible for any accounts which you possess at the Trea- 
sury to state the debt due by every separate colony :—No, the Treasury has 
not such an account ; if it is anywhere, it is in the returns to the Colonial- 
office. 

189. Do the engagements of the colonies, whether in the shape of debentures 
or bonds, or any other documents bearing interest, come under the cognizance 
of the Treasury ?—No, generally not. If they pass Acts for funding their debt, 
or for incurring debts, those Acts do now come under the cognizance of the 
Treasury, certainly. 

190. Does the Treasury exercise any authority as to the manner those debts 
shall be recognised or repaid ?—No further authority than that they might 
recommend the disallowance of the Act, if they found it was faulty in not pro- 
viding properly for the payment or liquidation of the debt. 

191. But the Treasury would not consider it competent to enter into the 
question of the debt, or the manner in which the debt should be discharged ?— 
Hardly ; it depends so much upon the opinions of the local legislature,—upon 
what they may think best,—that unless there was something glaringly improper 
in the thing, the Treasury would not do so. 

192. Mr. Hume.] Is the Colonial department aware of the amount of debt 
existing in every one of the Crown colonies and minor dependencies ’—Yes, 
certainly. 

193. But in those colonies having legislative assemblies no specific return of 
the amount of the debt is made otherwise than in their general returns ?—Not 
otherwise than in the Blue Books, their general returns. 

194. Mr. Forster.] Are the particulars of the revenue and the expenditure 
of each colony contained in the Blue Books ?—The particulars of the revenue 
and expenditure are contained in the Blue Books. 

195. Not of the estimates ?—I think not; an abstract of the revenue and 
expenditure, and I think they have all a comparative statement of the year to 
which they relate with the next year. 

196. Do they give the andited account ?—No; they give the account as 
settled on the spot. 

197. Do they give the account as audited in the colonies >—The account as 
audited in the colonies they give, because the account is prepared by the colo- 
nial auditor, I apprehend. 

198. Is the form of receipt and expenditure, which is adopted in the books 
as suggested by the Treasury, or does it emanate directly from the Colonial- 
office -—It emanated from the Colonial-office. 

199. And has it undergone the supervision and receiveds the approval of the 
Treasury —Not that I am aware of; it was adopted some years back. 

200. This book for instance, the receipts of the revenues for the Mauritius ; 
can you tell whether those statements of revenues represent the gross or the 
net receipts ?—In the Mauritius, I presume, the gross receipts. If they tally 
with the accounts rendered to the auditor, they must be the gross receipts in 
every case. 

201, Are the Blue Books communicated to the Audit-office to enable the 
Audit-office to compare the accounts as received with those contained in the 
Blue Books ?—I believe not ; the Blue Book return would have no weight with 
the auditors, certainly. 

202. Mr. Hope.] The return in the Blue Book, I believe, is always an un- 
audited account, so far as you know ?—It must be an unaudited account, 
because it comes home immediately at the close of the year, and therefore, 
except as to local examination, it must be unaudited. 

203. Chairman.|] Then in the matter of account the Blue Book is a very 
imperfect authority ?—In the matter of account the Blue Book is no authority. 

204. Mr. Hume.] Is it not as much an authority as the finance accounts 
laid on the table of the House of Commons ?—It ought to be. 

205. The auditors would pay no attention to the finance accounts laid on 
the table of the House of Commons in their audit ?—None. 

200, Those are a general abstract of the revenue and expenditure of England, 
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and do you understand the Blue Book to furnish the same account with regard 
to the respective colonies ?—Yes. 

207. The amounts are estimated, their accuracy remaining for the ultimate 
audit ?—They might prove inaccurate on ultimate audit. 

208. Chairman.] Have you had an opportunity of comparing the estimates 
of receipts and expenditure in the Blue Books with the real accounts of receipt 
and expenditure after audit :—I think incidentally I have. 

209. And you think the Blue Books represent with tolerable accuracy the 
amounts of receipt and expenditure ?—I think they do; I was going to observe, 
in some of the legislative colonies I have at times seen Blue Books which 
I thought were inaccurate, but it was not from any knowledge of the fact. 

210. Is it not the case that in some of the colonies the Blue Books have 
continued the same from year to year ?—I am not aware. 
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Mr. Samuel Jasper Blunt, called in ; and Examined. 


211. Chairman.] WHAT office do you fill in the Colonial Department ?— 
I have the care of the Blue Books. My particular department is taking charge 
of the Acts of the representative colonies. 

212. Is it the duty of your department to suggest any improvements from 
time to time in the Blue Books ?—Yes. 

213. In the year 1837 several suggestions for the improvement of the Blue 
Books were made from the Statistical Department of the Board of Trade to 
the Committee then sitting. Are you aware whether those suggestions have 
been carried out ?—J should be able to say if the Committee would refer me 
to them. 

214. It appears in page 102 that Mr. Porter is asked this, at question 915: 
“ Chairman.] The finance accounts are not furnished to you to be presented. 
to Parliament as the finance accounts of the mother country, are they? 
They are not.—Do you see any reason why the colonial accounts should 
not come to you in the same manner? No, I do not.—Would it not add. 
very much to the completeness and utility of the work presented to Parlia- 
ment by your office if the colonial receipts and expenditure were included in 
it? Nodoubt.” Are the colonial receipts and expenditure included in the 
Blue Books ?—They are, at least abstracts of them. 

215. Do you mean that the returns if the Blue Books represent the facts of 
receipt and expenditure ?—Yes, I believe so. 

216. Have the accounts been audited:—They are not audited when they 
come to us. They go to the Audit-office for that purpose. 

217. Mr. Forster.| All you have in the Blue Books is a statement by the 
colonial authorities themselves of what they have received and how they have 
spent it —Yes. . 

218. Mr. Hope.] As far as you believe or know, there is now contained in 
each Blue Book an account of the receipt and expenditure of the revenue of 
the colony, so far as it can be given before the accounts have been sent home 
to this country for audit :—I have no doubt of that at all. 

219. Mr. Aldam.]} 
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_ 219. Mr. Aldam.] And that was not the case before Mr. Porter's sugges- 
tions ?—Indeed I cannot say that; I should have thought it had been. 

220. Mr. Hope.| Mr. Porter is asked, in question 919, “ Are there any sug- 
gestions you have to offer to the Committee for the improvement of the Blue 
Books ?—I think there are some matters that might advantageously be given, 
matters of information. Among the rest there is no statement of the rate of 
wages for different employments, excepting the cases of the New South Wales 
returns and Van Diemen’s Land; I think it very desirable to obtain this infor- 
mation with regard to the former slave colonies.” Do you know whether that 
suggestion has been adopted and acted upon ?—No, I do not; but I can easily 
refer to the agricultural return and ascertain whether it is so or not. 

221. Just refer to the book and tell the Committee whether that suggestion 
has been acted upon or not :—Here is a return which we have received ; it has 
been acted on. 

222, Chairman.) As the defects were pointed out in 1837, could you make 
out a table exhibiting the present state of things, and showing the colonies in 
which the defects then pointed out were remedied ?>—Yes, that could be done. 

223. Can you state to the Committee generally what has been done by the 
Colonial-office to improve the Blue Book since 1837 ?—We have written 
numerous despatches to the governors, but we have no authority in the represen- 
tative colonies to make them give us these returns. 

224. Shall you be able at the next meeting of the Committee to state which 
of the Crown colonies have introduced the improvements suggested in 1837? 
—Yes. 

225. As regards the legislative colonies, we know the Colonial Department 
has not a direct action; but have any improvements been introduced since 
1837 >—Certainly. 

226. And shall you be able to state what has been done in each particular 
colony ?>—Yes. 

227. In 1837, in the colony of Tobago, for instance, there was no return of 
the local revenue; no return of the colonial military expenditure, and no 
return of the public military expenditure and public works ?—In every one of 
the colonies every one of those returns are called for; that is, we send out 


the blank forms, and it is not our fault if the legislative colonies do not fill. 


them up. I can show you that those very returns are included in our present 
Blue Books. 

228. Mr. Forster.] These Blue Books are compiled in your office  —Yes, the 
forms are. 

229. They are not in the state in which they are sent from the colony -— 
We send out the blank forms, and require them to be returned filled up. 

230. And the statements and returns contained in those books now before 
us, are the actual accounts received at the Colonial-office from the colonies 
themselves ?—Exactly ; in their own writing. We have taken a great deal of 
trouble to make them perfect, and consulted various departments, and every 
suggestion thrown out has been embodied in these returns from time to time. 

231. Have you any check or control over the accuracy of those accounts and 
statements in your office /—None. 

232. Mr. Spooner.| What accounts did the return refer to?—I apprehend 
you mean the general accounts contained in these returns. 

233. All the Blue Books ?—All the Blue Books. 

_234. Chairman.] To whom do you look in the colonies for making those 
returns ; who, in fact, makes them up?—-We endeavour to make the colonial 
secretary responsible; but in some of the representative colonies we find great 
difficulty in it, for he is paid by the legislature, and is constantly grumbling, 
and makes the returns in a slovenly way, because he is not paid for it properly. 

235. Mr. Hope.| How do you enforce it in the Crown colonies ?—By with- 
holding the secretary’s salary. if the return is not completed. 

236. Can you refer the Committee to the dates at which the Blue Books 
have been furnished to the Colonial-office >—We should receive them about this 
time for 1844. 

237. What colonies have failed to send those of 1844?—We do not expect 
to receive them before this from the nearest colonies. 

238. And for 1843 there are none in arrear?—Speaking from memory, 
I should say none; I mean that all that are here are for 1843. 
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239. Chairman.] Will you let a-list be made out of the latest Blue Books 
that have been received from each of the colonies ?—I will do so. 

240. The estimates are not entered, are they, in the Blue Books ?—No. 

241. Do any of the Blue Books compare the account of expenditure with the 
preliminary Estimates —I believe not. 

242. Are any accounts of the colonies kept at the Colonial-office /—None 
but those which are given here; the only accounts we receive are those sent 
home in these Blue Books for the year. 

243. Can you explain why the financial year, with a view to uniformity, is 
not the same in the various colonies ?—Our object has been to make them 
up to the end of the year, so that we may have these Blue Books sent home 
within three or four months afterwards. It is not convenient in some colonies 
to keep them up to that time. 

244. In the Crown colonies, have any orders been given to introduce uni- 
formity as regards the period of making up the accounts ‘—I should say so. 

245. Mr. Hope.| In order to allow of the Blue Books for the preceding year 
reaching this country while Parliament was sitting, was it not lately the habit 
to require the Blue Books, in some of the more distant colonies, to be made 
up to the 30th of September, instead of the 31st of December?—Yes, but 
having been found inconvenient that has been abandoned. 


246. Chairman.| Are you able to say which of the colonies pay the whole of 
their expenses; can the Colonial-office give a statement of those which pay 
their own expenses, and of the deficit ?—I should say not, certainly; we can 
show you from these accounts, if they are to be depended on ; we have nothing 
else, particularly in the legislative colonies. 

247. Then the Colonial-office could not state from any facts in their posses- 
sion which colonies pay their own expenses and which do not ?—Not through- 
out the colonies ; the Crown colonies we could. 

248. Have they any opportunity of tracing what becomes of the surplus 
revenues ?>—I should say not, except from the Blue Books. 


249. I think there was an order some time ago from the Colonial-office that 
quarterly returns should be furnished independent of the annual statements ; 
which are the colonies making those returns, and which do not >—Some of them, 
but that I can make a return of at the same time as I give you a return of the 
last Blue Books. 

250. Can you give the Committee any information as to the grounds of 
resistance on the part of the representative colonies to introducing a system of 
uniformity into the accounts ?>—I have no reason to give ; we have always found 
a very great difficulty in getting it, and I suppose there is a still greater diffi- 
culty in getting at the reason. I believe the real truth is that the parties are 
not paid for it, and have no authority to make up those accounts. The secre- 
tary has no authority to call upon any individual in the colonies to return his 
fees and emoluments. 

251. Have certain models been sent from the Audit-office to the Crown 
colonies as to the manner in which the accounts should be kept, and have 
similar communications been made to the representative colonies ?—I should 
think I may safely say they have. 

252. In 1827 acollection of the whole of the Blue Books was printed for the 
use of Parliament ; is that the last printed set of the Blue Books -—Since 1827 
certainly some have been printed; I think you mean 1837. 

253. No, 1827 :—Yes, subsequently to that. 

254. In 1827 the whole of them were printed, and the collection is in the 
House of Commons; can you tell which of the Blue Books have been since 
then printed, either for Parliament or for the use of the offices ?—I cannot say 
off-hand at all. Part have been printed subsequently for the use of Par- 
liament. 

255. Do the Blue Books give any statement of the debts owed by the different 
colonies —I think not. 

256. Then from the Blue Books you could not ascertain the annual charge 
on debentures or bonds ?—I should say not; but I will refer in a moment if 
you will allow me. (Zhe Witness referred to a book.) It does not form one of 
our items. 

257. Would that not be an improvement ?—It would be an improvement if 

the 
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the legislative colonies would return it. We can tell you in the Crown 
colonies. 

258. But are the debts of the Crown colonies returned in the Blue Books of 
the Crown colonies ;—I do not know. 

259. Mr. Spooner.| You know the debts of the Crown colonies They are 
known; the office would know it. 

260. Could you furnish us with a general statement of the debts due from 
the Crown colonies ?—Yes. 

261. Mr. Aldam.] The Blue Book from the Cape is printed; is that printed 
at the Cape 7—Yes. 

262. Chairman.) Can you state whether the receipts in the colonies on 
account of the customs, and the disbursement of those receipts, come under 
the cognizance of the Colonial Department ?—I think, speaking from memory, 
they are sent to the Treasury, and we have had some difficulty in getting them. 
They make up their years at a different period; and I remember, some time 
ago, there was great difficulty in getting the returns from them. The Custom- 
house offices make them up at a different period for the Treasury from what 
we require for our Blue Books. I should think the Treasury would give it you. 

263. Could the Colonial Department in a Crown colony exercise the same 
sort of control over the Custom-house accounts that it does over other receipts 
and expenditure in the colonies ?—I should say not. ‘The customs depart- 
ment is peculiarly under the Lords of the Treasury. 

264. Are you aware what is the nature of the publicity given to the esti- 
mates in the colonies ?—Are you speaking now of the Crown colonies ¢ 

265. Yes.—I believe they are published in the Gazettes. 

266. Here is a Malta newspaper; can you state whether those details are 
the whole of the details which are given to the public of Malta previously to 
the financial year ?—I have no means of answering that question. Perhaps 
I may be allowed to state, that we have done all we could to obtain these 
returns made out as clearly as possible: we print five copies of the Blue Books 
for each colony each year; one for the Governor, one for the House of Assem- 
bly, and one for the Council, with a view to induce them to further our object, 
so that coming before them filled up, they might detect any inaccuracies. 

267. Mr. Hope.| And two remain to be sent home ?—Yes. 

268. Chairman.| Then five copies of every Blue Book are printed —-No, we 
send out five blank forms for each colony each year, and they keep three, one 
for the governor’s use, one for the council, and one for the assembly, because 
we thought by doing that, they would be able to detect any inaccuracies there 
might be, and that would induce them to further our object in having them 
made up correctly. 

269. Mr. Forster.| The same system is pursued at the Crown colonies — 
And the legislative. 

270. And has the governor of the Crown colonies orders to show that book 
on the application of any party’ interested; is it accessible to persons in the 
colony >—One is laid before the Legislative Council, and always kept there. 

271. Would a merchant or other person residing at the colony, on applica- 
tion to the governor or the authorities, have access to that book ;—I really 
cannot say that. I have no means of saying whether the governor always 
allows it to be seen or not. 

272. Chairman.| You are not aware whether the Blue Book becomes a 
public and accessible document after it is filled up in the colonies ?—I do not 
know. I should think as it is for the use of all the members of the Legislative 
Council and Assembly, it must be considered as a public document. 

273. Mr. Forster.| Has the Treasury copies of these Blue Books P—No. 

274. And in examining the estimates of the revenue and expenditure, they 
do not do it with reference to those books ?—I should think not. 

275. Has the Audit-office a copy of these books :—No, we send them if they 
require them. 

276. Chairman.] Are not the Blue Books the elements from which the sta- 
tistical returns are prepared for the Board of Trade?—In addition to other 
returns which they have. I believe they have more detailed returns than we 
have, for they get them from their customs officers. 

277. Is no copy deposited at the Board of Trade ?—No, none. I have often 
er if Mr. Porter wanted them. Of course they are always accessible. > 
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Mr. Hamilton, called in; and Examined. 

278. Chairman.}] YOU were examined before the Committee in 1837, and 
then you laid before the Committee a statement of all the colonial accounts at 
that period ?—I did. 

279. Are you able now to lay before the Committee a statement of their 
present state ’—Yes. 

280. Will you.hand it in, if you please ?—

281. Here are only 19 colonies out of the 42 ?—In the 42 you include colonies 
having representative assemblies. 

282. None of whose accounts come to you r—Not for audit. 

283. Do not the military and civil list accounts of those colonies come to 
your office ?—The military accounts are included in the commissariat accounts, 
and are not called colonial accounts; they are under the control of the Trea- 
sury, and are paid out of British money, not colonial revenues. 

284. Which of the accounts connected with the receipts and disbursements of 
the colonies do not come to the Audit-office ?>—The military expenditure of all 
accounts connected with the colonies come to the Audit-office as well as the 
accounts of colonial receipts and expenditure of Crown colonies; but the 
civil expenditure of those colonies having representative assemblies do not come 
to the Audit-office. 

285. Do the Custom-house accounts come in any shape ?—From the Crown 
colonies they come specifically detailed as portions of the colonial receipts of 
those colonies; in some few cases they would be included in the general 
customs accounts. 

286. And are the customs accounts subject to the examination of the Audit- 
office ?—They are. 

287. The whole of the custom-house —The whole are subject to the exami- 
nation of the Audit-office, the details however being examined by the Comp- 
troller of Customs. 

288. How can an account be audited unless the audit go into details ?— 

Inasmuch 
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Inasmuch as it is understood that the Comptroller of Customs has a separate 
office of audit for the details of that particular branch of the revenue; and if 
the Audit-office were to go into those details again, they would be doing what 
the Custom-house had done already by their own clerks, accustomed to those 
particular details.- 

289. Then the Audit-office allows them to audit their own accounts, and does 
not submit them to any other examination ?—It is not that ; it is the regulation 
of Her Majesty’s Government that those details should be examined by the 
Custom-house, and the account is rendered by the Comptroller of Customs. 


290. But how can you audit a colonial account if one portion of that account 
is beyond your cognizance ?—That is a matter which has been under particular 
consideration, and the subject of a particular report by the Audit-office to the 
Treasury: how far it was expedient or desirable that the colonial customs of 
Crown colonies which were under the entire supervision of the Board of Cus- 
toms, who appoint a regular comptroller on the spot, should be subject to the 
same audit as other portions of the accounts; and it was decided, after repre- 
sentations and communications with the Treasury and the Board of Customs, 
that no other examination by the local auditors and the Audit-office of these 
customs accounts would be necessary than that the local auditor should refer 
to the collector’s day cash-books, and ascertain that the total amount of cus- 
toms receipts which were paid into the colonial chest, agreed with the amount 
shown by the collector’s day cash-book to have been collected. But as to the 
fact whether that day-book contains the particular items of every tonnage and 
every manifest, and the true particulars of the entries of account, that was 
left to the comptroller of customs in the colony, and to the supervision of the 
Board of Customs in England, in the same manner as the port collections at 
the out-ports are left in their detail for the examination of the comptrolling 
officers and the Board of Customs. 


291. That is to say, the supervision of the Board of Customs, as to the 
incomings and outgoings of their own department, is in fact recognized as a 
sufficient audit —No; the outgoings of the Customs department are all under 
Treasury authority, and those Treasury authorities, as to the outgoings and the 
expenditure, are examined in the Audit-office. The details I refer to are the 
particular details of every ship, every merchant vessel, every cargo, that comes 
into port; an immense volume of work, which would require double the force 
of the Audit-office to go into; those details are all examined by the comp- 
trolling department of the Board of Customs. I do not refer to details of 
expenditure, for they are completely examined in the Audit-office. 


292. Does the audit take place then without examining the particular facts 
of entry, the detail of receipts and disbursements ?—Certainly not; the details 
of disbursements are examined, and as to receipts, the general nature of them 
and the proper rendering of accounts duly certified, but not the details. 


293. Does the cash-book, or the journal and ledger, come before the Audit- 
office, of any of the colonial officers?—Does your question refer to the cash- 
book containing the particular entries of every vessel and every cargo? 

294. Yes, of every case of receipt. What knowledge have you of the items 
which make up the results?—The certificates of the auditor that he has com- 
pared the entries of the collector, which are stated in gross, under each head 
of receipt ; import, export, warehouse duty, and so forth, with the collector’s 
detailed accounts ; the collector’s detailed cash-book. 

295. Mr. Forster.j Are you acquainted with the system of keeping the 
accounts at the custom-houses in the colonies, and with the checks and mode 
of auditing the accounts there >—Not the minute details, but the general fact 
that there are books in which all those particulars are entered, and that there 
is a controlling officer acting under detailed instructions from the Board of 
Customs, and carrying out the checks which they have ordered to be kept; 
in order to know what these details are, it would be necessary to apply to 
the Custom-house, to see their instructions to their own officers. 

296. You know nothing of the mode of keeping the accounts '—Generally, 
I know the mode, but not the particular details, because I have never seen 
the books ; but in communication with the officers of the Customs, with the view 
of ascertaining whether there was an efficient check for the public service, it 
has been explained, that the instructions to their officers in the colonies are 
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very particular, and that there are such regulations as enable their controlling 
officers to see that they have a check on every vessel and cargo that comes in 
or goes out. 

297. .Who is the controlling officer?—A comptroller in some of the colonies 
specially ; and where the duties are not of sufficient importance to pay a sepa- 
rate officer, it is one of the Customs officers, selected by the Board of Customs 
so to act. 

298. Chairman.| Is the system uniform in all the colonies as to the mode 
in which the custom-house books are kept >—Except as to Malta and Gibraltar, 
I believe it is. 

299. Mr. Forster.| And is there an audit officer attached to each custom- 
house ?—It is an officer acting as a comptroller, which is an audit officer; a 
comptroller is the same as an audit officer. 

300. And he audits the accounts in the office >—In detail, and the auditor 
has the collector’s account current, and audits it in gross, comparing the totals 
with the totals of the collector’s day cash-books. 

301. Chairman.| Is there a central custom-house audit office r—In most of 
Crown colonies there is an auditor and an Audit-office. 

302. Where is the central Audit Board of Control in England for the Cus- 
tom-house accounts ?—At the Custom-house, the Comptroller’s-office. 

303. Do the accounts which are sent to the Custom-house Audit-office come 
to your general Audit-office ?—Not the details ; the collector’s account current 
comes to the Audit-office ; the details rest with the Custom-house. 

304. Does the Audit-office furnish any models to the Crown colonies as to 
the manner in which the accounts shall be kept ?—Yes. 

305. And do all the Crown colonies at this moment return their accounts 
according to the suggestions of the Audit-office ?>—Ii those colonies where a 
specific form has been furnished, they furnish it in that form so far as the 
general entries go; but there are colonies where the instructions have not 
gone to a specific form of account, but only to general suggestions upon any- 


thing that was found wrong. 


306. Have no general orders been sent to the Crown colonies, emanating 
from the Audit-office, suggesting improvements, and suggesting some model 
form ?—There have been constant suggestions from the Audit-office as to 
improvements in form, but it is not in all cases that a specific form of account 
has been laid down. ; 

307. That is, the Audit-office has not adopted any general system of account 
to be recommended to the Crown colonies ?—No, not as a general system. 

308. What steps are taken by the Audit-office when accounts are in arrear ; 
when they are not received ?—The usual practice is to write to the accountant 
in the first instance, and when the delay appears unreasonable, a report is made 
to the Treasury. 

309. What do you conceive to be an unreasonable delay in rendering a 
colonial account ?—From six to twelve months. 

310. And in a case where a colony has not returned its accounts from six to 
twelve months after the year has elapsed ?—Not after the year has elapsed. I 
mean six or twelve months after the earliest period at which we should consider 
the account due. 

- 311. How soon after the termination of the financial year do you expect the 
colonies should be prepared to send their accounts home 7—From three to nine 
months, according to the extent of the account. 

312. And after nine months of the time necessary for sending the return, is 
= application made from the Audit Board to have those accounts returned -— 

es, it is. 

313. What is the staff employed now at the Audit-office for the examining 
of colonial accounts ?—There are 19 examiners. 

314. By the statement you have put in, it appears that the colonial accounts 
of Ceylon are 11 years in arrear. How do you account for that delay ?—That 
must be an error in copying, for there is no arrear. 

315. The last accounts audited are in 1834?—The audit of an account 
cannot, it is conceived, be properly made until all the items questioned in that 
account are explained. 

316. It is stated here that three clerks are employed in the examination of 
the Ceylon account, and that the last account audited from Ceylon was the 

account 
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account of 1834?—The account for the year 1835 is now before the Commis- 
sioners, ready for audit. 

317. Then the account is in arrear 10 years as regards Ceylon?—I was 
answering the question as to arrears since 1834. The account for the year 
1835 is now before the Commissioners ready for audit. The replies to the 
queries on that account were received from Ceylon in July 1844. 

318. And when were the queries sent to Ceylon ?—Harly in 1838. 

319. Then six years have elapsed ?—It would be better, perhaps, that I should 
go through the whole of the accounts and queries, and that, in answer to the 
statement as to 1834, I should give the explanation up to 1840. 

320. Do so, if you please ?—-The queries on the account for 1836 were sent 
in September 1840, and on the account of 1837 in April 1841; on the account 
for 1835 in August 1841; on 'the account for 1839 in December 1842; on the 
account for 1840 in September 1843. We have this year received a letter 
from the auditor, in answer to an application to know the cause of the arrear 
in answering the queries, in which he attributes the delay to the late auditor, 
and states that measures are now taking, and that the answers will be sent imme- 
diately, I have not that letter with me; but I can furnish it to the Committee. 

321. The Committee observe that seven years elapsed between the accounts 
of 1833 and the answers received in 1840; what steps were taken to obtain 
more prompt replies in such a case ’—In the interval representations came 
from the governor, through the Colonial-office, showing that the fact of their 
not being answered was before the governor, and it appeared from those repre- 
sentations that measures were taking to expedite the queries. 

322. Is the cause of the delay to be attributed to the want of sufficient help 
at the Audit-office, to an insufficient number of clerks for the examination 7 
I do not conceive that with any increase in the number of clerks, the Audit- 
office could proceed further with accounts to which explanations have not been 
received, so far as the audit of the accounts goes ; but in the return which I have 
given in, there is a distinction made between the audit of an account and the 
examination of it; and I believe there is no arrear in examination. 

323. But until the audit takes place, is there any power of action against 
a defaulter :—If it were a question of default, it would not be a query, but 
a special representation to the Treasury. 

324. Suppose an account should not be audited for 11 years, would not that 
give a defaulter a great opportunity of escape ?—No, since the question of 
default will have been ascertained years before, and specially reported on. 

325. How can it before the audit Because it is found out by examination, 
not by audit. The audit is the mere form of making up the account in 
testimony of its being accurate, or of every matter having been decided upon 
as therein stated, not at all as originating a question of default; for instance, 
the fact is now ascertained in respect of all the accounts marked “ examined.” 

326. Then what do you mean by an audit >A certificate that the account 
has been examined, and enquired into and explained, and that the state of it is 
as then submitted to the Treasury, for the purpose of a warrant being issued 
to declare or pass the accounts; but the fact of its correctness has been ascer- 
tained long before, subject to special reports to the Treasury, inasmuch as any 
question as to actual default would be reported on to the Treasury instead of 
sending out a query. 

327. But are there not special reports on inaccuracies in the accounts ?—Not 
upon detailed inaccuracies ; the Audit-office do not report inaccuracies in the 
account ; we obtain the explanations, and then report to the Treasury whether 
the explanations are satisfactory as to the details. 

328. Mr. Hope.| Up to what date have the accounts been examined ?—I 
cannot state from memory, but that appears upon the paper which I have 
handed in; I should say, speaking generally, that they have been all examined 
to within the last year. 

329. Does it consist with your knowledge that, in the event of a default 
being suspected, immediate measures are taken to call upon the defaulter to 
make good the deficiency ’—If, in the examination of an account, any grave 
error should be found which has the semblance of default, it would be reported 
to the Treasury, with a recommendation, according to the circumstances of the 
case, of the measures which in the opinion of the Commissioners ought to be 
taken, without waiting for the process of detailed queries and answers. 
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330. Chairman.| What do you mean by a “grave error” ?—Any matters 
which might not be questions of over-payments, or matters which might be 
considered susceptible of explanation ; a balance improperly brought forward ; 
a set of bills, of which we had knowledge, not accounted for. 

331. Mr. Aldam.] Is there any examination, amounting to an audit, previous 
to the strict audit at the Audit-office ?>—A most strict examination. 

332. At which any error of this kind would be detected ?—And specially 
reported to the Treasury. 

333. Where does that examination take place >—In the Audit-office. 

334. What is this preliminary examination ?—There is a preliminary exami- 
nation, an early examination, and a final examination. 

335. Give the Committee, if you please, an explanation of the system of audit, 
giving an account of each distinct examination *—At the earliest moment prac- 
ticable, after an account is received, it is inspected and examined. 

336. Chairman.| How soon ordinarily after an account is received do you 
begin an examination ; or when an account comes in, how soon is it delivered 
over to be examined >—From one to three months after ; the account is inspected 
and examined in reference to balances and charges raised by bills which are 
then drawn, and any other examination which can take place without reference 
to vouchers. As soon as the account of the preceding year has been so far dis- 
posed of as to forward the queries on that account, the detailed examination of 


the account already inspected is commenced, 


337. Mr. Aldam.| After what length of interval would that generally come? 
—From three to six months. Any particular question arising on the exami- 
nation of that account, such as the discovery of default, or any grave error, 
would be immediately reported upon to the Treasury, and upon any matter of 
great irregularity, though not involving grave error, the same course of pro- 
ceeding would be adopted, or an early query would be sent out without waiting 
for the completion of the examination ; and when the account has been com- 
pletely examined, the further queries are sent, and the account is then laid by 
to proceed with the next, which may have been received. The audit of that 
account in general takes place only after the questioned points have been 
answered to the satisfaction of the Board. In some cases the first answers to 
queries are not satisfactory, and further queries are sent; it has happened that 
even a third set of queries have been necessary before a full and sufficient expla- 
nation is given ; and in some cases, as in the case of Ceylon, the delay does not 
arise from repeated sets of queries, but from the neglect of the local auditor, in 
not taking up the queries and answering them as soon as he has received them. 

338. Then the audit you have spoken of in your previous examination, has 
been the third and final audit, after receiving the answers that have been sent 
to the questions on the previous examinations ?—Yes. 

339. And the audit you have been speaking of in your previous examination, 
has been that third and final audit ?—There is but one audit. We call the 
audit of the account, the account being finally stated. 

340. Then this case of the Ceylon account, when was the first examination 
made ?—The first examination of what year ? 

341. The account of 1834; the audit is 11 years in arrear; how many years 
is the first examination in arrear ?—Of what account? 

342. The account of 1834; when was that account first examined?—The 
Ceylon account for the year 1834 was only received in December 1836. 

343. And when was it examined?—I should say the examination of that 
account commenced immediately it was received. The examination was com- 
pleted in 1837, and the queries were sent out in November 1837. 

344. Chairman.] Now the accounts of the Mauritius; the last audit was in 
1836. Those accounts are nine years in arrear; to what do you attribute that ? 
—To the same cause. The last account audited is for the year 1836 ; that is the 
last account upon which we have received explanations to questioned points. 

345. Mr. Hope.| Can you state when that account was first received ?— At 
the beginning of the year 1838. 

346. Chairman.| When were those queries answered, the accounts being 
now nine years in arrear ?—The queries in the account for the year 1837 have 
been answered; but there are some special points which were reported to the 
Treasury, and upon which the Treasury called for explanations from the colony. 

347. At what period was this —I should say that that was in 1839. 

348. And

348. And five years have passed without answer ?—Without any notification 
to the Audit-office. 

349. What does the Audit-office do in such a case, where, after six years of 
delay, no progress is made in the colony ’—I am not aware whether the Audit- 
office has, in this particular case, reported the delay to the Treasury ; the ques- 
tions were not of such a grave nature as to lead to any opinion that there was 
any matter of default. 

350. But still, all the questions must remain in abeyance till the accounts 
are audited; public functionaries are not discharged from responsibility till the 
audit is reported ?—I do not recollect whether in this particular case any repre- 


sentation has been made to the Treasury of the delay upon the subject of the 


unanswered questions. 

351. In the case of the Cape of Good Hope, the audit is also nine years in 
arrear ; what are the facts as to that?—That has not arisen from delay in 
answering the queries, but from the heavy nature of the account, and the acci- 
dental circumstance of the examiner of that account having been absent from 
serious and protracted illness, and the strength till within the last year or two 
having been quite insufficient to complete the examination; but the accounts 
now are closely made up, as you will perceive by that return. The queries are 
answered, and the accounts are in a state of forwardness for audit: when a 
heavy account has come into arrear, and the whole available strength is not 
more than sufficient for current examination, delay must take place. 


352. Do you not consider that the more the arrear, the more peremptory is 
the duty to have the accounts examined ?—My remarks extended to the fact 
the chief examiner of those accounts having been absent from prolonged illness. 

353. Are no measures taken to supply the want of a public servant — 
A report is made to the Treasury, but they are sometimes unwilling, I believe, 
to authorize an increase in the establishment. 


354. Is the absence of a public officer considered a sufficient warranty for 
the neglect of auditing an account /—When the establishment is barely suffi- 
cient to carry on the examination, the loss of two examiners cannot be imme- 
diately supplied, because, although the one account might be kept free from 
arrear, by taking examiners from other accounts, the accounts from which 
they were withdrawn would necessarily fall into arrear. 

355+ Is the Committee to understand that your supply of clerks is insufficient 
to do the public work ?—There is no available surplus of time to make good 
any absence from illness. 

356. Now the Trinidad audit also appears to be nine years in arrear ?—Yes. 

357- They have been only audited down to 1836; what is the cause of the 
delay there ?—In sending up the audited state of the account for the years 
1835 and 1836, the Commissioners pointed out to the Treasury that anwers 
had not been sent to the queries on the subsequent accounts. 


358. What date was that ‘—I think in 1841. 

359. And how were those representations followed up ?—Those representa- 
tions were followed up by a strong letter to the auditor. 

360. And what took place ?—After some time the auditor excused himself 
by absence from illness, and stated that he would immediately take measures 
to remedy the defect. 

361. But do you consider the plea of absence from illness an available excuse 
in the case of public accounts ?—The answer came through the Colonial-office 
and the Treasury. A further report was made to the Treasury, and the result 
has been that the necessary explanations have now been received. The discre- 
pancies in the account are explained to have arisen from a change in the manner 
of making up the account, which was not explained by the accountant; and 
the accounts are found to be substantially correct, and the audit will now in 
consequence take place immediately. 


362. Mr. Spooner.| Is it not the interest of the accounting officer to press 
for the audit, in order to be discharged from his liability ?—It must be so, if 
he has either any doubt as to the correctness of his account, or if he has 
any property to dispose of, which of course would be liable to his responsi- 
bility to the Crown. As an instance, there has just now been an application 
for the release of the sureties of the late treasurer of the Mauritius; that 
application came within a week after the year’s account had been received 
in the Audit-office, and before, of course, the account had been examined; I 
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received instructions from the Board to make the best possible arrangements in 
my power to expedite the examination of that account, but it will create some 
delay in the usual progress of some other account, the Board not being able 
to place at my disposal an extra examiner for that purpose. 

363. Chairman.| But why were the accounts of the Mauritius to be audited 
more than those of any other colony ?—It is only the examination of this one 
Mauritius account which is pressed on for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any questions arise out of the account affecting the personal responsibility of 
the late accountant and of his sureties. I alluded to the directions I had 
received from the Board as seeming to me to show, that on particular occa- 
sions, such as the death of an accountant, every possible means were adopted . 
to expedite the examination, although there might not be available strength to 
carry on another examination at the same time with equally rapid progress. 

364. Is that done by preference, or by a general rule >—It is a general rule 
that whenever an accountant dies, the preference is to be given to the early ex- 
amination of that account over the examination of a current account of a living 
accountant; that preference heing nothing more than that every exertion 
should be used, and extraordinary exertion, for rapid examination. 

365. Extraordinary exertion then, implies a preference, does it not ‘—It is 
to a certain extent preference, but seldom setting aside any other account. It 
would be merely that if there were two examiners upon one account, and one 
on the account of the deceased accountant, the second examiner might be with- 
drawn for a time from the account of the living accountant, to increase the 
strength upon the account of the deceased accountant. 

366. Then the neglected account would suffer ?—The neglected account will 
suffer for any special attendance to one account, when the establishment is 
merely equal to carry on the regular examination. 

367. Then there is no general rule for taking the accounts in order at the 
Audit-office >—The general rule is, to take every account in order the moment 
it comes in. 

368. You do not give the preference to the accounts of one colony over those 
of others'—No; every account is taken up at the earliest moment after the 
examination of the preceding year’s account. 

369. Mr. Hope.| Was the Mauritius case the case of the death of an account- 
ant >—Yes. 

370. Mr. Spooner.] As far as the public is concerned, does not the Audit- 
office become possessed of all the important features of the account at an early 
part of the examination ?—Invariably. 

371. The delay of the audit, then, is chiefly for the purpose of rectifying 
smaller matters; is that so ?—The delay of the audit is, for rectifying small 
and great matters; but great matters will have been specially reported to the 
Treasury in the early stage of the proceedings. 

372. Mr. Forster.| You have stated that in your first or cursory examina- 
tion of the accounts, it is made without reference to vouchers ; now how can 
you detect a defalcation in an account without testing the vouchers >—The 
examination with vouchers proceeds rapidly and as quickly as possible. I merely 
meant to say that even that early examination was not altogether waited for, 
but that in order to have the very earliest possible check upon an account, the 
whole account is inspected as far as it can be done without reference to 
vouchers ; in as far as regards balances, and bills drawn, and large transactions 
of that kind, they can be tested without reference to vouchers. 

373. But you are aware, are you not, that in case of a treasurer or an ac- 
countant intending fraud, he would take care to support that fraud by falla- 
cious vouchers >—Large frauds I should think would not very often arise from 
matters taken credit for in accounts with vouchers, those would generally only 
be accumulations of small frauds ; some frauds would arise in a manner which 
might be discovered by an early inspection of the account. The Audit-office, 
for example, receive advice of all bills drawn by accountants, of sums paid 
over to accountants, and these are all at the time of advice posted in a ledger 
against the accountant, and the balances which the accountant is chargeable 
with are also seen without reference to vouchers; it can also be seen whether 
the balance of the account agrees with the certificates of the examination of 
the chests. These and many other points are the points which are examined 
on inspection, but the examination of the account with the vouchers is not for 
this reason delayed. 


374. Will 
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374. Will you inform the Committee who the different public officers are in 
the colonies (distinguishing the colonies having representative assemblies from 
the Crown colonies which have not), who are responsible to your Board for 
the accuracy of the accounts; whether the governor, or treasurer, or secretary, 
or accountant ?—In almost every case there is a separate treasurer. It is the 
treasurer. 

375. Chairman.] But other accounts '—You speak of colonial accounts? 

376. Yes.—There are no other accounts, except commissariat accounts. 

377. Mr. Forster.| Who are the officers responsible to you in the colonies 
for the accuracy of the accounts you audit ?—The colonial treasurers in general 
are separate officers, holding that office only, and in some few cases another 
colonial officer acts as colonial treasurer. 

378. Chatrman.] Do any of the subordinate functionaries account to the 
Audit-office ?—They do not account to the Audit-office, but they have a separate 
responsibility, inasmuch as they have sub-accounts they are charged with the 
receipt and disbursement of money, and their accounts are rendered to the 
treasurer, and incorporated in his general account as treasurer. 

379. But are the sub-accountants directly responsible to the Audit-office ?— 
Not at all. 

380. Mr. Forster.] Supposing an inhabitant of a colony, being in London, 
were to apply to you for an inspection of the accounts and vouchers received 
from that colony in which he was a resident, would you allow him to see it? 
Do you allow of any inspection by the public of the accounts in your office >— 
If an application were made by any individual, not an accountant, to inspect 
the accounts of the colony, I should inform him that he must write a letter 
stating his reasons for wishing to inspect the account, and that letter would go 
before the Board, and the Board would decide upon it. 

381. Chairman.] It appears that you audited no accounts of South Australia ; 
how does that happen?—The accounts from 1836 to 1839 have not been 
rendered. 

382. What steps have been taken with reference to them ?—The accountants 
have been written to and they have stated that the accounts have been partially 
destroyed by fire. 

383. Mr. Forster.| Have they satisfied your Board upon that subject -—It is 
an assertion, and a report has been made to the Treasury giving a full account. 

384. Chairman.| When was that account made ?—In 1843. 

385. And has no answer been received since 1843 ?—There has been a com- 
munication from the Governor, by which it appears that the accountant has 
proffered his aid to make up fresh accounts. 

386. Mr. Hope.] What has been done with the accounts since 1838 ?—They 
have been examined. 

387. Chairman.| It is also stated with respect to New Zealand that no ac- 
counts have been audited ?—The accounts from New Zealand have been rendered 
in a very defective state as to principle. As regards the charge side of the 
account, there are nothing more than totals of the revenue, without any docu- 
ments to substantiate their correctness, and queries have been sent out. 

388. Whenr—At various periods between April 1843 and July 1844. 

389. And no answers received to the earliest >—No answers whatever have 
been received. 

390. Has any representation been made in consequence’—I do not think 
that any special representation has been made. 

391. Is any return made periodically from the Audit-office to the Treasury, 
as to the state of accounts ?—There is a return periodically made as to any 
accounts which are not put into the course of examination. 

392. Has any return been made in continuation of a Parliamentary Paper of 
1843, showing the then state of the accounts of the Audit-office ?—That was 
a paper called for; and on such occasions such a paper would be rendered, 
but not unless specially called for. ; 

393- Mr. Hope.] Is there not such a paper in the course of preparation ?—- 
Yes, but I understood the quéstion to refer to a regular periodical return from 
time to time as to the state of the accounts. There is no such periodical return, 
except as to any accounts on which the examination has not commenced. 

394. Chairman.] Then when the audit is completed, is a report made to the 
Treasury ?—The audit of the account is the state of the account dea 
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the Treasury for their warrant, and it is that warrant which clears the ac- 
countant. 

395. After the audit at the Audit-office, is there any delay at the Treasury 
in issuing the warrant confirming the audit ?—Never, unless some very special 
case occurs in which the Treasury dissent from the allowance given by the 
Board of Audit. 

396. But until the warrant is issued from the Treasury, the public accountant 
is not exonerated ?>—Certainly not. 

397. The statement you have put in refers only to 17 colonies; are these 
the only colonies from which you have received accounts ?>—The only colonies 
from which we have received accounts of the expenditure of colonial revenue. 
There are commissariat accounts; but that is the expenditure of British 
money. 

398. There have been divers Parliamentary votes for the Falkland Islands ; 
they do not appear in this list; have no accounts of any sort been received 
from them ?— None, so far as I am aware. 

399. Has any representation been made from the Audit-office that the Falk- 
land Islands accounts have never been received ?—The Audit-office, I believe, 
would not make'a representation as to the necessity of sending an account 
to their office for audit ; they would only proceed with such accounts as are to 
be rendered to their office. 

400. Then whatever should be the delay on the part of a colony in return- 
ing accounts, would not the Audit-office take the initiative proceeding, and 
require their production without waiting for a special order?—The Audit- 
office would do so in all cases where they understand that those accounts are 
to be audited in their office. 

401. Who marks gut to the Audit-office the line of its duty, as in this parti- 
cular case. For many years there has been a Parliamentary vote for the Falk- 
land Islands; how is it that in this return there is not the slightest reference 
made to the Falkland Islands?—I can add to that return the accounts of the 
colonial agents in this country ; that return has reference to accounts sent from 
the colonies. I can add to it the accounts of the colonial agents in this country 
if the Committee desire it. 

402. It appears also with reference to the accounts for Van Diemen’s Land, 
that the audit of those accounts is seven years in arrear. To what is that to be 
attributed >—1838 is the last account audited. No replies have been received 
to queries on the later accounts. 

403. When were those queries sent >—At various periods between April 1843 
and July 1844. 

404. Mr. Aldam.}| How long in arrear is the first examination for that year 
of the Van Diemen’s Land accounts >—For which year? 

405. The year the chairman was speaking of.—It is completely examined. 

406. The accounts of 1838 were examined for the first time at what date ? 
—I think in 1841. 

407. Take 1839. At what time did the first examination of the accounts 
for Van Diemen’s Land take place f-—Very soon after they were received; early 
in 1842. 

408. And when was the second examination of those accounts made ;—The 
examination was completed in 1843. 

409. Chairman.| But it appears that no queries have been sent with respect 
to the account of 1839. How is it that that account is not audited? That 
account is not stated to have opened the door to any queries. Why has not 
that account been audited?—That account is ready for audit now; the delay 
in the auditing has arisen merely from the general impossibility of proceeding 
faster with the account with the strength that is upon it. 

410. But how does it happen that the Sierra Leone accounts have been 
audited up to 1843, while the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land to 1839, to which 
there seems to have been no objection, have not been audited >—Because the 
account of Sierra Leone is a very small account, which, as soon as the questions 
are settled, is audited immediately, and the Van Diemen’s Land is a large and 
intricate account, which requires considerably more time to close the pro- 
ceedings. 

411. But it appears there is no question on the account of 1839, according 
to the statement here, that there is no impediment with respect to the auditing 
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of an account of 1839, and that account has not been audited, while in the case 
of St. Lucia the accounts are audited up to 1842, and the Sierra Leone accounts 
up to 1843’—The Van Diemen’s Land account is a heavy and voluminous 
account, and the St. Lucia account is a very small account, embracing very few 
difficult: or laborious questions. 

412. But is not the largeness of the account a reason for promptitude in 
the examination of it >—The promptitude as to examination may be equal, and 
yet if you have only one examiner upon each, there will be a difference in the 
result as to time. 

413. Then you have not power enough in the office to break down the 
arrears; is the Committee to understand you have not functionaries enough 


in the office to break down these heavy arrears?—Not to break them down 


rapidly. 

414. But do they not accumulate ?—I should say certainly not. 

415. Have not a very large number of accounts, involving very large sums 
. of public money, been allowed to pass without audit ?—I am only aware of one 
instance, and that was not without audit; it was only that the very detailed 
and scrutinizing examination into details should be waived for a close exa- 
mination, supervision, and control. 

416. But can an account be audited without a scrutinizing examination into 
details >—It is not the same audit. 

417. Is it a satisfactory audit >—That must depend rather upon the general 
opinion which parties might form, having a thorough knowledge of the nature 
of the account. 

418. Mr. Trotter] Will you mention the account ?—New South Wales. 

419. And is it not the great difficulty that there is in obtaining an accurate 
knowledge of the items, and the manner in which the expenditure has occurred, 
which has prevented that from going in for audit ?—It is the great length of 
time that would be occupied in going into a scrutiny of most voluminous docu- 
ments, which prevented any hope of such a detailed examination of that 
account within a reasonable period. 

420. Chairman.| What became of the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land pre- 
vious to 1836 ?—I do not quite understand the question. 

421. Was there no minute of the Audit Board in the year 1836 which 
checked the audit of the Van Diemen’s Land account, and prevented its 
thorough investigation :—If there was any minute of the Audit Board upon 
those accounts, or to that effect, I have no doubt it must have been in conse- 
quence of full representations of the circumstances to the Treasury. 

422. That is, if the accounts had come in in a shape so confused that they 
could not be disentangled, that would be a ground for their escaping audit >— 
Certainly not; it would be, as a general practice, a ground for a more scruti- 
nizing and laborious audit. 

423. Has it not frequently happened, that from the impossibility of disen- 
tangling complicated accounts they have passed without audit ?—I should say, 
certainly never. 

424. Mr. Trotter.| You mentioned, did you not, that you know of but one 
instance in which an account has been delayed from that cause >—Yes. 

425. Chairman.| In the year 1833 were not a great number of accounts so 
passed P—Not one, to my knowledge. I am speaking from recollection. 

426. You have no knowledge of the Audit Board having allowed accounts 
to pass unaudited in consequence of their confused and negligent character >— 
I have not. 

427. Will you inquire, if you please, as to a minute of the Audit Board of 
the 16th of January 1833 ?—-Yes, I will do so. 

428. Mr. Trotter.| Can any account whatever be passed and declared with- 
out the sanction of the Treasury, provided it is not an intricate account, or 
a balance carried forward >—Not without a special warrant of the Treasury. 

429. Chairman.| Even though the Audit Board should report a defalcation, 
the Treasury holds in its hand, does it not, the power of releasing the state 
debtor ?—The Treasury undoubtedly hold that power; but that power would 
be exercised by a special minute, and the account would be returned with 
a special exception also on the face of it, and it would be recorded in the 
archives that that account was declared under such special circumstances. 

430. In any case in which the Treasury releases a public defaulter, a special 
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Mr. Hamilton. minute is made and sent from the Treasury to the Audit-office, and that justi- 

———— fies the Audit-office in passing the account; is that the state of things :—Cer- 

21 April 1845. tainly not; I apprehend, in any grave question, it would not be a minute, it 
would be a warrant under the signature of three Lords of the Treasury. 

431. The Lords of the Treasury then do, in certain cases, command the 
Commissioners of Audit to pass certain accounts under the warrant of three 
Lords ?—All accounts are passed under the warrant of three Lords of the 
Treasury, and there are certain cases in which the warrant of three Lords 
would, under the Act, be sufficient to pass a payment objected to by the Audit- 
office. Supposing the case to occur, the Commissioners of Audit would waive 
a question, provided the Act under which the Board is constituted empowered 
them to do so. 

432. Could you furnish the Committee with a record of the public defaulters 
reported by you to the Treasury since 1837 ?—There is periodically, I believe, 
a return of balances due to the public, made to the Treasury and to 
Parliament. 

433. Mr. Forster.] You have spoken of references and reports to the Lords 
of the Treasury; but the Audit-office being independent of the Treasury, and 
responsible td Parliament alone, will you explain with what view you make 
those reports. Is it for the purpose of the Treasury assisting you in carrying 
out the objects of your Board; or in what relation do you consider yourselves 
to stand towards the Treasury >—With respect to colonial accounts, the Audii- 
office stands in a different position from that in which it stands with respect 
to the ordinary accounts of the British Government. In the colonial accounts, 
proceedings with a view to alterations, explanations and amendments, and 
which are not pure matters of detail, can only be carried out by the governor 
of the colony, and therefore the proceedings are reported to the Treasury, in 
order that the Treasury may submit to the Colonial Secretary of State the 
instructions which are necessary to be given for the purpose of effecting the 
improvement or the explanation. 

434. Then you do not communicate with the colonies themselves, but through 
the Treasury ?>—We communicate with the colonies themselves, in all matters of 
ordinary account ; but if it were a grave or serious question, anything which 
appeared a default, or any grave question of change, knowing that that could 
only be carried out by the authority which has the control in the colonies, 
namely, the Secretary of State, the report is made to the Treasury, in order 
that the instruction may go through the office of the Secretary of State; and 
in fact in all questions which relate to the responsibility of the governor, even 
where they are matters of account, those questions are reported to the Treasury 
in order to be laid before the Secretary of State. 
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Mr. John Thomas Briggs, called in; and Examined. 


Me. J. L. Briggs. » 435. Chairman.| WHAT office do you fill 9—Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

436. Since you were examined in 1837 you have had further experience of the 

working of the improvements which have been introduced into your department ? 


—Certainly. 
437. How 
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437-. How has the introduction of the double-entry system generally worked? Mr. J. T. Briggs. 
—Particularly well. ; 
438. Have all the difficulties which originally presented themselves at its intro. 24 April 1845. 
duction been overcome ?-—Entirely. 
439. And it has now been generally introduced into your department, and all 
your central books are kept on that system ?—Yes. 
440. Have you been able to find in all the departments dependent upon you, 
functionaries who have been able and willing to give effect to your instructions ? 
—They have been trained up in the office for that express purpose, and instructed 
by degrees. We select the best clerks in the office, combining intelligence with 
good handwriting, both of which are essential. 
441. Can you explain to the Committee the general results of the introduction 
of that system ?—The great result is that every item of expenditure for the navy 
all over the world is by degrees brought into a general total, and classed under the 
different heads in the Estimates of the sums voted by Parliament ; independently 
of which these heads of expense as they go before Parliament are subdivided into 
a variety of other heads, so as to enable us always to furnish an account of the 
expenditure of every item, I may say, connected with the naval expenditure, 


442. Previous to the introduction of the double-entry system were not the navy 
accounts frequently in arrear?—Very much so, but the great naval account was 
never made up. ‘There never was any annual account made up for the navy at large. 


443- Then it is the introduction of the double-entry system which enabled you 
to present the great results?—Yes. I was not there at the time the double-entry 
system was not in existence. 

444. At the present moment you can at a very short notice present the whole 
amount of receipt and expenditure of your department ?—We are allowed under 
the Act of Parliament eight months for completing the whole of the accounts from 
abroad; the accounts, as far as regards the home expenditure, closing at the 
financial year, on the 31st of March, we might make up ina very few weeks or a 
month or two after that time ; but we are obliged to have time till the accounts from 
abroad up to the same period can be received at home, and examined and passed; 
and therefore the delay is in the receipt and examination of those accounts, for 
which the Act of Parliament allows eight months. 

445. And is that time amply sufficient for the preparation of all the accounts ? 
——Of all the material accounts ; but not sufficient for those casual purchases 
which are making by ships sailing all over the world. 

446. But of every concluded transaction, it enables you to present the account? 
—Entirely. ; 

447. Mr. Baillie.] How long has the double-entry system been established in 
your department -—It was introduced imperfectly a few years before I went there, 
and numerous entries were made from accounts before they had been examined 
and passed, which I considered a great defect; that is to say, it related only to 
the expenditure under the Navy Board; and when the Victualling Board ‘and 
Navy Board were combined in one, then the double-entry system was carried 
forward, and embraced the whole expenditure of the navy. 

448. In what year was that ?—1832. You may consider the completion, the 
full introduction of it, from that date. 


449. Chairman.] Did its complete introduction take place under a Treasury 
Minute ?—No, under an Act of Parliament, passed in 1832. 

450. As far ‘as your experience goes, would the general introduction of the 
double-entry system into public accounts be any security against error; and would 
it facilitate the prompt making up, and the rapid audit of such public accounts ?— 
With regard to the first part of your question, as to accuracy, and the prevention 
of error, certainly. With regard to the other part, it would be as easy for arrears 
to take place by neglect under the double-entry system as by any other. It requires 
the same vigilance to keep it up as the single-entry. 


451. Does not the existence of the double-entry system enable you more 
easily to detect any error ?—Yes; in fact it detects itself, for the balance cannot 
agree if there is any error. ; 

452. ‘The great advantage of the double-entry system is, to enable you to 
detect errors during the progress of the accountst—That is one advantage ; but 
another is, that it enables you to combine a great variety of things together in an 
easy manner, which it is impossible to do by any other system. 
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453. You think the results of the introduction of the double-entry system has: 
been to simplify the character of the public accounts ?—Certainly. 

454. And youare now enabled to present all the great accounts of your depart- 
ment in a far more satisfactory shape to the Government or to Parliament than at 
any previous period before this system was introduced ?—Certainly. 

455- Do you see any impediment to the introduction of the same system in the 
accounts which are kept in the colonies?—None whatever, provided there are 
proper persons qualified to act upon it. ' 

456. And if functionaries were employed who understood the double-entry 
system, do you conceive that ultimately it would be a great public benefit ?—In 
all cases where accounts are extensive and various. As there is rather more 
machinery requisite in the double-entry system, in places like many of our 
establishments abroad, where it is the mere simple receipt of money and the 
expenditure of it, without any other combination of varieties, I should hardly 
think it worth while; but it can be done in any case. 

457. Where it is a simple cash account, you do not think it of the same value? 
—lIt is equally applicable, but not necessary. 5 

458. What colonial accounts does your department receive ?—We have accounts 
from almost all the colonies; that is to say, beginning with Gibraltar, Malta, 
Cape of Good Hope, Bombay, Madras, Calcutta, Hong Kong, Halifax, Bermuda, 
Jamaica, Rio Janeiro, and the Pacific from Valparaiso. Those are our established 
accounts. We have also accounts from pursers of men-of-war, who touch at all 
ports all over the world, and make purchases there. Their accounts of expendi- 
ture come into my Office also. 

459. Do you know whether, in any of these colonies, the double-entry system 
has been introduced ?—Certainly not. 

460. Mr. Hope.] When you say colonial accounts, you only mean accounts of 
naval expenditure which takes place in the colonies ?—Certainly. 

461. You have no correspondence, direct or indirect, with the colonial autho- 
rities ?—The money for naval purposes is taken up from the commissariats abroad, 
where there are commissariat stations. 

462. Mr. Forster.] Do the accounts you receive from the principal stations 
generally reach you in a clear and satisfactory form ?—Generally speaking, they 
do. Where there are new agents, sometimes they are not so accurate, and are 
not received so speedily; such, for instance, as Hong Kong, where, that being 
a new establishment, and at first there not having been an adequate provision 
made for it, the accounts have been two or three years in arrear ; now they are 
likely to be received more despatchfully ; but from other establishments they are 
received regularly, more particularly at Malta, where there is a larger fleet and 
manufactories. ‘There is a great bakery, the whole of the fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean being supplied with biscuit made at Malta. 

463. Chairman.] Are there no cases in which payments are made on account 
of the navy from the colonial chest?—No, they are all from the commissariat 
chest ; and if there is no commissariat, then the functionaries, pursers and so on, 
are authorized to draw bills of exchange. ; 

464. Mr. Forster.] Do they always come in the form prescribed by your 
department ?— Certainly ; there is one form for all foreign establishments. 

465. Chairman.] Aud to all foreign establishments do you send models ?— 
Yes. 
466: And you find that those models are invariably adopted ?—Invariably. 

467. Shouid you reject an account that came in any other form than that which 
you have prescribed ?—Certainly. ' ‘ 

468. And you have found no difficulty in enforcing the keeping of the accounts 
according to the system that has been laid down by your department :—None 
whatever. 

469. Mr. Hope.] All the accounts are kept by officers appointed by yourselves ? 
—By the Lords of the Admiralty. 

470. Under your directions /—Yes. 

471. Chairman.| Does it not facilitate the accuracy of public account keeping 
that the gross revenues should in every case be paid into the chest ?—It would 
with us. We receive the produce of old stores and various other things which are 
brought in aid of the estimates. It would be more simple if we had nothing to do 
with them in our estimates, but only to take the money which is voted by Parlia- 


ment and expend it. 
472. It 
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472. It would be an improvement in your accounts if you received money from 
no sources but Her Majesty’s Exchequer ?—Yes ; but even supposing there were 
no system for paying in this money, wherever it arose, into another department, it 
would facilitate and simplify our accounts if we were allowed to pay it over quar- 
terly into the Exchequer. 

473. You had some years ago a mission to Paris to examine into the state of 
the French accounts !—Yes. 

474. Did you not find it adopted there as a general principle, that no depart- 
ment of expenditure should at the same time be a department of receipt, and that 
the proceeds of stores, and in fact the revenue from any other source than Trea- 
sury warrants was invariably paid into the Treasury department ’—That certainly 
was the case, but you must be aware that they have a duplicate set of function- 
aries, as you may call them, to enable them to do that. 

475. Do you see any difficulty in detaching from your department all other 
sources except Treasury warrants /—That is a question of local convenience. The 
question is whether there is any Treasury functionary to receive the money at 
these places; in most places there may be. There are large quantities of stores 
sold at Portsmouth, and there would be no difficulty in that money being remitted 
through some medium to the Exchequer here. Abroad, we will take Malta for 
example, it might be paid to the commissariat on behalf of the Treasury; and 
each place must be taken up to see whether there is a Treasury functionary to 
receive the money instead of our agent; and where there is, it would be better 
that all receipts should be paid to him than to the naval functionary. 

476. You have recommended in reports to the Treasury the adoption of this 
principle, as an additional security for the public money, and an additional means 
of obtaining accuracy in the public accounts —I cannot bring my memory to say 
I have made any report upon the subject ; but the Treasury have themselves made 
a minute upon the subject, which has been before me, and which is before the 
Committee. 

477. This is a Treasury order of September 1834, recommending that the cash 
payments for stores, rents, repayments, and so on, should go into the Exchequer, 
and stating that the only difficulty of effecting this arrangement is the necessity of 
obtaining Parliamentary authority for so doing; do you concur in that recommen- 
dation f—Entirely. 

478. And you think its application to your own department would be a great 
public benefit —It would be a simplification and an advantage, not a very great 
one ; it is not of sufficient magnitude for that. 

479- Does not that principle involve the greater question of the payment of all 
gross revenues into the Exchequer ?—That is not in my department ; I only speak 
of my own department. 

480. Mr. Hope.] Just explain what you meant by saying, when referring to the 
French system, that they had a duplicate set of officers:—It appeared to me that 
the Pay Department, or what we should call the Treasury Department, had agents 
all over the country, and also abroad, independent of one another,—namely, the 
agent for receipt, and the agent for expenditure. 

481. Is the system of finance in France, as regards the colonies, conducted by 
the Home Government; have they agents of their own in French colonies ?—I 
understood so; but it was not the immediate object of my inquiry. These were inci- 
dental matters, and I should not like to speak with great positiveness as to them. 

482. Do you conceive the system of double entry is worth introducing unless 
there is a large variety of transactions -—I should hardly think it was. ‘There is 
more machinery in the double entry, and therefore it is more applicable to where 
there are a variety of transactions than to where there are merely simple receipts 
and payments. 

483. You are understood to say that your system of accounts throughout the 
world is carried on by persons who have been trained under yourselves :—Not 
entirely ; because all pursers are persons appointed independently of my depart- 
ment. 1 only speak of the double entry itself of my own department in London, 
as to the training. 

484. Is it a system which requires much instruction to carry out?—Yes, it 
requires an apprenticeship upon our great system. I should say no clerk is 
qualified to understand and to conduct the whole of the journal and ledger unless 
he has been there for two or three years, and then he must be an intelligent 
clerk. : 
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485. Chairman.| Is there not a Treasury Minute that no clerk shall be 
employed unless acquainted with the double-entry system?—Yes, they are exa- 
mined in it now, which was not the case formerly. 

486. Therefore‘all the persons now appointed are considered to have a know- 
ledge of it?—Yes, but it is more theoretical than practical. Not one of them 
would be able to understand our system, so as to carry the thing through. They 
take just the theoretical mercantile part of it, and it is an assistance to a clerk, 
no doubt. He would be more competent, and would sooner make himself 
acquainted with our system, from possessing that theoretical knowledge. 

487. Is not the double-entry system taught in all schools which profess to give 
.a commercial education ?—I cannot speak to that fact. 

488. Mr. Spooner.] You have been speaking of double entry as part of your 
system; is that everywhere adopted in your establishment, or only at home ?— 
Only at home. 

489. Your agents abroad do not keep their accounts by double entry ?>—No. 

490. Do you think any advantage would be gained if they were to keep them 
abroad by double entry?—I think in such a large establishment as Malta, where 
there are a variety of transactions, and a manufacturing establishment which 
approaches a commercial transaction, it would be an advantage to keep the 
accounts by double entry, because I feel satisfied that now there must be some 
subordinate imperfect way of doing it to arrive at the results which we require, 
which I am quite sure would be more satisfactorily done by a regular system of 
double entry. At many of the other establishments they are mere simple receipts 
and payments, and in those cases it would not be worth while, I think. 

491. Where a colonial agent is employed to receive the revenue, and either 
to make different payments himself out of those receipts, or to remit them to the 
Treasury, do you think in that case double entry would be of any service ?>—~ 
I really think not. % 

492. Chairman.] Supposing the receipts were derived from various sources, and 
the expenditure very various inits detail, should you then think that the doubie- 
entry system would be a benefit?-—It is a question which depends on variety. 
Where transactions are various, double entry would be an advantage everywhere ; 
but without having a particular account before me, and being more acquainted 
with the colonial accounts referred to, it would be difficult to form a distinct 
opinion. 

493. Butas there is no colony in which the receipts do not emanate from various 
sources, and in which the expenditure is not also various, do you conceive the 
introduction of the double-entry system would be productive of benefit ?—Cer- 
tainly. 

es, Can you imagine any case in which the introduction of the system of 
double entry would be inconvenient ?—No; it is applicable to all cases, only more 
laborious. 

495. Mr. Hope.]| What do you mean when you refer to expenditure being 
various ; do you consider that to be represented by a case in which the payments 
are, for instance, a set of salaries to different officers; payments for public build- 
ings, roads, bridges, and so forth; is that the sort of case which you contemplate 
when you state that where the expenditure is various the resort to double entry 
would be useful ?—If that were carried to any considerable extent, so as to require 
that all the expenditure under those different heads, and many others besides, 
should be brought together, then I should think the double entry would be useful, 
for there the ledger is necessary to bring together the various payments under the 
‘different heads. 

496. Chairman.| Your own ledger shows not only the expenditure under every 
head of estimate, but also under the various details of the public service ?—All 
details. 

497. And acopy from the ledger does in fact represent all the results of receipts 
and payments ?—Yes, of the whole navy at home and abroad, under every item 
you can imagine; if you want to know how much has been paid for hemp, or for 
beef and pork, or any article consumed in the navy, you can ascertain it; each is 
kept by itself, the total being brought together from the expenditure all over the 
world. 

498. And would not that also apply to the colonial receipts and expenditure 
where the receipts are of a various character, being derived from many sources, 


and where the expenditure also must have to be grouped under very various heads 2 
—I think 
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—I think where it is necessary to group receipt and expenditure, there it is that 
double entry is of advantage. 

499. Mr. Trotter.] Have you considerable difficulty in training your clerks at 
first ?—Yes. 

500. You allow them leave of absence to go and perfect themselves, do you 
not ’—Yes; when the double-entry system was first brought into use there was 
considerable difficulty in procuring properly qualified persons; but that difficulty 
arose from not seeking them out of the public. 

501. Chairman.] You have stated that the most complete accounts you receive 
are the accounts from Malta ? ~ Yes. 

502. And those accounts are also the most complicated in their character ?— 
Yes. 

503. Mr. Trotter.) You were understood to state before, that the introduction 
of the French system would cause great delay ?—There are certain parts of it not 
connected with the double-entry system, which would be productive of great delay ; 
they make contractors wait six weeks, till they can make up a regular account of 
all their money transactions, and appropriate the money ; that part of it would 
create delay. 

504. That would postpone the payments a month or six weeks ?—Certainly. 

505. Mr. Forster.] The delays you speak of in the French accounts have no 
reference to the system of double entry ?—None at all. 

506. Chairman.| What measures do you take to enforce expedition in the 
returns from the colonies?—Every commander-in-chief is required to have the 
accounts delivered to him within a certain space of time, within a month or six 
weeks after they are due ; that is to say, accounts ending on the 31st of March 

ught to be before the commander-in-chief within a few weeks afterwards. He 
is then required to examine them and transmit them home. 

507. What is the maximum delay you would allow in a colony without calling 
the attention of the colonial accountant to it ?—I merely allow so much time as is 
necessary for their being made up, a month or six weeks, and they are sent home 
by the first convenient opportunity. ‘Those opportunities of course are various. 
From the Mediterranean they come home very speedily. From more distant 
stations it takes more time. From the Cape we could not, with any reason, com- 
plain of the accounts not coming home under three or four or five months, for 
there are no regular packets from the Cape. 

508. Is there any instance in your department in which the accounts have been 
twelve months in arrear?—At the Cape of Good Hope only there has been an 
instance. There the accounts were not received, upon which I proposed to the 
Board of Admiralty to write out to the commander-in-chief, calling his attention 
to it, and the result was that, reckoning the time before the attention of the com- 
mander-in-chief was called to it, and while the letters were going out and coming 
home, and the time he took in looking into the matter, we had a year to wait, 
and then we had 18 months’ accounts home all at once, which was a very unusual 
and reprehensible circumstance. 

509. Was that a case of default ?—We are afraid it is. 

510. And do you attribute that delay to the irregularity or default of the agent? 
— Yes; and I am afraid, to the dishonesty. 

511. Do you consider that any long arrears in the receipt of the accounts should 
immediately lead to an inquiry ?—Certainly. 

512. And such inquiries are invariably made in your department, where there 
is any unreasonable delay?—Yes; I have a quarterly account prepared in the 
office, and if any account is due for a longer time than is reasonable, taking all 
the circumstances into consideration, the party is immediately called on to hasten 
it, and account for the delay. 

513. Who prepares the quarterly naval accounts in the colonies ?—They are 
prepared by the chief clerk in the Imprest-office, where those accounts are 
examined. | 

514. Mr. M‘Geachy.| You observed in answer to a question by the Chair- 
man, that there would be no objection to the introduction of the system of double 
entry into colonial accounts, if there were proper persons to conduct them ; 
would not the same individuals who conduct the entries at present, be equally 
competent to conduct the double-entry system ?—If they had acquired a know- 
ledge of the double-entry system. 

515. Is there anything in that system so complicated that it amounts to much 
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more than a repetition of the single-entry system *—Yes; aclerk may have been 
engaged 20 years on the single-entry system, and would yet be totally incom- 
petent, without instruction, to attempt the double-entry system. 

516. That is what you allude to when you speak of greater machinery being 
required in the doubie-entry system ?—No; I allude to the necessity of having 
a journal and ledger in addition to a mere cash-book. 

517. Mr. Aldam.| If the double-entry system were introduced into the 
colonies, would it be necessary to increase the establishment of clerks ?—That 
would depend on degree. 

518. Generally it would not >—I should think not. 

519. Mr. Forster.|] When you speak of the double-entry system being of the 
greatest importance in large and complicated accounts, you do not mean that in 
proportion it is not advantageous in simpler cases of account; you mean that in 
all cases it is advantageous, though more so in the case of important and com- 
plicated accounts?—I do not think it necessary in simpler accounts. I do not 
see any advantage to result from it. 

520. Chairman.| That is where an account is merely a cash account ?— 
Yes. 

521. The double-entry system there has no very great corresponding advan- 
tage ?>—No. 

522. But whenever an account represents anything more than a cash account, 
you think its introduction would be advantageous?—I think so. 

523. Mr. Forster.] Would you, from your experience, draw any line as to 
accounts with regard to whether it was necessary in one case, and notin another ? 
—It would be difficult to draw a precise line. If I were obliged to draw a line I 
should say I would have the double-entry system at all our great establishments, 
and not at small ones, 

524. Have you had any communication with the heads of any other depart- 
ments who have charge of the accounts as to the introduction of the double-entry 
system into their departments ?—No, I have not. 

525. Mr. Aldam.| Is there not an advantage in having all the accounts con- 
ducted upon the same system instead of mixing up two systems?—We should 
have the results in either case; and as we should not have the local accounts 
sent home, but only the results, there would be no mixture of systems, Each 
colony would have its own system, whether by single or double entry. 

52h. Chairman.|] You have given a strong opinion as to the desirability of 
introducing the double-entry system into all complicated accounts ; do you see any 
objection to its introduction where the accounts are less complicated ?—None, but 
that there would be rather more trouble, and, I might add, the difficulty of getting 
properly qualified persons at first. 

527. Can you answer the question from your own knowledge as to whether 
colonial merchants do or do not generally employ the double-entry system ?— 
I never heard of any merchant who had not the double-entry system. Bankers 
do not, I believe. 

528. Therefore, would it not be easy in the colonies to find such clerks as 
merchants are in the habit of engaging, and applying their knowledge of the 
subject to colonial accounts ?—I presume there might be clerks to whom it might 
be worth while to enter the public service there. 

529. Mr. Forster.] As soon as it became known that a knowledge of double 
entry was necessary, do you imagine there would be any difficulty in procuring 
persons in this country in the ordinary way ?—Not the slightest. 

530. Even among such as are now engaged, looking to the manner in which 
they are engaged, would there be any difficulty in obtaining persons properly 
qualified >—Every clerk is now required to undergo an examination before he is 
allowed to enter. 

531. Chairman.] Within how short a period can a sufficient knowledge of the 
double-entry system be obtained for the purpose ?—I should think that any intelli- 
gent clerk could understand the theory of it in a month; but that would not 
enable him to open a new set of accounts on the double-entry system, and keep it 
on that system. | 

532. That is, he would not be in a condition to take charge of the superin- 
tendence of a department; but would he have knowledge enough to enable him 
to take a subordinate position ?—Yes; he could make a beginning. 

533. Mr. Forster.] As soon as the double-entry system is adopted in the 
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‘colonies there will be but little difficulty in any clerk following that system, 
although his knowledge of double entry may not previously have been very great ? 
—When the system was once introduced there would be no difficulty in a succes- 
sion of clerks being raised up properly qualified. 

534. Chairman.| And if the difficulties in your department, which is so exten- 
sive in its ramifications, have been all conquered, do you imagine there would be 
any insuperable difficulty in the case of less complicated accounts ?—Certainly not. 


Mr. Hamilton, called in ; and further Examined. 


535- Mr. Forster.| THERE is a Military Audit Board distinct from your Civil 
Audit Board, is there not, for the audit of paymasters and commissariat accounts ? 
—No; that Board was incorporated with the Audit Board some five years ago. 
There was a Board of Control for army accounts, inthe same manner as there was 
a separate office for colonial accounts, but the military and civil accounts are now 
examined and audited in the Audit-office. 

536. Including paymasters’ accounts ?—Not the regimental paymasters. The 
detailed accounts of paymasters of regiments are examined and settled at the 
War-office. 

537. Chairman.] You were desired to put in a more complete statement of the 
-colonial accounts which reached the office than that which you furnished at 
the last meeting of the Committee >—I have that statement : and before giving it 
in I hope the Committee will permit me to remark, that not being aware of the 
nature of the examination to be made when I was last here, I had to answer many 
‘questions as to dates and other particular details from memory, and from this 
cause, and also owing to my examination changing so frequently from one colony 
to another, there are some errors in my evidence, independent of some small errors 
of the press, and which I am desirous if the Committee will permit me, to correct, 
and at the same time to lay before the Committee more exact particulars as to the 
nature and dates of correspondence of the Audit-office, with a view to obtaining 
explanations of accounts which the Audit-office require before they can proceed 
with the audit of an account.. These matters related very much to particular dates. 
First, as to Ceylon. I have now extracts from correspondence relating to delays 
in sending accounts and replies to queries. 

538. Will you put them in, if you please ?— 


[The Witness delivered in the following Paper :] 


CEYLON, 


Extracr from Report to the Lords of the Treasury, No. 360, dated 13 June 1839. 


The auditor-general will have become aware very soon after he wrote his letter of 17th 
of March 1838, that the accounts of 1834, as well as those of 1833, had passed examination 
at home, and that the examination of the accounts of 1835 would be completed before those 
of 1836 were received ; we must also observe that although the examination of the last- 
rendered accounts should not have been, as it is, entirely completed, arrangements would 
hhave been made for progress in the examination of a new account, which would have relieved 
this department in some degree from the heavy weight of examination that will now fall 
upon it by receiving the very heavy accounts of this colony for four years within little more 
than 18 months; the account 1836 is not yet in the office, and the account 1839 will, 


according to the report of the governor, be despatched from Ceylon before the middle 
of 1840. 


Extract from Letter No. 246, dated 28 February 1843, to H. Wright, Esq. Auditor 
General, Ceylon. 


I am directed by the C. A. P. A. to draw your attention to the annexed list of queries 
on the accounts of the Government of Ceylon for the years from 1834 to 1838 inclusive, 
which were transmitted to Mr. Marshall, the late auditor-general, on the dates specified 
eee to each. ns ; ; 

am directed to request that you will state which sets of the answers to the queries 
specified in the annexed list have been forwarded to this office ni to the time of your 
receiving this letter, and that such answers as may not have been a ready forwarded may 
‘be furnished with as little further delay as possible. 


Extract from Report No. 368, dated 28 July 1843. 


In submitting to your Lordships our opinion that the additional instructions to the 
auditor-general and comptroller of revenue, and to other public officers concerned, ro 
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have been drawn up under the directions of the governor, should be approved, it may not 
be irrelevant to state that the remarks and queries transmitted from this office, and to 
which particular allusion is made in the instructions, have not yet been answered for any 
of the series of six years from 1834 to 1839; and although it is satisfactory to find that 
the principles of account involved in those queries have been carefully attended to, and 
that the objects many of them had in view may now be considered as answered by the regu- 
lations about to be adopted, it would nevertheless greatly assist to complete the satisfactory 
arrangement for future accounts if the arrear accounts were now closed with as little 
further delay as possible, which cannot be done until the outstanding queries have been 
answered and disposed of, 

We addressed a letter to the auditor on the subject of these delays on the 28th February 
last, and have received an answer from Mr. Dyke, the acting auditor, dated 26th April, in 
which he states that very little progress had been made in the preparation of answers to the 
queries when he received charge of the office as acting auditor on the 13th February last, 
but that he hopes in a short time to furnish the replies to the earliest of the series. 

This answer, more especially when we consider the extended nature of the duties which 
now engage the auditor's attention, is not calculated to remove altogether the apprehension 
of further delay, and we would therefore beg to suggest that the governor should be ap- 
prized that, in order to complete the arrangements for an efficient system of future audit, it 
will be necessary that immediate measures should be taken to clear off the arrear of queries 
from 1834 to 1839, and that, although the auditor is now required to perform duties which 
will claim much of his time, it is nevertheless important that he should make every exer- 
tion to assist in the replies to these queries. We would further beg to suggest that the head 
of each department should be iramediately called upon to answer the queries on matters of 
account arising out of his own department, leaving it to the auditor, after these separate 
answers are given, to add any further information which may appear necessary, and which 
it may be in his power to obtain; it being understood, as to all remarks of the auditors to 
which the new regulations and instructions apply a remedy, and which do not question the 
accuracy of a charge in the account, that no detailed answer or explanation will now be 
required. 


Extract from a Letter, dated 14th January 1845, from H. Wright, Esq. 
Auditor-general at Ceylon. 


I avail myself of the earliest opportunity to state, that the great arrears into which the 
business of this office generally was allowed to fall by my immediate predecessor, the late 
Mr. Marshall, rendered it for some time impracticable to prepare answers for the numerous 
queries which I found unnoticed on taking charge of the office, that I did, as soon after as 
1 was able, enter upon the task, in which I had made some progress, when urgent private 
affairs called me away before I could complete any one of the series in arrear. Much of 
this delay, however, is attributable to the tardiness and insufficiency with which the refe- 
rences arising out of the queries are answered by the several accountants concerned ; but to 
obviate the recurrence of similar inattention on their part, I shall in future report the 
defaulters to Government. The time of the establishment is also very fully occupied with 
the current business of the office. 

I am now engaged in preparing answers to the queries of 1836, in No. 63, whereof 37 
are ready and the remainder still in the hands of the accountants to whom they were trans- 
mitted so long ago as the goth August 1843, and again called for by me on the 20th 
December last, but as yet without effect. 

Although I cannot venture to say when the answers to these queries may be ready for 
transmission, I beg leave to assure you that the utmost diligence shall be used by me to 
obtain and forward the information and explanations required by the Board of Audit on the 
accounts of 1836, as well as on those of subsequent years; and in order to insure as much 
attention as possible being paid to the subject of these queries for the future, I have made 
it a standing rule of the office, that the head clerk, who is most competent to it, shall 
devote the last hour and a half of the office hours to it exclusively every day. 


Witness.--With reference to questions No. 344 and 348, I have a letter to the 
auditor, showing the desire of the Board of Audit to receive explanations to 
queries on the Mauritius Accounts, and the date of a report made to the Treasury 
in 1840, respecting unsettled charges in 1837.

Extract from a Letter, No. 336, dated 16 April 1839, to N. J. Ketsey, Esq. 
Auditor-general, Mauritius. 


On the ist of March 1837, I transmitted to you, by direction of the Commissioners for 
Auditing Public Accounts, queries and observations which had arisen on the examination 
in this office of the accounts of the Mauritius government, for the years 1833 and 1834, 

.to which no replies have been yet received; I am therefore to request that you will inform 
me whether the queries were received by you in due course, and whether replies have been 
forwarded ; and if so, on what date, and by what packet. 


Extract 
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Extract of Mr. Kelsey’s Letter, dated 23 September 1899. 


The replies to the queries on the accounts for 1833 and 1834 are delayed by the informa- 
tion called for from various departments not having been furnished as yet, but which it is 
expected will be obtained before the close of the present or by the commencement of next 
month. 


A report was made by the Board of Audit to the Lords of the Treasury, on the 11th 
November i840, referrmg to outstanding questions on the accounts of 1837, upon 
which their Lordships’ decision had been reserved, subject to reference to the colony 
for explanation. 


Memorandum.—The assistant-auditor at Mauritius was promoted to another office in 
September 1840. The officer appointed to his place was absent, with leave, from October 
1840 to May 1842. Another officer, appointed acting-assistant in the colony in May 1842, 
was superseded. A new assistant-auditor from England arrived only in the colony in 
November 1843. 


The duty devolving upon the auditor-general during the long absence of his chief 
assistant, seems to account in some degree for the delay. 


Witness.—With reference to question No. 360, I have now extracts from reports 
to the Treasury, referring to communications made to the officers of account 
at Trinidad respecting delays in answering queries. 


[ The Witness delivered in the following Paper:] 


TRINIDAD. 
Extract from Report, No, 249, dated 26 May 1843. 


The continued inattention on the part of Mr. White, the colonial secretary and auditor (as 
well as of other officers) of Trinidad, to several communications from this office respecting 
the accounts from that colony, renders it incumbent upon us to bring the subject without 
further delay under the notice of your Lordships. 

On the 5th of August 1839 we addressed a letter to Mr. Turnbull, then colonial secre- 
tary and auditor at Trinidad, requesting information with regard to certain errors in the 
accounts of Mr. St. Hill, formerly treasurer in the colony, as connected with those of Major 
Ford, who subsequently filled that situation. Mr. Turnbull had left the colony previously 
to the arrival of the letter, but a copy of it was furnished to Mr. White in August 1840, 
upon that gentleman’s calling at this office in consequence of his appointment by the 
Secretary of State as successor to Mr. Turnbull. 

On the 4th January 1842, a letter was written by us to Mr. White, apprising him of 
some important variations between the accounts for 1836, as made up by us for statement 
to your Lordships, and those for the same year transmitted to us from the colony; such 
variations having arisen from the necessity which we were under of correcting certain grave 
errors discovered in the latter. 

On the 13th May 1842, we addressed a letter to Mr. White (through the medium of your 
Lordships and the Secretary of State), in which, amongst other matters, we pointed out 
errors and discrepancies in the accounts for 1837 of Mr. Gauteaume’s, who had been 
appointed to act as treasurer on the 13th of June of that year. 

On the 15th November 1842, we again wrote to Mr. White, pointing out’a further error 
in Mr, Gauteaume’s accounts, and enclosing at the same time duplicates of the previous 
letters of the 4th January and 15th May, and requesting that he would acquaint us with 
the steps he had taken in regard to the matters to which they related. 

To none of these communications have we ever received any reply from Mr. White. 

Having been informed in August 1842, that Mr, Gauteaume had arrived from Trinidad, 
and had since proceeded to France, we addressed a letter to him, with extracts from our 
communications to Mr. White of the 13th May. In his reply, dated Bourdeaux, 8th October 
1842, Mr. Gauteaume assured us that until the receipt of our letter he had not been aware 
of the existence of any objections to his accounts, but that on his reaching Trinidad he 
would make it his first duty to furnish the explanations required. We are as yet, however, 
without the promised explanations, although Mr. Gauteaume has long since returned to 
the colony, wine we find him taking part in the proceedings of the Council of Government, 
of which he is a member, 

Mr. White, whose interposition we sought, in his capacity of colonial auditor, could, as 
we conceive, have had the less difficulty in procuring for us the required information, as he 
might have had reference to Mr. Armoon, who has been employed for some years as chief 
clerk in the Colonial Treasury, and who obtained an increase of salary through the 
Governor’s recommendation, founded partly upon the ground of his having been engaged in 
1839 and 1840 in making up the accounts of 1837, which were a principal subject of our 
communications to Mr. White. We apprehend your Lordships will agree with us in 
opinion as to the necessity of the interference of the Secretary of State in this matter, and 
that Lord Stanley should be requested to take such measures, in concert with the Governor 
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of Trinidad, as may oblige the parties concerned to furnish us with the information and 
documents required. 


Witness.—I wish to observe, that when I stated that the auditor, after some time,. 
excused himself on account of absence from illness, I was thinking of an exactly 
similar inattention to queries sent to the auditor at New South Wales, where the 
auditor did so excuse himself, as the Committee will perceive by reference to. 
extracts from the report to the Treasury, which I now produce.

Extract from Report to the Lords of the Treasury (No. 319)» dated oth July 1840, on. 
a Letter from Mr. Lithgow, Colonial Auditor, dated 31st December 1839, explanatory 
of the delay in answering Queries, and in the delivery of the Colonial Treasurer's. 
Accounts to the Audit Office. 


Mr. Lithgow now submits for your Lordships’ consideration, that the delay originated: 
from his own illness, for a protracted period in 1837, and is since to be accounted for 
by the great increase in the current business, from various causes, added to the difficulty 
which he has experienced in consequence of the low rate of salary fixed for the clerks 
of his office, in obtaining and retaining clerks of the necessary qualifications to make 
their services efficient. We have no reason to doubt that the business of Mr. Lith- 
gow’s department must have materially increased since 1836; but with every disposi- 
tion to give credit to the various circumstances stated by himin extenuation of his seeming 
neglect, we cannot but observe that a letter and many queries from this office respecting 
the treasurer’s accounts must have reached New South Vales before the close of the year 
1836, so that the principal cause of the delay, which is stated by Mr. Lithgow to have 
originated some time in 1837, does not seem to afford satisfactory excuse for those queries 
having remained unanswered up to the present time, or for the quarterly delivery of some 
portion of the accounts, at least, subsequent to the 31st March 1836, having been altogether 
suspended. ; 

Mr. Lithgow, moreover, has not adverted to the fact, ascertained by inspection of the 
New South Wales almanacs in this office, that his department, which consisted of seven 
clerks only in 1836 and 1837, was in 1838 augmented to 10 clerks. 

We nevertheless submit that it does not seem to be necessary that your Lordships should 
at present express any further opinion to the colonial authorities in respect to the non- 
delivery of accounts, and the neglect to attend to letters and queries from this office, as we 
consider it probable that the communication made to the Governor through the Secretary 
of State (of which we were informed by Mr. Spearman’s letter, dated 21st December 1839),. 
in consequence of our report to your Lordships, dated gth December 1839, may elicit a 
further, and possibly more satisfactory explanation than that which has been now 


transmitted. 


Extract from the Report, No. 185, dated 15 April 1841. 


Sir George Gipps states in his despatch of the goth of July 1840, transmitted to us in Mr. 
Trevelyan’s letter of 3d February last, that he called on Mr. Lithgow on the 29th June 
1840 for an explanation of the neglect complained of by us, and that Mr. Lithgow had 
stated that he had no explanation to offer beyond that contained in his letter dated 31st 
December 1839. : 

We submitted to your Lordships our observations on the explanation contained in that 
letter in our report, No. 379, dated gth July 1840, and we feel again called upon to state 
that we have not since received any communication from Mr. Lithgow whatever in reply to- 
letters and queries from this office, nor any portion of the accounts, which have only been 
received up to March 1836, although he stated in his letter before referred to, dated 31st 
December 1839, that the accounts up to September in that year would be found, with very 
little exception, correct, and that every voucher had been examined either by himself or by 
clerks on whose accuracy he could rely, and that they-were prepared for transmission te 
this country, with the exception of his personal revisal, which he should spare no exertions 
to effect with as little delay as possible. ; 

Upon being again applied to by the Governor six months afterwards (no accounts having 
been in the meantime transmitted), he refers to his former letter, and merely repeats the 
statement therein made, that he is making every exertion to comply with the directions of 
this Board, but does not extenuate his neglect in not forwarding the accounts from April 
1836 to September 1839, nor does he state that he has made any progress in the personal 
revisal of the accounts for that period, although the want of that revision, agreeably to the 
statement made by him six months previously, was the sole cause which then delayed theiz 
transmission to this country. - 

In submitting this case to your Lordships, we think it right to notice the great public 
inconvenience experienced from the withholding accounts for so long a period, upon the 
plea of completing the examination of the whole before any part is transmitted, and we beg 


leave to suggest, therefore, that the Governor should be directed to report upon the ia 
Ce) 
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of the delay in forwarding such of the arrear accounts as had been examined in the office 
of Mr. Lithgow, and should transmit such accounts immediately, with a statement of any 
errors detected therein, and of what had been done thereon, without awaiting Mr. Lithgow’s 
customary certificate, should he not be prepared to give it. 


Witness.—Then, as to Van Diemen’s Land, I believe it was assumed by the Com- 
mittee, by questions 409 and 411, that no queries had been sent with respect to 
the account for the year 1839. That I think appears on reading the evidence. 


539. It appears upon your statement that the last accounts were for 1840 ?— 

es, it gives the last account ; and so it does with regard to al] the other colonies. 
It ‘gives the last account, meaning to inform the Committee of the last account 
upon which there have been full proceedings. I took it for granted, from the 
assertion in the question, without giving it consideration, that there had been no 
queries; but I beg to state that queries did arise on the examination of the 
account, and were sent out in April 1843. 

540. Then is your answer to question No. 409 incorrect, as you state that 
the account is ready for audit, whereas you now state it is not ready for audit, 
for that queries have been sent out to the colony?—No; I will explain. It 
appears to me to have'been assumed by the Committee that queries had not been 
sent with respect to the account of 1839, and they therefore, afterwards, on that 
assumption, asked me questions as to how it happened that an account upon which 
there had been no questions arising should not have been audited. 

541. And you wish now to state that questions did arise ?—Questions did arise 
on the examination of tlhe account, and queries were sent out in April 1843, the 
account having been received in March 1842. 

542. That is, the account of 1839’—Yes. The answers to these queries were 
received in October 1844, and the account has been proceeded with to be laid 
before the Board, for audit, subjected only to the delay adverted to in my answer 
to question No. 410. In further elucidation of that answer, and of my answer 
to question No. 411, I may observe, that a small account, such as that of St. Lucia, 
consists of less than 1,000 vouchers, while a large account, such as Ceylon for 
instance, consists of from 100,000 to 120,000 vouchers; Van Diemen’s Land 
account has at least 12,000 principal vouchers, and many of them have 200 sub- 
vouchers; and when every question is settled, the large account will take nearly 
three months to make up and audit, while the smaller account will not take three 
weeks. Hence it is, also, that although you can at any time quit the current 
business to make up the small account, you cannot without impeding the due 
progress in examination immediately withdraw the examiner from the large account. 
I beg to accompany this explanation by the following comparison of the two 
accounts. 

[The Witness delivered in the following Paper :] 
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After the accountant’s explanations are re- 
ceived, to decide upon their sufficiency, and 
if satisfactory, to make up the account for 
audit, would occupy two weeks; and the 
time required being short, there would be 
no prejudice to progress in other accounts 
to take it up immediately. 


To decide on the sufficiency of explana- 
tions, and to make up this account for audit, 
would occupy four months, and it might 
be very probably prejudicial to the pro- 
gress of another account to take an examiner 
from his current examination to proceed 
immediately with the arrear account; two 
months more should therefore be allowed, 


and thus six months would be required to bring a large 
account to audit, while only two weeks would be required 
for the small account. 


543. Chairman.| Do you consider the great importance and amount of an 


account a reason for delay, and for giving the preference to a smaller and less 
complicated account ?—No, I have not intended to assign such a reason; I have 
wished to point out a question on my former examination, which implied that 
because a small account had been speedily uudited, and a large account had not

been audited, there was a preference given to one account over another; and I 
merely wish now to put in the comparison of the amount, of the number of vouchers, 
and of the work of two different accounts, to show that there is no such preference 
given, but that while the smallness of the one account enables it to be taken up 
and to be finally audited without any difficulty, under any circumstances of the 
business of the Audit-office, the volume and labour of the other, and the time 


_ necessary to be employed upon it, prevent its being taken up so readily, or when 


taken up, being closed in so short a time. 

544. But do not arrears in very extensive and very complicated accounts, tend 
to increase the difficulties of the office more than any other cause: for instance, 
if these immense accounts of Ceylon, on account of their magnitude, are left 
unaudited from year to year, do not the difficulties go on increasing ?—Certainly. 
My explanation is not intended as any explanation of leaving an account in arrear 
as to audit, but it is the very circumstance of the difficulty that renders it expe- 
dient to take every possible care to forward the amount of business in the best 
possible manner, according to the judgment of the individual who superintends 
it. And when 1 state, that being a very large account it is not possible to 
take off an examiner from that account immediately, in the same manner as you 
would take an examiner off a small account, it is because, by so doing for a period 
of three months, you would distract his attention from the current examination 
with which he was going on, and when he returned to that examination after having 
made up the arrear account, it would take him much longer to complete the 
examination of the account he had left than it would have done if he had been 
allowed to finish it, and then to take up the preparation of the account for 
audit. 

545. Would not the application of a great number of examiners to these 
Ceylon accounts assist you in bringing up the arrears ?—With reference to the 
Ceylon and any ‘other heavy account, a greater number of examiners would 
enable the arrears to be subdued more rapidly; that is, if the examiners of suffi- 
cient experience for a heavy colonial account could be spared ; but the matters 
in these accounts, of great volume, some of which are extremely complicated, 
would not in my judgment be assisted by the mere addition of young clerks. Their 
services in the examination of a heavy colonial account would be of little avail; 
they might be of some slight assistance, but it would take 12 months’ teaching to 
render a young examiner sufficiently conversant with colonial accounts to derive 
much aid from his examination. 

546. Has there not been an application to the Treasury for additional assist- 
ants to enable your office to get through your arrears?—There has. And in con- 
sequence of that application those assistants are distributed in the whole Audit- 
office, to such accounts as they are considered after inquiry most competent to 
undertake. 

547. Was there not an application made to the Treasury in 1841, represent- 
ing the insufficiency of your establishment for doing the work that was then before 
you ?—About that time, but I do not know the exact date. 

548. How many additional clerks were then granted by the Treasury ?—I do 
not know the exact number. ‘That is a matter relating to the general conduct of 
the office, and J should only mislead the Committee if I stated from mere recol- 
lection any exact number. ; 

_ "549. You stated in your former examination that 19 clerks were now employed 
in the examination of colonial accounts; do you know how many were employed 
previous to the application to the Treasury for augmented assistance ?>—I do not 
from recollection know the exact number; but upon that and any other matter 
relating to the general business of the Audit-office, I would beg to refer to the 
secretary or the chairman of the Board of Audit. 

_ 550. Mr. Trotter.] In your answer to question No. 414, you are asked whether 
the accounts accumulate, and you say, certainly not; what progress is making in 
clearing off the arrears with the present staff, and what prospect is there of doing 
so without impeding the future and current examination ?—I can merely give a 
general answer to that question; although there has been very great delay of late 
years in sending home and answering queries to heavy accounts, I conceive, from 
the latest information received, we are now likely to have very many questions 
which have been long outstanding speedily settled; this would occasion in the 
course of 18 months a very great difference in any statement as to the final audit 


of accounts. I think there are no less than four accounts from Ceylon, four from 
Trinidad, 
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Trinidad, four from the Mauritius, and four from the Cape, that will all be settled 
and audited almost together. 

551. Chairman.] Within what period ?—I should say within 18 months. 

552. That is, that in the course of 18 months you will get rid of the arrears of 
somewhere about 16 accounts ?—Yes, 

553- Four from each colony >—From each of those principai colonies. 

554. Mr. Pringle.] With reference to the accounts of Ceylon, the Mauritius, 
and Trinidad, can you explain more precisely the circumstances which have caused 
the delay in closing those accounts?—With regard to Ceylon, the queries on so 
heavy an account are of a nature demanding the personal attention of the auditor 
as to some points, and also his attention on others to expedite explanations 
from the accountants at out-districts and provinces, there being many sub- 
accounts ; and the queries have also involved questions of improvement in prac- 
tice, and stricter attention to the,spirit of the instructions; therefore, from both 
these causes the queries on the Ceylon accounts have demanded the active atten- 
tion of the auditor to assist the Audit-office in settling the old accounts, and pre- 
‘venting the repetition of difficulties; but so far from the Audit-office having 
received any assistance whatever from the auditor, he has done nothing. 

555. You mean the colonial auditor >—The local auditor ; and the same expla- 
nation will apply to the arrear of Trinidad. They took no notice of the queries 
till very recently ; and the Audit-office has no control whatever over the local 
auditor, - . 

556. Chairman.] What steps did the Audit-office take when its instructions 
received so little attention from the local authority >—That will be found in the 
extracts from correspondence which I handed in to-day. As regards Mauritius, 
the case is somewhat different, although the result is very much the same; the 
auditor there has evidently given very great attention to making up the accounts, 
attending to his instructions, and forwarding the accounts with regularity. 
He has, however, let the queries go into arrear. But I apprehend that there the 
Audit-office falls occasionally into another difficulty, which is, that the auditor is 
sometimes employed upon business relating to finance, instead of the audit of 
accounts; I rather think that the auditor at the Mauritius takes considerable part 
in the preparation of the financial statements, and so forth. 

557- In the three cases you have mentioned are not all the auditors appointed 
by the Crown ?—I apprehend so. 

558. Therefore these functionaries who have so neglected their duty are imme- 
diately dependent on the Colonial-office ?—No doubt they are; but the accounts 
come to the Audit-office, not to the Colonial-office. Iam not quite sure that I 
understand your question correctly. 

559- Who appoints the auditor in the Crown colonies ?—The Crown appoints. 

560. Can you state to the Committee whether the functionaries who have 
neglected to attend to the suggestions of the Audit-office are dependent, or imme- 
diately dependent, upon the Crown?—Yes, they are. With regard to the Mauri- 
tius, | was observing that the accounts have been sent home with regularity, and 
the instructions attended to ; but it has happened that the assistant-auditor, who 
was a very principal person in the office, was some years ago promoted to a higher 
situation ; and another person was appointed temporarily in his place, who imme- 
diately, from some cause which I do not know, whether from illness or otherwise, 
very soon was absent for two years. Then a third person was appointed, also as 
assistant temporarily, and that person, for some reason, went away, and was finally 
suspended; and then came a long interval before an assistant-auditor was 
appointed from this country ; so that for a lengthened period of time the Audit- 
office at the Mauritius has to our knowledge been without a chief and principal 
assistant, namely, an assistant-auditor. 

561. Then there is no functionary in the Mauritius able to answer the queries 
which have been sent out ?—The assistant-auditor would be a very principal person 
to arrange all that. 

562. Mr. Trotter.] Do the difficulties of which you have spoken still exist as to 
Ceylon and the other places you have mentioned ?—No, I should say that they 
do not exist at present to the extent they did in regard to the arrears, because, in 
the first place, a very great portion of the time of the Audit-office has been taken 
up with the difficulties that have arisen in the course of the examination of very 
complicated accounts, which they have been endeavouring for years to simplify, 
and ri now greatly advanced in; and because, in the second place, to a: 
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the delays in answering queries, there is now a different plan adopted in regard to 
them, namely, that instead of sending the queries to the auditor, they are sent to 
the accountant, and the accountant is obliged to lay those queries before the 
governor; and all questions which are not mere matters of account are also sent 
in duplicate to the Secretary of State, that the Secretary of State may write to the 
governor ; and therefore there exists at the present moment a check by which 
one individual can no longer keep the queries without their being answered, which 
will greatly assist the regular passing of the arrear; there will thus be less accu- 
mulation of arrear and greater progress made in the current examination. But I 
should remark, that the want which the auditors feel in reference to facilitating 
the examination of colonial accounts, and which, if supplied, would still further 
reduce the difficulties, is, that the estimates made out in the colonies should accord 
with the accounts, and should in all cases where practicable furnish evidence oi 
authorities. Then such difficulties as that to which I have alluded in reference to a 
particular class of examiners to be appointed, to do any good in furthering a colo- 
nial account, would be in a great measure obviated ; because, if the estimates agreed 
with the accounts, the examination would be comparatively much more simple 
than it is now; great difficulty in the examination of some of the colonial accounts 
arises from the estimates not being framed with that care and attention by the dif- 
ferent persons in the colony which is necessary to make them accord with the 
accounts. 

563. Would you recommend, in order to facilitate the audit of accounts, that 
‘there should be a uniformity in the system of estimates adopted in the different 
colonies ?—That there certainly should be uniformity so far as that the estimate 
of each colony should be made exactly in accordance with the account of that 
colony. 

x6, That is, you would have the heads of the estimate represented in the 
accounts ?—Not only the heads of the estimate, but I would have all those charges 
in the estimate which it was necessary to identify with the charges in the accounts, 
positively shown on the estimates, in their proper place. 

565. Mr. Hope.| Would you not reverse the order, and say that the accounts 
should agree with the estimates 7—No ; because then you would leave the persons 
to make out the estimates in the form they thought best, and if that form were 
bad you would be obliged to make the accounts bad to meet the estimate. 

566. But the estimate comes before the account ?—The person to make it 
should be instructed to do it according to a form, which form should be modelled 
on the accounts. 

‘567. Mr. Zrotter.] Will you turn to Question 430, in which you are asked as 
to a warrant from the Treasury releasing an accountant in certain cases ’—(The 
Witness referred to his former examination.)—When accounts are stated by the 
Audit-office, if there is anything to be allowed upon that account which the audi- 
tors cannot pass under their Act, in consequence of its not being properly vouched, 
and so forth, the allowance of any such charge requires a warrant of three Lords 
of the Treasury ; the state is then made up in conformity with those directions, and 
it is presented for declaration, with a balance thereon against the public accountant. 
After it has been so declared, it requires the Royal Sign Manual to release. 

568. Chairman.] But supposing the Audit-office report a defaulter, and that 
defaulter seeks to be released, have the Lords of the Treasury any authority, not- 
withstanding the report of the Audit-office of the default, to release that defaul- 
ter >—Not without the Royal Sign Manual warrant. 

569. Then the course is, that a Royal Sign Manual warrant is issued, in order to 
release a defaulter?—Yes, if the account with the stated default has been passed 
or declared. 

570. Mr. Baillie.] You stated that in the course of 18 months you expected 
to get rid of the arrears of four colonies; do you expect that at the end of 
tnat period the office will be altogether free from arrears, or will other arrears 
accumulate in the meantime ?—My observation had reference rather to a very 
great arrear being cleared off as to audit. I am not certainly prepared to say that 
some little retardment in the current examination of colonial accounts may not 
arise in consequence of the great number of colonial arrear accounts to be closed 
within that period. 

571. Chairman.] But with the augmentation of accounts from new colonies, 
is there an augmentation in the number of clerks employed in the examination ? 
—Yes, there has been. With reference to the question as to the accumulation of 

arrears, 
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arrears, I would beg to say it appears to me to be very much a matter which must Mr. Hamilton. 
be tested and can only be fully known by experience ; at the same time I do con- . 
sider that the arrears will be very much subdued without any material injury to 24 April 1845.

572. You were so good as to say you would bring a more complete statement 
of the colonial accounts which were sent to the Audit-office >—This will show the 
Committee that there is an account for the Falkland Islands.

573. Is there any Treasury Order as to the rule of proceeding for the examina- 
tion of colonial accounts ?—No, there is nothing but the Act of Parliament. 

574. Mr. Hope.) You act under an Act of Parliament ?—-There is an Act of 
Parliament transferring the duties of the Colonial Audit Board to the Commis- 
sioners of Audit, and stating the course of proceeding; there is no other general 
order to the Commissioners of Audit. 

575+ Chairman.] Inquiry was made of you at the last meeting of the Com- 
mittee, in Question 421, as to the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land, and you said 
you would be so good as to look at a minute of the Audit Board, of March 1830; 
what was the effect of that minute?—I have searched the minutes of 1836, and 
can find no minute whatever on the subject of any less investigation than usual of the 
Van Diemen’s Land account; I have made particular enquiry, and find that 
no diminution whatever has taken place in the detailed examination of those 
accounts, except dispensing, in certain cases, with computations and vouchers 
which bear upon the face of them evidence of their having been computed in the 
local auditor's office in Van Diemen’s Land, and the accounts certified to have 
been examined by the local auditor. 

576. Then it is within your knowledge that the accounts of Van Diemen’s 
Land, previous to 1836, underwent the usual audit and approval >—And detailed 
examination. 

577. Detailed examination, approval, and audit ?—Certainly. 

578. You were asked at Question 425, with respect to accounts preceding 1833, 
and you were requested to examine the minutes of the Audit-office of January in 
that year ?—There is no minute of the date referred to, the 16th January, nor 
any other minute directing accounts, whether colonial or otherwise, to be passed 
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without audit. There is, however, a minute of the 18th of January 1833, made 
on the occasion of opening new office ledgers, namely, ledgers of charges against 
public accountants, which although relating to an object altogether distinct from 
passing accounts without the usual examination, is probably the minute to which 
the Committee intended to refer. The ledger-keeper submitted on that occasion 
to the Board, whether it was expedient or necessary that certain charges in the old 
ledgers should be transferred into the new. ‘Those charges, with the exception of 
a sum of 2,000,000/, for dividends on Irish funds, related entirely to unsettled 
imprests or advances made to persons employed in the public service on the Con- 
tinent, in America and the West Indies during the progress of the French war, 
and in respect of which no accounts or satisfactory explanations had been received, 
the transactions being distant in point of time, and many of the parties dead ; the 
Board decided that these imprests should not be so transferred, further proceed- 
ings in regard to them appearing to afford no probability of any successful result. 

579. Then there were a large number of unaudited accounts previous to 1833, 
which were not transferred from the old ledgers to the new; is that the state of 
things ?— No accounts had been rendered. ‘They were imprests to parties who had 
rendered no accounts. 

580. What was the amount of money involved in those imprests ?—I cannot 
say. One was 2,000,000/. for dividends on Irish funds. It was known they 
were accounted for elsewhere. They were oflarge amount, but none of the charges 
beforementioned had any reference to colonial service or legislative Acts, with 
the exception of an imprest to the agent for the Bahamas. 

581. To what amount ?—It was the amount of a year’s civil list salaries which 
were paid. It was the agent for the Bahamas who paid the civil list, and although 
there was no agent’s account, it was known that the parties entitled to those salaries 
had received them. ‘The imprests were of this nature. 

582. Can you put in the minute of the Board of the 18th of January !—No ; 
I brought the minute of the Board of the 16th. I have explained the nature of 
the minute of the 18th, and if the Committee wish that minute to be produced I 
‘would submit that an order should be made. I do‘not consider it has reference 
to colonial accounts. 

583. Do you mean to say that this minute of the 18th of January had no refer- 
ence to more than one colonial account?—I believe the only colonial service or 
colonial accounts in any shape to which any of the charges referred was an imprest 
to the agent for the Bahamas. 

584. You were asked in your former examination (Question 426), “ You have 
no knowledge of the Audit Board having allowed accounts to pass unaudited in 
consequence of their confused and negligent character?” ‘The answer is, “I have 
not.” “ Will you inquire, if you please, as to a minute of the Audit Board of 
the 16th of January 1833?” Your answer is, “ Yes, I will do so.” Have you 
done so >—There is a minute as I have stated, of the 18th. 

585. Mr. Hope.] Does that minute, or does it not, pass any colonial accounts ? 
—None whatever. 

586. Chairman.] Will you lay before the Committee a return of the unpaid 
balances which have been presented from time to time by the Audit-offices ?—I 
have it here, as regards the period since 1837.

587. Mr. Hope.]| YOU are at the head of one of the departments at the 
Colonial Office At the head of the Miscellanecus Department. 

588. You have under your charge several of that class of colonies known as 
Crown colonies ?—Yes; Ceylon, Mauritius, Van Diemen’s Land, Hong Kong, 
and the Falkland Islands. 

589. Will you state to the Committee what course is usually adopted as to the 
receipt in this country of estimates of revenue and expenditure from those colonies, 
and their subsequent sanction ?—The estimates for the following year are received 
about the close of the preceding year, with a despatch from the Governor explaining 
anything that may appear to him to require explanation. They are examined in 
the Colonial Office, and then forwarded to the Treasury with any observations 
which the Secretary of State may think it necessary to make. The Treasury 
express their concurrence in or dissent from those observations, and then a 
despatch to that effect is written to the Governor. The Treasury forward, as I 
‘understand, the observations of the Secretary of State and their own to the Audit 
Office. When the accounts come to be audited, any items that have been objected 
to or questioned, would of course be stopped by the Audit Board until they ascer- 
tained that the Government, that is to say, the Secretary of State and the Treasury, 
had received satisfactory explanations on those points. 

590. Chairman.| What investigations are the estimates submitted to in the 
Colonial-office ’—Principally a comparison with former estimates; and if there 
were any unusual or apparently improper items, the Governor would be called on 
for an explanation ; but of course it would generally happen that the Governor's 
previous despatches would have furnished an explanation. 

591. Is the same functionary in the Colonial-office charged with an examination 
of all the colonial estimates ?—No, they would be examined in each separate 
department. 

592. And is a written report made’ to the Secretary of State ?—Certainly. 

593 Mr. Hope.| When you say they are not under one functionary, you mean 
that each department, that is, each branch of the office, examines the estimates 
belonging to the colonies which it has the charge of p—Exactly. 

594. It being necessary to refer to correspondence, and have local knowledge, in 
order to judge of the details >—Exactly. 

595- Chairman.] Does the Colonial-office record, in any books of its own, the 
estimates of the colony ?—They are all recorded, for they are all received in the 
Government despatches, and they all remain on record in the Colonial-office. 

596. Are there any books of colonial account kept at the Colonial-office >— 
None but the Blue Books. 

597. Then they, on arriving at the Colonial-office, are communicated to the 
Treasury, and by the Treasury are sent to the Audit-office?—-The accounts 
never come to the Colonial-office at all. 

598. Then, at the Colonial-office, there is no comparison between the estimates 
and the accounts ;—None at all, 

599. Mr. Hope.| That is done by the Audit-office >—That is done by the Audit- 
office. 

600. Chairman.] Do the estimates of the colonies having representative bodies, 
also come to the Colonial-office?—No, I apprehend not. I have not, at the 
present moment, any colonies under my charge that have representative bodies. 

601. Mr. Hopé.] 1 believe, at one time, you were chief secretary under Lord 
Sydenham, in Canada?—Yes. 

602. Can you tell the Committee, from your experience there, whether you 
were in the habit of sending home estimates for approval ?—No; the estimates 
were laid before the legislature there, and were passed by them, and the Home 
Government did not interfere. 

_ 603. Chairman.) In the case of the Crown colonies, do the estimates come 
home in time to obtain the previous sanction of the Secretary for the Colonies ?— 
Perhaps not from the very distant colonies; they do not come home in sufficient 
time, nor would it be possible for them to obtain previous sanction for the whole 
of the expenditure of the year. For instance, if that were to be the case from 
Van Diemen’s Land, that colony is so distant, that it would be necessary to 
make up the estimate beginning 1st January 1836 in January 1835; and it is 
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evident that it would be impossible, at such a distance of time, to make up ‘an 
estimate of contingent and incidental expenses. ; 

604. Does the Gambia colony come under your cognizance ?—No. 

605. Sierra Leone >—No. 

606. Ceylon?—Yes. 

607. The estimate of Ceylon for 1845 has been received; when did it reach 
the Colonial Office ?—1 cannot speak from memory as to the date, but my im- 
pression is that it reached us about September. 

608. And what period elapses before it undergoes investigation ?—Perhaps it 
may be three or four days in the office before it is examined ; it would depend 
very much on the pressure of business, but it has hardly any chance of being de- 
layed a fortnight. 

609. Mr. Hope.] Is not the course usually adopted, for an examination to be 
made in the department to which the estimate belongs, and any suggestions that 
occur, to be submitted, not in a formal report, but either in a memorandum, or 
verbally to the Under-secretary of State !—That is the course. 

610. And that when those suggestions are adopted, together with any others 
that may occur to the Under-secretaries or the Secretary of State, they are em- 
bodied in a letter, which is sent with the estimates to the Treasury ?—It is so. 


611. Chairman.] And does it receive then the sanction of the Treasury, and 
having received that sanction, is it reported to the colonial governor :—The 
Treasury would then answer the letter, stating whether they assented to or dis- 
sented from the remarks of the Secretary of State; and a despatch would then 
be written to the governor founded on that correspondence, and conveying to the 
governor the substance of that correspondence, as far as it should appear to be 
necessary. 

612. And after the examination and approval of the estimates, the Colonial- 
office exercises no further authority with respect to the accounts ’—They never 
see the accounts. ; 

613. They only approve of the initiatory statement, and after that leave the — 
Treasury and Audit-office to any further examination ?—Yes, to carry out the 
details. 

614. But when an account is reported by the Audit-office to be irregular, does 
that report come to the Colonial-office, to be by it conveyed to the governor of the 
colony ?—There are two sets of queries made by the Audit-office ; one relates 
merely to the detail, and the other relates to the principle of any expenditure. 
The questions relating to the principle of an expenditure would be referred, 
through the Treasury, to the Secretary of State. If the Secretary of State 
should give an explanation and approval, that would be conclusive, with the con- 
currence of the Treasury ; if not, the Governor would be called upon for a further 
explanation upon those points. Explanations of mere detail would be sent by the 
Audit-office directly to the accountant in the colony. 

615. Mr. Hope.] Has it not been the habit latterly to send either a duplicate 
set of the questions or the questions, through the Colonial-office 2—Latterly there 
has been a regulation that the duplicates of all queries sent by the auditors to the 
accountants in the colonies should be communicated to the Secretary of State, to 
be sent by him to the Governor ; and the Governor is instructed to communicate 
to the accountants the answer that he may return, and the accountants to commu- 
nicate to the Governor the answers they may return. 

616. Chairman.| Supposing the Audit-office should suggest any improvements 
in the mode of keeping the public accounts, would those suggestions be submitted 
for approval to the Colonial-office, and by it communicated to the colonies ?—They 
would. They would be sent by the Audit-office to the Treasury, and by the 
Treasury to the Colonial-office, and by the Colonial-office to the Governor. 

617. Have any come of late?—Yes, with respect to the accounts of Ceylon, 
very lately ; now they are in progress to the colony. 

618. Are those as to the improved manner of keeping and examining the 
accounts ?>— Yes. : 

619. All functionaries connected with the Crown colonies are nominated by the 
Crown ?—All the heads of departments. 

620. Mr. Hope.] In Canada you did not find it easy, did you, to obtain the 
necessary information and returns for completing the Blue Book, required by the 


Colonial-office ?—On the contrary, it was very difficult indeed; almost impossible, 
because 
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because we were obliged to call upon a great number of officers for returns which Mr. C. Murdoch. 


it was very difficult to get them to make. 

621. Chairman.] Does that refer to the financial or the statistical branch ?>— 
To both, for the customs returns were very difficult to get. 

622. Mr. Hope.| By customs returns you mean the provincial customs ?—Both 
provincial and imperial customs. 

623. Chairman.] Is not the return of imperial customs made to the Custom- 
house here ?—Yes, but there is a return, and a very detailed return, required for 
the Blue Books; and in Canada, as the navigation is open for a very short time 
orly, and then the business is extremely great, the Custom-house officers were 
sometimes unable to make it out. There is always a great pressure of business 
there, and it was very difficult to get the returns. 

624. Are not the Custom-house returns for the colonial imposts printed in 
Canada?—They are printed by the House of Assembly; in the Appendix to 
their Journals. 

625. Is there a colonial auditor in Canada?—There is an inspector-general of 
accounts, one of the principal officers of the Government. 

626. Is he nominated by the Home Government or the local authorities ?—By 
the Home Government, under a sign-manual warrant. 

627. Mr. Hope.] Latterly the habit has been to change the Inspector-general 
in Canada with other political changes ?—Yes, he is a political officer; he there 
represents the Chancellor of Exchequer of this country, and is a member of the 
Executive Council. 

628. Chairman.] Is it to the colonial auditor that the Colonial-office looks for a 
return of the national accounts >—The Colonial-office looks only to the Governor, 
and to no subordinate officer. 

629. And the Governor would, in the exercise of his authority, apply to the 
colonial auditors?—It wowld depend on what the accounts were. 

630. What accounts are submitted to the colonial auditor for Canada?—All 
the provincial accounts are submitted to him. 

631. Has he any cognizance of the Custom-house receipts ?—After they are 
paid into the hands of the receiver-general. 

632. Are the Post-office accounts submitted to him?—No; the Post-office is 
an imperial establishment. 

633. All of whose functionaries are appointed by the Postmaster-general ?-— 
Yes ; at least it was so at the time I was secretary in Canada. 


Lune, 28° die Aprilis, 1845. 
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Mr. John Woodhouse, called in; and Examined. 


634. Chairman.| WHAT office do you hold at the Custom-house *—Inspector 
of Plantation Accounts. ; 

635. By plantation you mean colonial ?>—Yes. 

636. You delivered in to the Committee of 1837, a statement of the Custom- 
house receipts and expenditures of the different colonies; can you state what 
colonies since 1837 have come under the cognizance of your department ?—Port 
Phillip, South Australia, New Zealand, and Ceylon have been added since. 
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637. Can you state to the Committee which are the colonies that do not pay the 
cost of collection at present ?-—-Not without referring to the account with which I 
have furnished the Committee. 

638. Are the gross revenues now paid into the colonial chests >—In a majority 
of the colonies they are. 

639. Will you state to the Committee in which colonies they are, and in which 
they are not so paid ?—In Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, New South Wales, Port 
Phillip, South Australia, Van Diemen’s Land, New Zealand, Cape of Good Hope, 
Mauritius, Ceylon, Sierra Leone, Gambia, and St. Helena. 

640. Has any general order emanated from the Custom-house authorities for 


-the payment in of the gross revenues ?—From the Treasury. 


641. And which are the colonies which do not pay in the gross revenues ?— 
I think all the West India Islands do not pay in the gross, but the charges of col 
lection are deducted from them, except in the case of Jamaica, where they pay in 
nearly the gross, and the House of Assembly make provision for certain portions of 
the salaries, which are paid by the receiver-general of the island, under the 
authority of Acts of the Legislature, and under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioners of Public Accounts. 

642. Is the non-payment of the gross revenues in those colonies in which they 
are not paid in, to be attributed to the influence of the local legislatures >—There 
is a certain portion of the duties applied to the payment of the salaries; and 
copies of the accounts have never been applied for ; if they had been, they would 
have been granted. 

643. Do not the functionaries of the Custom-house come at all in communica- 
tion with the colonial legislatures p—Except through the governor. 

644. Mr. Forster.] In those cases in which they pay the gross revenue into the 
chest, how are the officers paid ?>—By a warrant from the governor upon the colo- 
nial treasurer ; they réceive from the colonial treasurer a sort of imprest under the 
governor’s warrant. 

645. Chairman.] Has the payment of the gross revenues into the colonial 
treasury facilitated the keeping of accounts ?—I do not think so; it has enabled 
the local government to see that all the money received has been paid in. 

646. Has it added to the sufficiency of the local control ?—So far, that they are 
compelled to pay in their receipts every week, and thus the Governor is enabled 
to raise an immediate charge against an officer who neglects his duty. 

647. Does any periodical examination of the Custom-house chest take place, 
to ascertain whether the balance in hand corresponds with the balance in the 
books ?—The second officer of the port is bound to see the receipts of the week 
paid over, so that there ought to be no balance at the end of the week. 

648. But the object of the question was to ascertain whether there was any” 
examination as to whether the daily balance in the books corresponded with the 
balance in the chest ?—There ought to be no balance if the party obeyed his in- 
structions ; but day by day there is a balance, and the second officer is bound to 


- see that it is there. 


649. And that the accurate balance is paid in weekly ?—Yes. 

650. Mr. Forster.] But how is it ascertained that the collector has correctly 
paid in the amount he has received in the course of the week >—He must produce 
the receipt of the receiver. The second officer then sees that it agrees with his 
cash-book, and if he does he indorses it, and that receipt is the collector’s dis- 
charge. 

ty 1. Mr. Aldam.] Is there a double set of custom-bouses in all the colonies F— 
In a great many of them. It is dying away, I think. Jamaica has only one set 
now. ‘There used to be two. 

652. To collect both the Imperial and Colonial duties ?—Yes. 

653. Chairman.] And are those who now collect them appointed by the autho- 
rities at home or of the island ?>— At home. 

654. Is there any difficulty in getting the authority of the custom-house officers 
who are appointed by the home authorities recognized by the local authorities >— 
None. 

655. And have you found the amalgamation of the duties tend to facilitate the 
keeping of accounts ?—I should say so. 

656. Mr. Aldam.] Where the custom-houses are amalgamated are the duties 
collected by the same officers?—Yes; and accounted for according to the provi- 
sions of the respective Acts. 


657. And 
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657. And collected separately ?—Yes. 

658. Chairman.| Do any yearly estimates come home to the Custom-house 
authorities here, either as to the anticipated receipts or. disbursements of the 
colonies ?—None. 

659. Who gives authority to the governor for issuing warrants for the pay- 
ment of the custom-house expenditure in the colonies ?—The governor issues his 
warrant for the payment of money previously sanctioned by the Home Government. 

660. Then the Home Government has given previous sanction, without refer- 
ence to the Custom-house authorities — With reference to the Board of England, 
who have been consulted upon it; and, in all probability, the governor has been 
consulted there as to the amount to be allotted to the various parties. 

661. Do the Custom-house authorities here send out directions as to the manner 
in which the business is to be conducted ?—Not annual ones ; only when an estab- 
lishment is about to be fixed. | 

662. And do they report as to changes to be introduced ?—Whenever a vacancy 
occurs, it is considered whether it is expedient to fill it up or not, or reduce the 
expense. 

663. Is there any difference in tbe principle of management of the custom- 
houses in the colonies and of the custom-house here ?—The principle, I should 
say, is the same. 

664, Has the system of double entry been introduced in the custom-house, 
either at home or abroad ?—Neither. 

665. Was not a recommendation of the system of double entry sent from the 
Custom-house to the Treasury ;—Not that Iam aware of. It may have been com- 
municated, but I am not aware of it. 

666. Do you know whether it has been introduced into the Excise department ? 
—No. 

667. You are understood to have stated, in 1837, that you were the auditor of 
the custom-house accounts of the colonies ?—Yes. 

668. What is the process of audit?—The process of audit is examining an 
account which professes to contain all the entries passed by every merchant from 
the time of a ship arriving until she is discharged. 

669. And with respect to expenditure, what is the course ?—The collector is 
bound to produce the authority under which he makes every payment ; and he is 
bound to produce a receipt for every item he takes credit for. 

670. Mr. Forster.| Does he send home copies of his accounts ?—An original 
account made out from the record, which is attested by him and the second officer 
of the port. 

671. Chairman.| Are all accounts accompanied by corresponding vouchers ? 
—Yes. 

672. And after an account has been audited by you, what becomes of it ? 
—lIt is handed to the comptroller-general, witli an abstract, as I stated in 1837. 

673. And since then no change has taken place ?—No. 

674. What is the greatest arrear at present existing in any of your colonial 
custom-house accounts ?—I should say the greater part of the accounts are received 
up to last January. 

675. Up to what day would you say the whole of your colonial accounts have 
been audited ?—Nearly to the end of 1842. 

676. Then there are no arrears anterior to 1842 ?>—No. 

677. What steps do you take, in case of delay, in the receipt of accounts from 
the colonies ?—Generally I advise the Board when they are in arrear; but there 
is one great check against arrear, which is, that the collector is bound to send his 
accounts within 14 days of the expiration of the quarter ; he is bound to send by 
one ship a letter of advice, and a second letter of advice by the ship which brings 
them. 

678. If there is any delay, what steps are then taken >—We call upon the party 
to produce his accounts. 

679. And suppose there is any hesitation on his part, what is done then ?—The 
Board send an officer down to make an investigation as to the cause of the delay. 

680. And practically your accounts are never three years in arrear ?—Certainly 
not. If any particular occasion should arise, such as the death of a party, or if any 
great irregularity should gccur (though instances of that kind have not occurred of 
late), immediately steps are taken to examine the accounts of that particular port 
up to the latest possible period. 
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681. Do you take the accounts in order as they come in ?—We take them gene 
rally one year under another. 

682. In case of the death of a functionary would you despatch that account 
immediately ?—Yes. 

683. Would the despatch of that account lead to the retardation of another 
account ?—Of course something must be postponed to make way for it. 

684. To what extent would that postponement be ; would it be a year ?—No, 
not a month. 

685. Will you explain to the Committee what course is taken in case of any 
defalcation?—The first step that is taken is to see what is the extent of it, and 
then to call upon the sureties of the party for the amount of the debt, supposing 
the party not to leave any visible means of his own. 

686. Is that done without any interference on the part of the Treasury —Cer- 
tainly ; it isa question of management. If a man is declared to be a defaulter, 
the first thing that is done is to ascertain the extent of his debt, and for the soli- 
citor to call upon the sureties for payment of the amount. 

687. Then your action is immediate in the case of a public defaulter —Yes. 

688. And that without any interference on the part of the Treasury ?— Cer- 
tainly. 

689. In auditing an account in your department, are there several successive 
examinations ?—It passes through two hands. 

690. Is your course to have in the first instance an examination of the account, 
then for that examination to be laid aside until certain queries are answered, and 
then for the audit to be resumed afterwards ?—No; the account is examined, and 
the queries despatched to the port, and upon the receipt of the answer to the 
queries, the objection is either allowed or disallowed. 

691. How soon after the receipt of queries in a colony do you expect the colo- 
nial functionary to make a reply?—They are generally anxious to get rid of any 
questions arising on their accounts; I should say a month or six weeks after they 
are received. Sometimes, where there are a number of outports, they would require 
some time to collect all the answers of the sub-officers. 

692. Do you find it difficult to enforce immediate attention to the orders which 
are sent from the authorities here >—No. 

693. Mr. Hope.] Those orders are sent to your own officers, are they not 2— 
Yes. 
694. Mr. Forster.] In case of any dispute between the collector and the mer- 
chant as to the rate of duty, is there any reference to the governor and council to. 
decide that difference ?—No; the usual course is, if there is any dispute as to the 
amount of duty, to take security for the difference in dispute, and to make an 
appeal to the Board at home. 

695. But in that case must not a considerable delay take place ?—Sometimes, 
and sometimes the question is decided by the legal authorities on the spot ; it is 
a matter which may assume so many shapes at different times, that it is impos- 
sible to lay down a fixed rule as a rule of invariable practice. 

696. Has the merchant any appeal against the authority of the collector ?— 
Certainly ; he has an appeal to the Board at home. 

697. But no local appeal ?—If the merchant thinks that the collector has taken 
more from him than he ought to have taken, he can appeal to the governor, who 
can call upon the collector for an explanation ; if that explanation is not satis- 
factory to the governor, he would consult the law officers of the Crown, and 
would give him an order to abide by their opinion. 

698. Then do you mean that practically there is an appeal ?—Certainly there 
is, against anything a collector can do. 

699. But you spoke of a reference home; is it not the fact that, in case of a 
ship calling at a colony, and staying only for a short period, if any grievance 
arose, there would be no remedy at all, practically, if the only remedy was to be 
obtained by a reference home ?—I do not see how any question could arise in the 
case of a ship arriving or calling at a port, because there can be no duty payable 
until the goods are reported for home use. 

700. You are aware, of course, that it frequently happens that a trading vessel 
calls at a colonial port, and disposes there of a part of her cargo, upon which she 
has of course to pay duty; the question just now put to you referred to such a 


case as that ?—Of course the goods have been reported for home use, and the 
question 
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question is as to the amount of duty due. The collector says to the merchant, Mr. J. Woodhouse. 
“I shall not deliver those goods until you pay such or such an amount of duty.” 
The merchant is dissatisfied, and appeals to the governor; the governor consults 28 April 1845. 
the legal authorities, and their opinion the governor would abide by ; and if the 

merchant was satisfied that the governor and the legal authorities were wrong, he 

would say, ‘‘ I shall abide by the decision of the home authorities, and shall refer 

to them the question in dispute.” 


701. Chairman,] That is, the home authorities are a court of appeal? 
—Yes, 

702. Mr. Hope.] Is there any mode by which these questions can be tried 
before a legal tribunal, if the parties in each colony choose to take that course ?— 
Undoubtedly. 

703. In what shape ?—A merchant passes an entry for goods, and says, “ For 
the duty upon these goods I tender you 20/.;” the collector says the duty ought 
to be 30/.; the merchant declines to pay the difference, and in the face of that 
lands the goods; the collector thereupon seizes them, and so raises the question 
directly. 

rade Can that question be tried by an action for the improper seizure of the 
goods :—Yes, certainly ; in every colony. 


705. Chairman.] What would be the case in a representative colony ?—It 
would be precisely the same there. 


700. Mr. Forster.] In fact, the merchant or the supercargo can bring an action 
against the collector in the colonies ?—Yes. 


707. Chairman.| Do you adopt the same financial year in all the colonies? — 
The 5th of January, 5th of April, 5th of July, and 10th of October, except in 
Jamaica, where I think they take the last days of March, June, September, and 
December. 

708, Jamaica is the only exception to the adoption of one uniform financial 
year °-— Yes, 

709. What are your regulations with respect to quarterly returns which are 
made to the Custom-house /—Many returns are sent home which go to other 
offices besides mine. 

710. What is their character?—There are accounts of imports and exports, 
which are sent to Mr. Irving, the Inspector-general of Imports and Exports in 
the Custom-house; and there are other accounts which are sent to the Registrar= 
general of Shipping. 

711. Is there any quarterly account showing the amount of receipt and expen- 
diture ?—That is part and parcel of the account that comes to me. 

712. But independent of the annual accounts which are sent to you, are there 
also quarterly‘accounts sent in greater detail, to enable you to audit the annual 
accounts?—Yes. It is the quarterly returns that are sent in detail; the annual 
return is merely the total of the whole. 
¥ 713. Is an annual return made up in the colony, as well as a quarterly return? — 

es. 

714. And are the quarterly returns submitted to you in the same manner as 
‘the annual returns >—Yes. 


715. Mr. Forster.| The collector receives his instructions as to the rate of duty 
he shall charge from the governor in council, does he not ?—He does in many 
of the colonies, for they are founded on Acts passed in the colonies. 


716. Mr. Hope.] As to all duties charged under Imperial Acts his instructions 
are derived, are they not, from the Commissioners of Customs ?—Precisely. 

717. And as to those charged under Colonial Acts, he receives his instructions 
from the local authorities ?—Precisely. 


718. Chairman.] Do you consider all the Custom-house functionaries in the 
colonies are responsible to the governor as well as to the authorities at home ?>— 
Yes ; they are bound to obey the orders the governor gives them. 

719. In case of a difference of opinion between the Collector of Customs and 
the governor, whom would the Custom-house functionaries obey ?—They would 
be bound to obey the governor. 


720. Mr. Hope.| In: that case it would be done under protest, and an imme- 
diate report would be made home ?—Yes, 


721. Chairman.] You have delivered in to the Committee a general statement 
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colonies ; will you be so good as to furnish to the Committee a statement, in 
detail, as to one of the colonies ?—I will do so. 

722. Does anything occur to you which would be an improvement upon the 
present system of keeping the Custom-house accounts ?—I am not aware of any- 
thing. 
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Dr. BOWRING, In THE CHAIR. 


Mr. Hamilton, called in; and further Examined. 


723. Chairman.| YOU gave in, as a supplementary account, a statement 
respecting the Falkland Islands '—Yes. 

724. Have those accounts of the Falkland Islands undergone any examina- 
tion and audit with reference to the Parliamentary grants >—The accounts of the 
Falkland Islands have been audited up to a late date, as will be seen by the 
statement, but they have not been audited in reference to the Parliamentary 
grant, because those accounts do not include the amount of Parliamentary 
grant, they include so much only as the accountant or the governor draws 
upon this country on the credit derived from the Parliamentary grant. 

725. You have had an opportunity of seeing that the Parliamentary grant 
has not been exceeded?—That is not a point gone into by the Audit-office in 
the audit of the colonial accounts. 

726. Then the Audit-office does not compare the expenditure of the colony 
with the grants made by Parliament for the colony ?—No. 

727. The Parliamentary Estimates are not referred to by the Audit-office 
when those accounts undergo an examination and audit?—That is a part of 
the examination which devolves more upon the Treasury and the Exchequer. 

728. Mr. Hope.| Is it not the duty of the Treasury to take care that the 
Parliamentary grant is not over-drawn ?—I presume that, in fact, the Treasury 
does take care of that. 

729. Chairman.] But the Audit-office does not take cognizance of the con- 
formity of the colonial expenditure with the amount of the Parliamentary 
grant -—No, inasmuch as the whole Parliamentary grant does not come 
into the account. The Parliamentary grant may be available in two or three 
different ways. In one case a credit may be given to the agent of the colony 
on the Exchequer, for certain portions only of the grant. In another case a 
colony may draw bills on the Treasury as they have occasion for the money, 
and those bills are usually paid by the Paymaster of Civil Services under orders 
from the Treasury; the Paymaster of Civil Services being the officer who 
usually receives the amounts of the Parliamentary grants from the Exchequer. 

730. Then if a payment to the colony for a particular service exceeded the 
amount voted by Parliament, that would not be made a subject of report from 
the Audit-office, would it ?—Not unless the account included only the amount 
of the grant for the particular service so specified, but the account includes 
also the general receipt and expenditure, and therefore such portion of the ex- 
penditure as was not covered by the grant must necessarily be defrayed out of 
the revenue or other sources. 

731. Mr. Hope.] What you look to, I believe, is the voucher to justify the 
payment ?—Yes, and also the authority. 

732. Chairman] If there be a specific Parliamentary grant for the colonial 
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service, and the amount of payments under that head be exceeded in the 
colony, would that excess be reported upon by the Audit-office?—-We should 
not always look to the appropriation ; we do not at the Audit-office go into that, 
unless there be specific instructions from the Treasury so to do. 

733- In case of an expenditure made under a Parliamentary grant, is the 
Parliamentary grant communicated to the Audit-office, and a comparison 
established between the Parliamentary grant and the colonial expenditure ? 
—It may, or it may not. 

734. If an expenditure takes place in the colony under a Parliamentary 
grant, is a comparison established between the expenditure of that-colony and 
the Parliamentary grant, by the Audit-office ?—No. 

735. Mr. Aldam.| You compare the total revenue with the total expendi- 
ture, and not the particular items of revenue with the corresponding items of 
expenditure ?—The expenditure is vouched, and in all extraordinary circum- 
stances there is special authority for the expenditure; if the expenditure in- 
cluded in the account be supported by sufficient authority, the expenditure is 
passed as justifiable expenditure out of sums included in the receipt side of the 
account, but which sums on the receipt side of the account would in general 
only include those portions of any Parliamentary grant for which the account- 
ant may have drawn. 

736. Chairman.] If the governor issues a warrant for the payment of a cer- 
tain sum, do you compare the warrant issued by the governor with the Parlia- 
mentary grant, or do you only recognize the governor’s warrant as an authority 
for the payment?—The governor’s warrant is no authority for any special 
expenditure ; and if the governor’s warrant were for any expenditure other than 
established or ordinary charges, although of the nature of expenditure accord- 
ing with a Parliamentary grant, the usual course would be to report such 
expenditure to the Treasury, unless, together with the governor’s warrant, 
authority from Her Majesty's Government, to bear out that warrant, were pro- 
duced with the account, or had been previously communicated to the Audit- 
office. 

737- How has the Audit-office cognizance of the conformity of colonial 
expenditure under Parliamentary grants with Parliamentary authority for those 
grants; have you or have you not cognizance of that question ?—It is no part 
of the duty of the Audit-office, as a general rule, to go into the question of the 
exact appropriation of the Parliamentary grant. 

738. You were so good as to say you would come prepared with some 
suggestions for the improvement of the colonial accounts; will you first point 
out to the Committee what you consider the defects of the present forms of 
estimate ’—The principal defect of the present estimates is that they are not 
in ail cases sufficiently detailed to afford a ready examination and comparison 
of the various heads of service in the accounts. In some of the colonies the 
estimates are too much lumped under a general head, and not always made 
out according to the different departments in which the expense is to be in- 
curred. At Malta the estimate is better in this respect. I have drawn out 
a comparative statement here, showing, as regards Ceylon, how the account 
is framed, and what is necessary to be done on the audit examination by ab- 
stracting. 

739. Will that exhibit practically the defects of the present system, and the 
difficulties you have to encounter ?—It will assist to explain them. As regards 
established salaries, they are not in general included in the detailed esti- 
mate; they are only given in the gross. In the absence of the details of the 
established salaries to be paid each year, I apprehend that a very satisfactory 
opinion cannot be formed as to additions and alterations proposed by the 
governor and council as provisional salaries. And without these returns 
the established salaries have to be examined by schedules of establishments, 
which have become intricate as well as voluminous, in consequence of the 
additions and alterations made during a series of years. 

740. Are not those additions and alterations regularly reported to the 
Audit-office, to enable them to carry on the comparison ?—Yes, in general they 
are; but here are the schedules of establishments, with alterations noted from 
time to time; and here is a list of alterations. The labour of examining the 
accounts of salaries by such documents as these is very great, and the plan 
of estimate that I propose will obviate this. 
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741. Are you prepared to put in a form of estimate which would remove 
the inconvenience of which you have been speaking ?>—Yes. 

742. Is that form of estimate applicable to all the colonies which come under 
your cognizance ?—I think it is. 

743. Before you had prepared this estimate for the Committee have you 
had an opportunity of holding communication with any colonial authorities, 
and do they agree with you as to the superiority of this estimate over the 
forms now in use ?—There is an unanimous opinion among all the officers con- 
nected with the colonial accounts in the Audit-office, that such an estimate would 
be of the greatest use; and I may observe, as to other colonial authorities, that 
when a few years since the auditor-general for Malta was in this country, the 
new instructions for Malta were drawn up in communication with him, and the 
plan of an annual estimate was well considered with him, and it is this plan 
I have taken as the ground upon which to frame a general form of estimate 
applicable to the large expenditure of the more numerous departments in other 
colonies. Malta has this advantage in forming an estimate, certainly; that 
being within fewer weeks’ communication with England than other colonies 
are, I may say, months, the estimates can be formed at a later period, and 
therefore there are more accurate data to go upon. But still, with care and 
attention, there would be means even in more distant colonies, to estimate 
with sufficient accuracy. 

744. The objection, as regards distance, does not apply to the form of the 
estimate, does it?—The form alone would do little, without filling up the 
particulars to be inserted in the form: the form goes to the nature of the de- 
tails which should be given, as well as to a general plan. To a certain 
extent it might be difficult in a distant colony to know the full details a- 
long period before; but that might be remedied by regulations as to a sup- 
plementary estimate. 

745. Will you explain generally the advantages which you conceive would 
result from the adoption of these improved estimates ?—First, as to enabling 
a control over the expenditure: if the principle of voting a lumping sum be 
admitted, it seems to me that the principle might almost equally apply to 
the whole, and that, out of the estimated revenue, a maximum sum might be 
voted for expenditure, subject only to the requirement of approved schedules of 
establishment, and special authority for expenditure of an unusual nature. 
Therefore, the adoption of a more precise estimate will effect a better control 
over the expenditure, and facilitate, as it appears to me, the decision of Her 
Majesty’s Government upon the proposed expenditure. 

746. These suggestions have hitherto gone only to the question of expendi- 
ture ; have you anything to suggest as regards the improvement of the estimates 
for revenue income?—I think there would be much advantage in having 
a careful estimate of the income, and having the details which would compose 
that estimate furnished by the heads of departments entrusted with each parti- 
cular branch of revenue or receipt, and the obligation that they should have 
very correct assessment rolls, or other means of assessing the revenue; so that 
it should be known by the authorities what ought to be collected under each 
head in each year, and what remained at the end of the year uncollected. 

747. Would you recommend, as a means of facilitating the keeping accounts, 
that the gross revenue should be paid invariably into the colonial chest ?— 
Unless the gross revenues are paid in, there cannot be an easy comparison 
with the amount. 

748. Then you do recommend it: it would facilitate the examination of the 
estimate of receipts, if the gross revenues were paid into the colonial chest ?—~ 
1 was going to add, I believe the gross revenues in all cases are paid in. 
Unless the gross revenues be paid in, there could not be a comparison with 
the estimate. 

749. You would recommend the adoption of that as a general principle ?>— 
Certainly. 

750. Will you put in the improved forms which you suggest for adoption ?— 
Yes. 

751. Mr. Hope.| I believe, together with the tables which you have drawn 
out, showing the improvement in the estimates, you also have a written 
explanation of them ?—I have a memorandum on the subject. 

752. Can you, either now or before the Committee meets again, put in 
8 paper containing this explanation >—Yes, I can. 

753. Chairman. | 
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753+ Chairman.| Will you add to the forms of the estimate which you have 
laid before the Committee, any general suggestions which you think will be 
useful ?—Yes ; they are attached to the form of estimate. 


[The Witness handed in the following Papers :] 


SUGGESTIONS as to Forms of EstimatE—in reference to Classification of Account, and 
to Audit Examination. 


Tue classification of the estimate should accord with the classification of the account. 

‘The established salaries shuuld be detailed in the estimate. 

The pallens ye salaries, comprising every salary not sanctioned as fixed or permanent 
establishment, but recommended by the Governor and Council as additions to the estab- 
lishment, should also be detailed in the estimate. 

Contingent salaries are temporary salaries, varying in each year according to circum- 
stances; they should also be detailed whenever the probable number of persons to be 
employed, and the rates, can be given. When this cannot be done, they may be estimated 
in totals for each department, but should be included in the estimate under the head of the 
department for which the expenditure is to be incurred. 

Contingencies.—The head of each department should carefully consider and particularize 
all anticipated charges appertaining to his department, and avoid, as much as possible, 
estimating in the gross as “incidental,” “ miscellaneous,” “unforeseen,” and so forth. 
Any charges provided for in a gross sum, because they cannot be explicitly detailed in the 
first general estimate, should be concisely described at the same time that the supplemen- 
tary estimate of new and additional charges is sent home, reference being made in each 
case to the gross sum which was intended to cover the particular expense. 

The annexed comparative statement (X) will show the present want of accordance in 
the estimate, account, and classification for examination and audit. 

In order to preserve the same uniform classification of service through each stage of the 
account, all monthly requisitions made by district agents or other heads of departments, with 
a view to obtain the approval and authority of the governor, should be according to form 
(A), and in order to ensure the preparation of the estimates according to the plan which has 
been explained, the head of each department should, in the first instance, make out separate 
estimates for each class of service in his department, on the same abstracts which he is to 
use for the accounts :—(B) to (G.) 

When these separate estimates have been revised by the Financial Committee, and what is 
approved placed in a general estimate, according to the classified form of details—1 to 67; 
each head of a department should be furnished by the chief secretary with two printed 
copies of the settled estimate (Y), as general authority for the expenditure in each respec- 
tive department, the said copies being authenticated by the signature of the chief secretary. 

Every variation under authority or order, after the estimate has been so authenticated, 
should be recorded, together with the date of such authority or order, by each accountant, 
in marginal remarks on his copies, or, if extending beyond a few short references, on 
separate sheets, to be interleaved. 

One such copy, with the name of the accountant distinct!y written thereon, should be 
sent with the last month’s account of the year to the local auditor, who should transfer 
the separate remarks, with any additional particulars that may be necessary to explain the 
fact of authority by Her Majesty Government, to a copy of the general estimate for the Audit- 
office, to accompany the accounts sent home for final audit (when the accounts are sent home 
quarterly, arrangements should be made for furnishing such information quarterly) ; and in 
the case of buildings or other works under special estimate, the last payment for each separate 
work should be accompanied by a statement showing the amounts expended for labour 
and materials, and the total cost compared with the total estimate according to the 
form (Z). 

By following these rules, the arrangement of the estimate and of the accounts, and the 
classification for examination and audit, will closely accord ; and, in general, any discre- 
pancy will bring with it its own explanation. Much time will be saved, not alone to the 
-Audit-office, but to the local auditor’s office, because the explanations on the spot, as 
the discrepancies arise, will be given much more easily than when called for after a greater 
or less interval of time, and much correspondence will also be spared. 

In addition to the actual saving of time, the requirement of fuller particulars under each 
class of service in the estimate, and of early and regular explanation as to particulars which 
have not been originally given,—first, with the supplementary estimate, and, secondly, by 
notes to both estimates, to accompany the accounts, will afford a better control over pro- 
posed expenditure, and a more efficient check on the outlay under each head of service. 

The approval by Her Majesty’s Government, or other decision on the estimates sent 
home to the Secretary of State, should in each year be regularly notified to the Audit- 
office. 

The final examination in the Audit-office can then be worked rapidly as well as effec- 
tively ; for one principal examiner will be able to take charge of more than one account 
and make the examination in chief of the abstracts and other principal portions of the 
accounts, while an assistant examiner, under his superintendence, is going on with the 
detailed examination of the vouchers. ‘ 
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A specimen of the Audit-office working of this portion of the examination in chief, which 
goes to the comparison of the items of expenditure with the estimate, is annexed (Q). 

A similar examination in chief would be carried on at the same time as to the revenue, 
and the collector’s sub-accounts of receipts, if an estimate of the anticipated revenue and 
receipts of each year were furnished in detail (see Form R). 

And in order that a sufficient check may be had upon the recovery of uncollected arrears, 
the monthly accounts of collectors should be given according to the Form (8). And each 
collector should, at the end of each year, furnish a statement of outstanding arrears, to be 
embodied in a general return according to the Form (T). 

A separate statement should also be given quarterly of each class of deposits received 
into the colonial treasuries, showing the balance in each case, and the total balance ; and 
all such deposits should invariably be included in the treasurer’s public accounts, 

A form of account current, embodying the general improvements in the classification of 
service which have been usually suggested by the Audit-office, is annexed (V). 

An annual return showing the total received and expended for the whole of the colonies 
might be given in a condensed form (W). 

‘he only suggestion which it occurs to me to make at the present moment, beyond the 
preceding remarks relating to correct and properly classified estimates, and their accordance 
with the accounts, and regular explanations in every case of material differences, and noti- 
fications of approval or other decision of Her Majesty’s Government, is, that in order to 
ensure the efficient working of whatever may be deemed right and proper as future regula- 
tions, measures should be taken to secure their regular observance.

754. Mr. Spooner.| Does the form of the estimate for colonial accounts which 
you have given in, differ from that which you gave in in the year 1837 ?—Yes, 
very materially ; the form I gave in in 1837 was a form merely to afford an 
idea of the estimate, but I had no time whatever then allowed me to consider 
the working of it carefully. 

755. Mr. Forster.| I think we are to understand from the evidence you have 
given, that the Audit-office has no absolute control over either the estimate or 
the expenditure, but its business is confined to matters of account '—Certainly 
so ; the Audit-office ascertains that the expenditure charged in the accounts is 
borne out either by the specific sum in the estimate approved by Her Majesty’s 
Government, or when no such sum appears in the estimate, by special authority 
in each case from the Treasury. 

756. And that the accounts and vouchers are correct >—In all cases that 
there are proper vouchers ; the question of vouchers being quite distinct from 
authority. 

757. Chairman.| Are there any defects in the mode of keeping the accounts 
in the Crown colonies;—There have been very great defects, which are 
gradually wearing away ; but up to the present moment they have been such 
as to occasion great difficulty and delay in the audit. For instance, the old 
system of the Ceylon accounts was replete with mystification, and such discre- 
pancies in several transactions between particular accountants and agents of 
provinces, and other sub-accountants, as to render the examination most 
laborious and intricate. A representation was made to the Treasury in 1837 
upon this subject, and the changes were postponed by the governor on the 
ground that the old system was well understood by the accountants in the 
colony. It was only in June 1841 that the alterations were effected, and being 
the middle of a year, it rendered the accounts of that particular year more 
laborious to examine than those of any other year. At length, in April 1843 
efficient regulations were given, based on the suggestions of the Audit-office 
made in and since 1837; and the accounts of 1844 will be the first to include 
improvements, but these accounts have not yet been received, so that up to 
the present moment the Audit-office has not derived any advantage in the way 
of increased facilities, in the examination of the Ceylon accounts. The minute 
of instructions by the Governor of Ceylon, dated 19 April 1843, which I have 
here, will show the Committee the nature of the regulations referred to, and the 
result which may probably be anticipated. 


[The Witness handed in the following Paper :| 


Appitiona Instructions to the Auditor-General and Comptroller of Revenue, and to the 
Heads of Departments concerned. 

To the office of auditor-general and comptroller of revenue is entrusted both the control 
of the revenue and the examination of the expenditure ; in point of fact, a complete super- 
vision of the whole accounts of the colony in every department. It is therefore of great 
importance that the duties of that office should be conducted in a proper manner, and exe- 
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cuted efficiently ; but this end will not be attained if the head of the department satisfies 
himself by merely seeing that the clerks attend to the examination of the arithmetical 
accuracy of the computations ; in order that it may be attained, he must habitually give 
his personal attention to many of the matters placed under his supervision and control, 

It is not necessary, for the purpose of these instructions, to make detailed mention of all 
these matters ; it will be sufficient to give such explanation of what is desired as will enable 
the auditor and comptroller of revenue and public accountants in general, fully to under- 
stand the spirit in which it is required that they shall be carried out. 


Revenve. 


The auditor-general was nominated comptroller of revenue when the office of the com- 
missioner of revenue was abolished, in order that he might give his attention to all those 
matters relating to the control of the revenue, which hewiotice fell under the cognizance 
of that officer. It was desired that the range of his observation over such matters should 
be, to the full, as extensive as that taken by the commissioner of revenue; it was not 
however intended that he should exercise the same powers that that officer exercised, as 
for him to have done so would have been inconsistent with the spirit of other arrangements 
made at the same time. 

It is the duty of the comptroller of revenue to make himself fully acquainted with the 
system of management and collection of the revenue pursued in each province, and to 
consider them positively, and comparatively, as to the different provinces, in all their bear- 
ings. Uniformity of system being so desirable, when it can be secured without any sub- 
stantial sacrifice, he should obtain the fullest explanations of the reasons for any difference 
that may exist, and satisfy himself whether they are or are not sufficient to justify them. 
He Should see that the revenue is properly secured, and regularly collected. 

For the execution of these duties, it is necessary that he should make application to 
public accountants generally, and to the Government agents more particularly, for expla- 
nations, and that he should invite free and full discussion of points that may appear to fim 
to call for notice; and that public accountants should freely render those explanations, and 
respond to those invitations. 

t is believed that very little communication of the nature referred to takes place between 
the different Government agents, and that much good would be found to result from a more 
enlarged communication between them, either direct or through the medium of those 
references from the comptroller of revenue, which the system here enjoined, if properly 
carried out, would entail. 

It is not for the comptroller of revenue to give directions for any changes in the system 
of management and collection of the revenue. Public accountants should give careful and 
dispassionate consideration to his suggestions ; and if they think the measures recommended 
should be adopted, they should bring them to the notice of Government; if, on the con- 
trary, they differ in opinion from the comptroller of revenue, it will be for him to submit 
the matter to Government if he thinks himself called upon to urge the adoption of his 
views, 

EXPENDITURE. 


The auditor-general will derive much information as to the duties expected from him in 
the examination and audit of the accounts of expenditure, from a careful consideration of 
the remarks of the Commissioners of Audit. He will in these find it repeatedly and strongly 
enjoined upon him, that the spirit of his general instructions requires much more of him 
than that he should satisfy himself that the proper formal authority has been given for each 
charge, and that it is vouched for in proper form. 

His duties in this branch are of a much more general and of a much higher and re- 
sponsible nature, than such a limited conception of his instructions would imply. 

The fact of any appointment having been sanctioned by the Secretary of State, does not 
relieve the auditor of the duty of reporting to the governor, if, from any alteration of cir- 
cumstances, the expenditure may appear to have become unnecessary. Altered circum- 
stances are constantly arising, to render it necessary to make additions to the fixed 
establishments ; and as it cannot be but that, on the other hand, some alterations from time 
to time occur to call for reductions in particular branches of the establishments, it is for 
the auditor to see that all such reductions, as may appear to be practicable, be brought 
under the consideration of Government. In like manner, notwithstanding that a formal 
authority has been granted for any charge, it is his duty to exercise his own judgment on 
the propriety of its having been incurred, and in the words of the remark of most frequent 
recurrence in the observations of the Commissioners of Audit, to satisfy himself that the 
grounds upon which it was incurred or recommended to be incurred, were fully brought 
before and explained to the governor. 

The contingent expenditure of the colony amounts to a very large sum, and it is in that 
branch particularly that constant and watchful attention is necessary for the enforcement of 
proper economy. 

By a minute of the 17th ultimo, all fixed and contingent abstracts transmitted to the 
governor for warragt are directed to be forwarded through the Audit-office. It will be the 
duty of the auditor to examine these abstracts immediately that they are received. Where 
he has no observations to make upon fixed abstracts, he will pass them on at once to the 
colonial secretary. In the case of contingent abstracts to which he sees no objection, he 
will sign and forward them as usual. In cases where he sees reason to object to any 
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expenditure, he will transmit, with the abstract objected to,a memorandum of the objections, 
for the governor’s decision. 

He is to consider with respect to each charge, whether it was necessary, and consistent 
with the real intentions of Government and with established rules. 

When the charges are subsequently vouched for, he is further to satisfy himself that the 
particulars and the rates of charges are fair and reasonable. The prices charged for articles 
purchased, and the rates of wages of artificers and labourers, should engage particular 
attention; and if they appear too high, or if the charges made by different officers are found 
to vary, he should inquire into the circumstances, and if these are not explained to his 
satisfaction, the charges should be remarked upon. 

It is of grave importance that the expenditure, under sanctioned estimates in particular, 
should be closely attended to, in order to secure proper economy and conformity with the 
intentions of Government. For instance, it may appear that the expenditure for superin- 
tendence is 2xcessive, as compared with the amount charged for labour. The mere fact of 
the charge being defrayed under an estimate which has received the governor’s sanction, 
will in such cases be no authority to pass the charge without remark. 

By attending carefully to the spirit of the observations and remarks of the Commissioners 
of Audit, the auditor would be enabled, in many cases, to anticipate their objections, and to 
transmit with the accounts explanatory documents, which would otherwise be called for by 
them after the lapse of some years, when explanations are less easily obtainable. 

Public accountants will see the necessity, with reference to what is required by these 
instructions of giving a full and clear description of each item of charge in the contingent 
abstracts, omitting only those details which are to be the subject of further examination on 
the receipt of the vouchers in which they are particularized. They will be careful in recit- 
ing the dates of the letters of authority to incur charges, and will in future add the number 
of the letters. 

Notes must be made at the end of the abstracts, of the reasons for making payments in 
advance, of such of the charges stated to have been so paid which do not come within the 
description of pay of labourers and artificers. 

Similar notes must be made of the reasons for incurring any charge, an authority to 
incur which has not been given. 

The auditor is requested to attend carefully to all advances; he will bring to the gover- 
nor’s notice any advance which may ae to have been unnecessarily made; he will take 
particular care that no delay takes place in the adjustment of advances, and see that the 
advance warrants are laid before the governor with the usual certificate of settlement, 
without unnecessary delay. 

GENERAL. 

The auditor will give his early attention to the subject of the accounts of deposits received 
and paid, and that of the agents’ day books, which have both been particularly temarked 
on by the Commissioners of Audit; and he will report to Government what provision can 
be made for supplying what is required in respect thereto. 

In order that he may acquire and keep up that local knowledge which is necessary for 
the complete fulfilment of the duties above described, it is obviously necessary that the 
auditor-general and comptroller of revenue should make occasional circuits to the several 
provinces. He will thereby acquire much useful information as to the condition of the 
revenue, and the possibility of improvement, and introduce a greater uniformity of system ; 
and it would be his duty at each station to examine the books, in order to ascertain if they 
are kept in that clear and methodical manner which is of such importance. 


By His Excellency’s Command,

758. Have you any suggestion to make of a general character for an improve- 
ment in the mode of keeping the accounts of the colonies, in addition to the 
mode previously set down ?—The suggestions hitherto made have been chiefly 
in reference to defects in the particular colonies. 

759. Is it your opinion that some general plan for the improvement of 
keeping the books of public account in the various colonies might not, with 
advantage, be adopted for the purpose of uniformity?—No doubt further 
advantage might be derived from further attention given to the subject ; but it 
is a subject, as it appears to me, of some difficulty, in consequence of the 
different nature of the accounts in the different colonies, and much must 
depend upon the persons holding various situations as sub-accountants, and 
clerks in trust, many of whom are natives. 

760. But as you have proposed a general uniformity of estimates, would not 
a general uniformity of account keeping be a consequence of the adoption 
of an uniformity of system; do all the accountants keep their accounts by 
double entry ?—I should say not; but their books are not sent home. 

761. Do you think the introduction of the double-entry system into the 
Crown colonies would much facilitate the audit ?—If it were perfectly carried 


out in the colonies, there is no doubt that, in large transactions, the check upon 
them 
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them would be more satisfactory, and would be more easy ; but the Committee 
will allow me to say that it would be absolutely necessary that the sub- 
accountants, as well as the principal accountant, must be thoroughly versed in 
the system of double-entry, otherwise the door would be opened to an inferior, 
crafty person, over-reaching by that very system, possibly, others who had the 
superintendence, and might not so well understand it. 

762. Does not the character of the double-entry system present a system of 
perpetual checks ?—To all that understand it. As to the result of accounts, 
certainly it is a very perfect system; it enables you to see, at any time or 
moment, the state of your different transactions; and for that reason it is a 
system which, in mercantile transactions, can hardly be dispensed with. I was 
alluding to the actual state of transactions of various different provinces and 
different sub-treasuries, as requiring, in my opinion, much attention if the 
system were introduced, and to the perfect competence of the persons to be 
employed under such a new system. I see advantages on one side and diffi- 
culties on the other, but cannot form an opinion without investigating the case 
in all its extensive bearings. 

763. Is not the knowledge now of the double-entry system very generally 
diffused ?—I should say it was not diffused among inferior persons in the 
colonies, and that in many colonies it is chiefly confined to mercantile houses. 

764. What is your opinion of the double-entry system ?—It is a beautiful 
system; but it must have efficient persons perfectly competent to carry it out. 

765. What are generally the causes of the delay in sending home the 
colonial accounts ?—I presume the cause of delay hitherto has been, in some 
of the colonies, want of sufficient active superintendence on the part of the 
auditor or the accountants. 

766. What would you suggest to remedy this state of things ?—I think the 
accounts are now coming home very regularly. 

767. From all the colonies >—Yes, I think so; all the Crown colonies. The 
delay latterly has been chiefly in carrying out suggestions and answering 
queries. 

768. Does the delay arise from an unwillingness to adopt the suggestions 
of the Audit-office for the improvement of accounts?—Not exactly this; I 
should say rather from the time and attention required on the part of the 
principal person to go into the questions; and in some cases to which I have 
referred, there has been neglect. I think it would be very desirable that a 
short time should be fixed for replies to all communications from the Audit- 
office, stating what may be the reasons, if any, for not replying in full, and 
when further explanation might be expected. f 

769. Mr. Aldam.] Is not that done now; when the query goes out it is 
partially answered ; and then do they not state that further explanation will be 
given, as far as it can be obtained ?>—That is not always the case. 

770. Mr. Hope.] Of course each case must depend upon its own circum- 
stances, according to the defects of the question and the complication of the 
account ?—Exactly so; and it is in cases of more difficult questions that there 
has been greater delay. The check upon that would be, that an answer should 
be sent within a given period, however difficult the question may be, explaining 
when the whole would be answered; and then the Audit-office, if the time 
elapsed, would report it at once to the Treasury. 

771. Chairman.| We had in evidence that the Custom-house authorities invari- 
ably enforce a prompt answer to the questions sent out from the Custom-house 
‘department ; is there any reason why the functionaries in the Crown colonies 
should not be compelled also immediately to send answers to queries which 
emanate from the Audit-office ;—Not if instructions to that effect were given. 

772. Mr. Hope.| Do you apprehend that the questions which arise in the 
Customs’ accounts ‘are more or less difficult than those which arise upon 
general colonial accounts?—I should say that the questions arising upon 
‘Customs’ accounts must, in many cases, be a simple question of immediate 
reference to a day entry in the book, and could be answered almost the same 
day it was received; but there may also be difficult questions. 

773. Chairman.| Supposing the Audit-office communicate with any colonial 
accountant, and that colonial accountant does not attend to the suggestions 
or-answer the queries of the Audit-office, what period would be allowed to 
elapse without calling the attention of the governor to the delay ?>—I believe 
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I have answered that question in my former examination. The improvement, 
I think would be, that there should be a time fixed for sending an answer, and. 
if only partial, pointing out what are the difficulties in sending a complete 
answer. 

774. There is no limitation of time ?—There has not been. 

775. And that is one of the improvements you would suggest !—Yes. 

776. Mr. Forster.| When you find any confusion in the accounts, or any 
difficulty in auditing them, are you in the habit of giving directions for their 
being kept and sent home in a more clear and satisfactory manner ?—Such 
suggestions form part of the queries sent out ; and if they involve any important 
change, a report is made to the Treasury on the subject. 

777. Chairman.| Now allowing for the time necessary for receiving an 
answer from a colony, what period would you consider a fair allowance to the 
colonial accountant for answering queries sent from the Audit-office >— 
I should say the longest period for sending a first answer should be three 
months. 

778. Mr. Hope.] 1 believe the suggestion you wish to make is this; that 
a rule should be laid down, that all accountants should return an answer to the 
queries sent to the colony within three months; and that it should not be a 
sufficient excuse for returning no answer, that there was a difficulty which 
could not then be explained ; but the answer should state, as the excuse for 
not giving a full answer, the existence of that difficulty ?—Yes, and what was 
doing to obtain further explanation. 


779. Mr. Spooner.] When were the instructions for the intended improved 
method of keeping accounts sent to the colonies ?—I think about 1840 or 1841. 
It was at this time that new instructions and new forms of accounts were sent 
to Malta, and since, to other colonies. 

780. Chairman.| To which of the colonies have these new instructions been 
sent:—As to complete new instructions, they have been sent to all new 
colonies, such as Hong Kong, New Zealand, and Australia. 

781. You have stated that you think the accounts are now coming home in a 
more satisfactory state; to what do you attribute that more satisfactory state ?— 
To the new instructions that have been given in some cases, and to the constant 
observations of the Audit-office during a series of years, the effect of which is 
now beginning to develope itself. 

782. Do you recommend further instructions to be sent out, until the effect 
of which you have spoken has fully developed itself?—As to complete new 
instructions, I doubt the advantage of preparing such, until further oppor- 
tunity be afforded to judge of the effect of recent instructions and suggestions 
for amending the accounts. As to the advantages of some stringent regu- 
lations to be prepared at once, I have no doubt. I think it would be desirable 
to embody, as general regulations applicable to all the colonies, some short 
directions on leading principles of account, and also on some other matters, 
which experience has shown to be eminently necessary to facilitate and. 
expedite the audit of colonial accounts (such as the estimates, the answers to 
queries, the condensed references to authorities, and so forth); and that such 
a code of general regulations should be sent, carrying the full authority of 
directions emanating from the Secretary of State, in consequence of recent 
inquiries. 

783. Mr. Forster.] Are we to understand that all the suggestions have been 
made that you deemed necessary up to this time: have all the improvements 
in keeping accounts in the colonies been suggested which you consider neces- 
sary at present, viewing matters as they stand?—The consideration of further 
questions would be of so much importance, that at the Audit-office we should 
hardly be able to suggest further at the present moment. 

784. Mr. Aldam.| Certain instructions have been sent out to the particular 
colonies ; in consequence of those instructions improvements have been intro- 
duced in the case of those colonies; but you think it better to allow those 
improvements to be worked out before you introduce any general change of 
system ?—Yes; for the purpose of giving time to consider those further changes 
well and maturely. 

785. Mr. Forster.| Do you consider the Committee has before it all the 


improvements which have been suggested: have you detailed to the Com- 
mittee, 
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mittee, and has the Committee now before it, an account of those improvements 
and suggestions to which you refer as sufficient, in your opinion, until their 
working has been ascertained ?—I believe they have. I have already referred 
to the instructions to Malta; I have also given in a minute of instructions by 
the Governor of Ceylon. These, with the answers I have given to the several 
questions put by the Committee, will, I think, show the Committee the nature 
of the improvements which have been suggested by the Audit-office, and enable 
them to form an opinion.as to the result which may be anticipated. 

786, Chairman.| Are not the suggestions you have laid before the Com- 
mittee to-day, and which you say you have had the advantage of communi- 
cating with other parties, independent of the various improvements which at 
the suggestion of the Audit-office have already been adopted ?—Not exactly as 
regards the estimate, it is only a better manner of working what has been 
already recommended, and is acted upon. 

787. It is a better manner ?>—Yes. 


John Le Gall, Esq. called in; and Examined. 


788. Chairman.] YOU are an inhabitant of the colony of St. Vincent ?— 
IT am. 

789. Do you exercise there any public function ?—-I am a member of Council 
and a member of the Committee of Public Accounts. 

790. Can you furnish the Committee with any late account of the receipt 
and expenditure of that colony ?—I can; I have prepared an estimate of the 
expenditure of the colony of St. Vincent for the last year. 

791. Does that account represent the colony’s revenues ?—It does ; it repre- 
sents everything, with the exception of the gross revenue of the customs. 

792. Are the gross revenues under every head of receipt paid into the 
colonial chest ?—All, with the exception of the customs. 

793- Will the accounts exhibit the gross receipts under the head of cus- 
toms -—Yes, they would; but the customs deduct 10 per cent. from the gross 
amount of the duties collected, for the payment of the salaries of the officers of 
the customs. 

794. After the deduction of that 10 per cent. the balance is paid into the 
colonial chest?—Yes. The colonial accounts with us are most particularly 
kept; they are kept by double entry, and they are paid every three months after 
being examined by the committee; the committee is formed of two members of 
the Council and four members of the House of Assembly. We meet a day or 
two before the legislature is called together, every three months; and those 
accounts are most minutely examined. 

795. Who appoints the auditors for the accounts of St. Vincent ?—They are 
appointed by the President of the Board of Council and the Speaker of the 
House of Assembly. 

796. And how are the estimates prepared which precede the accounts >— 
They are prepared by a competent accountant, a clerk. 

797. And to whom are they submitted for previous approval ?—They are 
submitted to the committee. Every calculation is checked; the calculation of 
the collection of the duties even, by the customs; the calculation of the collec- 
tion of all sums by the treasury upon imports; the calculation also upon the 
taxes derived from the gross amount of produce under an agricultural tax of 
one-and-a-half per cent.; also an income tax of one-and-a-half per cent. Every 
item is checked before the committee ; and before the treasury account is passed 
the committee are obliged to make a declaration that they have not only most 
minutely examined every item of the accounts, but have also counted the 
money in the treasury chest; they give an estimate of it, and then the two 
members of the Board of Council lay before that Board the accounts that have 
been passed, upon which their declaration is made, and the members of the 
Assembly lay before that House a similar document. 

798. How often are the contents of the treasurer’s chest tested ?—Every three 
months. 

799. And the amount of money in his possession is compared with the 
balance that appears in the cash book ?—Yes, and it is directed to be placed in 
the bank. 

800. You stated that the accounts are kept by double entry ?— Yes. 
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801. Does the ledger represent all the departments of receipt and expen-- 
diture that are found in the estimates ?—It does. 

802. Have you found any difficulty in the colony in retaining clerks and 
functionaries who understand the double-entry system ’—None whatever. I 
am a merchant myself, and know it to be the fact; and indeed, in every 
mercantile establishment there are clerks competent to keep accounts by double 
entry. 

803. And there would be no difficulty in the colony in finding clerks for 
such a purpose ?—None whatever. 

804. Have you any knowledge of the state of things in other West India 
islands ?—I have a little, but not sufficient to give evidence upon them. 

805. In your experience as a merchant, do you think there would be any 
difficulty in finding clerks who understand the system of double entry :—No; 
I know there are a great many persons who understand it. 

806. Practically have you not found the use of the double-entry system in 
your own colony a great advantage, and a great security for the correctness of 
the accounts ?—Certainly; I do not see how the accounts could be kept 
without. 

807. Mr. Hope.] How long have you had it in operation ?-—I should say 
ever since my recollection. I should think for the last 20 years or more. 

808. Chairman.] There is no difference of opinion as to the superiority of 
that mode of book-keeping to the mode of book-keeping by single entry ?— 
None whatever; in fact, the way in which every item is scrutinized with us 
shows it necessary. Our expenses are most economical; the whole expense 
of the island of St. Vincent does not amount to more than 18,000/. a year. 
Everything is particularly scrutinized. 

80g. Do you not think that the system of double entry would enable you 
with much greater facility to detect irregularity or fraud than any other 
system '—Certainly. 

810. And it is your opinion that this system is as applicable to public 
accounts as it is to commerce ?—I should say so decidedly; it is by far the 
best plan. 

811. Can you state from your own knowledge whether the system of 
double entry has been adopted by any other colony ?—Yes, in the island of 
Barbadoes. 

812. And with similar advantageous results?—Yes; and I am pretty sure 
it is the case in all the islands where there are Legislative Assemblies. 

813. Therefore, if the Committee should recommend the general intro- 
duction of the double-entry system into the colonies, are you of opinion it 
would be easy to find functionaries capable of giving effect to such a recom- 
mendation ?—Certainly I am of that opinion; there can be no difficulty about 
it whatever. 

814. Mr. Hope.] You do not send home your accounts here for audit r— 
No, our accounts are very trifling. You have the substance of the accounts 
in the Blue Book sent to the Colonial Office. 

815. Mr. Forster.] You attribute the lightness of your taxation to the accu- 
racy, in some measure, with which the colonial accounts are kept ?—Certainly ; 
and to having the control of our own affairs. 

816. Chairman.] What course is taken in your colony for giving publicity 
to the estimates ; after the estimates are approved by the committee of which 
you have spoken, what course is taken to give those estimates publicity ?— 
They are always published. 

817. In the public newspapers -—Yes. 

818. And are the accounts also published of the expenditure :—The accounts 
are also published, and every claim upon the public. Our accounts are paid 
every three months, and the name of every individual claiming anything from 
the public is published by the committee in the public papers. 

81g. And in auditing the accounts afterwards, of the receipts and expendi- 
ture, is a comparison always instituted between the receipt and expenditure, 
and the preliminary estimate ?—Yes, always. 

820. Mr. Aldam.] Are the colonial and imperial duties collected separately ¢ 
—yYes; the imperial duties are collected by the customs, and the other duties 
are collected by the treasury. 

$21. And there are two sets of custom-houses ?—No; we have an import 
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duty of three per cent. on the value of all articles imported, which is collected 
by the island treasury ; this revenue does not pass through the customs; the 
customs collect the imperial duties. 

822. Mr. Hope.| In short, the treasury act as a colonial customs’ officer, and 
they collect the colonial customs ?’—The colonial treasurer collects everything 
but the imperial duties. 

823. Mr. Aldam.] Ninety per cent. of the imperial accounts are paid over 
to the imperial chest ?—To the colonial chest. 

824. And 10 per cent. is sufficient to pay the expenses of the collection ?— 
In many instances, but not in all; in many instances they have drawn for the 
difference, but in general it is sufficient to pay all the salaries. 

825. Drawn upon what ?—The Government; and on the other hand, I pre- 
sume, when the amount has been more than sufficient, it has been remitted to 
the home Government. 

826. Chairman.] How many custom-house functionaries are there in the 
island ?—Six. 

827. Could the custom duties in the island be collected by local functionaries 
on cheaper terms 7—Certainly. 

828. You think five per cent. would be sufficient to discharge all the expense 
of collection ?—Yes, fully. 

829. Mr. Aldam.| And at present there is upon the whole a charge upon 
this country for that >—Those accounts do not come under my examination ; 
I merely spoke from what I have frequently heard; I know in many instances 
the difference has been drawn for upon the Home Government, but in general 
the 10 per cent. is sufficient to pay that. 


Mr. William James Page, called in ; and Examined. 


830. Chairman.] HAVE you read the evidence that was given by Mr. John- 
son before the Committee on Colonial Accounts in 1837 ?—I have. 

831. And are you prepared to state what has been done since that period in 
reference to receipts for Post-office accounts in the various colonies ?—I think 
I am not prepared to state that. 

832. Have you brought before the Committee the last accounts you have 
received of each colony ?—I have. 

833. Will you put those accounts in ?—I have only the originals. 

834. Will you read the list of the colonies of which you have brought Post- 
office accounts ?—Barbadoes. 

835. Since 1837 what colonies have been added to the Post-office depart- 
ment :—Hong Kong and New Zealand ; and we are about to receive under 
the control of the Postmaster-general, Belize, Honduras. 

836. In all these colonies are the functionaries appointed by the Post-office 
authorities at home?—Yes; the present deputy-postmaster-general of New 
Zealand has been appointed by the governor, but subject to the approval of 
the Postmaster-general. 

837. Are the subordinate authorities in New Zealand appointed by the 
deputy-postmaster-general of New Zealand :—Yes, or by the local government. 

838. Have there been any additional internal communications introduced into 
the colonies since the Report of 1837?—A great many in British North America. 

839. The receipts from all the colonies for post-office accounts are remitted 
to the mother country, are they not ?—When there is a surplus above the 
expenditure. 

840. Can you state in which of the colonies the expenditure exceeds the 
receipts ?—I cannot speak as to New Zealand, because we have only very 
recently received the first account current; nor can I speak to Hong Kong; 
but with regard to the others, I think I may say it is only in Nova Scotia that 
the post-office expenditure exceeds the receipts. 

841. Can you state what was the last annual amount of gross revenue from 
the whole of the post-office establishments in the colonies >—From the last 
accounts received from the several colonies, the gross receipts for the year were 
99,412 1.155. 4d. 

842. What year was that?—It is not for a perfect year. From Canada and 
Jamaica it is for four quarters, ending the 5th of October 1844. From all the 
other colonies it is for four quarters, ending the 5th of January 1845. 
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843. That being the gross revenue, what is the amount of the post-office 
expenditure under post-office authority -—£. 67,752. 2s.; but besides the gross 
receipts which I have mentioned, there has been the sum of 765/. 9s, 11d. 
voted by the Provincial Legislature of Nova Scotia in aid of post-office commu- 
nication. 

844. Do those disbursements include charges for the conveyance of letters 
by steamers ?—They do in Canada; not from the mother country to the colony, 
but for internal communication by steamers. 

845. Mr. Hope.| On the whole North American postage we are very much 
out of pocket, including in that the expense of crossing the Atlantic, are we 
not :—Yes. 

846. Chairman.| Can you state which are the colonies in which steamers are 
employed for post-office purposes !—You are aware that there are steamers 
employed between all the West India colonies. 

$47. Do they come under the local post-office expenditure:—No; there 
is a steam-boat between Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, and there are 
several steam-boats appointed by the Post-office for conveying mails from one 
part of New Brunswick to another, and also from one part of Canada to 
another. 

848. Are there any steamers communicating between the different parts of 
Australia ?—The post-office department in Australia is not under the control 
of the Postmaster-general; there is a commission inquiring as to that, with 
a view of placing it under the control of the Postmaster-general of this 
country. 

849. Mr. Hope.] That was issued in consequence of repeated complaints of 
irregularity, both in the interior of that country and in the communication 
with this country, was it not ?—Yes. 

850. Chairman.| Can you give us a list of the places in the colonies which 
are independent of the Postmaster-general ’—Yes. 

851. By whom is the postmaster-general of Colombo, Ceylon, appointed *— 
Either by the Colonial-office or by the Colonial Government. 

852. Is the form in which the accounts are kept in the colonies precisely 
similar to that in use in the mother country ?—I imagine not, but I do not 
know. 

853. Do you know whether any models as to the form in which the accounts 
should be kept are sent from the Postmaster-general to the post-office autho- 
rities in the colonies ;—I do not know whether there are or not, there are so 
few colonies where there are internal posts; but the accounts of the colonies 
where there are internal posts, are very similar in form. 

854. Are the post-office receipts on the increase in the colonies generally ? 
—Thiere has been a considerable reduction of postage in British North America 
and Jamaica lately, which has caused the receipts to be lessened instead of 
increased in those colonies. 

855. Is that from extending the facilities '—From reducing the postage, and 
charging by weight, instead of charging as we used to charge before. 

856. Has one uniform system of charge been introduced into the colonies ? 
—lIn all of the colonies under the control of the Postmaster-general. 

857. Is Nova Scotia the only colony in which there has been a reduction of 
the rates of postage >—No; in British North America generally there has been 
a reduction of postage, caused by charging by weight instead of by enclosures ; 
and that is the case in Jamaica also. 

858. How does the Post-office regulate the exchanges with the colonies ‘— 
The accounts are all kept in sterling. 

859. Is the postage charged in sterling >—Yes. 

860. What would be done in a case were there was no sterling currency ; 
is it reduced by an order of the Postmaster-general to the local currency ?>— 
Yes; in British North America the postage is chargeable in sterling, which 
is levied in currency by adding one-ninth to the amount in sterling; no 
alterations having been made in consequence of the altered value of the 
dollar. 

861. Is the power of franking exercised in any of the colonies under the 
Postmaster-general ‘—It has been abolished in all the colonies under the control 
of the Postmaster-general. It only existed in British North America and 
Jamaica, and it was abolished there in January 1844. 


862. Has

862. Has the governor the power of franking ?—No. 

863. The Post-office rate is levied on every letter now conveyed, is it ?>—It is 
chargeable on every letter; but it is remitted in the West India colonies upon 
the letters addressed to the governors, on service. 

864. In those colonies having representative Assemblies do the post-office 
accounts in any shape come under their cognizance ?—I believe in most of the 
colonies where there are Assemblies they call for copies of the accounts rendered; 
but they are only rendered in case of their calling for them. 

865. Are these representative Assemblies consulted as to the rates to be 
levied, or is it wholly in the breast of the Postmaster-general?—I have no 
doubt the opinion of the Assemblies would be consulted in the event of the 
Home Government proposing to make any reduction in the postage. 

866. To whom are the post-office colonial accounts referred for audit ?— 
They are sent for the examination of the Accountant-general of the Post-office 
in London, and by him included in his general accounts of the Post-office 
department, and sent to the Audit-office from the General Post-office in London. 

867. When sent to the Audit-office are they accompanied by the vouchers or 
documents as evidence of their accuracy; or are they merely a transcript of 
the accounts without documents ?—I believe they are accompanied with the 
vouchers. 

868. Is the release of the Audit-office necessary to exonerate the function- 
aries of the Post-office in the various colonies?—I imagine so. The officers 
sending home accounts are liable to be called upon for any query from the 
Audit-office. 

869. Are any bonds or securities taken by the Post-office as a security from 
the colonial functionaries of the Post-office?—From every deputy-postmaster 
or deputy-postmaster-general a bond is taken. 

870. Similar to that which is given at home?—It is necessarily altered in 
those colonies where the deputy-postmaster-general has deputy-postmasters 
under him. In fact it is not in any case exactly similar to the bond taken of 
the postmasters in this country, but it is prepared on the same model. 

871. What proportion does the amount of security given bear to the amount 
annually received by the colonial postmaster ?—I am not prepared to say that 
there is any scale laid down; but when a postmaster is appointed for the first 
time at any place, it is usual for the officers of the Post-office to consider what 
sum of money he is likely to have at any time in his hands belonging to that 
department, and to fix the penalties of the bond at a sum covering that sum. 

872. Is the colonial postmaster compelled periodically to remit the amount 
of his receipts ?>—The instructions desire him to remit by every packet. 

873. Does he remit the gross revenue, or is he allowed to deduct from the 
revenue the expense of his establishment ?—He remits on account of the 
balance remaining in his hands. 

$74. What is the authority exercised by the Postmaster-general at home, in 
order to provide security that more shall not be deducted than is necessary 
for the expense of the establishment ?—The Accountant-general’s department 
in London has an estimate of the revenue of each colony, and he is careful to 
see that the remittances received from the colony are proportioned to the 
estimate, and he reports him as being a defaulter when he observes that he 
has not remitted equal to what ought to have been the revenue of the post-office 
in the colony. 

875. Is an annual account of receipt and expenditure of each colony that 
comes under the Postmaster-general, sent for his approval ?— No. 

876. How frequently is it furnished ?—There is no estimate sent home; it is 
an estimate which the Accountant-general, from the nature of his duty, is 
enabled to prepare on examining accurately the postmaster’s accounts ; he is 
enab ledto state the average revenue of every island. 

877. Does the estimate originate with the Post-office Department here, or 
with the Colonial Department ’—Here. 

878. Is any statement made annually of the anticipated expenditure of the 
colonies >—I am not aware of it. 
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Mr. Frederick Leman Rogers, called in; and Examined. 


879. Chairman.) WHAT situation do you fill in the Audit-office ?>—Chief 
Inspector. 

880. What colonial accounts come immediately under your cognizance ?— 
Only the accounts of the expenditure of the Falkland Islands. 

881. Were not the accounts of the Swan River referred to you?—The early 
accounts, namely, for the first three years. 

882. In what state were those accounts f—Very defective. 

883. What were the principal defects ?—Want of authority, and also want of 
vouchers ; chiefly want of authority. 

§84. What has been done to improve the accounts of the Swan River ?—A great 
deal has been done; the expenditure was taken out of the hands of the governor, 
and a commissariat was sent out, and the receipt and expenditure was conducted 
by him from the year 1832. 

885. From what period do you think an improved system of accounts has been 
adopted in the Swan River ?—I should say from 1832 up to the present time. 

886. Were the accounts of South Australia also referred to you ?—The account 
of the Treasurer in England was referred to me ; there are two treasurers, one in 
England, and one in the colony. 

887. That is the account directly dependent on the Home authorities '-—The 
account of the treasurer in England is a very anomalous and unusual sort of 
an account. It contained no public money, the first account. It consisted of 
money raised in this country under the Act of Parliament, by loans, and by the 
sale of lands. 

888. And the accounts represent the appropriation of that money !—Yes. 

889. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Does that refer to the period at which South Aus- 
tralia was under the South Australian Commission -—Yes. 

890. Chairman.] Were those accounts kept in a satisfactory state ?—I should 
say they were not. 

391. What were the defects of those accounts >—Want of authority, and want 
of accounts of expenditure in the colony. 

892. Want of authority from whom?—The account was made by the Act of 
Parliament, a public account, and, therefore, we should require the authority of 
the Secretary of State. 

893. Do you mean that money was appropriated there without the authority of 
the Secretary of State ?—In the first instance there was a deficiency ; but I dare 
say it has since been supplied. 

894. Does the Act of Parliament make them directly accountable to the Audit- 
office Not directly to the Audit-office ; but that the accounts should be audited 
in the same way as other public accounts. 

895. In what respects were those accounts unsatisfactory ?—I proceeded a very 
little way in them; they were taken out of my hands; I believe they have been 
passed since ; I am not quite prepared to state all the objections to them. 

896. Did they appear to you to be presented in an unsatisfactory state to the 
Audit-office 2?—As an account I do not think it was; the treasurer rendered a 
regular account ; but the expenditure was altogether anomalous ; it was new, and 


unlike any account ever rendered before to the Audit-office. 
897. Now, 
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897. Now, with respect to the accounts of Western Australia: have the ac- 
counts of Western Australia come under your cognizance ?—The three first years, 
from 1829 to 1832. . 

898. Were they rendered in a satisfactory state ?—They were pretty well made 
up, considering the peculiar circumstances of the colony. The governor and his 
party were sent there almost without instructions as to accounts; to a place where 
there were no habitations but tents; and of course the expenditure was very 
irregular at first; by degrees it got better; and in 1832 the Government sent out 
a commissariat. 

899. Can you describe to the Committee the manner in which accounts are 
generally examined and audited in your office ?—I think that has been stated 
many times to different Committees of the House of Commons, particularly in a 
paper laid before the Select Committee on Public Accounts, in Session 1830-31. 
40. No. 6, p. 216; but the details in which particular accounts are examined, differ 
according to the account. 

goo. Is there no general system of examination applied to all the Colonial Ac- 
counts !—I can hardly say more than that the Acts of Parliament relating to the 
auditing of public accounts, require that there shall be an authority and a voucher 
for every payment. 

g01. What are the powers which the Audit Board possess, for allowing, or: 
rejecting, or requiring vouchers on an account ?—I think that is very clearly de- 
fined by the Acts of Parliament; they can allow nothing except under the con- 
trol of the Treasury. 

902. To what extent do they exercise power, independent of the Treasury ?— 
I am not aware that they exercise any power independent of the Treasury, except 
that there is the power given them by the Act of Parliament to allow payments 
without vouchers, to any amount, on reporting the same to the Treasury. 

g03. The Audit-office have the power of allowing and passing accounts with- 
out vouchers, having had the previous sanction of the Treasury to do so?—Yes, 
for stating for allowance particular items of expenditure, with or without the pre- 
vious sanction of the Treasury, always reporting the same. 

904. Do such cases frequently occur 7—Yes. 

g05. Can you mention any cases in which accounts, not having been accom- 
panied with the corresponding vouchers, have passed the Audit-office under the 
authority of the Treasury ?—I cannot mention any accounts generally, but parti- 
cular payments ; not any accounts in the mass, I mean. 

go6. Mr. Forster.) What is the nature of the service to which such a system 
applies ?—Any service; any of the accounts that come before the auditors ; any 
part of the public expenditure. 

go7. That accounts may be passed on the authority of the Treasury without 
vouchers ?—That particular items of expenditure may be passed by the Commis- 
sioners of Audit without vouchers, reporting the same to the Treasury. 

go8. What is the general nature of the expenditure to which such a system 
applies ?—Where the Commissioners are persuaded that the payments have 
actually been made; for instance, where vouchers may have been lost, lost at sea 
or destroyed by fire. 

909. Chairman.| What would be the case where there was no evidence of the 
destruction of the vouchers ?—Then, I should say, they were not authorized to 
pass anything of the kind. Unless they have some evidence that the payments 
have been made, I do not think they are authorized to pass anything without a 
voucher. 

gio. Asa matter of fact, are accounts so passed without vouchers ?—I should say 
not without some conclusive evidence of payment, independent of the vouchers. 

g11. Mr. Trotter.| Did you ever know of any accounts passed by the Treasury, 
for which there was not some tolerably ostensible reason for the vouchers not 
being forthcoming ?—I cannot say that I recollect any case exactly as you put it; I 
do not immediately recollect any case where large sums have been allowed without 
vouchers, but I inter there must always have been some reason for such a course. 

912. Mr. Forster.] Does the Audit-office assume the authority of judging of 
the reasons assigned for the vouchers not being produced ?—The Audit-office have 
the power, under the Act of Parliament, to pass any sum they please without 
vouchers, reporting the same to the Treasury. 

g13. Then they are the judges, independent of the Treasury ?—The Treasury 

_may allow or disallow, and confirm or not the decision of the auditors. 
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914. Mr. G. W. Hope.| They derive their power under an Act of Parlia- 
ment ?—Under a special clause in an Act of Parliament; 53 Geo. 3, c. 150, 
S. 4+ 

915. Chairman.| What are the functions of the Commissioners of the Audit ? 
— Their functions, I should say, were the duties exercised by the Commissioners 
of Audit by virtue of their patents founded upon Acts of Parliament. 

916. What part do the Commissioners take in the examination and auditing of 
the public accounts ?—I should say none at all in the examination of the vouchers. 
The account, when it is received in the Audit-office, is allotted to an individual 
inspector, and he hands out the vouchers and the account to the examiner, and 
the Commissioner is no party in that detailed examination. When the objections 
to the account are made by the inspector and examiner, they are brought before 
the Board or committee, and then the committee decide on those objections. 

g17. Can you state to the Committee how the colonial accounts are distributed 
among the different Commissioners of Audit ?>—Yes, I have prepared a statement 
showing it.

The duties transferred to Commissioners 
of Audit in 1832 (2 Will. 4, c. 26). 


g18. Are you cognizant of a minute of the Audit-office of 18 January 1833? 
—Yes. 
gig. What was the purport of that minute ?—It was a minute of a statement 
made by the secretary to the Board of sums charged against parties in the ledger 
prior to the year 1818, amounting to upwards of four millions and a half. 
g20. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Were these colonial accounts >—All sorts of accounts ; 
some 
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some of them were for bills drawn by governors in the colonies. It was for the 
purpose of obtaining the Board’s orders whether these charges should be carried 
on to the new ledger about to be provided. 

g21. Chairman.| What does “ carried on to the new ledger” imply?—The old 
ledger was full, and it was necessary to have a new ledger. 

922. In the transfer to the new ledger, was there a recognition that the account 
was unsettled and unaudited ?—Yes. 

923. Mr. G. W. Hope.| Did the leaving them in the old ledger without trans- 
ferring them to the new ledger operate as a settlement of the account ?—In effect 
it did; but I believe they still stand in the old ledger. 

924. Has it relieved the parties answerable from their accountability >—Some 
of them ; and one to a very large amount. 

925. Howr—The Bank of Ireland. There was a sum in that list of £.1,776,000 
and upwards, charged against the Bank of England on account of the Bank of 
Treland. 

926. In what way has the change from the one book to the other relieved the 
Bank of Ireland ?—The Board ordered the Bank of England to be discharged, 
and there the matter dropped. 

g27. That was a separate amount r—A separate part of the aggregate amount. 

gz8. What was the effect of merely not carrying on the balance in the new 
ledger ; had it any effect in discharging the parties accountable >—In effect, it 
absolved them altogether ; for not one of them has been called on since. 

929. Do you consider they are legally freed —No. 

930. Do you consider it operated as a quietus, or whatever your term is for 
giving a discharge >—No. 

931. Mr. T’rotter.] Has there been any report made to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, by which they are quit?—I am not aware of anything of the 
kind. 

932. Chairman.| Was that minute of the 18th January referred to the 
Treasury ;—I do not believe it was. 

933. Then the sanction of the Treasury was not obtained for the non-removal 
of these accounts into the new ledger ?—Not that I am aware of. 

934. Connected with that minute of the Audit Board, was there a statement, 
in detail, of the accounts to which the minute refers ?—Yes; my recollection is, 
there were about 140 cases. 

935. Can the Committee be furnished with the minute, and with the accounts 
which were on that occasion not transferred from the old to the new ledger ?— 
‘Certainly. 

936. Has-any application been made to any party for the payment of balances 
which are involved in that minute of the Audit Board ?—The Audit Board could 
not be aware of any balances, because they had not the accounts before them. 
There might have been balances due to or from the public on these accounts, but 
not having the accounts before us (the parties never having accounted), we could 
not see whether the accounts were even and quit. 

937- Then all these old ledgers are thrown aside, and are not referred to in the 
present proceedings of the Audit-office ?—I apprehend so. 

938. Mr. Trotter.] These were sums charged against the respective accountants, 
for which they had rendered no accounts ’—Exactly ; and many of them were 
desperate, but I cannot think that was so as to the Bank of Ireland. 

939. Chairman.] 1s it your opinion that in that case there might have been 
some hope of recovering the public money ?—It was a current account which has 
been going on ever since. 

940. And from that current account the large sum you have mentioned has 
been wiped away ?—Yes. 

941. And for that wiping away, I think you stated that no sanction of the 
Treasury had been obtained ;—None. 

942. Are you aware of the reasons which induced the Audit Board to consent 
to the non-transfer of these accounts from the old to the new ledger ?—For the 
reasons given in the minute. 

943. Are you acquainted with a minute of the gth April 1835?—There is 
such a minute. 

944. Does that refer to colonial accounts ?—Colonial, cash, and commissariat 
store accounts. 

945. What is the purport of that minute ?—I can only state generally from 
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recollection, that by that minute the examination of the arrear commissariat store 
accounts was abandoned. 

946. What were the grounds of the abandonment of the examination ?>—I 
cannot speak very decidedly, but I think it was the great pressure of other 
business, and the pressure of the current accounts. 

947. In order to enable you to break down the current business and to examine 
the cash accounts of the same period, it was necessary to throw aside the store 
accounts unexamined-?—So J understand. ; 

948. And from that period to this no examination has been entered upon r— 
There was a qualification in the minute, if I recollect, that the accounts were to 
be examined if circumstances would permit; but I do not believe they have ever 
been examined. 

949. Mr. Trotter.] Will you describe of what the colonial store accounts con- 
sist?-— Principally building materials, also artificers’ tools, implements of husbandry, 
and the purchase of every description of thing used in the colonies. 

950. Do the commissariat store accounts now come into the office ?—Yes. 

951. Chairman.]| Is there a minute of the 2d March 1836, with reference to 
the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land ?>—Yes. 

952. What was the purport of that minute?—To dispense with the detailed 
examination of the colonial accounts of Van Diemen’s Land, in the years 1832, 
1833, and 1834. 

953. What was the ground of dispensing with the examination r—The pressure 
of the examination of the current accounts, and the circumstance of the accounts 
having been previously audited by auditors on the spot. 

954. Are there any other instances in which colonial accounts in arrear have 
been passed by unaudited in consequence of the pressure of accounts of more 
recent date?—-You speak of the detailed examination? 

955. Yes.—In very many cases I should think. ‘The Board have specific autho- 
rity under the Act of Parliament to dispense with the detailed examination 
of vouchers, computations, and castings of accounts, which have been previously 
examined in the colony by the colonial auditors. 

956. Mr. Trotter.| Are not the colonial store accounts examined in the colonies 
before they come to you?—They ought to be. 

957. Every one of them?—I should think so. 

958. Chairman.] In point of fact, in all cases do all the colonial store accounts 
undergo a previous colonial audit? —I cannot possibly say. 

959. Mr. Trotter.] Is there not an officer in the colonies whose duty it is to 
do it >—I believe so, in almost every one. 

960. Chairman.] Do you not conceive that to a satisfactory audit of any 
public account, a detailed examination is necessary ?—Clearly. 

961. Mr. Trotter.] Ioes not that take place in the Audit-office ?—Not always; 
in those excepted cases where accounts have been previously examined by the 
audit in the colony, the Board have the power, under the Act of Parliament, to 
dispense with the examination. 

962. Upon satisfying itself that a detailed examination has taken place ?—Yes ; 
and certificates from the auditors. 

963. Chairman.| Your attention has been very much directed to the means of 
improving the system of colonial accounts ?—Not colonial accounts particularly’; 
my attention has been directed generally to the public accounts of the kingdom. 

964. Have you thought of any plan for improving the colonial estimates :—No ; 
I never Jooked particularly into them. 

965. Are you at all in the habit in your particular department, of comparing 
the accounts of receipt and expenditure with the estimates —Yes ; 1 do not know 
that it is generally done, and I know the late Board of Commissioners did not 
think we had anything to do with appropriation. My practice has been, as 
far as I could, to compare the estimates with the appropriation. 

966. Mr. Trotter.] Can the Audit-office act in any way whatever, excepting 
a the construction and orders of the Acts of Parliament for its regulation ?— 

one. 

967. Chairman,] Then the plan of examination in the Audit-office is not 
uniform ?—I[ think certainly not, in the different departments. 

968. And does each functionary in the Audit-office put his own construction on 
the Act, without the interference of the Commissioners ?—I am afraid so. 

969. Do you consider, in the discharge of your duty, you are bound to compare 

the: 
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the receipts and expenditure of the colonies with the estimates '—I cannot say Mr. F. L. Rogers. 
that; I do it for my own satisfaction ; I do not throw any blame upon others ; 
A distinguished member of the Board, Mr. Whishaw, was of opinion we had 22 May 1845. 
nothing to do with the appropriation ; that provided we see that an expenditure 

is duly authorized, we are bound to give allowance to the accountant on that 

authority. 

970. So that if that warrant should have exceeded the amount of the Parlia- 
mentary grant, he would not have considered it a matter for investigation at the 
Audit-office ?—Exactly ; but I think he would have deemed it right to point out 
the circumstance to the Treasury. I do not believe it is the practice, generally, 
in the Audit-office, to examine the accounts with the estimates and appropriation. 

971. That is, if there were a special vote for a special service, the amount paid 
under that vote would not be compared with the special grant ?—It may or may 
not; it would not as a general rule; I do not know that there is any order for its 
being done, 

g72. Then there are no general instructions from the Commissioners of Audit 
as to that particular point?—I believe not. I would state that the two great 
accounts are the accounts of the Paymaster-general and the Paymaster of the Civil 
Services. Inthe examination of those accounts we certainly do not look to the 
appropriation ; we assume that the Treasury do not authorize the issue of more 
than is appropriated. 

973- In consequence of comparing the payments with the grants, have you 
detected any cases which have passed the Treasury, in which there have been 
irregularities in the colonial accounts ?—I cannot say that I have. 

974. Mr. Forster.] Do you consider the duties of the office are confined to 
the examination of accounts, without reference to the authority upon which the 
payments have been made ?—I think it quite the duty of the Audit-office to take 
care there is authority for every payment, but J am not sure that itis the duty of 
the Audit-office to see whether the payments exceed, or not, the grant of Parlia- 
ment. 

975- Chairman.] Would you pass a payment on the mere evidence of the fact 
that the payment had been made without reference to the authority which autho- 
rized that payment. Would a receipt, for instance, given by the person who 
receives the money, be considered by you a sufficient authority for passing the 
amount '—The receipt would be the voncher, quite distinct from the authority; 
we could not allow it on the receipt, without the authority as well. By the Act 
of Parliament we must have the vouchers and authority for every payment. 

976. Have you formed an opinion as to the desirableness of introducing the 
system of double entry into the colonial accounts?—I have formed an opinion 
generally : there has been great difference of opinion among the authorities at 
the Audit-office for many years, as to the application of the principle of double 
entry, but lately it has been carried by acclamation, therefore there is nothing 
more to say about it. 

977. You consider that a settled point?—Yes, that the accounts must be kept 
by double entry. 

978. Mr. H. J. Baillie.| Then they are kept by double entry now ?—In some 
departments at home. I cannot speak as to the colonial accounts. 

979. Chairman.] Then you think it would be a great facility in the proper keep- 
ing of the accounts in the colonies, if the system of double entry were in operation ? 
—I think it of great importance that they should be kept on a uniform principle, 
and I do not know any other uniform principle than that of double entry. Whe- 
ther the accounts should be made up by the Audit-office on the principle of double 
entry is another question, and about that I have great doubt. 

980. Your attention has been a good deal called to the manner of improving 
the public accounts generally ?—Yes. 

981. Will you state to the Committee your suggestions upon that subject ?— 
That is a very large question indeed. The Commissioners of Audit reported not 
very long ago, that they were not aware that the system could be improved with 
due security to the public, but that whenever anything occurs to them by which 
the system can be improved, they suggest it to the Treasury. 

g82. Do you concur in that opinion of the Commissioners ?—I differ entirely. 

983. Will you favour the Committee with your views as to the meats of im- 
proving the existing system ?—I think the whole system of the Audit-office is 
rotten altogether, from beginning to end, and that it is all breaking down. 
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984. Will you oblige the Committee by giving your opinion generally as to the 
way the Audit-office should be constructed, in order that its functions may be so — 
exercised as to give proper security for the due examination and audit of the 
public accounts ‘—That is a large question, upon which there is a difference of 
opinion. 

985. Mr. H. J. Baillie.| In the first place, do you consider a sufficient number 
of clerks and other persons employed in the Audit-office?—I do, but there is a 
difference of opinion upon that point. 

986. Chairman.] Do you feel yourself in a condition to state generally what 
the defects are of the existing system ?—Yes. 

987. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Would your observations apply especially to colonial 
accounts, or are they applicable to the whole system of the Audit-office, as 
regarding the whole expenditure of this country ’—They are applicable to the 
whole system of the Audit-office, including the colonial accounts. 

988. Therefore when you speak of the system being rotten, and needing recon- 
struction, you point to a reconstruction of the whole system of audit of this 
country?—Yes; I must beg to add that I state this with diffidence, because I 
believe I differ from my own Board on this subject. 

98g. Your observations would apply to the operation of the Act of Parliament 
under which the Audit-office is constituted ?—Yes. The Committee in 1810, 
recommended that the Acts relating to the Audit-office should be consolidated. 
That has not been done. Perhaps a dozen Acts have been passed since that time, 
and one of my proposals is, to have the Acts all consolidated. At present nobody 
knows what is the law. 


990. Chairman.] The colonial accounts would receive the benefit of any sug- 
gestions of improvements in the system of audit ?—Certainly. 

gg1. Mr. Forster.] Do you consider the present system of auditing the colonial 
accounts a perfect one, and such a one as would afford the necessary security to 
the public for the due expenditure of money in the colonies ?—I think nothing 
of the kind; just the contrary; I think it is defective throughout. I think any 
examination of colonial accounts in this country in detail is absurd. 

992. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Is it your opinion that the colonial accounts should 
not be examined in detail at all in this country ?—That is my opinion, founded 
upon an experience of 46 years; I never found it answer; it has never answered 
the purpose. 

993. Chairman.] You do not think the Audit-office here gives any security ?— 
It gives security, inasmuch as there is a revision. 

994. Mr. G. W. Hope.| Were the observations you made as to the defects 
in the system of audit, specially applicable to colonial accounts, or were they 
applicable to audit generally ?—Applicable to the audit of all the public accounts, 
including the colonial accounts. 

995. When you state it to be your opinion that the colonial accounts ought 
not to be examined in detail here at all, you point to an alteration in the system, 
which would take them out of the immediate supervision of the Audit-office?— 
I want an effective examination in detail on the spot, and a subsequent super- 
vision here would be most wholesome. 

96. In what way do you distinguish the supervision from the examination in 
detail, practically /—At present, under our Acts of Parliament, we examine the 
accounts in detail, except in special cases; accounts which have been previously 
examined by auditors appointed in the colonies. ‘That I hold to be unnecessary. 
I think that a public account should not undergo examination a second time in 
a second public department ; but I think it would be very desirable to make the 
auditors in the colonies more efficient as auditors; then let the accounts come 
home and be carefully revised here before they are presented to the Treasury for 
declaration. 

997. Mr. M‘Geachy.| Would you have the responsibility of the audit rest on 
the Colonial-office entirely ?—- Yes. 

998. Chairman.| Could not you prepare for the Committee a general state- 
ment of the defects of the present system of colonial audit, and your suggestions 
for the improvement of the audit of colonial accounts?—I am not sufficiently 
conversant with colonial accounts to do that. I have prepared a paper, in which 
there is a head of “colonial accounts,” but it is so connected with the general 
system of audit that it would be incomplete without the whole. 


999. Mr. 
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999. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Previous to the next examination, will you consider 
what suggestions you have to make with reference to colonial accounts >—Yes. 


1000. Mr. Forster.] It is your opinion that it would be better to rely upon 
local audit than upon home audit, for the reason that the audit Board here cannot 
be familiar with many of the circumstances and facts necessary to enable them to 
form a correct. opinion upon the subject of the expenditure ?—Yes ; but my obser- 
vation applies more especially not to the expenditure, but the receipt; for it is 
impossible we can check the collection of the revenues. 


1001. Chairman.| Do you mean there would be any difficulty in obtaining in 
the colonies efficient functionaries to exercise the duties of auditors ?—Not the 
least, with the co-operation of the Colonial-office. 

1002. Are you generally satisfied with the way in which the accounts are 
audited in the Crown colonies ?—I should say not; very much the contrary ; but 
I am not a colonial auditor. 


1003. Mr. G. W. Hope.] What means have you of knowing how they are 
audited; how many of those accounts come under your cognizance r—Only one, 
and that a very small one. 

1004. What is that >—The Falkland Islands. 

1005. Do you speak in consequence of information acquired by yourself in the 
examination of particular accounts sent home from the colonies ?—I speak from 
my knowledge generally, from my position in the Audit-office. 

1006. When you say from knowledge generally acquired in your position in 
the Audit-office, to what does that refer; is it from reports you have received 
from your colleagues in office, or is it from inspection and examination of the 
accounts :—From the reports of my colleagues and from the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board. 

1007. Can you name the officer in that department from whose reports you 
principally derive that information ?—The information is generally derived from 
the accounts themselves, as connected with business under my own immediate 
charge ; I found that the accounts of Trinidad were in great confusion, and that 
great defalcation had taken place ; I sent for the last audited account, and I found 
it unintelligible, and, as it appeared to me, a mass of confusion. 

1008. Who is the officer in your department who has the charge of the audit of 
the accounts of Trinidad ?—Mr. Inspector Rawlinson and the Commissioner, Sir 
Alexander Grant, are the officers in charge at present. 

1009. When you speak of defalcations, to what defalcations particularly do you 
allude in the Trinidad account?—I think there was a balance due from the 
treasurer. 

1010. Do you refer to a habit of balances, or to a particular case in which 
there was a balance ?—I think there have been two or three defalcations, but I 
am not sure of the officer. 

1011. Are the Committee to understand there have been two or three cases in 
which the public have lost sums of money ?—Yes ; considerable sums of money. 

1012. By what officers >—It may be a twelvemonth since I looked at the ac- 
count, and I cannot possibly state at this moment. 

1013. Was it in the customs department or in the colonial department ?—I 
should think the colonial ; I think not the customs, as far as my recollection goes. 

1014. Do you recollect at all the date of the defalcations, or of any one of 
them ?—No;; it was the last account that was passed at the Audit-office, and I 
think that was in 1836 or 1837. 

1015. Do you recollect at all what steps were taken for the recovery of the 
balance?—No. I have said before that the colonial branch is not my depart- 
ment, and therefore I am not very conversant with it. 

1016. Are the Committee to understand that you do not mean to pledge your- 
self to more than that upon an examination of the accounts some time ago, your 
impression and recollection is, that you observed there had been a default in the 
year 1836 or 1837 ?—Yes, and that the accounts were generally in great confusion. 


1017. To what year does your last observation apply, ‘‘and that the accounts 
were generally in great confusion” ?—I think it was in 1836 or 1837. 

1018. Your observation applies to those accounts >—Yes. 

1019. Was it upon a particular examination of them ?—I think it was. 

1020, When you say you think it was, do you mean you looked at them spe- 
cially to see how they were kept, or why was it you looked at them at all?— 
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Mr. F. L. Rogers. Because I had heard they were in confusion, and upon looking at the account of 
1836, it appeared to me unintelligible ; I could make nothing of it. 
22 May 1845. 1021. Did you attempt to make it out in the way which you would do if you 
had yourself to audit it?—No, I did not go into the details. 
1022. Chairman.] How many years have you been in the Audit-office ?— Nearly 
47 years. 


Mr. George Rainy, called in; and Examined. 


Mr. George Rainy. 1023. Chairman.| YOU were long resident in British Guiana ?—Yes. 
pire 1024. How many years?—Twenty-six years. 

1025. Did you exercise any function in that colony ?—I was financial repre- 
sentative for some time, and also member of the Court of Policy. 

1026. What are the functions exercised by the financial representatives :—'They 
are a part of the body called the Combined Court, which lay on the taxes, and 
control the public expenditure. 

1027. Was your attention called to the subject of the public accounts of that 
colony ?>—It was at that time; but I left the colony about eight years ago, so that 
I am not conversant with the actual state of things at this moment. 

1028. Have you reason to believe that any considerable change has since taken 
place ?—I do not think any material change has taken place. 

1029. Will you explain how the estimates of that colony are prepared ?—The 
estimates are prepared by the Court of Policy, on the proposal of the Governor ; 
he is a member of the Court of Policy, he sits there as the head of it, and brings 
forward the estimates. 

1030. Has your attention been called to the defects of the existing system of 
public-account keeping in Demerara ?—While in the colony I was quite conversant 
with the state of the‘public accounts. I know of no defects in the accounts except 
that they had not then been kept in a strictly scientific form; that is, according 
to the mercantile principles on which accounts are kept, but otherwise they were 
simple and intelligible. 

1031. Was not an attempt made some years ago to introduce the system of 
double entry ?—Yes; there was an attempt made by a gentleman who is still 
resident in the colony, and who takes a prominent part in its public affairs (Mr. 
Rose). He, along with myself, attempted to introduce the system of keeping the 
accounts by double entry, we had some difficulty in effecting it; however it was 
done, but I am not certain whether it has been persisted in. 

1032. Do you think that the introduction of the double-entry system must have 
been a great benefit?—Unquestionably ; there is very good control in the colony 
over the expenditure, the accounts are clear enough; of course I cannot speak 
exactly to the fact whether that system has been continued or not. I merely 
mention my impression that it had been discontinued. If it has been continued, 
I should say their system is complete there. 

1033. Do you think there would be any difficulty in Demerara or in any colony 
with which you are acquainted, in obtaining clerks competent to carry out the 
double-entry system ?—Not the least ; no clerk who is competent to be in a mer- 
cantile establishment as book-keeper is incompetent to apply the same principles to 
the mode of keeping the public accounts, which are certainly equally simple with 
those of merchants. 

1034. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Can you state what.are the relative payments that 
clerks in mercantile establishments and public offices in Demerara receive ?— 
The rate of payment of public officers is much higher than that in private 
establishments. 

1035. Does that apply generally >—It does. 

1035. Chairman.] There is as great a desire to obtain Government appointments 
in Demerara as elsewhere ?—Yes, it is often done by interest. 

1037. Independent of the introduction of the double-entry system, have any 
improvements occurred to you to suggest ?—I am not aware of any at present as 
applicable to that colony, in the mode of keeping the accounts, unless it were a 
system of checking the balances in the hands of the receivers of the public 
revenues, 

1038. What is the present practice of comparing the balance held by the 
receiver with the balance that appears in the cash account?-—There is a func- 
tionary there called the financial accountant, with whom all accounts are entered 
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_that are a charge against the colony, before they are paid by the receiver, and 


with whom all sums ought also to be entered before they are paid into the 
treasury. The balance resulting from the comparison of the aggregate of receipts 
and of disbursements would be the same that ought actually to be in the chest. 

1039. Does an examination take place to compare the amount in the public 
chest with the amount represented in the account ?—That was exactly the defect, 
that the facilities that exist for an effective check were not applied practically in 
my time; that is to say, the only way of ascertaining practically whether the 
balance is correct is to reckon the balance of money in the chest, and that was 
not done at that time. 

1040. Mr, G. W. Hope.| Have you any knowledge of what has been passing 
Jately in the colony ?—I have not any particular knowledge of it; I made out 
myself, and left it upon record there, a plan for applying this effective check. 
They have this facility for it, that there is a committee of the Court of Policy, a 
permanent committee ; the members change, but there is always a committee of 
public accounts. My proposition was, that this committee should get from the 
financial accountant an exact state of the balance that ought to be in the chest ; 
go there without notice to the receiver, and ascertain whether the balance cor- 
responded. 


1041. Are you not aware that that is the course now pursued >—I am not. 


aware whether it is or not ; my impression is that it is not. 

1042. Do you happen to have heard of the removal of an officer and account- 
ant lately in the colony, in consequence of a discrepancy between the accounts 
and the chest ?—I have read it in the colonial papers. 

1043. Chairman.] How frequently would you suggest that these periodical 
examinations should take place ?—Not very frequently ; if it were done occasion- 
ally, the knowledge that it could at any time be resorted to would have all the 
necessary effect. 

1044. Are you acquainted with the manner in which the accounts are audited 
in the colony of Demerara?—They are audited very strictly. 

1045. By whom are the auditors appointed?—The members of the Court of 
Policy audit the accounts; they are brought up quarterly; there are quarterly 
meetings of the Court; they are examined strictly by a committee appointed for 
the purpose. Then they are brought up for the approval of. the Court; at least 
that was the mode when I was a member of the Court of Policy, and a warrant 
put on them in the court for payment. 

1046. Does any public functionary get released from his responsibility before 
the audit of the accounts in the colony >—No. 

1047. Does the colonial audit release the functionary from responsibility ?— 
A colonial audit would release the functionary in respect to his charge of colonial 
funds. I do not recollect a case having occurred of any defalcation on the part of 
the colonial receiver-general. The present receiver-general has been in office 
‘a great number of years, and has, I believe, been very correct in his accounts. I 
remember a case of defalcation in regard to a separate branch of the revenue, the 
wine and spirits duty, for which a special and .separate collector had been 
appointed, by the influence of the then governor. The defalcation was con- 
siderable. 

1048. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Does that separation still continue ?—I believe not. 

1049. Chairman.| Have the colonial auditors any cognizance of the custom- 
house receipts :—Not further than what the collector of customs reports to them ; 
he sends in the balance after defraying the expense of the custom-house establish- 
ment. 

1050. He pays the net revenue into the colonial chest ?—Yes, that was the 
course when I was there. 
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Mr. Hamilton, called in; and further Examined. 


1051. Chairman.| THERE was a question, No. 421, of the evidence put to 
you with respect to the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land. Is it your wish to cor- 
rect the evidence you have given ?—The question put to me respecting Van 
Diemen’s Land accounts occurred with another particular question, respecting a 
minute of the 18th of January 1833. I took down a memorandum, by the desire of 
the Committee, of what [ was to look for, and I have here fortunately the original 
memorandum on which I put down the minute of the 16th and 18th of January 
1833, and some other memoranda respecting defaulters and other things I was to 
look to; I did not in this memorandum put down the question that the Com- 
mittee had asked, as to the particulars of the audit of Van Diemen’s Land account. 
I had not the evidence sent to me, and therefore I had only my own general 
recollection of what had occurred. In the interval between the first and second 
examination I had a very large quantity of papers and reports to look to. In 
referring to reports to find correspondence, I went through eight or ten different 
volumes of books; and it certainly has so happened, that in going through all 
those various books, I did not find the minute, but my attention was not drawn to 
a minute of any particular date. It was only in question No. 575, at a subsequent 
meeting of the Committee, when I stated the result of my enquiry, that the 
month of March was mentioned ; since then the minute has been found, but the 
gentleman in charge of the Van Diemen’s Land accounts, to whom I had referred, 
was not aware of the existence of such a minute. 

1052. Then will you state what the character of the minute is?—The minute 


will be given in by the secretary. 


Mr. John Lewis Mallet, called in; and Examined. 


1053. Chairman.]| WHAT situation do you hold in the Audit-office -— 


Secretary. 
1054. Can you lay before the Committee the minute of the 18th of January 


18332?—Yes. (Producing the same.) 

1055. Has this minute any reference to colonial accounts >—None whatever. 

1056. I see accounts from St. Vincent, Newfoundland, and New South Wales ? 
—They are army imprests ; they are not accounts of colonial revenues. What 
we denominate colonial accounts, are accounts of colonial revenues, and accounts 
of grants by Parliament for the colonies; and there are no such accounts here. 
ae ‘s not a list of accounts; it is a list of charges in the ledgers of the Audit- 
office. 
1057. What was the result of this minute of the 18th of January 1833, as to 
public accountants >—The minute to which you allude has no reference to public 
accountants generally ; it has only reference to a list of charges in the ledgers of 
the Audit-office against individuals, public officers and others, who had received 
public monies, for which they were considered as liable to account. 

1058. Was the effect of the minute of the 18th of January to prevent see 
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of certain public accountants which were in the old ledgers being transferred to 
the new ?—Yes; that was the result of the minute. 

1059. Mr. Trotter-] In the last examination it was stated that the minute of 
the Audit-office, of the 18th of January 1833, was a minute made by the secre- 
tary of the Board, of sums charged against parties in the ledger, amounting to 
upwards of four millions and a half, which were wiped away; will you give any 
explanation of thatr—They were not wiped away; they were left where they 
were before. 

1060. They were not carried into the new ledger from the old?—No; but both 
ledgers are of equal authority. 

1061. Chairman.] Do you consider that, in a merchant’s counting-house, a mer- 
chant who opens a new set of books, and does not transfer to the new books the 
sums due to him, carries it on as a balance due?—The cases are not analogous, as 
it appears to me; we merely open new ledgers because old ledgers are full; but 
they are a continuation of each other. They are a continuation in the order of 
date, and in the order in which the parties are charged in our ledger; they have 
no reference to mercantile transactions, such as you allude to. The old ledgers 
were exhausted, because there was no more room in them, and new ledgers were 
opened ; and no doubt it became a question with regard to those old ledgers 
whether we should transfer into the new ledgers the whole of the charges contained 
in the old ones, or not; and the Board decided that those particular charges con- 
tained in the old ones should not be transferred. The Board being entirely satis- 
fied upon the correspondence which has taken place with regard to those charges, 
and the evidence which they could obtain, in many of those cases, of the impos. 
sibility at that distance of time, and under the different circumstances of the cases, 
to obtain accounts, they considered that further correspondence with the parties, 
or with their families, would prove wholly unavailing; and therefore the Board, 
by not transferring those charges to the new ledgers, no doubt decided that the 
department which has the charge of calling for accounts should not take any further 
proceedings in regard to those particular charges. 

1062. If the Audit Board, therefore, had considered these accounts could have 
been recovered, would they have transferred them to the new ledger ?—The word 
“recovered ” might be applicable to balances due; these are not balances. If the 
Board had considered that any further proceedings could have been available with 
a view to obtain accounts of those sums, they would have been transferred to the 
new ledgers, 

1063. Mr. Trotter.] There was a sum of 1,076,236 J. credited to the Bank of 
England, and charged to the Bank of Ireland, to be accounted for in Ireland ?— 
That sum is charged to the Bank of England, in the Exchequer certificates as 
monies issued to the Bank of England for services in Ireland, under an Act of 
the 44th Geo. 3, c. 93. 

1064. Mr. Hume.| What was wanting from the Bank of Ireland, to enable 
you to write off these sums which had been advanced for Ireland ?—In the ordinary 
course, an account. 

1065. From whom were these accounts to be received ?—From the Bank of 
England, who were charged with the money. 

1066. Had the Bank of England been applied to for those accounts ?—I can- 
not say. 

1067. Was it the intention in this minute to allow that balance to stand 
without demanding further accounts?—The monies which constitute the total 
had been issued to the Bank of England between the years 1804 and 1817. The 
minute which was made is a minute of the year 1833; I cannot point out now 
any proceedings with respect to that sum, but the Board having to consider the 
different imprests, and the circumstances under which they were placed, that sum 
came under their consideration, being a very large sum; and on referring to the 
Act under which those sums had been issued to the Bank of England for those 
services in Ireland, they found that the sums constituting the total were to 
be issued in Ireland for services in Ireland, under the authority of three Lords 
of the Treasury in Ireland; and therefore the Board of Audit considered that 
it was not that description of service for which they had a right to require an 
account. 

1068. Do you consider it necessary to have the orders of those three Lords of 
the Treasury in order to close the account ?—If we had an account we should ; 
we should have required that these payments should have been authorized by the 
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warrants of three Lords of the Treasury in Ireland, but we had no account; the 
Board dispensed with the account being rendered. 

1669. Were the accounts in the first instance sent to you?—They were never 
sent to us; we never received them. 

‘1070. In what manner were the entries made in your books ‘—From the certi- 
ficates of the Exchequer. 

1071. Is it the duty of the Audit-office to obtain an account for every imprest 
made ?—Not in all cases. There are many sums issued from the Exchequer with- 
out other account than the Lords of the Treasury require. In these cases the par- 
ties are not imprest accountants, and we do not require the accounts. 

1072. Have you any accounts furnished of those monies to your Boardr— 
Seldom any. 

1073. Have you no means of knowing who would furnish the account, if the 
Audit Board do not consider it their duty to obtain an account ?—No. 

1074. Mr. Trotter.] Is there now an Audit Board in Ireland ?—There was at 
that time a Board of Civil Accounts. 

1075. Mr. Hume.] You are aware that the Exchequer of Ireland and England 
were united in the year 1817 ?—Yes. 

1076. The account goes up to 1817, does it not ?>—It does. 

1077. In consequence of the Union and of these imprests being made to the 
separate Exchequer in Ireland, you did not think it necessary to require an account ? 
-—The decision of the Board had no reference to any such circumstances. he 
decision of the Board, that the Bank of England should be discharged, had no 
reference to the union of the two countries. 

1078. To what had it reference ?—To the Act of Parliament, which appeared 
to them not to make the parties accountable to our Board. 

1079. With respect to monies that are ordered to be paid by votes of Parlia-. 
ment for the use of the colonies, have you nothing to do with them ?—No monies 
at that time were voted by Parliament for the use of colonies except for the pay- 
ment of the civil establishment of those colonies. Mr. Chinnery was the agent 
for civil establishments. It is not colonial money, but it was voted for the service 
of the colonial establishment. 

1080. Chairman.] The money was expended in the colony ?—It was paid to 
the parties either in London to their two agents, or to themselves, by their draw- 
ing bills on the agents. 

1081. Mr. Hume.] What are the first colonial accounts of which you have any 
knowledge ?—The first colonial accounts of which we know anything were the 
accounts placed under the examination of the Board created by the 54th Geo. 3, 
c. 184, which was a Board specially appointed for the examination of accounts of 
the receipt and expenditure of the colonial revenues of certain dependencies. These 
accounts, when that Board was abolished, were transferred to the Audit-office, 
with the powers and authorities which that Board possessed. Officially we do not 
know anything of any other colonial accounts than those. 

1082. Have the Audit Board any authority to check the public monies advanced 
by Parliament in aid of the civil or any other establishment in the colonies ?— 
Undoubtedly, if those issues are made on account. 

1083. You are aware that annually the civil establishments and other expenses 
are voted by Parliament ?—Yes. 

1084. Are these votes by Parliament brought to account, and are the parties to 
whom the monies are paid obliged to render an account to the Audit-office of 
their disbursements ?—They are. 

1085. They come, therefore, within your department >—Yes. 

1086. Then you have two species of colonial accounts, the one concerning the 
revenues received and the money expended in the colonies, and the other monies 
granted by Parliament ?—Yes; but they come, as far as I understand, in the 
same accounts. .The monies voted by Parliament are paid to the Paymaster of 
Civil Services, or to the agents for the colonies, and they are drawn from their 
hands or remitted to the treasurers of those islands, and those treasurers include 
the Parliamentary grants as well as the proceeds of the revenues of the colonies in 
their account ; they are blended in one and the same account. 

1087. Theit in point of fact in that account, which you call colonial accounts, 
are included, not only monies received as revenue in the colonies, but monies also 
advanced by Parliament on vote for the use of the colonies !—Yes. 

1088. It appears by this minute, intituled, ‘Outstanding Charges in the 
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Ledgers of the Audit Office, which were inserted therein previously to the year Mr. J. L. Mailet. 
1818,” William Chinnery, agent for the Bahama Islands, imprest 2,000/.; William 
Chinnery, agent for New South Wales, 500/.; Samuel Dent, President of the 2y May 1845. 
Council at Grenada, bills drawn by him, 2,350/.; Lieutenant C. A. Hayes, 

Acting Paymaster Nova Scotia Regiments, 150/.; Henry Hendy, Deputy Assistant 

Commissariat General, St. Vincent, cash and bills from A. Somerville, 1,838 7; 

David Buchan, commanding at Newfoundland, 3,772¢.; now look at those, and 

state the nature of them ?—They are not colonial accounts. 

1089. Explain what they are?—Mr. Chinnery is accountable for the monies 
issued to him in England for the payment of the civil establishment of the 
Bahamas, As to the other parties who have been referred to, it is impossible for 
me, without referring to the particular cases, to know for what purpose they were 
drawn ; but I have not the least doubt they were drawn for accidental expenses 
in the West Indies by the governors of those settlements, or at Nova Scotia, but 
had not the least reference to colonial objects. 

1090. What account has Mr, Chinnery furnished of these sums so imprest to 
him ?—Mr. Chinnery was a defaulter, and I apprehend he has furnished no 
accounts of these particular sums, or they would not be in our ledgers. 

1091. Do you understand that all those other sums in which accounts have not 
been furnished are also defaulters >—Certainly not. 

1092. Then why do they remain so many years unaccounted for ?—Because we 
have no means of getting the account. 

1093. Do you not apply to the treasurer, or any other department through 
whom accounts are to be enforced when not received ?—The question, if applied 
to the imprest made the year before last, or five years ago, would be very easily 
answered. ‘here is no doubt we should take all proper means of obtaining the 
accounts ; but when you come to accounts of 20 and 30 years’ standing for imprest 
monies under circumstances of which the Board of Audit hardly know anything, 
~where most of the parties are dead, where many of them are foreigners, and 
where we have no proper knowledge of the circumstances under which the sums 
were issued, or of the purpose for which they were issued, we have no means of 
obtaining the accounts, and an application to the Treasury, which we should make 
if we thought it of any use, with a view of obtaining the accounts, would be of no 
sort of service. 

1094. Are the Committee to understand that all those sums so entered are sums 
to be written off, you being unable to obtain any accounts from the parties ?— 
They are not written off; they remain in our ledger. If any of these parties had 
an estate to sell, they could not make a title to that estate so long as the charge 
remained in our ledger. 

1095. Chairman.]| Is there any instance of proceeding against public defaulters, 
whose accounts had not been transferred to the new ledger ?—-I am not aware of 
it; I do not know any. 

1096. Mr. Hume.] Are the Committee to understand that all those sums, so 
selected and allowed to remain in the old ledger, not transferred to the new 
ledger, were considered by the Board at the time the minute was made as bad 
debts ?—I cannot call them debts, because they are not debts; we do not know 
that the parties owe a single farthing to the public. 

1097. ‘They are balances unaccounted for r—They are not balances; they are 
imprests of money to be expended by them for distinct purposes. 

1098. Of which the Audit Board haye received no account ?—Yes. 

1099. Mr. G. W. Hope.] And of which they consider it hopeless to expect to 
receive accounts ?—I should add in justice to the Board, that I believe in every 
case included in that list, in which it was possible by correspondence with public 
Boards, or with the parties, or with their representatives, to obtain accounts, that 
correspondence has been carried to its utmost limits, 

1100. Mr. Forster.| Have the Commissioners of audit any power to take legal 
measures against detaulters, for the recovery of monies due to the public, 
independent of the ‘Treasury ?—They have power under Act of Parliament. 

1101. Mr. G. W. Hope.| What appears in these ledgers, is not the balances ascer- 
tained to have been due, but a statement of accounts of imprests never rendered ? 
—Yes. 

1102. It does not follow whether, if the accounts were received, there would 
appear to be a balance due or not >—No ; in most cases it would not. 

1103. Mr. R. Yorke.| Have the Commissioners exercised against sai ger 
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the power which they are possessed of by Act of Parliament, with regard to sums 
that have not been properly accounted for ?—The power under Act of Parliament, 
of which the Board of Audit are possessed, relates to balances ascertained to be 
due upon accounts audited and declared, which become debts to the Crown, and 
in respect of all those balances the Board of Audit have the power, and indeed 
it is their duty, under Act of Parliament, to proceed to the recovery of them by all 
lawful ways and means, independent of any ‘Treasury directions. 

1104. Have they ever done so, and do they invariably ?—Invariably. 

1105. Mr. Hume.] In what way do they enforce the payment of balances found 
due by parties >—By legal process. 

1106. Chairman.] Does not the Act of the 42d of George the Third require 
that an account of all arrears and balances on the 5th of January should be laid 
before Parliament on or before the 5th of March ?—It does. 

1107. Has that been done ?—Invariably. 

1108. At what period is this account of arrears and balances made up at the 
Audit-office ?—On or before the 25th March in each year. 

1109. Who is the functionary charged with the making up of this account of 
arrears and balances ?—The Record-keeper. 

1110. Mr. G. W. Hope.| You have been asked to produce a minute of the gth 
of April 1835, relating to colonial store accounts; have you found such a minute 
relating to colonial store accounts ?—There is no such minute. 

1111. Have you found any minute of the gth of April 1835 ?—I have. 

1112, To what accounts does that relate?-—It relates to Commissariat store 
accounts. 

1113. By Commissariat store accounts do you mean Commissariat accounts for 
stores and provisions —Yes. 

1114. Issued by this country, and for the general service ?—Not in this country, 
but abroad. 

1115. You mean, not stores which are provided out of colonial revenues ?— 
Not in any one case. 

1116. Chairman.] What was the purport of the minute of the 17th of May ?— 
The business of the Comptroller of Army Accounts was transferred to the Com- 
missioners of Audit in 1834. At the time of the transfer of their business there 
existed a vast arrear of commissariat store accounts, it being part of the business 
of the comptrollers to examine and to pass the store and provision accounts of the 
commissariat. That arrear came to us with the current accounts, and the Board 
upon this report thought it unadvisable that the current accounts, which appeared 
to them to be by far the most important, to ascertain any abuses or any irregularities 
that might be going on at the time, they desired those accounts might be pro- 
ceeded upon immediately. With regard to the arrear, though it does not appear 
by this minute, representations were made to the Lords of the Treasury, sug- 
gesting a scheme and arrangements by which the arrear was to be proceeded upon 
and examined. Those suggestions became the subject of correspondence with the 
Lords of the Treasury, who approved of the suggestions of the Board, and they 
were carried into effect; and the accounts were examined upon a particular plan, 
which seemed to be perfectly efficient for the purpose, and they were passed subse- 
quent to the year 1835. 

1117. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Then the result of that minute was to postpone the 
examination of the arrears of the commissariat store accounts, it being considered 
more important that the current account should be first taken up; but that, not- 
withstanding, the two were generally concurrent, and these arrear accounts, though 
postponed, have been completely examined ?—They were examined under regu- 
lations approved by the Treasury, and passed. 

1118. Chairman.| What do you mean by “ passed” ?—The word audit only 
applies to cash accounts; an audited account is in all cases a cash account. With 
regard to the commissariat store accounts, when they have been examined, any diffi- 
culty that arises, or any deficiency either of authorities or vouchers, or irregularities 
of any sort, are brought under the consideration of the Board by the clerk examiner ; 
but when the examination has been completed, and the queries answered, if any 
arise, a report is made to the Board by the inspector that the account has been 
completely examined, and that the result is satisfactory and requires no further 
proceedings. A report is made to the Treasury by the Board as to that fact, and 
the Treasury notifies to the commissariat officer that his accounts are passed. 

1119, By “ passed,” you mean approved ?—Yes. 


1120. Mr, 
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1120. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Do you mean, to give a quietus ?—No; they receive 
a Treasury letter. 

1121. Chairman.| But that Treasury letter is for their discharge ?—Yes. 

1122. G.W. Hope.] You have also been asked to produce a minute of the 
2d of March 1836, with reference to the accounts of Van Diemen’s Land; have 
you such a minute ?—TI have. 

1123. Does that minute refer to what you consider colonial accounts ? —It refers 
to colonial accounts of Van Diemen’s Land for 1832. 

1124. Can you state what the effect of that minute is?—The effect of that 
minute appears to be, that with regard to the particular account referred to in the 
minute, instead of pursuing the usual course of complete examination of the 
account, that a partial examination only took place before the account was 
audited. 

1125. Does that appear on the minute itself ?>—I think it does. 

1126. Will you deliver in that minute ?>—Yes.

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(without any imputation of want of diligence of the inspector or examiner) now greatly in 
arrear, and the Board being of opinion that it would be expedient either to apply to the 
Lords of the Treasury for such assistance as would be necessary to complete the detailed 
examination of such arrear accounts, the whole of which have already undergone a local 
audit, or to allow the accounts to continue in arrear; the Board are disposed, with 
reference to the remaining periods of one year and a half, now in the office, and which 
remain unexamined, to take advantage of the provisions of the §3d Geo. 3, cap. 150, 
sec. 3, applicable to cases of accounts in which there has been a regular previous exami- 
nation; and the inspector is authorized, in the event of his not having the means of 
bringing up the arrear, to subject the accounts to such an examination only as he may 
deein indispensable, and report the result to the Board.

1127. Chairman.] Is there a minute of the 17th of May 1832, which respects 
the accounts of the Cape of Good Hope and Ceylon prior to 1830 ?—I do not 
know of any such minute ; but of course I could supply the Committee with it. 

1128. Can. you also furnish the Committee with the audited draft’s state of the 
Trinidad accounts of 1836 ?—Yes; 1 will mention to the Board ihe desire of the 
Committee. 

1129. Has the Royal Sign Manual been frequently obtained in order to release 
public accountants ?—Sometimes it is obtained. 

1130. Do you recollect the Jast instance in which it was so obtained ?—I do 
not; they are very seldom obtained now. 

1131. In former periods was the Royal Sign Manual applied for and frequently 
obtained '—It was ; but of late years it is very rare. 

1132. Mr. G.W. Hope.| It has been stated that each functionary in the Audit- 
office puts his own construction on the Act, without the interference of the Com- 
missioners ; how far does that agree with your knowledge of the practice of the 
office ?—I can hardly conceive the thing possible. In the first place the inspectors 
who are at the head of departments are all perfectly acquainted with the Acts of 
Parliament by which the functions of the Board are regulated; they are likewise 
acquainted, as I apprehend, with every Treasury Minute and regulation, and the 
orders of the Colonial-office, relative to the accounts which they have to examine. 
They have general instructions from the Board for their guidance, and I am wholly 
at a loss to understand what the expression means. 

1133. Is it the practice to put the Act of Parliament into the inspectors’ hands 
as their sole guide >—The inspectors have all the Acts of Parliament. 

1134. Have they any other rules besides what are contained in the Act of Par- 
liament ?—Those that 1 have alluded to, Treasury instructions and warrants. 

1135. Does the Board take care that those rules are attended to?—The Board 
of course are perfectly acquainted with the details of their duty, and on every 
occasion on which observations upon the accounts are brought before them, = 
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Mr. J. L. Mallet. the occasion of their receiving any communications relating to the accounts, and

more particularly on the audit of the accounts, I consider them as bound, and they 
no doubt consider themselves as bound, to see as far as practicable, that not only 
the Acts of Parliament, but all Treasury instructions and general regulations are 
observed. 

1136. Are you acquainted with what is the practice as to the examination of 

accounts with estimates and Appropriation Acts ?—Not particularly. The Com- 
mittee must be aware that the secretary’s department is not particularly concerned 
with the matters referred to; they only come incidentally before me. 
_ 1137. Perhaps you can state what is the general rule as to the authority which 
is required for payments before they would be allowed on audit ?—It must depend 
very much on the case; some payments are authorized by Act of Parliament ; 
other payments are authorized by settled establishments. The immediate pay- 
ment made must be authorized by warrant from the party authorized to issue such 
warrants on the spot. 

1138. Do you conceive that the usual practice is in such cases to take the 
authority applicable to that case ?—I do, and I believe it to be invariably ob- 
served, 

1139. Yow have no reason to doubt it ?—None. 

1140. Chairman.] Do you conceive the warrant and the receipt a sufficient 
authority without reference to original authority, either Parliamentary or depart- 
mental ?—When I speak of Parliamentary authority I mean that there are certain 
Acts of Parliament which authorize certain payments ; for instance, there is an Act 
of Parliament for the union of the two provinces of Upper and Lower Canada ; in 
that Act is included a schedule and civil list under different heads. I should say 
that the person having to examine that account of the civil list of Canada ought 
clearly to refer to the Act of Parliament with regard to the amount of the sums 
issued under each head. 

1141. That is, in every case where there is an Appropriation Act, you consider 
a reference to the Appropriation Act necessary for the release of the public 
accountants ?—I must explain, that what is generally meant by an Appropriation 
Act is an appropriation by Act of Parliament of certain large sums which are for 
definite services. Now the detail of those sums is not specified in the Act, but 
I cannot say of my own knowledge, with reference to the account itself, whether the 
Appropriation Act is always referred to with a view of ascertaining that the sum 
applied to the service has not exceeded the sum which is contained in the Appro- 
priation Act, to that service. 

1142. If the gross sum was exceeded might that be the subject of enquiry at 
the office ?—I apprehend in some cases we have not the means of knowing it; we 
have not the means of knowing it, for instance, in the accounts of the Paymaster- 
general, and generally speaking all large cash accounts. But then with reference 
to the accounts of the Paymaster-general, the practice is every year to lay before 
Parliament a statement of the votes for army and ordnance services under each 
head, and of the actual appropriation of those votes to the service, and of the 
balance remaining in the Exchequer, which I should apprehend would satisfy all 
reasonable enquiries on that subject. 

1143. But where an Appropriation Act exists, is that Appropriation Act in- 
variably communicated to the inspector with the colonial accounts in reference to 
it ?—I cannot answer that question; he has access to it of course, and in many 
cases that have come under my observation the Appropriation Act has been 
brought before the Board in the course of the examination of the accounts. 

1144. Would you consider it desirable, as an additional security in the proper 
audit of public accounts, that the Appropriation Acts, where they exist, should in- 
variably accompany the account ?—So far as it can be done, I certainly should. 

1145. Mr. G. W. Hope.] There is a statement in the evidence that the two 
great accounts are the accounts of the Paymaster-general and the Paymaster of 
the Civil Services. Is it to those accounts that your previous answer as to the 
mode in which they were laid before Parliament, applies ?—-Yes; it is with 
regard to the Paymaster-genéral of Army Services. I should say that with regard 
to the Navy account the reference to the Estimate is constant, and part of our 
duty. 

1146. It has been stated that the whole system of the Audit-office is rotten 
altogether from beginning to end, that it is all broken down. The question is 


rather a large one, but perliaps you would give us your opinion %—It is very 
difficult 
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difficult for me to make any reference to such an observation as that; I cannot 
but feel it is a very improper remark with regard to the office at large, and very 
unfounded. 

1147. How long have you been connected with the Audit Board ?—I have 
been secretary to the Board since 1806. 

1148, Has the subject of the audit engaged the attention of Government and 
Parliament repeatedly in the course of that time ?—Repeatedly. I have lived as 
secretary to the Board, I may say, since I have been in the office, into which 
I came in the year 1800. I have lived under four different systems of regulations 
and audit, and it has always appeared to me that the efficiency of the men who 
were charged with the duty was of much more importance than the regulations 
under which we lived. I have seen the cards very often shuffled, but I do not 
think it always followed that you got a hand of trumps. 

1149. Speaking from your general recollection, can you state whether it is 
a subject that has constantly engaged the attention of successive Governments, 
with a view to its being improved >—Yes ; from the year 1806 to the year 1835, 
it has engaged the attention of successive Governments. New regulations have 
been made, and the Board has been reconstituted on two or three different occa- 
sions, somewhat on different. principles with regard to the functions of the Board 
and of the Commissioners. I have never found in any instance that any sugges- 
tions of any inspector, or any clerk, or any person belonging to the office, with 
regard to.anything wrong in the system, or to anything which they thought might 
be improved, have not been most studiously attended to by the Board. I may 
mention a very late instance of it. A clerk examiner in the office, a person of no 
particular rank or consequence, laid before the Board a scheme for a new classi- 
fication of the accounts in the examination of them, which he thought would be 
conducive to greater dispatch and correctness; and that scheme, though it came 
from an inferior officer, was referred by the Board to the whole of their inspectors ; 
they received their report upon it; they considered it themselves, and they came 
to a decision upon it, which shows the extreme care which the Board are disposed 
to pay to any suggestions which are offered them with regard to the business of 
their office, and the mode of conducting it. If you come to refer to an expression 
such as is above mentioned, you might suppose that there exists an abusive admi- 
nistration of the office, or such total neglect of its proper duties, that it could hardly 
escape the attention of any man of character; and therefore I think I am entitled to 
say, that if there was anything which was quite wrong (which that expression would 
imply), if there was anything quite wrong in the office in the mode of conducting 
business, or examining accounts, it is hardly possible that that should not have 
been brought before the Board, and if it had, I am quite confident the Board 
would not have taken upon itself to decide the question brought before them, if it 
had been a question of importance, but would have referred the case to the 
Lords of the Treasury for their decision. 

1150. Without, then, stating the system to be absolutely perfect, you undertake 
to say in your experience of 39 years, that every endeavour has been made to 
make it so, and that there is every disposition to act on any practical suggestion ? 
—I am very far from stating or thinking that the system is perfect; I have not 
the least doubt there are many things in the office that might be improved by 
careful inquiry, which the Board is always disposed to make when any circum- 
stances come before them to make it necessary ; but I am quite satisfied that the 
Board are at all times, and have been willing to attend to suggestions, and it will 
appear by their proceedings that they have not neglected any hint or any sug- 
gestion which was thrown out by their officers for the improvement of their office. 

1151. The Board derives its authority altogether under an Act of Parliament, 
does it not >—Not altogether. The legislative authority which is necessary for the 
exercise of their functions, they derive from Act of Parliament; but besides the 
Act there is a Treasury warrant, describing and distributing the duties of the 
Board. 

1152. The power which they have is under Act of Parliament ?>—Yes. 

1153. Chairman.] You state that you think the system is not so perfect as to 
exclude various improvements. Will you favour the Committee with the views 
of the Board as to the introduction of those improvements ?—I regret to say, my 
observations were rather the result of a general impression, than with reference to 
any particular abuse. What I meant to say was, that to say that the office is per- 
fect would not be warranted by fact in this case, or in any other. ‘The fact is, the 
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circumstance alone of there being a considerable arrear of accounts in the office, 
which has now existed for many years, and which, although it has been subdued in 
some measure, is very far from being altogether subdued, shows that we remain in 
that respect in a state which I should say is unsatisfactory with regard to the 
public; I say that that circumstance alone would induce the Board, I have no 
doubt, to examine into the causes of it, and to see whether it is possible by any 
recommendation to the Treasury, or any change of plan, to remedy it. 

1154. Is any examination now going on at the Audit-office, with a view to the 
improvement of the state of the accounts ?—Not at this moment. 

1155. I hold in my hand a letter from the British Ambassador at Paris to Lord 
Aberdeen, stating that all the colonial accounts of the French government have 
been audited to the end of the year 1842, and have been laid before the Chambers; 
is there any reason why the colonial accounts of Great Britain should not be exhi- 
bited in the same manner ?—I have no 4Acubt, if you look at the two systems, you 
might find the cause of it. The business of the colonial accounts is extremely 
complicated, for a great variety of reasons which it would perhaps be tedious to 
enumerate, and which I might not be able to enumerate; but certainly the fact 
is undoubted, and to be lamented. 

1156. Mr. G. W. Hope.] Do you know the French system ?—I do not. 

1157. Chairman.| The subject specially referred to this Committee is, to recom- 
mend to Parliament any means of introducing uniformity, regularity, correctness, 
and completeness into the system of colonial account ; could you, from the Board 
of Andit, furnish this Committee with any suggestions which will enable them to 
give effect to the objects which have been committed to them?—I certainly will 
communicate the wishes of the Committee to the Board, and I am quite sure they 
will pay every attention to it. 

1158. Mr. Forster.] As secretary you are incidentally acquainted with the 
general practical business of the office ?—TI have no concern in the examination 
of accounts; there are no accounts examined in my department, they are examined 
in other departments, and the observations that arise upon the accounts do not 
come to me; they come directly to the Board. 

1159. And you have no intimate acquaintance perhaps with the mode or 
efficiency of the examination ?—No. 

1160. You have stated, it is the duty of the inspectors to be acquainted with 
the Acts of Parliament; have not the inspectors the liberty of each of them 
putting their own constructions upon those Acts ?—I am not aware that there is 
any difference, and if there were, I am quite sure the Committee of the Board 
who have the settlement of the queries and the audit of the accounts would see, 
generally speaking, that the same rules are observed in one case as in the 
other, as far as is practicable. 

1161. You state that the subordinate officers of the Board have permission to 
make suggestions to the Commissioners ; do you mean suggestions involving the 
constitution of the Board, or merely suggestions or hints upon minor matters 
relating to the practical carrying out of the business as it now stands ?—I am not 
aware of any instance in which any officer of the Board has suggested alterations 
in the constitution of the Board. 

1162. It is only, then, on minor points that they do, or are expected to offer any 
suggestion ?—I mean on the whole of the examination, and the mode of proceed- 
ing to examining and settling the accounts. 

1163. Mr. Aldam.] In examining into the circumstances of the audit of the 
colonial accounts, is it possible to avoid going to a considerable extent into the 
auditing of the general account ?—I do not know that they are connected parti- 
cularly ; I do not see any necessary connexion between them. 

1164. You think it is possible in making an inquiry as to the one, to avoid the 
inquiry as to the other ?—1 am quite sure I speak the sentiments of the Board 
when I say they do not wish to shrink from any inquiry into the whole system. 


Mr. Frederick Leman Rogers, called in; and further Examined. 


1165. Chairman.] YOU were examined generally with reference to improve- 
ments to be introduced into the system of audit ; could you lay before the Com- 
mittee your views, but with a special reference to the improvements to be contem- 
plated with regard to colonial accounts ?—Not very conveniently, chiefly because 
I am not very conversant with colonial accounts; they were not transferred 

from 
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from the late Colonial Audit-office to the old Audit-office in Somerset-place for 
examination till 1832, and very few of them have fallen under my charge; only 
three indeed. 

1166. Would not an improvement of the system of audit affecting the public 
accounts generally, also influence the audit of the colonial accounts beneficially ? 
—I conceive so. 

1167. Mr. H. J. Baillie.| Have any proposals for the improvement o f he 
Audit-office been submitted by you to the Board ?—No, not to the Board, but to 
the chairman. 

1168. (To Mr. Mallet.) Why were they not submitted to the Board ?—I be- 
lieve the paper was only delivered to the chairman a fortnight ago, and of course it 
was in his discretion to look at it before he brought it before the Board. 

1169. You have no doubt that it will be taken into consideration by the 
Board ?—I have no doubt that it will. 

1170. Mr. Foster.] In your office of secretary to the Board, do you consider 
yourself in a position to judge of the system of audit as correctly as the chief 
inspector of the office ?—I do not. 


Mr. George William Brande, called in; and further Examined. 


1171. Mr. G. W. Hope.] I setieve, in consequence of a request from the 
Committee, you have prepared a statement of the several defaulters who have 
been found lately in the colonies?—I have prepared a statement of a few that 
there are since the year 1837, from searching carefully over all the documents 
and reports that have been made. 

1172. Can you state how many there are ?—Five cases. 

1173. How many cases have there been in ‘Trinidad ?>—None since 1837. 
There were two very glaring cases before that; one in 1831, and the other in 
1836. 

1174. What were the names of the parties in those cases ?—One was Samuel 
Hill, who was at the time treasurer; and the other was Ford, who was also 
treasurer.

- - The civil commissioner, and the colonial 
store-keeper, were reported in a dispatch 
from the late governor of the colony, dated 
21st February 1840, not to have accounted 
for money and stores entrusted to their 
charge, but the particulars or the amount of 
the alleged default in either case, could not 
be ascertained.

1175. What steps have been taken in consequence of those defalcations >—Iu 
the case of St. Hill, the default arose from his having had deposited in his hands 
the monies belonging to the courts of law, which he considered himself authorized 
to-make use of as a banker. They never appeared in the colonial accounts in 
any way. The accounts that passed the committee of council on the island never 
had any reference to them whatever, till on some occasion the money was not 
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forthcoming that was required, and then it was discovered that St. Hill had 
laid it out in purchasing property of different kinds. The property was seized, 
his half-pay as an Ordnance store officer was impounded, and I believe the govern- 
ment of Trinidad hold some of the property still undisposed of. 

1176. Are they in process of realising it now, as far as you know ?—Up to the 
present time, as far as I know, there is some of the property I believe unsold ; 
they found that after the great change in the state of the West Indies, it was better 
not to press a sale of the property. 

1177. Mr. H. J. Baillie.] It was probably with the consent of those people 
who held mortgages on the estates that they were not sold immediately, or did 
the government use its own discretion?—The government found itself obliged to 
take over the claims of the suitors in the courts, and to satisfy them as the court 
required, and at the same time to take upon itself the recovery and realisation of 
St. Hill’s property. 

1178. Chairman.] What measures have been taken by the government to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such defalcations >—I do not know that anything could pre- 
vent the recurrence of such defalcations, because it was nothing that ever appeared 
in the account. So far all the deposits now of the courts of law, wherever the 
Treasury have had any authority and control, are placed in the treasury of the 
island as public money. They amount in several cases to very considerable sums 
indeed, and the treasurer is bound, as treasurer, to receive them and account 
for them. 

1179. Does the treasurer give security /—He gives security in all cases pro- 
portioned to the amount of the responsibility of the trust that is necessarily 
reposed in him; we oblige all the governors from time to time to take the surplus 
pe out of the treasurer’s hands, and to deposit it in a strong vault under three 
ocks. 

1180. Is the security taken at the Colonial-office, or in the colony itself ?—It 
is generally taken by the Treasury here; it may be taken in the colony by the 
colonial government ; and, in the case of district accountants, is usually taken by 
the colonial government. 

1181. What is the regulation by which the amount of security taken is made 
to hear on the amount of money which the treasurer or the functionary may 
hold ?—Every case is separately considered when the treasurer is appointed, and 
reference is usually made by the Colonial Secretary of State to the Treasury, if 
he is appointed in England, or even in the colony, upon the subject of the security 
he should give. The Treasury usually consults the Commissioners of Audit. It 
is then ascertained what sum the treasurer must necessarily have in his hands for 
ordinary current expenses, and the rest of the public money is to be locked up 
from under his control. The security is proportioned to the amount that he must 
necessarily have in his hands for current purposes. 

1182. Is there any general order given by the Treasury for the examination of 
the colonial chest, and comparing the amount in the chest with the balance due 
by the treasurer ?—Very specific orders have been given to every colony, and the 
rule is, that they shall be examined quarterly, and also once or twice a year at 
uncertain periods. 

1183. Isa special report made of every examination ?—Yes; and that report 
is attached to the accounts. 

1184. Are you acquainted with the circumstances of Mr. Manning’s defalcation 
in the colony of New South Wales?—From the documents that have passed 
through my hands, I am. 

1185. State what they ‘were—Mr. Manning’s default was not connected with 
the colonial accounts or audit. The circumstances of that case were reported to 
the Secretary of State in a despatch from the Governor of New South Wales of 
16th January 1842; it arose from misappropriation of proceeds of intestate estates 
to which Mr. Manning had administered by direction of the judges of the supreme 
court, but he was not accountable in respect of those proceeds, either to the 
colonial government or to the Lords of the Treasury, and, consequently, no accounts 
relating to those estates came under the cognizance either of the local auditor or 
of the Commissioners of Audit in England. The supreme court was authorized 
by the Act of Parliament, 9 Geo. 4, c. 83, “ to empower the registrar, or other 
¢inisterial officer of the court, to collect the effects of intestates, and to hold, or 
deposit, or invest the same in such manner and place, or upon such security, and 


subject to such orders and directions as should be made, either as applicable in all 
cases 
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cases or specially in any case, by the said court.” Under this Act, Mr. Manning, 
the registrar, had been nominated by the court to administer to the estates of 
intestates; his appointment as registrar having been notified to the governor in a 
despatch from the Secretary of State of 29th October 1828. In 1838, on the 
assumption of the government by Sir George Gipps, the balances derived from 
those estates having been considerable, an Act of the colonial council was passed 
at the suggestion of the judges, empowering the judges of the court from time to 
time, by any order or orders of the court, to direct that any monies derived from 
those estates over which the court had control should be invested in the New 
South Wales savings bank, and only be withdrawn therefrom by orders of the 
court; and the judges, by a rule of court, laid down regulations for such invest- 
iment. The accounts of the estates to which Mr. Manning had administered. were 
then looked into and adjusted by one of the judges, and orders given by the 
court for investing the proceeds, and other accounts of fresh administrations were 
at different times presented to the judges ; but notwithstanding these arrangements 
it was found, in December 1841, that Mr. Manning was a defaulter in respect of 
those estates to an amount exceeding 9,4002. Mr. Manning had furnished 
security to the amount of 2,000 /., and steps were taken for making his property 
and that security available towards meeting the default as administrator, but to 
which other creditors are understood to have made opposition; what may have 
been the result is not yet known. The intestate estates are now administered by 
the master of the supreme court under the same provisions of the Acts of Parlia- 
ment and of the colonial council. The Secretary of State, in notifying to the 
governor by a despatch of 15th December 1842, a new arrangement of the officers 
of the supreme court by the appointment of a master, in addition to the registrar, 
specially pointed out to the governor the obvious necessity, after what had 
occurred in Manning’s case, for great precaution in exercising a due control over 
the proceedings of the officer entrusted with the administration of the estates, but 
this can only be done by the judges of the court, on whom it is incumbent to take 
care that the proceeds of every estate for which administration is granted, are duly 
accounted for and invested. 

1186. Is it your opinion that if effect be given to those arrangements, an eifi- 
cient security will be obtained against a recurrence of such a defalcation :—If 
effect be given to such arrangements, I do not see how a defalcation could 
possibly occur. 


Mr. James Macfarlane, called in; and Examined. 


1187. Chairman.| HOW long were you resident in St. Lucia ?—Twenty years 
and upwards. 

1188, Are you acquainted with the public accounts in that island ?—I have 
been on several committees on public accounts. 

1189. Mr. G. W. Hope.| That is, you were a member of the council ?—Yes. 

1190. Chairman.| Do you think the accounts generally are in a satisfactory 
stater—No. 

1191. Have there been frequent instances of deficiency on the part of the 
colonial treasurers Almost every treasurer during the space of 20 years has left 
more or less deficiency in his cash accounts, on the final winding up of those 
accounts. 

1192. Mr. G. WW. Hope.| Have the treasurers been changed repeatedly ?— 
I suppose there have been four or five in the 20 years. 

1193. Do you mean that the result was, that there was a loss to the public in 
the accounts of each of those >—On some occasions, and on others not. 

1194. Can you state on what occasions there were losses to the public ?— 
A treasurer, 20 years back. 

1195. What was his name?—Dr. Bernard. 

1196. What was the results of his accounts }—I cannot speak to the figures, of 
the deficiency in his accounts, but I think somewhere about 6,000 dollars. 

1197. Was that recovered from the sureties or not ?—It was recovered from 
the sureties. 

1198. What was the next case ?—The next case was that of his successor. 

1199. What was his name ?—Clarke. 

1200. What happened as to his accounts?—He left a deficiency, and it has 
never been recovered to this day. 
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1201. What was the amount of deficiency ?—I think, so far as my memory 
serves me, about half as much as his predecessor. 

1202. What year was that in ?—It may be 10 years ago; but I cannot exactly 
say. 
"6s: How long was he in office ?—Not very long. 

1204. Were no sureties taken from him ?—Yes. 

1205. Were they not proceeded against ?—I cannot tell. 

1206. As regards the colony, you believe him to have been a defaulter?— 
I know he was a defaulter ; his accounts were examined in the colony, and a cer- 
tain balance established against him. A correspondence took place in order to 
recover, if possible, for the colony this sum. 

1206.* You believe the sum has never been recovered >—Yes, 

1207. Who succeeded Mr. Clark ?—Mr. Surtees. 

1208. Was Mr. Surtees a defaulter?—Yes ; that is to say, there was a balance 
carried against him. 

1209. Was that balance lost?—I cannot speak as to whether it has been lost 
or not ?—I know there was a long correspondence between the colony and the 
Colonial-office to recover that balance; whether that balance has been recovered 
or not, I cannot tell. 

1210. In the case of Surtees, was there not a question as to a claim which he 
made being admitted or not ?—I beg to observe, in naming those parties, I do not 
say they improperly made away with the money; it might have arisen through 
error, or in a thousand ways: there was a deficiency, but through what cause it 
arose, it is not for me to say. 

1211. When did Surtees leave the island ?—When he was appointed to the 
Mauritius. 

i: 1212. To what office was he appointed ?—Vice-president of the Court of 
peal. 

" 213. Do you know what the result has been, as regards Mr. Surtees —Not 
at this day. In 1840 the money was not paid to St. Lucia; these balances still 
figured against the different officers. 

1214. It is necessary, in order to guard Mr. Surtees’ character, that I should 
ascertain from you as accurately as possible, what the nature of this balance 
against him was ; now do you know that it was anything more than that on the 
settlement of the accounts there appeared a balance which was claimed to be due 
from him to the colony ?— Yes. 

1215. Do you know whether or not Mr. Surtees made any objection, and 
alleged that that balance was improperly charged to himr—He did make objec- 
tions. a 
1216. The question, therefore, as regards Mr. Surtees, was one of account, was 
it not ?—It is very probable ; indeed I believe it was. 

1217. Chairman.] In case of a defalcation in these accounts, on whom has 
the loss fallen ?—The loss has fallen on the colony, in the case of Mr. Clark. 

1218. Do you know whether at present the colonial treasurer has given pecu- 
niary security —He has not to the best of my knowledge. 

1219. Mr. G. W. Hope.] What is his name ?—William Hanley. 

1220, Chairman.| Do you know whether any representation was made to the 
Colonial-office, on the necessity of obtaining security from public accountants ?— 
Yes; particular representations were made in that case. 

1221. Do you know the result of those representations >—The result was, that 
no security was given. 

1222. Mr. G. W. Hope.) Are you certain that he has given no security ?— In 
1840 he had given none; and the question was mooted in 1839, and 1840, and 
settled ; that is to say, the thing fell to the ground, and he continued to go on, 
and I naturally believe now that none has been given. 

1223. When was he appointed ?—Some years, I think, before 1839; he was 
appointed immediately after Mr. Young. 

1224. Mr. Forster.| Was it stated in answer to the remonstrances on this sub- 
ject, that no security was required of him, or would be given ?—It was not 
broadly declared in that manner, but the result was that he was not required to 
give security. It could not be declared broadly in that manner; he had been a 
judge, and he declared himself that the place was thrust upon him; that when 
the puisne judges of St. Lucia were abolished, he received from government this 


situation of treasurer unsolicited, as I always understood from himself, and he 
entered 
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entered on the office descending from that of being a judge to that of treasurer 
and secretary, without giving security in the first instance, not being called upon, 
perhaps from his having been a judge, but he was not called upon; he continued 
in office, and when the colonists claimed to have this security from him, he 
had been already a very considerable time in office, and the security was not 
forthcoming. 

1225. Chairman.] Do any of the sub-accountants give security in the colony 
of St. Lucia ?—Yes. 

1226. Would it not be desirable, for the security of the public money, that 
security should in all cases be taken from public functionaries ?—Assuredly it 
ought. From past experience we have seen the necessity of it. 

1227. Mr. Forster.| Has the treasurer uncontrolled power over the colonial 
monies ?—He has uncontrolled power to receive the amount of the colonial taxes, 
constituting the ways and means to meet the civil expenditure. 

1228, There is no local check in the course of that expenditure ?—There is a 
local check ; he ought to disburse these monies on the governor’s warrant. 

1229. If there are local checks, how can he be deficient in his accounts ?—The 
local checks existed with those who were deficient. 

1230. Chairman.] But those were not sufficient?—They were not sufficient; 
because it is the final balance in the chest that is a test altogether of the treasurer’s 
correctness. 

1231. Mr. Forster.] What is the nature of his management and control over 
the colonial monies >—He is the receiver of all the taxes, by virtue of a tax ordi- 
nance passed every year. 

1232. There is no check on his disbursement of the money ‘—He can only dis- 
burse by virtue of the governor’s warrant. 

1233. Was it under that system that these parties became deficient in their 
accounts ’—Yes; instead of 2,000/. remaining in the chest there might be 
1,000 l. 

1234. Chairman.| Is any functionary in the island charged with comparing 
the amount in the chest with the balance of the cash account >—When he renders 
his account the cash is counted. The accounts are examined at a certain period 
of the year, and then if the balance is found to be correct, they are passed by a 
committee of the legislative council. 

1235. Are you acquainted with the manner in which the books of receipt and 
expenditure are kept in the colony :—Yes, 

1236, Are they kept in a satisfactory state ?—They are not, so far as they are 
merely estimates of the expenditure and receipts; they do not show the actual 
state of the colony. 

1237. Has the double-entry system been introduced ?—Yes. 

1238. There is no difficulty in getting clerks to undertake that system ?—I think 
not, 

1239. Have any steps been taken in the colony itself for the improvement of 
the system existing there ?—Several times; in consequence of this want of secu- 
rity, there has been an uncomfortable feeling in the colony to check those 
accounts in default of security, as far as possible; to hedge in the treasurer by 
checks all around him, finding he was without security. 

1240. Mr. G. W. Hope.|] Was the case as to Mr. Hanley, that he received 
this treasurership in a sort of way as a compensation for the abolition of his pre- 
vious office, and that thereupon he objected to be saddled with the securities 
besides ?—Just so; he declared that he was no accountant. Government gave 
him that appointment, I suppose, not having anything else at hand. He declared 
he was not brought up an accountant: he was brought up as an advocate, and 
never had been accustomed to accounts. 

1241. Chairman.| Are you acquainted with some regulations that were proposed 
in the year 1839, for the improvement of the accounts in the colony ?—Yes; a 
committee of the legislative council did propose regulations. 

1242. Can you furnish the Committee with a copy of those regulations ?—Yes. 

1243. Are they regulations for the guidance of the colonial treasurer, and 
intended for the security of the public purse >—Yes. 

1244. Can you state whether effect was given to those regulations ?—I left the 
colony about six months after these regulations were adopted by the council; but 
they were against the feelings of the parties, and I believe at this day these regu- 
lations are a perfect dead letter. 
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1245. Mr. G. WV. a) Were those regulations passed by the legislature 7— 
A committee of the legislative council was appointed, and these regulations 
were submitted to the whole council, who agreed to them; and of course they 
were to regulate the treasurer in his operations. 

1246. How far have you any knowledge as to their being at present inopera- 
tive >—Because I remained six or eight months in the colony after these regu- 
lations were adopted. 

1247. Mr. Trotter.| Whose duty was it to have them carried into execution, 
or to take care they were carried into execution?—The regulations had not the 
force of law; there was no penalty upon their not being followed. 

1248. Then although the legislative council gave these directions, and agreed 
on these directions, they had no authority to enforce their observance ?—Yes. 

1249. Chairman.| Had not the governor the means of giving the authority of 
law ?—If the governor had instructed the attorney-general to bring in an ordi- 
nance embodying those rules and regulations, in that case they would have had 
the force of law. 

1250. Mr. Trotter.] Therefore the force of law might have been given to them 
if proper steps had been taken :—Yes. 

1251. Chairman.| Are you aware whether these regulations were communi- 
cated to the Colonial-office at home ?—Forming part of the Minute of Council, 
they ought to have been transmitted, and I believe were transmitted.

RULES and REGULATIONS for the future guidance of the Colonial Treasurer and 
other Officers who may receive and pay Public Monies in the Colony of St. Lucia. 


1. Tue treasurer is to take charge of all money paid into the colonial treasury, either 
under the general regulations of the government, or by special orders of the governor or 
other competent authority; and he is to render a monthly account of the receipt and 
issue of such money, and an annual account showing the total receipt and annual ex- 
penditure of each year. 

2. The treasurer is not to issue any monies placed under his charge, without a warrant 
from the governor or officer acting on his behalf, in the form annexed. 

3. The treasurer is not to receive any money into the colonial treasury without giving 
a receipt for the same, in which receipt he is to state the date of the payment into the 
treasury, the service on account of which the sum was received, and the amount; such 
receipts to be numbered 1, upwards, for each month; and abstract marginal duplicates 
thereof will be kept by the colonial treasurer, and be produced by him to the committee, 
as vouchers at the monthly verification of his accounts,

4. The greffier, or the provost-marshal of the Royal Court of St. Lucia, or the com- 
missary, or each lieutenant-commissary of police, or each justice of the peace, or each 
collector of revenues or receiver of taxes or other government dues, is to pay into the 
colonial treasury the gross sums received, without making any deductions whatever; 
each of the aforesaid officers, or each collector or receiver, will send quarterly to the 
colonial secretary, three abstracts ; the one, of the salaries due to bimself and the establish- 
ment of his office ; the other, of the fixed allowances, if any; and the third abstract is to 
contain a statement of the contingent expenses incurred in his department within the 
quarter, reference being made in each case of contingent expenses to the date of the 
authority of the governor for incurring the expense; and if these several abstracts are 
found correct, warrants will be granted upon the colonial treasurer for the payment of the 
several charges therein contained. 


5. The 
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5. The greffier, or the provost-marshal of the Royal Court of St. Lucia, or the com~ Mr. J. Macfarlane. 
missary, or each lieutenant-commissary of police, or each justice of the peace, or each 
collector or receiver of taxes, or fines or penalties, or government dues, is to pay over, at least 99 May 1845. 
twice in each month, the whole of the sums received or collected by him to the colonial 
treasurer, taking the receipt of the treasurer for every such payment; and he is to make 
out in duplicate a monthly account current in the form annexed, of all sums received and 
paid within the month; a similar distinct account current is likewise to be made out of 
all sums received and placed in the treasury chest on account of any taxes or duty which 
the treasurer may himself be directed to collect. The said greffier or provost-marshal of 
the Royal Court, or commissary of police, or each lieutenant-commissary of police, or each 
justice of the peace, or each collector or receiver of taxes, or fines or penalties, or government 
dues, is not to receive any public monies without giving a receipt for the same, in which 
receipt he is to state the date of the payment, the service on account of which the sum 
was received, and the amount; such receipts to be numbered 1, upwards, for each month; 
and abstract marginal duplicates wiil be kept by each of the officers aforesaid, and will be 
produced to the committee, as vouchers, at the monthly verification of his accounts. 


6. The treasurer is to keep a day cash-book, in which he is to enter all monies received 
and issued, as the transactions occur, without reference to any classification of service. 


7. The treasurer is to make up and deliver to the governor or officer administering the 
government, immediately after the termination of each month, an account current of his 
receipts and payments to the last day of the preceding month, showing the balance of 
account on that day, and the particulars of which sueh balance is composed. 


8. The treasurer is at the same time to deliver to the lieutenant-governor or officer 
administering the government, a statement of all sums which, having been advanced by 
him under competent authority for the public service, are to be further accounted for by 
the parties who have received the same; all such advances to be specially authorized 
by warrant of the governor or officer administering the government, in form annexed, and 
are to be entered in the account current, under a distinct head of ‘ Advances made from 
the colonial treasury, by direction of the governor, to be hereafter accounted for.” 


g. Whenever any of these advances may be recovered or otherwise duly accounted for, 
the treasurer will charge himself with the same under the head of “ Advances recovered,” 
and he will take credit for such portions as may be duly accounted for, as final disburse- 
ments under the proper head of service. 


10. The treasurer’s monthly account is to contain, on the charge side— 

ist. The general balance at the close of the preceding month, distinguishing govern- 
ment bills or other securities, 

2d. Sums received from the greffier or the provost marshal of the Royal Court of St. 
Lucia, or the commissary, or each lieutenant commissary of police, or each justice of 
the peace, or each collector of revenue, or receiver of taxes, or fines or penalties, or 
government dues, specifying the particular head of the revenue from which the money 
was derived, and referring to the accounts current of the aforesaid officers and collectors 
and receivers by which the entries are supported. 

3d. Any special revenue or receipt applicable to special services. 

4th. Incidental receipts ; such as stores sold, &c. 

5th. Receipts in aid of the revenue; whether by remittance of specie, or by bills 
drawn. 

6th. Sums received in repayment of advances on account of the public service. 

7th. Sums deposited in the colonial treasury, subject to the orders of the courts of 
judicature, or any other public department, but not available for the general services of 
the colony. 


8th. Surcharges recovered. 


11. In every case reference is to be made in the account to the authority for the 
transaction ; a copy of which is to accompany that account. 


12. On the discharge side the treasurer is to enter all payments, classing the same 
under the following separate heads ; viz. 


1st. Pay and salaries supported by the warrant upon which the payments are made, and 
the receipts of the parties or their assigns. 


2d. Fixed allowance. 
3d. Ordinary contingencies, 


4th. Special disbursements of a civil nature, distinguishing the different heads of service, 
such as buildings, repairs, &c. 


5th. Military disbursements. 


6th. Repayment of loans or of sums deposited in the colonial treasury, a distinct reference 
being made to the date of the authority for the loan or the deposit. 


7th. Advances on account of the public service. 
0.66. 8th. Repayment 
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8th. Repayment of sums deposited under orders of the court of judicature, the order of 
the court, together with the warrant of the governor for the repayment being annexed to 
the account. | 


gth. Surcharges removed and allowed. 


_ 13. In every case the receipts of the party to whom payment is made is to be given 
either in the abstract or separately. 


14. The treasurer is to certify his monthly account, before a competent authority, in the 
following terms: 


“], A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare that the above is « trae statement of my 
account as colonial treasurer at St. Lucia, for the month of 18 =, and that 
I have not issued any sum whatever, except by the written authority of the Governor, all 
which original authorities accompany the present account; and I make this solemn 
declaration conscientiously, believing the same to be true.” 


15. All receipts for contingent expenditure are to be vouched by at least one respectable 
witness, in whose presence the payment has been made and the receipt signed; and 
respecting the stamps, the Committee will, on the first day of the month of 
1839, receive into their custody and safe keeping the key of the colonial stamps, and will 
from time to time, on each written requisition of the colonial treasurer, issue such quan- 
tities and value thereof as will be detailed in the said requisition ; and on the delivery of 
said stamps to the colonial treasurer, he will give a receipt for the same on the said 
requisition. Each requisition and each receipt will be written in duplicate, the original to 
be kept by the committee and visaed by them at each issue, and the duplicate to be kept 
by the colonial treasurer, with the visa of the committee, to be produced by him to the 
committee as vouchers at the montily verification of the quantity and value of stamps sold 
and unsold by him. 


16. The treasurer is to make out an annual account current in the same manner as his 
monthly account, and render the same in triplicate to the committee of examination on or 
before the first day of March in each year. 


17. The treasurer is to require all vouchers, with the exception of the warrants and 
authorities under the governor’s signature, in duplicate, and he is to obtain copies, cer- 
tified by the chief clerk in the treasurer’s office, of the warrants and authorities of the 
governor. The treasurer’s monthly accounts current are 10 be rendered for examination 
in triplicate, with all vouchers in duplicate, including the copies of the warrants above 
referred to. 

18. One copy of each monthly account current, without vouchers, is to be forwarded to 
the Secretary of State, for the preliminary information of Her Majesty’s Government, by 
the first opportunity after the same shall have been certified by the committee of examina- 
tion; and one set of the annual accounts is to be sent with the original warrants and 
vouchers as early as possible after the close of the year; the duplicate set is to be retained. 
in the office of the colonial secretary, and the triplicate account current is to be returned 
to the treasurer. 


19. The committee of examination are to certify such account current of the treasurer 
in the following manner: 

“ We, the undersigned members of the committee of examination, do certify that we 
have carefully examined the several entries appearing both on the debit and creditor sides 
of the foregoing account, and having compared the same with the original accounts of the 
several public departments, as examined by us, have found them to agree; and we do 
further certify that proper accounts of particulars, authorities, and vouchers have been 
exhibited to us in support of the several articles of charge and discharge therein con- 
tained.

1252. What control do the colonists exercise on the receipt and expenditure of 
the. taxes they pay in St. Lucia ?7—None. 

1253. Who regulates the estimates of receipt and expenditure ?—-Generally the 
Executive send in their estimate, and they require from the non-official members 
a corresponding estimate on their part to produce a certain amount composing 
the civil expenditure. 

1254. Are the two estimates compared, and out of the two the estimates that 


are adopted made up ?>—Yes. 
1255. Who 
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1255. Who keeps the accounts of the colony ?—The treasurer. 

1256. Who audits the colonial accounts p—A committee of council. 

1257. Is a discharge from that committee of audit necessary to release any 
public accountant >—Even if the accounts were passed, I cannot think that the 
treasurer could have a release where the accounts are examined at the Audit-oflice 
and errors found. 

1258. Is it your opinion that the preliminary audit in the colony would be no 
release to any accountant in the colony without an audit at home ?—Yes; it has 
never been to my knowledge. 

1259. Is it your opinion that a proper system of accounts would diminish the 
amount of taxation paid in the colony -—Yes. 

1260. Are you aware whether any representations have been made to the 
Colonial-office as to the benefit which the colony would receive from a better 
system of public accounts?—In fact, from year to year, I speak of course from 
1840 backwards, from year to year representation on representation has been made, 
and subsequently, in this country, from the capitalists connected with St. Lucia. 

1261. Those representations have not produced the desired effect >—From some 
cause or other, they have not. 

1262, What would you suggest for the general improvement of the system in 
St. Lucia ?—I would suggest that the ways and means of each individual year 
should show that the receipts cover the expenditure of that year. 

1263. What is the case in the present state of things?-—The arrears of the 
expenditure are brought in and paid out of the receipts of a subsequent year, 
making it appear that the ways and means of that subsequent year are much 
greater than they really are. 

1264. That is, the balances are not carried on ?—The balances are not carried 
cn in the ways and means of the current year, but are absorbed by either old 
balances or unforeseen drains on the chest. 

1265. That is, a comparison is not competently carried on of the yearly receipt 
and the yearly expenditure ?—Yes. ‘The treasurer does not exhibit any debts 
due by the colony to officers for arrears of salary on his accounts, he only exhibits 
what he receives and what he bond fide pays away. 

1266. Is there any public debt in the colony of St. Lucia r—None, except the 
arrears from year to year of public officers for three months or two months, and 
not much of that; there is no public debt. 

1267. Are there any other points in connexion with the subject you wish to sub- 
mit to the Committee >—I have found when I was on the Committee of Accounts, 
either in 1839 or the beginning of 1840, that they then got into most inextricable 
confusion, and the cause of that was nothing more nor less than that every trea- 
surer, in beginning his career as treasurer, began with a new set of books, without 
bringing down the balances in the books of his predecessor, as successive book- 
keepers would do in a merchant’s office; in fact, all the correspondence that the 
Colonial-office have received, I attribute to that improper mode, and every trea- 
surer not transferring the accounts, but opening for his own individual affairs, 
individual books. 

1268. That is, there has been no continuous or uniform system adopted P— 
None; and that has been the subject of excessive confusion to the local govern- 
ment, and great annoyance to the Government of this country. 

1269. Mr. Pringle.) You have no information subsequent to 1840, bave you ? 
—I have been a party to petition Lord Stanley in this country, as 1 am connected 
with parties in St. Lucia. I have never visited St. Lucia personally since 1840. 

1270. Chairman.] You think that the grievances of which the people complain 
in 1840, with respect to the system of account keeping, are not redressed ?—I think 
not; 1 know that the treasurer was called home, and I believe they could make 
neither head nor tail of the colonial accounts. 

1271. Mr. Pringle.| When was that?—In 1840; he remained a month after 
I left, and I believe he was kept at home at the Colonial-office for a year and 
upwards to explain his accounts; it might not be his fault. 

1272. Do you personally know what was the result of his examination ?—No. 

1273. You have no official acquaintance with it ?—None. 

1274. Chairman.] But you do not think at this moment that the accounts are 
in a satisfactory state ?—I do not. 

1275. And you still receive complaints from the island of the present state of 
things ?—Yes. 

0.66, 1276, Mr. 
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1276. Mr. Forster.] In fact the faulty system continues now as before ?— Not 
being personally in connection with the treasurer and his accounts abroad, in St. 
Lucia, I cannot speak from my own positive knowledge of them since 1840. 

1277. The petition and application to the Colonial-office for an improvement 
in the system were made previously to your leaving the colony ?—Subsequently, 
with regard to retrenchment and other matters that might be advantageously 
made. 

1278, That is, since 1840 ?—Yes. 

1279. Chairman.] And they would be clearly exhibited by a better system of 
account keeping ?—I think so; indeed the treasurer does not understand accounts 
at all, and itis not his fault ; he is not an accountant, he never was an accountant, 
and he is not to blame for it. 

1280. Would there be any difficulty in obtaining for him that assistance which 
it is necessary for a good book-keeper there?—Not the slightest ; I think the duty 
is very little, and as a proof of that, the present registrar of the Royal Court did 
the duty for the treasurer, receiving a quarter of his salary, from 1840, from the 
time he left St. Lucia to answer certain interrogatories at the Audit-office, till 
1841, nearly two years, very satisfactorily ; and indeed application has been made 
to Lord Stanley to unite both offices, seeing the satisfactory manner in which the 
registrar of the Royal Court discharged those duties, to consolidate the two offices, 
as a means of relieving the colony of the salary of one of them. 

1281. Mr. Pringle.] It was satisfactory during the time. it was managed by 
the registrar ?—Yes. 

1282. Do you infer from that, that it was from an error in the system, or from 
a want of proper qualification on the part cf the then treasurer :— Where a person 
is not conversant with accounts, all the regulations in the world will not make 
him an accountant. 

1283. You found your complaints on the inability of the treasurer to discharge 
his duties >—He does not understand accounts; he has declared that repeatedly. 


1284. Mr. Forster.] Independent of that, your chief objection is to the system? 
—My chief objection is, that the colonists have no security: 

1285. Mr. Pringle.] You stated that it worked well while under the manage- 
ment of the registrar ?—1 do not say that it worked better than under the present 
treasurer ; I merely alluded to that, meaning that we might have the two offices 
done for the same sum of money ; because, if the colonial treasurer and secretary 
does not understand accounts, he has got clerks who are paid for it. 

1286. Chairman.] Then you mean there is an additional functionary, and the 
consequence is there are worse accounts?—Just so; we might have the same 
thing done by a perfect accountant for that which we now pay for doing it. We 
might have a consolidation of the two offices, and on that subject we have inva- 
riably been petitioning the Home Government. 


1284*. Mr. Pringle.| Then the complaints have been complaints of the 
accountant, and not of the system itself?—Yes; the expense of the system is one 
great point. 

1285*. Chairman.| You think the system might be made more economical and 
more complete >—Yes. 

1286*. Is there any other point apon which you wish to make any suggestions ? 
—The estimate of the civil establishment of the colony for 1844 was 11,5951. and 
the revenue from the taxes in that year was 14,823/. 195. 7 4d.3; showing a sur- 
plus of 3,200/. odd, although the balance of cash in hand, at the end of the year 
1844, figures on the face of the treasurer’s accounts only as 1,196/. 38. 9 4d. The 
2,0001. which have been absorbed seems to have been for arrears of salary due 
to public functionaries, and for accounts not foreseen or not specified in the 
estimate of ways and means laid before the legislative council in 1843, wherein, 
I say, the accountant is faulty ; then the arrears, and these drains on the colonial 
chest, ought to have made part and parcel of the estimate of the following year ; 
a good accountant would have put them in, ‘This balance on hand is the amount, 
nearly, of the land-tax in 1844, 1,207 l.; that is the balance in the chest, ‘The 
value of the total imports into St. Lucia, in 1843, was 70,360/. 138, 11d. sterling, 
and the value of the total exports, in 1843, was 96,290/. 6s. 3d. sterling; so that 
8,000/., for which sum the goverment of the colony could be efficiently carried on 
annually, would be about eight and a half per cent. upon the gross income of the 
culony. 
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Mr. Frederick Leman Rogers, called in; and further Examined. 


1287. Mr. G. W. Hope.| The Committee understand that you wish to make 
a statement ?—In the first instance, the Committee will allow me to amend my 
answer as to two of the questions in my last examination. In answer to Question 
922, for the word “Yes,” I beg to substitute, “No other recognition than the 
fact that the charges still remain open in the old ledger.” As regards the new 
ledger, my answer is, “ None.” To the Questions 939 and 940, I wish to correct 
my answer and to say, “I can form no opinion upon that subject.” I now beg to 
make a short statement : The Committee desired me to produce an analysis of the 
statement I had made to the chairman of the Audit Board; I have not done so, 
because on mentioning it to him he at once expressed his concurrence in my 
producing the paper itself, but he said he wished to have a copy of that paper, 
and that he would return it to me before I attended the Committee again; he has 
not done so, and I was obliged to come without it this morning. Another statement 
I wish to make is, that my evidence last week bas not given satisfaction at the 
Audit-office, but very much the contrary. The thing has been taken up with great 
warmth, and the Committee may not be aware that the Board have the power to 
dismiss me from my situation, for the evidence which I gave on this Committee, 
and I believe without appeal. I have been reminded of. the regulations of the 
army, by which I understand, though not expressly stated, the Articles of War and 
the Mutiny Act; now, we know nothing of the Mutiny Act. I wish to carry 
this no farther now, but if this treatment is repeated, I must then take the liberty 
of applying to the Committee, and I hope I shall receive their protection; if not, 
I must protect myself. 

1288. Who was it reminded you of the Articles of War and the Mutiny Act? 
—I hope I may be excused answering that question. 

1289. ‘To what did you allude in your former answer ?—The regulations of the 
army. 

160. What do you understand by the regulations of the army ?—The regula- 
tions founded on the Mutiny Act and the Articles of War. 

1291. Regulations for what purpose ?— For the regulation of the army. 

1292. Do you mean the military regulation for the discipline of the army, ‘or to 
what P— Particularly I allude to the communication or transmission of informa- 
tion from a Subordinate officer to the commander-in-chief, without going through 
his own immediate commanding officer. 

1293. Therefore what you understood was, a reference was made to what was 
the rule in the army, that a subordinate officer meaning to make a communication 
to a superior officer, should pass it through his own immediate superior >—Yes, as 
applicable to my situation with the Board. 

1294. Therefore you infer that the person who made this observation to you 
required you to transmit such suggestions as you wished to make, through the 
Board ?—I do not kuow as to suggestions ; papers, certainly. 

1295. Who was the party who made that suggestion to you ?—Respecting the 
regulation of the army, Sir William Herries, the chairman of the Board, once in 
in his own room, and then repeated at the Board before all the Commissioners. 

1296. Chairman.] Will you state whether the chairman of this Committee had 
any personal communication with you previously to your entering the committee- 
roou: ?—None whatever of any sort or kind. I never had the honour of seeing 
the chairman,.and never spoke to him till the day of meeting here, and I never 
had any personal communication with him, directly or indirectly, upon any subject 
in my life, except what has taken place in the committee-room. 

1297. You received from the chairman some time ago a private letter, did you 
not ?—I did; I had overlooked that. 

1298. Did you communicate that private letter to the Board ?—To the chair- 
man; not to the-Board.

Dr. BOWRING, in THE CHAIR. 


The Chairman stated, that having heard that the chief inspector of the 
Audit-office had been suggesting various plans for the improvement of that 
office, he wrote to him a private letter, asking the favour of an interview ; 
to this letter the Chairman received the following reply : 


[ The same was delivered in, and is as foblows :} 


Audit-office, 14 April 1845. 

Mr. Rogers has had the honor to receive Dr. Bowring’s note of the 12th instant, 
requesting to see him on the subject of colonial accounts. Mr. Rogers begs leave 
to state, that although he has every possible disposition to afford Dr. Bowring any in- 
formation in his power respecting the Audit-office, yet he would not feel himself at 
liberty to wait privately on Dr. Bowring respecting a matter connected with the 
business of the office to which he belongs, without first obtaining his permission to 
submit his letter to the Audit Board, and receiving their directions respecting it. 

Dr. Bowring, M.P. &c. &c. 


The Chairman stated in addition, that he had never had any other inter- 
course directly or indirectly with Mr. Rogers than is here stated, and 
never personally saw him to his knowledge, until he entered the Com- 


mittee-room. 


William George Anderson, Esq. called in; and Examined 


1299. Chairman.] What office do you now fill?—Accountant in the Office 
of the Paymaster-general. ; 

1300. You have been engaged in introducing many improvements into 
several of the public offices, in the system of book-keeping/—I have been 
employed principally in the Admiralty, and in my present office ; but under the 
directions of the Treasury, I have been occasionally employed in other offices ; 
the War-office, for instance, the Office of the Metropolitan Police, and in 
the Registrar-general’s Office. 

1301. You were, I believe, in 1829, employed in the Navy Pay-office ?—-Not in 
the Navy Pay-office. I was originally appointed in the Navy Office, in 1825, 
and continued in that department until 1838, when I was transferred to the 
Paymaster-general’s Office. 

1302. What is the system of book-keeping employed in the Pay-office ?— 
The mercantile system, or the Italian method of double entry. 

1303. Was the system of double entry, or the Italian system, introduced into 
that department by you?—No; it was first established in 1836, when the Pay- 
offices were consolidated, under the Paymastership of Sir Henry Parnell, 18 
months prior to my appointment. 

1304. How has the double-entry system worked, as regards security and 
economy ?-—As regards security I consider that it is complete; nothing can be 
more accurate than the accounts, as rendered now by the Paymaster-general ; 
and as regards economy, the advantage is clear, as we are enabled to carry on 
the service with a very small balance, compared with what was formerly 
employed; there is both security and economy in reducing the balances. 

1305. Then continued experiencé of the advantages of this system have con- 
firmed you in the opinion as to its desirableness ?—Certainly, in every office in 
which I have seen it introduced. 

1306. The system has gradually been introducing itself into many of the 


public departments ?—Yes; the Treasury have been anxious of late years to. 
extend 
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extend it to the accounts of all the public departments, and I have been 
employed under the directions of the Treasury in several instances in introduc- 
ing it. 

gi ae Will you state how the auditing of the Paymaster-general’s accounts 

is conducted?—The Paymaster-general’s accounts are audited partly by the 
Audit Board and partly by the Admiralty ; the Admiralty portion of it is con- 
fined to the local audit of the navy services paid by the Paymaster-general’s 
deputies at the out-ports, and the Audit Board allow those payments upon a 
certificate from the Admiralty that they are made in conformity with the 
established regulations. 
_ 1308. How do you establish a check against any excess of the items settled 
under the Parliamentary grant ?—The Treasury have endeavoured to place that 
duty on the Paymaster-general, and it is performed to a certain extent, but 
there is great difficulty, from the manner in which the Paymaster-general’s 
payments are made, in its being effectually carried out; and for this reason, 
that the War-office, the Admiralty, and Ordnance departments have pay- 
masters independent of the Paymaster-general ; therefore, when the Paymaster- 
general issues money on imprest, it cannot be stated when the money is issued 
to what service it may be applied; for instance, the naval storekeeper at Wool- 
wich may receive an imprest for 5,000 /., which is for naval.services generally, 
to be applied as the authorities there may direct; in those cases we have not 
the means of instituting a check upon the appropriation of the Parliamentary 
grants; but that is provided for by the Act of the 2nd Will. 4, c. 40; an audit 
has been specially introduced under the directions of the Audit Board, to pro- 
vide against misappropriation in the naval department, and I believe it is the in- 
tention of the Treasury to extend that to other public services. 

1309. Has not one of the advantages of the improved system been to keep 
down the amount of balances in the public departments ?—Certainly ; in the 
Paymaster-general’s department (I can speak more particularly to that depart- 
ment,) it has had that effect, by enabling the Treasury to throw all the balances 
applicable to the Army, Navy, and Ordnance into one account at the Bank of 
England ; therefore, the moneys paid into the Bank of England are applicable 
to the general payments of all those departments. 

1310. Being paid into one service, do the accounts actually exhibit the par- 
ticular purpose to which it is applied ?—The separation of the services is done 
in the Paymaster-general’s own books. 

1311. Would any complication in the greater extent of the transactions, 
create any difficulty in the application of that system to the accounts generally ? 
—I believe the accounts of the War-office, and those of the Admiralty are 
the most extensive accounts of Government; ,but so far as double entry is 
concerned, I cannot conceive, though they were 10 times greater, that there 
would be the slightest difficulty in applying the system to them. 

1312. You were cognizant of the change introduced into the system of the 
Admiralty ?—I was employed in that department at the time and on that duty. 

1313. What was the state ofthe Admiralty accounts previously to the intro- 
duction of the double-entry system ?—It was impossible to render accurately 
a general account of the naval receipts and expenditure prior to the introduction 
of that system ; there were no books in existence from which the information 
eould be collected. 

1314. Are there any accounts which have ever come under your cognizance 
more intricate than ‘those of the navy ?—I believe that the navy accounts are 
the most intricate of any of the accounts of the Government that I have ever 
seen. 

1315. You have found no insuperable difticulties in this great department, in 
introducing that improved system of double entry ?—1! have found no difficul- 
ties at all in the system of double entry ; there are difficulties, undoubtedly, in 
methodizing and arranging extensive and complicated details, such as occur in 
the naval accounts ; but’ those difficulties would occur under any revision of 
them, whether the accounts were kept by double entry or by any other method. 

1316. Would it not facilitate the removal of dificul#es if the system of 
double entry were generally adopted ?—Clearly ; because it would afford a 
superior check to that which any other system could. 

1317. It would afford a more accurate means of detecting any defect in the 
accounts ?—It would, as the accounts could not balance if there were any error. 
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1318. I think you state that you have had communication with the Treasury 
on this subject ; are you cognizant of what the opinion of the Treasury is as to 
the desirableness of going forward with the introduction of that system ?— 
There is sufficient evidence in the papers laid before the House of Commons in 
the last Session, that they lose no opportunity of extending that system, and there 
has been considerable progress made in doing so. 

1319. How are the navy accounts audited now ?—By the Admiralty them- 
selves ; that is, as regards the liability of the accountants. There is a peculiar 
audit in that department, as regards the appropriation of Parliamentary grants. 
In 1830, when Sir James Graham was First Lord of the Admiralty, he called 
for various returns of past expenditure, and he found that there had been 
considerable misappropriations, and he brought the subject before Parliament, 
and in his Bill which he introduced in 1832, I believe, consolidating the naval 
departments, he introduced a clause requiring that annual accounts of receipts 
and expenditure should be returned by the Admiralty to the Audit Board, to 
be audited by them previously to their presentation to the House of Commons, 
and that arrangement has been continued ever since; so that the account laid 
before Parliament of the annual receipt and expenditure of the Navy is audited 
as to the legal appropriation of the grants. 

1320. The Admiralty accounts are sometimes credited for receipts from old 
stores, and other objects; is not that the case ?—Yes; the old store receipts 
of the Admiralty are appropriated annually on the Navy Estimates, in reduction 
of their grants. Up to 1810, those receipts were retained by the naval depart- 
ment, and formed a fund which was called the Old Store Fund, upon which 
certain sign-manual pensions were charged, which pensions were not, of course, 
voted on the Navy Estimates of that period. In 1811 an Act was introduced, 
regulating the pensions, by which it was required that all those pensions should 
be submitted to Parliament in the annual Navy Estimates ; it became necessary 
then to make a provision for the appropriation of the Old Store Receipts, 
and that Act directed that they should be abated annually on the Estimates ; 
but practically they were paid into the Exchequer, because the naval depart- 
ment took votes for the full amount of their estimates; and the Committee 
will find, on reference to the Appropriation Acts, from 1811 to 1822, that the 
produce of the naval old stores was appropriated, as part of the ways and means 
of the year, specially to the naval services voted during the Session; but in 
1822 a Select Committee of the House of Commons was appointed, and in their 
Report upon the public accounts annually laid before Parliament, they referred 
to the practice of abating these old stores on the Navy Estimates ; and after 
noticing the difference of practice between the Ordnance department and the 
Navy, they reported that it was desirable that those receipts should be de- 
ducted from the sum voted on the Navy Estimates, and the net sum only 
given, as had been previously the practice with the Ordnance receipts. In 
consequence of that recommendation the Government adopted that course, 
commencing with the Estimate of the year 1823, and that arrangement still 
continues. 

1321. Mr. Trotter.] The sum deducted from the current year is the amount 
of the old stores received in the prior year ?—Yes, up to the 31st of December ; 
but in 1831 another Select Committee of the House of Commons reported upon 
the same subject; that Committee was composed of some of the leading mem- 
bers both of the late and of the present government, and they decided that it 
was wrong in principle that those receipts should be abated on the Annual 
Estimate, that they ought to be paid into the Exchequer, and that Parliament 
should vote the entire sum required for the naval service. 

1322. That formed part of the Report on the Exchequer ?—Yes; and in 
1834, an Act of Parliament was passed to regulate the Exchequer, and in 
the Treasury Minute of September 1834, founded on the Exchequer Report, 
reference was made to the recommendation of the Committee; the Treasury 
assented to the principle, stating that they conceived the most simple course 
was that those sums should be paid into the Exchequer, but I believe a 
legislative provision was necessary, and it was passed over. 

1323. Do you concur then with the Committee of Public Accounts, which 
reported that it was desirable that the receipts of the old stores should be paid 
into the Exchequer ?—As regards the receipts which are eredited on the Army, 


Navy, and Ordnance Estimates, if the different departments would consent to 
adopt 
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adopt one uniform mode of dealing with those receipts, I do not think it would 
be of much importance whether they were abated on the Estimates, in reduction 
of the supply to be granted, or whether they were appropriated as part of 
the ways and means of the year; in either case they would be applied under 
Parliamentary sanction; but as there is no such uniformity, the transfer ot 
those receipts to the Exchequer might be desirable. In the Army Estimates of 
this year, you will find that anticipated receipts are appropriated, while in the 
Navy and Ordnance Estimates the actual receipts of the past year are credited ; 
therefore in order to secure uniformity they might be paid or transferred 
to the Exchequer, by which means also the comparison of one year’s vote with 
another would be a truer one than at present. 

1324. Mr. Trotter.] That would comprise a great many accounts?—No; I 
think the department should still collect its Old Store receipts, and account for 
them. 

1325. And pay itself separately :—The navy receipts are collected separately. 

1326. There is a sale of old stores, for instance, at Plymouth to-day, how is 
that to be collected ?—That must be collected on the spot by the authorities at 
the dockyard there ; it might still be brought to account by the Admiralty, and 
when the ascertained amount had been worked out on their part, a transfer 
might be made to the Exchequer periodically. 

1327. The Committee of Public Accounts also recommended the payment of 
the gross revenues into the Exchequer, did they not :—That is a larger question 
than the one merely relating to navy old stores. The payment of the gross 
revenue into the Exchequer involves the payment from the sale of old stores 
and other sources; it was a general principle laid down that no monies should 
be stopped in their progress to the Exchequer; that all sums required for the 
payment of public services should be voted in full by the House of Commons. 
As the charges of management of the Treasury, the offices of the Secretaries 
of State, the Army, Navy, and Ordnance, and a variety of other public depart- 
ments, are annually submitted to Parliament, and made the subject of special 
annual grants, no sufficient reason occurs to me for dealing differently with 
similar charges for the revenue departments. 

1328. Are you speaking of the colonial offices and accounts particularly ?— 
The Chairman seems to me to refer more to those sums which are stopped in 
their progress to the Exchequer for the payment of charges of management 
for the revenue departments here. 

1329. Chairman.| What are the reasons which induce you to consider that 
on the whole it would be desirable that the receipts from the old stores and 
other sources, should be paid immediately into the Exchequer ?—That it would 
introduce more uniformity into the public accounts, and that the comparison 
of the grants for the Army, Navy, and Ordnance services for different years, 
would be a truer one than it now is, because there is a considerable fluctuation 
sometimes in those receipts. 

1330. Mr. Trotter.| Does your answer refer to the foreign as well as the 
home services >—To the Army and Navy, and Ordnance. 

1331. Both home and abroad ?—Yes. 

1332. I mean with reference to special payments?—They are all collected 
now and brought to account on the Estimates, no matter where they are received, 

1333- Chairman.] How are the accounts of the War-office kept ?—Since 
April 1841 they have been kept upon the plan of double entry, in a manner 
perfectly uniform with those in operation at the Admiralty and in the Pay- 
master-general’s office. I was directed by the Treasury in 1841 to assist at the 
War-oflice in the introduction of that system, and since that period two balance 
sheets have been laid before Parliament. 

1334. Are you in a situation now to present a general account of the state 
of the appropriations up to the end of 1844?—Up to March 1844 the balances 
have been struck, and the whole of the accounts of the War-office have been 
audited, and they are now réady for presentation. 

1335. With proper attention, under the present system, they could not fall 
into arrear —No; they could not fall into arrear without its being shown by 
the balance sheet. 

1336. Has it been prepared with great facility >—Yes. 

1337. Mr. Trotter.| When you speak of audited, you mean audited by 
whom -—Audited by the Secretary-at-War. 
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1338. In the office }—Yes, as regards the liability of the agent who has made 
the disbursements ; but the Treasury have made a Minute directing that. the 
naval system of audit, as regards the legal appropriation of the grants, shall be 
introduced at the War-office. 

1339. They are audited in the office, and not at the Audit-office >—The 
Audit-office do not examine the Army and Ordnance accounts, as to the appli- 
cation of their votes. 

1340. Chairman.| Is the double-entry system introduced into the Ordnance- 
office >—There is a system of double entry at the Ordnance-office,. but it is not 
so perfect as it might be; it is too complicated, and there is not the same 
facility in preparing statements. I have not seen a balance sheet prepared by 
the Ordnance for Parliament. 

1341. Do you think the Ordnance-office, with their less perfect system, could 
not present a balance sheet with the same facility as in your department ?—I 
apprehend not. It is true it has not been called for by Parliament, and per- 
haps that is the reason that none has been presented. 

1342. Are the accounts audited with the same dispatch as the accounts of 
the army and navy department?—They are not; I was a member of a com- 
mittee appointed by the Treasury to inquire into the subject, and also to 
inquire into the practicability of applying the same system of book-keeping 
that is in operation in the other offices, and we did not find in the Ordnance 
the same expedition in passing their accounts. 

1343. There has been a statement made with respect to the Paymaster- 
general’s department before this Committee, by the secretary of the Audit- 
office, that a statement of the vote under each head is laid before Parliament, 
and the actual appropriation of those votes to the service, and the balance 
remaining in the Exchequer ?—No such statement has been prepared and laid 
before Parliament by the Paymaster-general’s department since I have been 
there. A statement is prepared by the Admiralty, and another by the Secre- 
tary-at-War, but there is no statement of the general receipts and payments of 
the Paymaster-general prepared for Parliament. 

1344. I will ask you, is it your general opinion that the introduction of the 
system of double entry into the whole of the colonies would be of great 
advantage to the public service?—I am not sufficiently acquainted with the 
colonial accounts to offer a practical opinion as to what may be necessary for 
the purpose of simplifying those accounts; but I may state generally that the 
application of the double-entry system must be beneficial in all accounts. 

1345. Mr. Hope.] Would not the system of keeping accounts in the colonies 
in the best possible form be necessarily that which afforded the most efficient 
méans of check, whether by double entry or any other ?—The best possible 
form of accounts I consider the double entry to be; indeed, I cannot say that 
I am acquainted with any other efficient system ; even if they adopt an inferior 
one, I am not aware how the principle of double entry can be dispensed with. 

1346. You speak of uniformity, do you consider that the best uniformity in 
public accounts would be insured by an Act of Parliament for that purpose ?— 
I consider that they should be kept upon one uniform plan throughout the 
public service ; an Act of Parliament would give greater security for their being 
so kept. 

1347. In what year was the double-entry system adopted in the Admiralty 
accounts ?~ It was commenced in the year 1826; but it was not finally estab- 
lished and recognized as the only system upon which the books were to be kept 
in that department till Sir James Graham was First Lord of the Admiralty, in 
1832. The delay was occasioned by the reluctance which the Navy Board 
felt to the introduction of the system as an innovation, and probably showing 
matters much more in detail than was thought advisable at the period. 

1348. The double-entry system was first applied in 1826 in the Admiralty ? 
—Yes, to that portion of the naval accounts then under the control of the Navy 
Board. 

1349. But it was not fully recognized till 1830 ?—Not till 1832, when 
Mr. Briggs, the present Accountant-géneral of the Navy, applied it, in an im- 
proved form, to the accounts of the consolidated naval departments. 

1350. During that interval of time it gradually obtained its importance in 
the office During this interval there were two sets of books carried on, that of 


the double entry, and also the old mode of keeping the accounts ; and the Navy 
Board 
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Board at that time would not recognize the system; it was originally introduced Ww. G. Anderson, 


by Sir John Thomson, who was a member of the Board; but he had a majority Esq. 
against him, and he was obliged to give way till the Admiralty issued a positive 
order. 2 June 1845. 


1351. That was in 1832 :—Yes, when the Navy Board was abolished. 

1352. Mr. Trotter.) You talk of the impossibility of rendering aecounts from 
the Navy Board prior to a certain period ?—I have stated that a general balance- 
sheet of the Admiralty receipt and expenditure could not be prepared with 
accuracy. 

1353. They always sent their accounts to the Audit-office, did they not ?— 
No; the Admiralty always examined their own accounts. 

1354. Mr. Hope.] There were two departments, one for keeping the accounts, 
and the other for auditing them, both under the supervision of the Board of 
Admiralty :—That is the case, they were two branches of the same department. 


R. M. Bromley, Esq. called in; and Examined. 


1355. Chairman.] WHAT is your office >—I act as First Clerk of the Imprest R. M. Bromiey, 
Branch, in the Accountant-general’s department of the Admiralty. Esq. 

1356. You prepare the Naval Estimates for Parliament ?—They are entrusted ~~ 
to my preparation. 

1357- You have heard Mr. Anderson’s evidence with respect to the efficiency 
and value of the system of double entry; do you concur in those opinions ?— 
Entirely. 

1358. It is universally introduced I believe in all the departments with which 
you are connected !—In the naval department in town, but not in other depart- 
ments immediately under the Admiralty, except at Woolwich Dockyard, where 
the principle is double entry, established by a simple cash-book. I do not 
consider it is absolutely necessary to have a journal to carry out the principle 
of double entry; but where there is a simple cash transaction, like that of our 
sub-accountants, I consider that the double entry cash-book, or the cash-book 
arranged in a classified form, would meet the principle of double entry. 

1359. Is the cash-book the only element ;—Entirely so, with the sub- 
accountants, 

1360. In the great variety of transactions coming under your cognizance, 
have you not found the double-entry system very valuable as a means of 
classification and simplification :—Certainly ; and I do not see how a classifica- 
tion of debits and credits could be obtained without it; it is the element of 
double entry ; as to simplicity, our accounts are rendered in a very simple form ; 
every body appears to understand the plan. 

1361. Do you think there would be any difficulty in giving effect to the 
double-entry system in the various colonies }—I am not prepared to speak as to 
the precise mode of carrying it into effect in the colonies; but the system I am 
acquainted with in the Admiralty I believe to be capable of application gene- 
rally ; of being worked out in the colonies on any description of accounts. 

1362. Is there any difficulty here in obtaining efficient clerks to carry out 
the system of double entry ?—None whatever. 

1363. What would you suggest as the best mode of auditing colonial 
accounts ?—You speak of colonial accounts as rendered by our naval agents ? 

1364. Generally of the accounts kept in the colonies; all the colonial 
accounts; should you prefer a colonial auditor ?—I should prefer a local audit. 
I believe far more correctness to be obtained by an immediate local audit, than 
by sending the subsidiary accounts home, where a great deal of time must be 
consumed before they can be taken into examination. 

1365. As a general principle, it is desirable that the audit should follow the 
receipt and expenditure as quickly as possible?—I consider so; but I speak 
more with reference to the principle of audit in the naval department, where 
we have a local audit. 

1366, What measures do you take to enforce the prompt rendering of 
accounts?—A certain time is allowed for the rendering of accounts from 
persons abroad, so'that the accounts must be prepared and transmitted within 
one month, or at the utmost six weeks, from the period of the expiration of the 
account itself; in the event of its non-receipt within a given period, in the 
usual period, the Accountant-general represents it to their Lordships, and the 
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Commanders-in-chief are written to, to investigate the circumstances, and they 
direct the transmission of the accounts immediately. 

1367. In any case in which the delay should exceed six weeks, there would 
be an immediate interference to obtain the rendering of the account ?—Im- 
mediately, that is to say, allowing sufficient time to transmit the accounts from 
a distance ; Hong Kong or any other place. 

1368. You mean six weeks after the accounts had been recorded in the place 
where the debts had been incurred ?—Allowing six weeks for the accounts to 
be made up. 

1369. Mr. G. W. Hope.] You speak of course of the officers under the im- 
mediate appointment and control of the Admiralty >—Yes, I do. 

1370. They are, in fact, all of them Admiralty officers, not colonial officers ? 
—Yes, Admiralty officers. 

1371. When you speak of colonial accounts, do you mean accounts of ex- 
penditure, or accounts of the Imperial Treasury made in the colonies /—Made 
in the colonies by the naval accountants. 

1372. Mr. Trotter.} Perhaps you can inform me of the number of 
accountants who render cash accounts ?—I believe there are about 769 cash 
accountants. 

1373. Chairman.] On an expenditure of how much ?—£.7,000,000 the 
present year ; and those accountants render nearly 1,600 accounts per annum. 

1374. Mr. Trotter.] I believe also a detailed account is prepared in the 
office of the naval expenditure, and of the number of heads into which it is 
subdivided ?>—There is. 

1375. Could such account be produced ?—I have brought such an account, 
thinking the Committee might require to see it; it is more with reference to 
show the magnitude of the naval system; the annual account laid before Par- 
liament is in a very condensed shape, but thinking the Committee might put 
a question of that kind as to the magnitude of our system, whether we could 
not produce something more in detail, I have brought with me a detailed state- 
ment, going into 714 items into which the whole of the 7,000,000 l. is subdi- 
vided, showing every expense. 

1376. Chairman.] Are those the heads of the ledgers kept in the depart- 
ment ?—They are accounts entered in the ledger and in the subsidiary books. 

1377. How many ledgers are there in this single department ?—Only one 
general ledger. 

1378. The naval accounts are concentrated >—Yes. 

1379. How many subsidiary ledgers are there >—Two subsidiary ledgers for 
personal accountants. 

1380. Are the payments transferred from the cash-books direct into the 
ledger, without passing through a journal ;—They are entered in certain sub- 
sidiary books, which are called subsidiary journals, because the mass of expen- 
diture connected with the naval service would not admit of its passing in detail 
through one journal. 

1381. Mr. Trotter.} Could you furnish the Committee with an account 
explanatory of the general system adopted ?—I have a memorandum of that 
by me showing it, with a tabular view annexed to it, showing the various books 
in which our entries are recorded. 

1382. Have you thought of any plan, or can you give us any plan, by which 
the naval system might be adopted, as to the colonial accounts ?—I believe the 
naval system of accounts might be extended to the colonies in this way: I con- 
sider that the collectors of the revenue and others in the colonies are no more 
than our sub-accountants ; I consider them analagous to our sub-accountants, 
and those sub-accountants, collectors of revenue, and others, might, by a classi- 
fied form of cash-book, carry out the system of double entry: they might ren- 
der the accounts founded upon that classified system to the central office of that 
colony, then the central office of that colony might establish a system of double 
entry with journal and ledger, upon the same principle that the journal and 
ledger is established in the’ Admiralty, embracing all the accounts of the sub- 
collectors and paymasters ; then, that being done, the accounts might be ren- 
dered from the central office of the colony to the Colonial Department in this 
country, where a system of double entry, with journal and ledger, might be 
formed, to collect and classify the whole accounts of the colonies, in like man- 
ner as at the Admiralty. 


1383. Mr. 
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1383. Mr. Hope.] Does the plan to which you allude appear by the paper 
which you delivered: in?—That is the naval system of accounts, practically 
explained. 

1384. That is a system which you think might be made applicable in the 
colonies ?>—Yes. 

1385. Could the plan you suggest be carried on without any increase 
in the number of officers :—I think it could; there has been great miscon- 
ception as to the intricacy of double entry. The double entry system is 
only, as compared with single entry, a more classified accountancy ; persons 
not practically versed in the system attempt to draw a distinction between 
single and double entry, unfavourable to the latter; but there is really, in 
effect, no practical distinction between the principles of the two modes, because 
every person who it is stated keeps his accounts by single entry, must unavoid- 
ably in many cases have recourse to double entry, either in his ledger or in 
some other book. Take the common tradesman who has his day-book in which 
he enters his sales; he has sold a pair of shoes to me upon credit, and he 
enters that under my name, and my account in his ledger shows that I owe 
him so much; the moment I pay him he debits himself and credits me, or 
rather debits his cash account and credits my account; and therefore in this 
instance the principle of double entry is carried out, although he professes to 
keep his accounts by single entry only. 

1386. Chairman.| There would be no double entry, unless in debiting A for 
shoes, shoes were credited for the amount debited to 4 at the same time 7— 
Clearly not, in the first stage of the transaction; but in the settlement of the 
account, I consider that there would be two entries, because you debit and 
eredit the accounts of both parties; that is, you debit the tradesman’s cash 
account, and credit that of his customer. 

1387. Is there any case in your department in which there is a debit without 
a credit ?—Certainly not; what I mean to convey is, that I do not know that a 
system of single entry can stand by itself ; it must be propped up, in many 
eases, by adopting the double entry principle. In the naval department the 
two entries are never omitted; if an accountant purchases brooms, the head of 
brooms is charged and the accountant is allowed a corresponding credit ; in 
that and every other case there is a double entry. 

1388. Do you mean that, from the necessity of the case, many persons who 
believe that they keep their books by single entry have recognized, in fact, the 
principle of double entry ?-They cannot avoid it in many instances, 

1389. In what way ?—For this reason, that whenever there is a debit to 
establish double entry there must be a corresponding credit, and vice versd. 

1390. The effect of the single-entry system is that the debit and credit are 
not necessarily recorded ?>—Yes. 

1391. Mr. Yorke.| I think you said that in some of the departments with 
which you are connected, the double-entry system is not adopted ?—Not by 
our sub-accountants, except at Woolwich. 

1392. Therefore there is not a uniformity in the system of accounts in all 
the departments, or at least in the principle !—No ; but I consider it capable 
of expansion into those various accounts. 

1393. Do not you think that expansion, practically adopted, would be de- 
sirable ?}—Certainly ; and in fact it is in contemplation to establish one uniform 
double entry cash-book for the sub-accountants. 

1394. So that the system of accounts will be universally uniform ?—Cer- 
tainly. 

isan, Are there any colonies in which you think it is necessary that the 
system of accounts should be differently conducted to elsewhere :—Do you 
mean agents under the Admiralty ¢ 

1396. I refer to a general impression I collected from your evidence, that 
there might perhaps be one or two colonies in which there might be difficulty 
in obtaining the same system of accounts as elsewhere; 1 wish to know if that 
was so, and why ?>—I think there you misunderstood me. 

1397. Mr. Trotter.] I believe that is so far as your connexion, or the con- 
nexion of your office with the colonies, goes; it is merely as to your own 
officers and sub-accountants, and not in any way whatever connected with the 
colonial, properly so called, expenditure '—Exactly. 
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Sir William Herries; Ysxamined. 


1398. Mr. Hope.] I sexieve you are the Chairman of the Board of Audit? 
-—I am. 

1399. I believe I communicated to you that a statement had been made by 
Mr. Rogers, the senior inspector of the Audit-office? — He is styled chief 
inspector ; he does not do any duty as chief inspector; he is simply an inspec- 
tor; he has the title and salary of chief inspector, but he has never performed 
any functions of chief inspector. 

1400. I stated to you that Mr. Rogers had claimed the protection of this 
Committee from his superior officers, in consequence of displeasure having been. 
expressed by them relative to the evidence he had given before this Committee ; 
and that he had further stated that references had been made to him by the 
officers of the Board, having regard to the Mutiny Act and the regulations of 
the army, and that you were the member of that Board who made that refer- 
ence; have you any explanation which you are desirous of offering to the 
Committee upon the subject?—Perhaps the Committee would allow me in 
answer to the question, as I have put my ideas into a more collected form on this 
paper, to read it; it is short, and as it was written with the view of being called 
upon to explain the matter before this Committee ; it would give the Committee 
a better clue with respect to any questions they may wish to put to me; this 
was addressed to Dr. Bowring :— 


Audit-office, Somerset House, 
Sir, 2 June 1845. 

I find myself under the necessity of addressing you, as Chairman of the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons on Colonial Accounts, on the subject of certain represen- 
tations, stated to have been made by Mr. Rogers of this office, in his evidence before the 
Committee on the 29th ultimo; and which, if [ am correctly informed respecting them, 
involve grave reflections on my conduct as Chairman of the Board of Audit. 

I understand that Mr, Rogers, in the course of his examination on the day in question, 
took occasion to make an appeal to the Committee for protection, stating that he was in 
fear of dismissal by his superiors on account of the evidence he had given before the Com- 
mittee, and that I, particularly, in a conversation upon the question as to the propriety of 
his taking papers from the office to the Committee, without the formality of the previous 
sanction of the Board, had sought to intimidate him (or something to that effect) by refer- 
ence to the “ Mutiny Act, the Articles of War, and Military Regulations.” 

The idea of the Board of Audit dismissing an inspector, or indeed the youngest clerk in 
the office, for opinions given to a Committee of the House of Commons, is too absurd to be 
dwelt upon for a moment. My present object, moreover, in taking the liberty of addressing 
you is to right myself in the opinion of the Committee ; for this object I beg leave to enclose 
a memorandum which | have drawn up as briefly as possible of the substance of two con- 
versations which I had with Mr. Rogers (I do not know to which of them he alluded in 
his statement to the Committee), on the subject above-mentioned, both took place on the 
morning of the 28th ultimo; the first in my own room, no one being present but Mr. Rogers 
and myself; the second in the Board-room, with the whole Board assembled. In this Tast 
conversation or discussion, the members of the Board generally took as great a share as 
myself; and all of them are ready, | should say desirous, to bear testimony before the Com- 
mittee, not only to the absence on that occasion of any intimidating manner or expression 
on my part, but to the positive good humour which prevailed on all sides during Mr. 
Rogers’s interview with the Board. For myself, sir, I beg leave to express my earnest wish, 
to be called upon to attend the Committee for the purpose of affording the fullest explana- 
tion in my power on the subject of Mr. Rogers’s allegations. I may, perhaps, be permitted 
to observe, in conclusion, that the circumstance of my being a soldier makes me, and has 
always made me, particularly jealous of any the slightest imputation of an arbitrary spirit 
in the conduct of civil matters. 


I can assure you, that from the time I entered the civil service nearly 20 years 
ago, in all my intercourse with officers under me, I have leant to the extreme 
of forkearance, from the fear that it should be supposed that I wished to dragoon 
people into my opinions. I think it is the case with all military men, that 
they are naturally sensitive upon that point; that they are afraid that people 
should suppose they are going to carry things with a high hand, which is some- 
times found to be necessary in military affairs, but undoubtedly not in civil 
affairs. 

1401. Have yéu a memorandum of the interviews which you had with Mr. 
Rogers?—I have; which, with the permission of the Committee, I will read :— 
‘Mr. Rogers had informed me on the afternoon of the day of his first examina- 
tion before the Committee of the House of Commons (May 26th), that he had 

been 
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been required to produce certain minutes of this Board at his next examination, 
and in reply to his observation, that ‘he supposed he must have the minutes,’ I 
said in a general way, that a Committee of the House of Commons must, as a 
matter of course, have any minutes or documents from this office which they 
might require; not meaning by that, however, that Mr. Rogers was to dispense 
with the formality of a regular application for these minutes to the Board, which 
had received no direct order from the Committee to furnish them. Lest, how- 
ever, there should be any misunderstanding upon that point, soon after my 
arrival at the office, on the morning of the 28th, knowing that Mr. Rogers was 
to be examined by the Committee the next day, I sent to request to see him in 
my room. I observed to him, that I supposed he was about to make a formal 
application to the Board for the papers that had been required by the Committee, 
as though I had told him that he should have them, I considered that that was 
not sufficient authority for his taking any papers from the office; that he must, 
as a matter of course, have the sanction of the Board. W hereupon Mr. Rogers 
said that he must beg leave to differ from me in opinion, that as far as his ex- 
perience in such matters enabled him to judge, no such permission from the 
Board appeared to be requisite; that he considered the order of a Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons to be paramount to the authority of any 
Board, and that it was clear, that if he applied to the Board, and were re- 
fused, he should be sent to Newgate. I laughed at this, and said, ‘ You may 
depend upon it there is no chance of a refusal on the part of the Board, 
and if they were to refuse, they, and not you, would go to Newgate.’ Some 
more discourse passed between us in the way of argument, but as I conceived in 
perfect good humour, and in the course of our conversation, I said, ‘1 may pos- 
sibly be wrong, but if I may refer to the practice of the military service, I can 
say that no officer, if called upon by the Horse Guards, by the Duke of Wel- 
lington even, to furnish, say, a copy of a Regimental Order by which he con- 
sidered himself to be aggrieved, could do so without going through the form of 
applying to his immediate commanding officer for the document.’ This was posi- 
tively the only allusion I made to the military service. Our conversation upon 
that point ended by my saying, that Mr. Rogers might be right, but that I 
would submit the point to the consideration of the Board, I having first advised 
Mr. Rogers, on his informing me that he had made extracts only from the 
minutes required by the Committee, rather to take with him entire copies of 
the minutes, he having been desired to produce, not extracts, but the minutes of 
such and such days. On repairing afterwards to the Board room, where the 
whole of the members were assembled, I had occasion to speak with the Board 
of other matters, and before I could enter upon the subject of my discussion with 
Mr. Rogers, I was anticipated by two or three of the members of the Board, who 
asked me whether I knew what course Mr. Rogers was going to pursue respecting 
the minutes he was about to take with him, whether I was aware of his having made 
any formal application to the Board for them, as they had seen none ; I then stated 
what had passed between Mr. Rogers and myself. The Board were unanimously 
of opinion that Mr. Rogers should be required to make formal application for 
the papers in question ; that it was the usual course, a deviation from which 
might prove an inconvenient precedent, and one of the older members observed, 
that not only should Mr. Rogers apply officially to the Board for the papers, but 
that, according to all precedent in such cases, these should (having been pre- 
viously authenticated by the signature of a commissioner or of the secretary) be 
taken to the House of Commons, not by Mr. Rogers, but by the minute clerk, or 
some other officer appointed by the Board, and be by him delivered to the Com- 
mittee when called for. After some little discussion, Mr. Rogers was required 
to attend the Board, and I informed him of the Board’s decision upon the point 
which had been the subject of conversation between us in the morning. Mr. 
Rogers seemed disposed to argue the point with the Board, but was stopped by 
some of the members telling him that the matter was decided. In first 
acquainting him with the opinion of the Board, I reverted to our argument of 
the morning, and to my reference to military practice in illustration of my 
opinion, observing, in a joking way, that the military principle seemed to be 
the right one even in this case. Mr. Rogers replied, and, as I conceived, in 
perfect good humour, that military regulations were peculiar, and suited the 
military service; and I observed, in the same tone, that military regulations 
were very generally founded upon good sense. Mr, Rogers then quitted the 
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room, made his formal application to the Board in writing for the papers, and 
an order was given that they should be prepared and authenticated, and be sent 
to the Committee in custody of the minute clerk (the secretary was, by a subse- 
quent order, substituted), who should accompany Mr. Rogers to the House of 
Commons. This is, to the best of my recollection, the substance of what passed 
between Mr. Rogers and myself, in the two interviews I had with him on the 
28th May, and my astonishment has been extreme at learning that Mr. Rogers 
has, in an appeal to the Committee for protection, put a most exaggerated con- 
struction upon the very harmless allusion which I have described as having been 
made by me to the military service. On the occasion of my first interview with 
Mr. Rogers no one but he and myself were present ; on the second, the whole of 
the members of the Board and the secretary were present ; and [ can confidently 
appeal to the testimony of all those gentlemen, as to the truth, in substance, of 
this relation of what passed on that occasion.” I must say that I never was 
more surprised than on hearing that Mr. Rogers had stated such things to you, 
for the whole office would, I think, bear testimony to my general courtesy of 
demeanour. I cannot help thinking Mr. Rogers must have done this in a 
moment of excitement; he and I have always been on very good terms. 

1402. Chairman.] We have been very willing, and indeed desirous of hearing 
you, and I am quite sure that with respect to any expression on your part, there 
has been a misunderstanding ; if he considered that it had any such meaning as 
was suggested, it was altogether misunderstood by him ; that there was no such 
intention as that he should suffer from any evidence he might give here —The 
Committee must see the absurdity of any such apprehension as that he should 
be dismissed ; we have heard of the Crown dismissing military and naval officers 
in the early time of George the 3d, for their votes in the House of Commons, 
but I do not suppose that the Crown would do that now. We dare not dismiss 
even the lowest clerk for giving his opinion. Unquestionably we have the right 
to dismiss clerks for misconduct, but Mr. Rogers says I talked of his going to 
Newgate. 

1403. The apprehension may or not be well founded ?—I cannot think Mr. 
Rogers could be serious; he is a man who deals sometimes in strong expres- 
sions; his imagination was probably excited, and got the better of his reason 
when he made the assertion. If the Committee would examine any number 
of persons in my office as to my conduct in carrying on the business, the answer 
would be that 1 am very far from dragooning anybody. 

1404. Mr. Forster.] Yet I do not see any particular discrepancy between your 

statement and his ?—I think much; Mr. Rogers stated that I had threatened him 
with the Mutiny Act, and made reference to the Articles of War, and Military Re- 
gulations. I am ready to take oath that I never made any mention of the Articles 
of War, the Mutiny Act, or Military Regulations. Being a military man, I 
may very frequently illustrate my opinions by military allusions. I said, ‘‘ You 
may be right, Mr. Rogers,” when he disputed the point with me; he talked to 
me of his experience of 40 years in civil matters; I am comparatively new to 
civil matters; I said, “ You may be right, but looking to the usages of the pro- 
fession with which I am more conversant, the military profession, I think an 
officer who might be called upon to produce a paper from his regiment, that he 
thought had borne hard upon him, would not dare to do it, except through his 
commanding officer.” I think I said that if the Horse Guards called upon him 
to do so, and he did so without his commanding officer’s permission, he would 
be reprimanded, 
_ 1405. Mr. Hope.] Do you deny distinctly any intention or any attempt to 
intimidate Mr. Rogers ?—I do deny it most distinctly ; at the second interview 
there were several members of the Board present ; and if the Committee would 
require the attendance of some of the members here, I should be glad; I think 
the members of the Board who took the most prominent part in the discussion 
as to the propriety of the course to be pursued were Mr. Romilly and Sir 
Alexander Grant. 

1406. Chairman.] The application we made to Mr. Rogers, and the repre- 
sentation that he made to the Board of Audit were, that various suggestions for 
improving that Board were prepared, which paper he was directed to produce? 
—That paper formed no part of the discussion. 

1407. He states in his evidence, “‘ The Committee desired me to produce an 


analysis of the statement I had made to the Chairman of the Audit ie fe 
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have not done so, because on mentioning it to him, he at once expressed his 
concurrence in my producing the paper itself, but he said he wished to have a 
copy of that paper, and that he would return it to me before I attended the 
Committee again; he has not done so, and I was obliged to come without it 
this morning” ?—I beg a thousand pardons if he has not got it; my orders 
were particularly, that he should have it the moment it was copied. 

1408. Mr. Hope.] Did not Mr. Mallet inform you that the course by which 
they were to be sent was to have Mr. Rogers's suggestions, and also the 
suggestions of Mr. Hamilton, sent through the Board, together with any obser-. 
vations the Board might have to make upon those suggestions ?—Yes. 

1409. Chairman.] He goes on in this way: “ Another statement I wish to 
make is, that my evidence last week has not given satisfaction at the Audit- 
office, but very much the’ contrary; the thing has been taken up with great 
warmth, and the Committee may not be aware that the Board have the power 
to dismiss me from my situation for the evidence which I gave on this Com- 
mittee, and, I believe, without appeal” ?—I doubt the fact of our having the 
power to dismiss an inspector; but I say the statement carries absurdity on the. 
face of it. 

1410. Mr. Hope.] But you deny the allegation ?—Most distinctly. 

1411. Mr. Zrotter.| Can you dismiss an officer without the consent of the 
Treasury ?--A Treasury warrant gives us the power of dismissing clerks without 
reference to anybody. I do not recollect the exact words of the warrant, whether 
that includes inspectors or not, but the inspector is a high man. 

1412. I think [ understand that this conversation to which I refer took place 
at the Board in the presence of other members of the Board ?—It did. 

1413. The second conversation took place at the Board ?—Yes, and that was 
the most important. 

1414. In which you stated what the general custom was, and you made use 
of a military illustration I think you said ?—Yes, I referred to the conversation 
we had had in the morning, in which I had illustrated my opinion by a reference 
to military practice. 

1415. Chairman.| Then do you mean to deny the Parliamentary authority to 
call for any particular documents t—I should be sorry to deny that authority ; 
I only stipulate for certain formalities. I beg leave to observe, that one of the 
oldest members of our Board, before Mr. Rogers was called in, and in the course 
of the discussion which took place at the Board, an old member of the Board, 
and who had formerly been long a Member of Parliament, said that the correct 
course of proceeding for the Committee of the House of Commons was, if they 
wanted papers, to address their request to the Board, and not to any individual. 
I observed, If you interpose that objection, you will perhaps be delaying the 
Committee for a day or two, and may throw a great impediment in the way of 
the business ; do not stickle on that sort of punctilio; and that point was waived ; 
but it was insisted that Mr. Rogers should go through the regular course of 
application to the Board ; and I must think, that that principle is a just one. 

1416. Mr. Forster.| Would there not have been a distinction between the two 
classes of papers; public papers, and papers which were merely individual sug- 
gestions ’—But those were Board’s minutes. 

1417. Chairman.| Mr. Rogers did practically make an application to the 
Board for these ?—No; he declined to do so. 

1418. Did he make an application to the Board for his own paper ?—He had 
no occasion to make an application for that, that was his own paper; he made 
an application to me, and I think, with very proper delicacy, he had put the 
paper into my hands in a confidential way; he and I have had many conver- 
sations on the subject of the system of the Audit-office. I have listened with 
great attention to many of his suggestions ; for although I did not concur in 
them I was ready to listen to them. He delivered me the paper just before the 
Whitsuntide holidays. I suppose there has been delay in copying it,—it contains 
a great many valuable observations, though nothing very new, but still valuable, 
as giving a history of the office, but some, I think, rather exaggerated opinions 
as to the defects of the system of the office, and some suggestions for their 
amendment that I should never concur in; and I think the Board in general 
would differ with him entirely respecting them. Without going into particulars 
I may state, that the great basis of all his improvements is to take away what 
mer we possess, and make us the mere creatures of the Treasury ; and 
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I can only say, that if that change were to take place, the Audit-office would, 
in my opinion, be rendered useless. 

1419. Mr. Mallet, on behalf of the Board, was so good as to say, that with 
reference to those particular points which are referred to us, he would, with the 
concurrence of yourself and the other members of the Board, lay before the 
Committee such suggestions as the Board would recommend for adoption, in 
order to introduce into the colonial accounts regularity and correctness. When 
do you think we may have the views of the Board on this subject?—-Imme- 
diately. Had you not better have Mr. Rogers’s statement at once? 


1420. Mr. Hope.] I understand from you that you are quite ready, and 
indeed anxious to defend and justify the system of audit generally ?—Certainly ; 
we are anxious and ready to court inquiry, because we hear that some aspersions 
have been thrown upon us, 

1421. Are you aware that the reference to this Committee is a reference upon 
the subject of colonial accounts only; do you think, therefore, that you could, 
without going into the general system of audit, furnish the Committee with any 
suggestions relative to your view of the subject of reference, namely, the colonial 
accounts ?—Yes, I think we might ; but if you would permit me to say it, I 
think Mr. Rogers is not the person to furnish such information. 


1422. Why ?—For this reason: Mr. Rogers has had nothing to do with co- 
lonial accounts since I came into the office, except the Falkland Islands 
accounts. 

1423. If Mr. Rogers delivers a set of suggestions to the Board relative to the 
colonial accounts, you will favour us by forwarding them, with your remarks 
upon them ?—We might differ with him very much. Would it not be better 
that he should forward them direct to the Committee ? 


1424. Mr. Forster.] I thought that was the mode you so strongly objected 
to?—This is a private paper; I certainly strongly objected to any report from 
us to the Treasury, or to any letters from the Treasury to us, or any public 
documents belonging essentially to the office, being forwarded without the 
regular formality: I did object to their going out from the office without the 
formal sanction of the Board; it might lead to an inconvenient precedent if 
persons were allowed to take papers from the office, and go anywhere they 
pleased with them. 

1425. Chairman.] When are we likely to have Mr. Mallet’s report ?—I think 
there is very little of colonial accounts in his paper. I think it might be very 
easily extracted from that paper in a short time. 

1426. He has stated that he will send us an analysis of his views with refer- 
ence to colonial accounts; we should be glad to have the views of the Board as 
to any mode of carrying out the object confided to us; when will it be con- 
venient to let us have it?—I am, and indeed we all are, anxious to assist the 
Committee in their labours; but I must say that I think you would get better 
suggestions from many gentlemen in the office with respect to the improvement 
of the colonial accounts than from Mr. Rogers; he knows very little about 
colonial accounts. 

1427. Is he not generally acquainted with the system employed ?—He is only 
an inspector, with a small establishment ; he has the title of chief inspector, but 
he does not act as chief inspector. 

1428. Who acts as chief inspector?—Nobody. We are better without one. 
We have reported to the Treasury that, on Mr. Rogers’s retirement, it would 
be desirable to do away with that office. 

1429. What is the reason that accounts are kept differently in the colonies. 
from any other part of the world ?—Though I have been in some of the colonies 
I never entered into an inquiry of that nature; if I went now, perhaps 1 should 
inquire minutely into the subject. 

1430. Could’ not an improvement take place in the accounts kept in the 
colonies, generally ?—I think they might be very much improved ; I think the 
accounts from many of the colonies are not so correct as they should be, and 
pe are delays frequently in answering our queries; the system is not satis- 
jactory. 

as . Would not a system which is a good system for accounts at home be a 
good system for accounts in the colonies ?—Yes. 

1432. Would not any suggestions for, the improvement of the nent at 
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home be also good for the colonies?—Yes; but if reference be meant to book- 
keeping, I beg to say, that though our object is to have the accounts correctly 
rendered, we do not inquire into the machinery by which they are kept before 
they are rendered. 

1433. Do you think you can ever have satisfactory accounts without there is 
a satisfactory mode of keeping them?—Certainly, all accounts would be the 
more complete the better the system; but the accounts from some of the 
colonies come to us in a very fair form. 

1434. How happens it, if they come in such a fair form, that there are such 
serious arrears in many of the accounts from the colonies ?—Those arrears are 
not attributable to the Audit Board; the colonial accounts came to us in a very 
considerable state of arrear, as indeed have many accounts, and it is those 
arrears which have been overwhelming us; but since the Treasury has given 
us very considerable assistance to work off those arrears we are beginning to see 
daylight. 

1435. The accounts of the Mauritius, which have not been audited since 
1836, could not have been so much in arrear if they had come home in a satis- 
factory state?—No; because if they had come home in a satisfactory state, we 
should not have had so great a number of queries to make. We have to send 
those queries many thousands of miles, and accountants take a long time some- 
times before they condescend to answer them, and frequently the answers are 
very unsatisfactory, and we are obliged to put further questions. I think, indivi- 
dually, that we are a little too particular, that we might sometimes make up the 
accounts without waiting for answers to queries, unless they are on very impor- 
tant points; for instance, I think we might, oftener than we do, provisionally 
surcharge the accountant if we found an article we could not allow; but we 
lean too much to the system of waiting till the account is in perfect order 
before we audit it. 

1436. You state that there are cases in which they do not condescend in the 
colonies to answer the questions put to them ; is it not very important that autho- 
rity should exist somewhere to remedy that ?—We have been obliged occasion- 
ally, to go to the Secretary of State, owing to the delays of the accountants in 
answering our queries. I may quote the case of Trinidad, where recourse was 
had. to the interference of the Secretary of State. 

1437. Mr. Hope.] With regard to the colonial officers, when you state that 
they do not condescend to answer your queries, you do not mean to say that as 
a general rule they treat you with contempt ?—No; in some instances they 
disregard our communications. 

1438. You mean that there are cases in which it is difficult to get satisfactory 
answers ?—Just so. 

1439. Chairman.| If proper authority existed somewhere, and if their 
accounts were kept in proper order, would there be such arrears as there now 
are ?—No. 

1440. Mr. Forster.) Do you know how the accounts of the agents in the colo- 
nies are kept in the colonies?—No; the account comes to us in a certain form; 
but how it has been kept, that is, by means of what books, we have no know- 
ledge, any more than [ know whether my tailor keeps his books by double or 
single entry; he sends me in a bill, and, though I see to its correctness, I know 
nothing of his system of book-keeping. 

1441. Chairman.] But if you were the auditor of the tailor’s account would 
you not look into his account-books ?—Certainly. 

1442. Mr. Z'otter.| With reference to Mr. Romilly and Sir Alexander 
Grant, I understand it is your wish, and that i, would be satisfactory to you, if 
we had those gentlemen from the Board —I would mention Sir John Osborne ; 
he took part in the discussion, and is a very old member of the Board, but he is 
suffering from indisposition. : 

1443. Take Mr. Romilly 7—It would be very satisfactory to me if he were 
to attend, and Sir Alexander Grant. 

1444. Mr. Hope.] If the Committee are satisfied, I do not think it necessary ? 
—That, of course, is for the Committee to determine. 


George William Brande, Esq. called in; and further Examined. 


1445. Mr. Hope.| I Betieve a question was asked at the last meeting of the 
Committee, relative to a default on the part of treasurers of St. Lucia; have 
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you made inquiries to ascertain, as nearly as you can in the office, the facts of 
those cases >—I have done so; that is, I have looked over the documents relative 
to them. 

1446. The first case was that of Mr. De Bernard ; in that case the amount was 
recovered from the sureties. Then the next case was that of Mr. Clark ; will you 
have the goodness to state the facts of that case ?—Mr. Clark had been treasurer 
for some time prior to 1832; early in that year, in April, he was taken ill; in the 
June of that year the charge of the treasury was transferred to Mr. Surtees. Upon 
an examination by the local committee of Mr. Clark’s accounts, they made several 
disallowances against him, and they considered that he was in debt to the colony 
about 6001. This debt was disputed by Mr. Clark after he recovered suffi- 
ciently to attend to business, and a great deal of correspondence has taken 
place upon the subject of the different charges against him. In 1839 and 
1840 they were very carefully investigated by an accountant in the island, 
and the ‘result of that investigation having been looked into by the Com- 
missioners of Audit, they afterwards found that a considerable portion 
of the disallowances of the council could not be sustained at all; in short, 
that there was no foundation for them, and that others could not be enforced 
against Mr. Clark: and there the matter at present rests; no proceeding 
could be adopted against him, and indeed there seemed to be a very great ques- 
tion whether it was not merely errors in the compilation of the accounts which 
had taken place between the time of his being taken ill, which was in April, and 
that of his quitting the island in June. 

1447. Up to the time of his being taken ill his accounts were in good order? 
——Up to the time of his being taken ill his accounts were in good order. 

1448. Mr. Forster.] Who had charge of the accounts when he was taken ill ? 
—Some of the people in the Treasury. He was nominally the accountant ; during 
that time his agent drew his salary, from April to June, upon which the Com- 
missioners of Audit very properly observed that that rendered him amenable 
for any default that had taken place if that could be positively proved and sub- 
stantiated. 

1449. Mr. Hope.] Will you have the kindness to state the case of Mr. Surtees? 
—Mr. Surtees appears to have been acting treasurer; he was acting treasurer 
from the date of Mr. Clark’s quitting the island for about two years, and upon 
examination of his accounts after he had quitted the colony, the Council made 
various disallowances as a set-off against claims which he preferred for arrears of 
salary due to him. 

1450. Without going into the correspondence particularly, what was the 
result of the discussions on Mr. Surtees’ claims, and the other claims against 
him ?—The result was, that an amount of 254 /. was found due to Mr. Surtees, 
and some other claims which he preferred were still in abeyance, and no 
positive opinion was ever given that they were not valid, but there was no ground 
for saying that the money was due to him. 

1451. Was that the result of the balance of the accounts ?—Yes ; the claims 
against him being found, I believe, with very little exception, to be totally un- 
founded. 

1452. It was found, in fact, that Mr. Surtees was not a defaulter at all ; on 
the contrary, that the result showed a balance in his favour?—Mr. Surtees was 
in no respect a defaulter, the principal disallowance against him was for a pay- 
ment that he had made for the salary of Mr. Clark to Mr. Clark’s agent, and that 
constituted the greater part of the demand raised against him by the Council. 

1453. But which demand was disallowed ?—Yes; the demand could not be 
enforced. 

1454. Chairman.| Have those accounts and balances been all settled r— 
Mr. Clark’s account was reported upon by the Commissioners of Audit, and the 
Report was approved of by the Treasury, and was forwarded through the Secretary 
of State’s department, I apprehend, to the colony; they must therefore have been 
perfectly aware of the course which was taken with respect to the default, which 
had more the shape of a default than the other case. 

1455. Mr. Hope.] As to Mr. Hanley, the’ present treasurer of St. Lucia, are 
you aware whether any directions have been given to require security from 
Mr. Hanley?—I find that there was a good deal of ‘discussion upon the 
propriety of calling upon Mr. Hanley, under the circumstances in which the 


charge of the treasurership had devolved upon him, to give security; in 
1840

1840 the Commissioners of Audit suggested that new regulations for keep- 
ing the treasurer’s balances exceedingly low, having been carried into effect 
in St. Lucia, the bulk of the money there being lodged in the colonial bank, it 
would be sufficient if Mr. Hanley gave security in his own bond for 1,300 1. and 
found: a surety for 500/., which was quite as much as he was likely to have in 
his own hands at any particular time. 

1456. Were instructions to that effect given ;—The Treasury assented to that 
view of the subject, and I apprehend instructions to that effect have gone from 
the Secretary of State to the colonial government. 

1457. Chairman.| That he was to give security himself in the sum of 1,300 J. 
and a second party in 500 /.?>—The security is always personal from a treasurer, 
in a pretty large amount, and then he has to find sureties to the extent of any 
balance that is likely to remain at his disposal. 

1458. The additional security was to the extent of 500/., besides the 1,300. 
personal oe ?—Yes, 

1459. Mr. Hope.] I wish to ask you a question upon which some doubt has 
been raised, namely, as to the mode in which there is any check against an over- 
issue on account of Parliamentary grants made in this country for services in 
the colony; in what way is there any check against over-issues?—I do. not 
apprehend that over-issues can possibly take place upon the Parliamentary 
grant; the Royal order to the Comptroller of the Exchequer is strictly limited 
by the Act of Appropriation, or by a resolution and vote of 'The House; the 
order issues upon that ; the Royal order never exceeds the grant, and the Treasury 
cannot exceed it; if they did, the Comptroller of the Exchequer would imme- 
diately refuse to issue the money. 

1460. Therefore the real security as to avoiding an over-issue upon the Par- 
liamentary grant lies in the authority who has to direct the payment ?—First in 
the Treasury, which is prohibited, I apprehend, by the position in which it is 
placed as the adviser of the Crown in these matters; they would not think of 
exceeding the amount of the grant; and if they did, the Comptroller of the 
Exchequer would stop the money-warrant, and would not pay it. 

1461. Chairman.] What would be the security that an issue should not be 
unnecessarily made on the expectation of a small colonial balance?—The colo- 
nial balance is unconnected with the Parliamentary vote; it is possible that for 
some particular services, for example, that our commissaries might have a 
larger balance than necessary in their hands; but that could not form an excess 
on any Parliamentary grant. 

1462. Mr. Hope.] Is it not the fact, that the Parliamentary votes for the aid 
of the colonies, are now not generally votes in aid of their revenues, but votes 
for special services, detailed in the estimates laid before Parliament ’—Yes, with 
the exception of St. Helena. 

1463. What is the case as regards St. Helena’—In that case we incorporate 
and put before Parliament an estimate of every branch of the service. Since a 
revenue has been raised in the island, the Parliamentary vote has generally been 
taken for the excess beyond that revenue. 

1464. That is the only case of exception ?—That is the only case. 
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George William Brande, Esq. called in; and further Examined. 


1465. Mr. Hope.| I BeviEve, on looking at what has passed before the Com- 
mittee, you think that by producing papers relative to the accounts at Malta, 
you will be able to put them in possession of: something which will show the 
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working of the colonial regulations, if properly attended to ?—Yes; the Com- 
mittee have already before them the Secretary of State’s instruction respecting 
the preparation of colonial estimates, and have also before them the instruc- 
tions from the Lords of the Treasury for keeping and rendering the accounts 
of the government of Malta; I have a complete series of accounts for 1844, 
which will show the manner in which those instructions have been carried 
out. I would put in, first, Estimate of General Revenue and Expenditure of 
Malta for 1844, with the Governor’s minute, bringing the same under the con- 
sideration of his council, and the Appropriation Ordinance, which was passed 
in June 1843; I would then put in a Supplementary Estimate, Minute, and 
Ordinance passed in July 1844, and a further Supplementary Estimate, Mi- 
nute, and Ordinance passed in December 1844; then a financial statement for 
the year 1844, which was submitted to the local council on the 28th of March 
1845, showing the estimated and actually realized revenue for 1844, and the 
voted and actually incurred expenditure for that year, with explanation of the 
differences between estimated and actual payments, and of the state of the co- 
lonial balance; also a minute of the Governor on the 28th of March thereon, 
and a report of the colonial auditor on the financial state of the transactions 
of the colony for the year 1844, with abstracts of revenue and expenditure 
compared with 1843, uncollected arrears, &c. I also put in the annual account 
current of the colonial treasurer for 1844, with the local auditor’s certificate of 
examination, dated 10th March 1845, and the certificates of survey, and state 
of the treasurer’s balance on the 31st of December 1844: these complete the 
series of financial accounts and proceedings for the year. 


1466. Do you consider then that they represent a most improved state of the 
colonial accountancy at this present moment ?—I consider them to represent a 
most improved state’ of the Colonial Accounts that I have alluded to, and to be 
in perfect accordance with the directions which have been given. 


1467. Chairman.] Is there any debt on the colony of Malta?—There are 
some annuities ; the Committee have a statement. 


Edward Romilly, Esq. called in; and Examined. 


1468. Mr. Hope.| 1 BELIEVE you are one of the Commissioners of Audit? 
—I am. 

1469. In the evidence before the Committee, Mr. Rogers, one of the In- 
spectors of your Board, in answer to Question 1287, says, “ I now beg to make 
a short statement: the Committee desired me to produce an analysis of the 
statement I had made to the chairman of the Audit Board. I have not done 
so; because on mentioning it to him, he at once expressed his concurrence in 
my producing the paper itself; but he said he wished to have a copy of that 
paper, and that he would return it to me before I attended the Committee again. 
He has not done so, and I was obliged to come without it this morning. Another 
statement I wish to make is, that my evidence last week has not given satisfac- 
tion at the Audit-office, but very much the contrary. The thing has been 
taken up with great warmth, and the Committee may not be aware that the 
Board have the power to dismiss me from my situation for the evidence which 
I gave on this Committee, and I believe without appeal. I have been reminded 
of the regulations of the army, by which I understand, though not expressly 
stated, the Articles of War and the Mutiny Act. Now we know nothing of the 
Mutiny Act. I wish to carry this no farther now, but if this treatment is re- 
peated I must then take the liberty of applying to the Committee, and I hope 
{ shall receive their protection; if not I must protect myself.” The inter- 
pretation which has been put upon that answer by the Members of this Com- 
mittee has been, that an attempt was made by the Board of Audit to intimidate 
Mr. Rogers, and to threaten him with consequences for having given the evi- 
dence which he did give before this Committee. As far as you know, has any 
such attempt been made, or has he been threatened with any consequences for 
having done so :—None whatever, of which I have any knowledge. 

1470. Would you state what knowledge you have of the transactions to 
which he refers >—The only knowledge I have is with reference to that whi¢h 
took place before the Board itself. 

1471. Will you state what did take place ?—It is difficult for me to state 
the exact words that passed upon that occasion; of course I can only give 

the 
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the g eneral impression upon my mind of what did occur upon that occasion. 
I believe that it had been stated in privaté conversation, previously to the 
meeting of the Board, that this Committee had directed Mr. Rogers, the chief 
inspec tor, to produce certain minutes before the Committee. Previously to 
the chairman coming into the Board-room, it was a matter of private dis- 
cussion what course ought to be taken by the Board with reference to that 
direction of the Committee; and it was thought desirable that Mr. Rogers 
should be requested to put down in writing what it was that the Committee 
of the House of Commons required, in order that the Board might be able to 
furnish the Committee exactly with that which they did require, and also 
that they might have some official record of the application having been 
made; and also, that any documents which went out of the office might be 
certified to be the accurate and correct documents of the office. Accordingly, 
this suggestion was made to the chairman, on his entrance into the Board- 
room, and Mr. Rogers was called in and requested to apply in writing for the 
documents that were required. A great deal of conversation took place, which 
Tam unable to repeat; and the chairman, in illustration of his views of the 
importance of the application being put down in writing, and with the view 
of carrying out the wishes of the Board, made some.allusion to military regu- 
lations; but indubitably that allusion of his could not have been understood 
by any single person of the Board as implying the smallest threat whatsoever 
with respect to Mr. Rogers, and I was much surprised to hear that he had put 
that interpretation upon what had passed. 

1472. What passed relative to the production of the papers ?—There was a 
suggestion made by the Board, which I believe was made by myself, in point 
of fact, for the purpose of our knowing exactly what was required, that 
Mr. Rogers should be requested to make the application in writing. Mr. Rogers, 
immediately upon knowing that it was the wish of the Board that he should 
do so, wrote a very proper letter to the Board for those papers, and directions 
were given that they might be furnished, after being certified by the proper 
officer. 

1473- Chairman.] Have you any knowledge of any observation complained 
of by Mr. Rogers, conveying the displeasure of the Board in consequence of 
the evidence he has given to this Committee?—None; and I may state, 
that neither directly nor indirectly have I ever had any communication with 
Mr. Rogers with reference to the evidence he has given before this Committee ; 
and I may also make exactly the same statement with respect to every member 
of the Board, with the exception of the chairman, whose evidence, I believe, 
the Committee have before them. 

1474. You have no knowledge of any authority given to the Secretary of the 
Board of Audit to communicate to Mr. Rogers their disapprobation of the 
evidence he had given ?—None whatever. I am sure that none such was given 
to the secretary by the Board. 

1475. A letter has been received from the Board of Audit, suggesting that 
this Committee should state in writing what their wishes are as to the commu- 
nication to be received from your Board, suggesting improvements in the 
present plan of keeping the Colonial Accounts ; this Committee is appointed to 
examine into the accounts of colonial expenditure lying on the table of The 
House, and report on the mode in which it was thought desirable to frame the 
same for the future, in order to introduce uniformity, regularity, correctness, 
and completeness. With a view to carry out these four important objects, we 
are desirous of having, as soon as possible, the suggestions of the Board of 
Audit :—It is difficult for me, as an individual member of the Board, to express 
any opinion that the other members of the Board may have formed upon that 
subject. I fancy that a great difficulty would be felt as to the wish expressed 
by the Committee. First of all, it is a very large question, and a somewhat 
difficult one, to give an off-hand opinion upon; of course, if there had been in 
the office any record of this subject, if it had engaged the attention of the Board, 
and if their views had been put down in writing, it would be easy to furnish 
the Committee with such documents immediately ; that not being the case, it 
is rather difficult, I should imagine, to furnish them at a moment’s notice. 

1476. Do you think that by this day week such documents could be 
furnished :—It is a very large question, and it involves not only the internal 
regulations of the Audit-office, but is also connected with other departments 
of the State. 

0.66, 1477, The 
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1477. The matter specially referred to the Committee is the improvement of 
the Colonial Accounts; and the Committee has decided that they can only take 
up the question of the general organization of the Audit-office in so far as that 
bears upon the question specially committed to them ?—Just so; it appears to 
me, however, with respect to that special point, the examination of the Colonial 
Accounts, that it is necessarily connected with the other questions to which 
I have alluded. 

1478. Mr. Forster.| Are the Commissioners perfectly satisfied with the state 
of the Colonial Accounts as they come before them ?—I do not know that I can 
say that they are perfectly satisfied with the state of the Colonial Accounts. 
There are few things not susceptible of improvement; and improvements have 
been made lately, especially with respect to Colonial Accounts, and that princi- 
pally owing to the circumstance of our having certainly a most valuable officer, 
namely, Mr. Hamilton, who has more to do with those accounts, and whose 
principal attention having been devoted to them, has taken great pains to in- 
troduce improvements. 

1479. Chairman.| Do you conceive that at this moment any of the colonial 
accounts are in a state completely satisfactory ?—Certainly not. 

1480. Is the action of the Board of Audit, in case of arrears, which is un- 
doubtedly a matter to be regretted, so direct at this moment as to bring up 
those arrears within a reasonable period ?—I think there are greater arrears 
than there ought to be, and that has been, to a certain degree, owing to the 
circumstance of those accounts in our own office having been placed under 
several different inspectors. The motive for doing that, I believe, was exceed- 
ingly good, but I think that it has not worked quite so well as was expected ; 
and I ought to state to the Committee that it has been in the contemplation of 
the Board for some time to make some alteration in that respect, and to put 
the whole of the Colonial Accounts under the superintendence of two inspectors, 
instead of their being divided amongst several inspectors. The idea is, that 
when those two inspectors have those accounts placed under them, that they 
would report to the Board as to any improvements that could be suggested 
with a view to regularity, uniformity, and greater correctness. 

1481. Do you think the Parliamentary authority is sufficient for a prompt 
and efficient audit ; whether the action and working are such as enable the 
Audit Board to enforce a prompt and efficient audit of Colonial Accounts ?— 
I think so; but I do not know that I understand the question precisely. 

1482. Mr. Forster.] Are you not armed with sufficient authority ?—That is 
a great constitutional question; in one respect only are we the servants of 
Parliament; that is to say, with respect to the Navy account; we examine 
that account, no doubt, with reference to the Votes of Parliament, or, rather, 
the Appropriation Act; and necessarily, if our powers enabled us to do the 
same thing with respect to all other accounts, it would give us much greater 
authority. 

1483. Chairman.] The chairman, in answer to Questions 1437 and 1438, 
stated to this Committee that there were cases in which accountants in the 
colonies do not condescend to pay attention to the suggestions of the Audit- 
office: is that a desirable state of things?—I believe in every case in which 
representations or communications from us are disregarded, that we have the 
power, and are in the habit of applying to the Treasury, or to the Secretary of 
State through the Treasury, to take such steps as may be necessary with the 
view of getting information. I was not aware that there had been so many cases 
in which we had any difficulty in getting answers from colonial accountants. 

1484. We have it in evidence that there are many colonial accounts which 
have not been audited beyond the year 1836; several of those who represent 
the Audit-office say that that is in consequence of not having received answers 
to the questions which emanated from the Audit-office ; is it not your opinion 
that, somewhere or other, there should exist an authority to compel immediate 
answers, and that accounts should not be left so long ?—It is difficult to compel 
a satisfactory answer to a question which is, perhaps, not susceptible of a satis- 
factory solution. 

1485. In the case of the Navy department, the accountant-general has stated 
to us that there is no instance in which they allow questions to remain in 
arrear ; they invariably enforce returns within six weeks after the period at 
which the question is received. Would it not be very desirable that the same 
mode of proceeding.should be adopted in the Crown colonies, where the func- 
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tionaries are also directly dependant upon the Colonial-office ?—The only doubt 
that I should have upon that subject would be this, that if you limited the 
time to six weeks, or any other fixed period, that you might induce account- 
ants to delay until that period the answers to all questions, and that therefore 
you might thus possibly rather create delay than insure prompt answers. 

1486, The practical effect in the case of the navy has been invariably to 
enforce prompt returns, and to lead to an efficient and prompt audit; do not 
you think that the same general principle might be applied to the colonies 
where the direct authority of the Crown could not apply '—I do not know that 
I am sufficiently well acquainted with that system to say. 

1487. Mr. Hope.] Can you give any idea as to the comparative complication 
of the questions likely to arise upon naval accounts and upon colonial accounts ; 
are the questions upon naval accounts such as usually one answer will suffice 
for, or are, as is often the case, any of the colonial accounts such that when 
one answer is received, other questions become necessary ?—We do not 
examine the naval accounts in detail. ' 

1488. Chairman.| We have it in evidence, from the British Ambassador in 
Paris, that the whole of the accounts of the French colonies are audited up to 
the end of 1842; is there any reason, with a proper system of accountancy, 
that the same state of things should not exist in our colonies?—No; I do not 
know that there is any reason. It seems to me, however, that the number of 
colonies belonging to France and those belonging to England are different, and 
that we‘have greater distances to send for information. 

1489. Mr. Hope.] Do you happen to be able, off-hand, to give any com- 
parative statement of the relative extent of the accounts in the colonies of the 
two countries ?—No; I could not make any such comparison. 

1490. You say that you think it would be an improvement if all the Colonial 
Accounts were under two inspectors. Can you tell the Committee why a dif- 
ferent arrangement has been hitherto acted upon with respect to dividing them 
among many ?—One of the reasons was the opinion that the commissariat and 
colonial accounts of the same station would be more easily examined if placed 
under one and the same inspector. 

1491. Whose opinion was that >—It was the opinion of the late chairman, 
and acquiesced in by the Board. 

1492. Mr. Trotter.] I believe the system that you work upon with respect 
to Colonial Accounts is that which was handed over to you from the late 
Colonial Audit-office, or as near as possible?—I believe that many improve- 
ments have since taken place. 

1493- But you have a certain system of rules. and make improvements from 
year to year upon it ?—Just so. 

1494. That is the key-stone of your system, that which was handed over to 
you, and to which you have added improvements from year to year as circum 
stances arose causing you to see some deficiency, perhaps, in the system ?—Yes. 


[The following Letter from Mr. Rogers was delivered in and read :] 


Sir, Audit-office, 3 June 1845. 
Ir was my intention to have forwarded to you, together with this letter, a paper of obser- 
vations (of little value I fear) upon colonial accounts, in conformity with the directions of 
the Committee. The paper, however, is not quite ready, but I hope to forward it in a day 
or two; in the meantime, and whilst the matter is fresh in the recollection of the Commit- 
tee, I respectfully entreat their indulgence in reference to two subjects of a somewhat 
personal character, arising out of my examinations of the 22nd and 29th ultimo:—1. A 
uestion was put to me by yourself on the 29th, implying the existence of a suspicion 
that I had entered into private communications with you upon the subject of the Audit-office. 
I can only ascribe such a supposition to the fact, that on the 22nd I had come before the 
Committee prepared with a written memorandum upon the Minute of the 18th J anuary 
1833, and two other Minutes of the Board of Audit, a circumstance which I am therefore 
anxious to explain. 
These Minutes have been the subject of much remark in the Audit-office and in 1843 
Mr, Hume gave notice of a motion for their production, which, however, was not persisted in. 
On the 21st ultimo, the day before my examination, a gentleman belonging to the esta- 
blishment (who disclaims as strongly as 1 do any communication, direct or indirect, with 
yourself or any other Member of ite Committee) placed before me the notices of Motions 
in March 1843, and i the extreme probability that these Minutes would form a 
subject of inquiry—a probability, I think, under the circumstances, sufficiently obvious, and 
pe a have struck me without any such suggestion. In consequence, however, of 
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his observation, and on no other suggestion whatever, I provided myself with a note of 
their contents, which I read before the Committee.. The conclusion which might be drawn 
from this ready answer to your question on the subject had not struck me, till it occurred 
to me on thinking over my examination of the 29th. 

2. In the course of my examination on the 22nd ultimo (of which I have no copy), I 
believe I stated my opinion to this effect—“ The whole system of the Audit-office is rotten 
from beginning to end, and it is all breaking down.” 

I regret to find that this expression has been construed to imply a charge of corruption 
against the Commissioners of Audit. 5 

I do not say that I should have used this expression if I could readily have found another, 
which would have conveyed my real meaning ; but, such as it is, 1 was prepared to justify 
it on the spot, by referring, which I did, to a paper, or short treatise, I had lately written 
upon the defects of the system, but which it pleased your Honourable Committee not to 
permit to be received in evidence, because it contained matter irrelevant to the immediate 
subject of colonial accounts. 

In the absence of explanation it is painful to me to find that one of my own colleagues 
in his examination has thought it right to animadvert upon my evidence, in very 
unqualified terms. 

It is not my province to say how far that statement of his opinion was warranted ; but I 
think it justifies me in attempting to clear my own meaning from misapprehension. 

The expression I used, if intended to cast any reflection on individuals, might justly have 
been considered a coarse one; but nothing was farther from my mind. [ intended to 
express my strong conviction, first, that the practice of the office, with reference to the 
auditing’of the public accounts, is radically defective, in almost all its parts, and next, that, 
unless decisive measures of improvement are adopted, a reconstruction of the whole office 
system will be forced upon the Government. 

I conceive that I have strong, if not almost unanswerable grounds for thinking, that 
such radical defects exist, in almost every part of the system ; I believe they will be found, 
for instance, in the Acts of Parliament relating to the Audit-office ; the constitution of the 
Board ; their patents for life ; the divided responsibility, or rather the absence of individual 
responsibility, which attaches to all public Boards; the Treasury warrant of regulation for 
the Audit-oftice; the working in committees instead of the departmental system; the 
regulations of the Exchequer, which ove the Commissioners of Audit to rely upon the 
certificate of the comptroller, instead of having the means of checking the Exchequer 
imprests in their own office ; the practice in regard to issues upon account ; the ledgers ; 
the Minutes of the Board’s proceedings; the mode of rendering accounts to the Audit- 
office; the mode of classification ; the mode of audit; the mode of stating ; the absence 
of final Parliamentary control. And I conceive that the delay in the passing of the public 
accounts, and the actual amount of arrear which has ret since the year 1826, justifies 
my apprehension that the system, if not thoroughly amended, will “ break down.” 

I am aware that these opinions conflict directly with those expressed by the Secretary of 
the Audit-office ; but I feel confident thet my statements will be found to be borne out by 
facts ; and I should welcome any investigution which would have the effect of testing them. 

I must at the same time wholly disclaim any intention to inculpate others whose judg- 
ment differs from mine. And, most of all, I am pained, and very much surprised to learn 
that I can have been understood to imply a charge of corruption against the Commissioners 
of Audit, a body of gentlemen of character and education, including more than one with 
whom I have been in the constant habit of friendly official intercourse during a long series 
of years, for whom I have always entertained a personal esteem, and with whom I have 
never had a difference of opinion of a personal nature, &c.

The account rendered in 1831, ought then to have contained allowance to St. Hill for 
es sums, and to have presented a balance due to colonial revenue of 1,427 1, 12s. 1d.

tt came before the Commissioners of Audit, however, as it is here already stated, with a 
claim for 4,857 /. 10s. 8d., as loss by St. Hill on colonial revenue, the abatement which 
ought to have been made of 3,429 /. 18s. 7d., on the colonial account, having been made 
an article to St. Hill’s credit, in the account opened in the colony against his estate. 

In stating the account to the Treasury in this form, the Commissioners of Audit sent 
with the state to the Treasury a report to the Treasury, dated 13th of March 1834, to 
the effect that this article of 4,857/. 10s. 8d. therein entered for allowance would be 
further reported upon whenever the Commissioners had before them the account which was 
said to have been opened in the books of the treasury of Trinidad in respect of St. Hill’s 
estate, and for which they had applied. 


To frequent applications for this account, and for further information, the answer from 
the colony was a reference to the accounts then preparing for the year 1836. 

This account was received at the Audit-office in January 1839, 

The explanation afforded by it was the entry of 20,1837. 14s, 10d. on the discharge side 
of thé account, 1836, in respect of St. Hill’s default in 1831, 

And an entry on the other side of 8,167/. 6s. 11d., received since 5th of February 1831 
on account of St. Hill. 
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With respect to the article of 20,1837. 14s. 10d., it appeared to the Commissioners of 
Audit (independent of the apparent double credit involved therein of 4,857/. 10s. 8d.) that 
the claim of the remaining sum of 15,326/. 4s. 2d. was made for loss incurred upon a fund 
which did not form part of the account; it was indeed a sum which the colonial revenue 
had been adjudged to make good, but liability is an article for a cash account only, in so 
far as it is shown to be acquitted ; and in this case the liability may probably never become 
a cash payment, the Court Deposit Fund at Trinidad being, as to a considerable part 
thereof, something like the Suitors’ Fund in Chancery here. On the other hand, with 
respect to the credit given in the account for 8,167/. 6s. 11d. as received from St. Hill, it 
did not seem to the Commissioners of Audit that a larger sum should be claimed on the 
colonial account in respect of St. Hill’s estate than the sum 1,427/. 12s. 1d., which the 
account of the estate as prepared in the colonial books showed to be due thereon. Their 
view in these points was referred to the authorities at Trinidad by the letters addressed by 
order of the Board to Mr. Turnbull, then secretary and auditor of Trinidad, on the 5th 
February and the 5th August 1839. 

No answer was returned from Trinidad thereto, and the Commissioners of Audit, unwilling 
to delay further the statement of an account which had been kept so long beyond the 
proper time in the colony, stated the same to the treasury in the mode suggested in their 
said reports of the 5th February and 5th August 1839, giving further notice by letter to the 
auditor of Trinidad of 4th January 1842 of their proceedings in the matter. 

In September 1843 the Commissioners of Audit received the letter representing the view 
taken in Trinidad as to the proper mode of introducing St. Hill’s default into the account ; 
and the Commissioners of Audit have written to Trinidad in reply, and have been apprized. 
that they shall soon receive the further explanation which they require. There the matter 


rests for the present. 


On receipt of the promised explanation from Trinidad there will be no difficulty in rein- 
stating, in account for 1837, any article in respect of the transactions of 1831, which 
may have been excluded from the state of 1836 for want of sufficient explanation, and upon 
which such explanation shall be now given. 


1502. That paper contains all the facts connected with the accounts of 
Trinidad from 1836 down to the present time?—All the facts from 1831 
to 1836. 

1503- What is the present state of the account in the books of the Audit- 
office >—The account of 1837 has been received long ago, but has not been 
audited on account of the non-agreement of. the balance of 1836 between the 
colonial authorities and the Audit-office. 

1504. Can you state whether any answers have been returned from the 
authorities of Trinidad to the questions which were sent from the Audit-office 
here ?—Not yet. 

1505. At the present time Mr. St. Hill remains apparently a debtor on the 
public books to the amount of 21,000 J. ?—£.20,183. 14. 10. is his original de- 
fault, and we have no copy of his complete account up to this day. 

1506. In your ledger at this moment does any credit appear against the 
21,000 7.?—There is on the audited state of 1836 the 1,427 /., which was all 
that he was indebted on the colonial account. 

1507. And the other balance ?—That.is the balance on the deposit funds. 

1508. Perhaps you would shortly explain what is the process of the exami- 
nation of colonial accounts ’—We receive the account: we ought to have with 
the account the estimate which has been prepared in the colony, of the expen- 
diture and receipt of the year, prepared beforehand, which is transmitted to 
the Secretary of State for his information and that of the Treasury, and returned 
to the colony with his approval, or such alteration as he may make. 

1509. Is it the practice to compare the account of receipt and expenditure 
with the estimate >—Certainly, when we get it. 

1510. Does the estimate invariably accompany the account of receipt and 
expenditure ?—It does not. 

1511. Would it not be very desirable, to assist in auditing the accounts, that 
the estimate should invariably accompany the accounts transmitted to this 
country ?—Certainly ; we have no other guide. 

1512. Then you consider that where the estimate does not accompany the 
accounts the door is opened to some irregularity ?—Yes. 

1513. Mr. Trotter.| In what way would the irregularity arise from not 
having the estimate ?—From the estimate being stated to the auditors to be an 
authority for the expenditure. 

1514. The document on which they are to allow the expenditure ?—Yes. 

1515. But it would not follow that a larger sum is to be expended than that 
which is contained in the estimate >—No. 


1516. Chairman.] 
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1516. Chairman.| Are you acquainted with a communication made by 
Mr. Herries to Mr. Hamilton, in 1829, on this subject >—No. 

1517. I will read this passage to you: “Iam to observe that, under the 
system hitherto pursued, the greater part has been incurred without any pre- 
vious communication with my Lords, and that the Treasury has been unin- 
formed, not only of the measures which have from time to time led to occasional 
and extraordinary expenses in these colonies, but even of the state of their 
ordinary revenues and the permanent charges upon them.” That is the state 
of things then complained of ; has it down to this moment been wholly removed? 
—The estimates are now printed ; at least,.in my colony (that is, Trinidad) they 
are printed. 

1518. As far as you have been able, you have given effect to that representa- 
tion >—Yes. 

1519. Mr. Herries states in the same letter, “I am to add, that the informa- 
tion which has been obtained from the auditors of colonial accounts upon this 
subject, does not afford to my Lords the knowledge which they desire to have 


of the present and prospective state of the revenues and expenses of the several’ 


colonies, inasmuch as that information relates only to periods already long 
passed, and it does not appear that the auditors are competent to supply any 
other.” Do you think that this evil then complained of has been wholly 
removed ?—I think so. The Secretary of State has directed himself to be fur- 
nished, and I presume is furnished with the accounts and returns of every 
description. 

1520. How do you account for the arrears which in many of the colonies still 
exist, and for the imperfect way in which the accounts are rendered ?—I can 
only speak to the accounts of the colony I have examined, that is Trinidad, 
where there were great arrears in the delivery of the accounts, but which no 
longer exist ; we now get the accounts of 1844 in 1845. 

1521. But still the accounts for 1837 remain unaudited ; how do you account 
for that —The accounts of 1837 remain unaudited on account of the disputed 
balance of 1836. 

1522. Have you at all considered what measures would be desirable in order 
to enforce the prompt return of the colonial accounts ?—If the Secretary of 
State obtained all that his instructions to the governors require them to fur- 
nish to him, there would be no delay in the accounts. 

1523. Can you explain how it is that the Colonial-office does not enforce the 
returns with the same promptitude that the Custom-house and other public 
departments who have accounts with the colonies do?—I do not know that 
they do not, except so far as the estimates are concerned. Estimates for Tri- 
nidad were ordered to be delivered every year. I did not get them for many 
years ; and upon asking for them at the Secretary of State’s office, the answer 
was that they had not been sent. 

1524. That is a state of things very unsatisfactory to the Audit Board, is it 
not '—It is not satisfactory, certainly. 

1525. Is it your opinion that a general authority should exist: somewhere to 
enforce a prompt return of estimates and accounts ?—I think that the applica- 
tions which have been made showing that those arrangements had not been 
carried out have already had effect with the Secretary of State in seeing that 
the arrangements are carried out in future. 

1526. As ‘far as your observation goes in Trinidad, do you attribute the 
delay in the return of the estimate to incompetency, or the unwillingness of 
the parties to whom those orders have been sent?—I do not think it arises 
from incompetency. 

1527. Mr. Trotter.]} Do I understand you to say, with reference to that 
memorandum read by the Chairman, the date of which is 18 years ago, that 
during the whole of the time from the year 1827, when Mr. Herries was 
Secretary to the Treasury, up to the present time, continual improvements have 
been going on in securing the accounts more accurately or more quickly for 
examination, and that those measures then propounded have, as far as possible, 
been carried into effect >—There is not the same delay, nor the same inaccu- 
racy that there was then. 

1528. Chairman.| Do you still think the state of things susceptible of great 
improvement ?—It has improved very much; probably there may be still some 
sane for further improvement; but it is improving. 
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1529. Are you cognizant of the suggestions with which we are to be favoured 
from the Board of Audit >—I saw them coming down here. 

1530. Have you seen a copy of the form of the estimates which has been 
suggested by Mr. Hamilton as an improvement on the present form ?—No. 

1531. Are you acquainted with the form in which the French colonial esti- 
mates are prepared ‘—Very imperfectly. I would observe, that the estimate is 


now printed in the colony and in the newspapers, and in as far as prevention is 


better than cure, it is desirable that the people should see what is about to be 
expended, which they now do, as they also see the account of what is spent. 

1532. If possible, in the Crown colonies, would it not be desirable that the 
estimate should be sanctioned by the Government at home ?—It is sent home 
for sanction. 

1533. Would it not be desirable that the estimates should be prepared at a 
period which would make the previous sanction of the Crown necessary >— 
There is an express direction from the Secretary of State as to the date within 
which it shall be prepared and sent home. 

1534. We have it in evidence, that from the more remote colonies the esti- 
mates do not come in time to get the approval of the Crown; would it not be 
desirable that tltey should be prepared within a certain time, so as to enable 
them to get the sanction of the Crown?—They should have allowed for dis- 
tance in giving their directions, which they have not done; they have made 
one uniform direction applicable to all. 

1535. Mr. Trotter.| Would not that sometimes rather make the estimate 
doubtful, from being made so very long beforehand, as it must be in the very 
distant colonies >There is no colony in which, if they made the estimate in 
the fourth quarter, it would not be here before the end of the first quarter of 
the following year. | 

1536. Chairman.| The great facilities which steam communication has given 
would of course facilitate the communication of the estimates for the purpose 
of obtaining previous sanction >—Very much so. 

1537. Mr. H. J. Baillie.| That would not apply to New South Wales; you 
could not get the estimate in that case in less than six months ?’—No; they 
would be here in March. 

1538. Chairman.| The fixed charges from year to year are very small, are 
they not ?—The variations therein are very small. 

1539. Do you think there would be any great difficulty as to uncertainty in 
the general matters of the estimate ?—No ; and if any larger expenditure be 
contemplated, it is always contemplated some time beforehand, and we should, 
therefore, generally get it in time for sanction. 

1540. But the general amounts in the estimates do not vary much from 
year to year ?—No, not much. 

1541. Then for the purpose of facilitating the examination of the accounts, 
and their comparison with the estimates, is it not very desirable that the heads 
of the accounts should be the same as the heads of the estimates, and that there 
should be a contemporaneous comparison between them?—Very much so. 
There was a new set of instructions printed by the Colonial-office in 1843. 

1542. They were addressed, I believe, only to one colony ?—They were 
addressed to all the colonies. 

1543. Did those instructions comprehend the general budget of colonial 
receipt and expenditure ?—Yes, and they required special returns. 

1544. Did they give any instructions as to the form in which the accounts 
should be kept ?—I think not, except describing the particular returns which 
were required. 

1545. Would not the examination be considerably facilitated if copies of the 
journal and ledger were sent to you ?—Certainly, if they kept them. 

1546. Do you suspect that there are cases where journal and ledger are not 
kept ?—I should think there must be. 

1547. Do you concur with the witnesses who have stated that the introduc- 
tion of the double-entry system in the colonies would be a great advantage in 
facilitating the accuracy of accounts ?—That might be so ; but still the accounts 
sent home would be simply the cash accounts, just as in the case of two mer- 
chants, each keeping their books by double entry; the account rendered from 
the one to the other would be merely a cash account. 

1548. I believe the French Colonial Audit Department invariably insists on 
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the sending home copies of the journal and ledger, as the means of checking 
the accounts ; would not the adoption of that system here afford greater faci- 
lities, inasmuch as you would have very much more complete means of check- 
ing the accounts ?—Certainly ; it would be the account itself. 

1549. Mr. Zrotter.| It would be only a subdivision of the accounts ?—We 
should then have all the books that were kept, or copies of the whole of the 
accounts. : 


John Lewis Mallet, Esq. called in; and further Examined. 


1550. Chairman.| WITH reference to a personal question to which your 
attention has been drawn, will you state whether any personal communication 
has taken place between you and Mr. Rogers on the subject of the evidence he 
has given before this Committee :—Yes; I understood that the Committee 
would ask me a question upon that subject, and I know, in a matter of this 
sort, where there may be a difference of opinion with an old friend, in which 
there has been a little feeling excited, there might be something in the tone or 
in the manner of explaining which might not be desirable. I have therefore 
thought it better to put my explanation upon paper, which, with the permission 


of the Committee, I will read: “On Friday, the 30th May, the day after I was: 


examined before this Committee, I received a letter from Mr. Rogers, in which 
after adverting to an inconsiderable error, as to a matter of fact, in my evidence, 
he proceeded to animadvert on my having characterized as improper, that 
part of his own evidence in which he had described the state of the Audit- 
office as rotten from jirst to last, and on my sitting in judgment upon him, 
without my knowing the reasons, in his own mind, upon which the opinion he 
had expressed was founded. On my receiving this letter, I went to Mr. Rogers, 
and adverting to the latter part of his letter, in which he had expressed a wish 
that the old friendly feeling that had subsisted between us should not be dis- 
turbed by these differences of opinion, I expressed my entire participation in 
that wish ; but with regard to my having described the expressions he had 
used in speaking of the office as highly improper, I said that I could not view 
them in any other light; that I should wish him to inspect every branch of my 
department, and to go into the whole details and conduct of the business, and 
that if he found in any part of it any want of diligence, zeal, and method, 
I would stand condemned ; that I was satisfied this was the case in many other 
parts of the office ; that the words rotten from first to last, implied a state of 
things, if not actually corrupt, at least most discreditable to the department ; and 
that when my attention was called by the Committee to that part of his evidence, 
T could not, consistently with my own opinions, and with the justice due to many 
able and meritorious men, my fellow-labourers in the office, do otherwise than 
animadvert upon it. Mr. Rogers then observed that the expressions to which 
I had alluded, were not intended to bear the construction I had put upon them; 
that they applied to the system only, and meant that it was altogether loose and 
disjointed. Upon which I said, that if such was his meaning, he had expressed it 
very unfortunately ; that it never answered any good purpose to use stronger 
expressions than the case warranted, and that in the present instance every 
person to whom that part of his evidence had been made known, from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer downwards, had considered it in the same light as 
myself; and I added, with reference to the limited and modified sense in which 
Mr. Rogers now stated that the expressions above mentioned were to be under- 
stood, ‘I am satisfied that you would find that every Member of the Committee 
would, in that sense, see them in the same light as myself, and consider them 
improper.’ As I had not seen any Members of the Committee since I had 
given my evidence, this was, of course, a conjectural statement, and was not 
meant as conveying either any censure, or even opinion, on the part of the 
Committee, as known to, or having been ascertained by me, in regard to 
Mr. Rogers’s evidence. It was impossible for me, cireumstanced as I am in the 
department, not to feel very strongly on the subject, and I expressed myself, 
perhaps, with more warmth than was desirable ; but on parting with Mr. Rogers 
we shook hands, and I hoped and helieved that what had passed between us 
would no more be thought of on either side.” 

1551. Mr. Trotter.] Did you in any way whatever mean to infer that you 
spoke from the authority, or after communication with any one Member of the 
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Committee whatever ?—Not in any manner; and if I were upon my oath, 
I should state it in the same terms. 

1552. As I understand you, it was what you conceived, judging by your own 
feelings, would be possibly the opinion of the Committee ?—Just so, nothing 
more. 

1553. Mr. Aldam.] Did Mr. Rogers appear to understand that you spoke 
after personal communication with any Member of the Committee ?—It is 
impossible for me to tell whether he did or not; it is very possible he might 
put that construction upon it. I am very sorry that anything I said should 
have given rise to any such construction on his part. 

1554. Chairman.] The duty is of course committed to us to protect wit- 
nesses, and to take care that in the progress of the evidence which they shall 
give, that they shall not be subjected to anything that can be construed into 
intimidation ; and inasmuch as Mr. Rogers was preparing a document for the 
Committee, it was very important that he should not be led to suppose that the 
Committee had interposed any expression of disapprobation as to his mode of 
giving his evidence, seeing the duty that he was called upon by the Committee 
to discharge >—I ought to mention that as the matter seemed to me not to 
arise in my official character as secretary of the Board, I felt excused from 
communicating with the Board on the subject; the only thing which took 
place between myself and the Board on the matter, was, that I read them that 
part of Mr. Rogers’s letter in which he stated that he had no personal commu- 
nication with the Chairman of this Committee on the subject under reference, 
I thought it my duty to Mr. Rogers, though I did not communicate the other 
part of his letter to the Board, to communicate that part for his own justifica- 
tion. 

1555. You were. so kind as to say that you would prepare on behalf of the 
Board of Audit a statement as to the improvement which the department 
would suggest in order to give effect to the subject referred to this Committee ? 
—The Committee communicated their wish to the Board by letter, and in 
consequence of that two members of the Board were appointed immediately 
to communicate with the inspectors who had charge of the colonial accounts, 
and they gave me this morning this paper to lay before the Committee as the 
result of their communication. 


[The Witness delivered in the same, which is as follows :| 


MEMORANDUM of Svuacezstions prepared at the Audit-office with a view of meeting 
the Wishes of the Committee on Colonial Accounts, as expressed in the Letter of the 
Committee’s Clerk, of the 5th June last, to J. L. Mallet, Esq. 


Tux basis of further improvement in the accounts of colonial receipt and expendi- 
ture, with a view to introducing uniformity, regularity, correctness, and completeness, would 
be a detailed and well-arranged estimate ; and its sufficiency, whenever the decision of the 
Secretary of State and of the Treasury on the estimate is notified to the Audit-office, to sup- 
ply authority for the several services included in the accounts. 

The accounts and estimates should therefore be made out on the same plan. 

The plan best suited for general adoption would be that which should give, as regards 
estimate for expenditure, first, the whole of the personal establishments of the colonial 
government, distinguishing salaries, allowances, and incidental expenses, and then all the 
leading heads of expenditure which are not comprised’ under Personal Establishment (such 
as works and repairs, roads and bridges), according to the nature of the account. 

Any expenditure which may not have been provided for in the first general estimate 
should be provided for in a supplementary estimate; and the same order of arrangement 
should be followed in supplementary estimates as in the original estimate. 

An estimate of the revenue or other anticipated receipts of the year should also be given, 
to be prepared annually from assessment lists and other records of taxes and dues to be 
collected, and from returns to be called for from the several collectors. 

The auditor should furnish, on or before the day of ——, an explanatory 
statement of the actual revenue and expenditure of the past year, compared with the esti- 
mates; the total of each head of service particularized in the estimate bette stated in one 
column, and the totals of the similar services, as shown by the accounts, in another column. 


As REGARDS THE AccouNTs. 


Each accountant should enter in his cash-book every receipt and payment as the tran- 
sactions occur, with the description and date of each transaction. 
The 
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The accounts should be balanced at the end of each month, and should show, at the foot 
of the account, the particulars of which such balance is composed, namely, cash in the 
accountant’s chest, cash in the strong vault, drafts, bills, and so forth. 


Mowtuty Accounts. 


The sub-accountants should send to the treasurer a duplicate account for each month 
from the cash-book, with all the necessary vouchers and authorities in support of the same, 
on or before the - day of the following month; and the sub-accountant should record, 
at the foot of the account in the cash-book, the date on which he forwards the duplicate 
account for each month to the treasurer. ; 

Upon each occasion of a committee being directed to survey the contents of the various 
chests, the certificate of such survey should be referred to the auditor for his report to the 
Governor, which report should accompany the accounts rendered to this country. 

The treasurer should post from his own cash-book, and from - the monthly accounts of 
the sub-accountants, as soon as received by him, each payment to its proper head of ser- 
vice, in a book, classified according to particular services provided for in the annual esti- 
mates, assigning to cach charge in the cash-book, or monthly accounts, the corresponding 
numbers in the estimate. 

The agents of the colony, whether in India or in England, should transmit, by the first 
opportunity after the termination of each quarter, to the respective Governors of the several 
colonies, accounts of their receipts and payments during the preceding quarter, which 
should be referred to the treasurer, for the purpose of being incorporated in the general 
account of receipt and expenditure of the colony. 


Awnuat Generat Account. 


The treasurer should make up and render an annual general account, in a classified form, 
corresponding with the estimate. 

The treasurer should enter short, on the debit side of his annual general account, the 
amount of any grant voted by Parliament in aid of the colony, specifying the particular 
service for which such aid was granted; and the balance of the general account at the close 
of each year should be shown under the following divisions : 

The treasurer’s balance,—distinguishing the portion of balance in his own hands from 
the portion in the strong vault, or in local banks, and distinguishing also cash from drafts or 
other securities.’ 

The respective balances in the hands of sub-accountants. 

The balance unappropriated on the grant of Parliament, if any, should also be shown. 

The treasurer’s annual general account should be transmitted'to the auditor on or before 
the —— day of ———— in each year; and so soon as the examination of the account 
shall have been completed, the same should be forwarded to the Commissioners for Auditin 
Public Accounts, before the first day of —-——-— in each year, accompanied by a duplicate 
of the treasurer’s cash-books. 

The treasurer should keep a register in which to enter the dates on which the monthly 
accounts of the sub-accountants are received by him, and the dates on which he forwards 
them to the auditor for examination, and also the dates on which he forwards his own 
accounts to the auditor. 

The auditor should keep a register showing the dates on which he receives accounts; 
on which he sends queries to the accountants ; on which he receives their answers ; and on 
which the accounts are forwarded to England for final audit. And it should be the duty of 
the auditor to draw the Governor’s immediate attention to any delay in the progress of these 
prcpecnen: which might prevent the regular transmission of the accounts and vouchers to 

ie at the time prescribed by the regulations. 

opies of these representations should be transmitted to the Commissioners of Audit. 

The treasurer should also keep a register of the dates on which queries or other observations 
on the accounts of each year are received by him from the Commissioners of Audit (stating 
the numbers) ; of the dates on which any portion of such’ queries (stating the numbers) are 
forwarded to the-sub-accountants or to the auditor for explanation ; of the dates on which 
these parties return answers ; of the dates on which the replies are laid before the Governor ; 
and of the dates on which they are transmitted to the Commissioners of Audit (stating the 
numbers). 

A limit should be fixed, according to the circumstances of each set of queries, for answers 
being returned to the queries from the Audit-office, and should such limit be exceeded, 
the accountant should state the cause of such delay, and when the required explanation 
will be forwarded. 

In working out the above plan various matters of detail will arise, requiring careful 
attention, and involving communications with the Lords of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of State.

Witness.] Allow me to observe, that the person much the more competent to 
answer questions arising out of this paper would be Mr. Hamilton. 
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Frederick Leman Rogers, Esq. called in; and further Examined. 


Chairman.| I wisu merely to communicate to Mr. Rogers, in the pre- 
sence of Mr. Mallet, that we have received from Mr. Mallet an explanation 
of what his intentions were in the communication he had with him; that 
it was not his purpose by any means to convey to Mr. Rogers authori- 
tatively, or, in fact, after communication with any Member of the Com- 
mittee, any expression of displeasure of any sort, or to interfere with the 
work in which Mr. Rogers was engaged, by communicating to him any idea 
of any obloquy or any expression of disapprobation on his own part or on 
the part of this Committee. 

[Mr. Mallet withdrew. 


1556. Chairman.| You have given in a document which contains suggestions 
relative to the colonial accounts ; in preparing this have you had any commu- 
nication with any of your colleagues ?—I do not think I have with one. 

1557. Is this solely a representation of your own views on the subject :— 
Entirely. 

1558. Have you communicated a copy of it to the Board?—Yes, I have. 

1559. In addition to this, have you anything else to suggest which bears 
particularly on the subject before us ?—Nothing but to press more strongly than 
T have done my decided opinion of the local audit, and of the inefficiency of the 
detailed audit here. 

1560. That is, I suppose, simply for the purpose of enforcing promptitude ? 
—That is one reason, and a more effectual examination on the spot. 

1561. So that while the facts are immediately present, they shall be at once 
ascertained and verified ?—Exactly. 

1562. Mr. Trotter.] By whom do you mean the local audit to be taken ?— 
By local auditors. ; 

1563. Is there not in fact at present a local audit ?—I believe there is in 
almost all the colonies ; but not in all. 

1564. Chairman.] That is very frequently in arrear, is it not ‘—Yes. 

1565. Do you consider the local audit, as at present constituted, efficient ?— 
Far from it. 

1566. What would you suggest in order to give greater efficiency to the 
local audit ?>—More compulsory means of enforcing their doing their duty in 
the examination of local accounts. 

1567. Mr. Trotter.] Supposing the auditor did his duty, would you recom- 
mend any additional measures to be taken ?—That there should be a revision 
of the account at home. 

1568. Supposing the local auditor to do his duty, do you recommend any 
further steps to be taken ?—-No; none as to the local audit. 

1569. Chairman.| For the purpose of a satisfactory local audit, is it not 
necessary that the local auditor should have a full knowledge of the subject ‘— 
Quite so. 

1570. Isit not frequently the case, that the local auditors are unfit to discharge 
their duties They may be competent, but they are neglectful of their duty. 

1571. Are you aware whether or not a knowledge of accounts is made 
necessary to the nomination of the local auditor ?—I should hope so; I do not 
know the fact. 

1572. Would not the unsatisfactory manner in which many of the accounts 
are audited in the colonies prove that the colonial auditors are inefficient >— 
I should think so; I may mention one case in particular in New South Wales, 
where the accounts were greatly in arrear ; the communications of the Com- 
missioners of Audit were frequently unattended to by the auditor, so much so, 
that the Board were obliged on several occasions to report his neglect to the 
Treasury. 

1573. Mr. Trotter.] What steps were taken upon that at the Treasury ?— 
I presume, a reference to the Colonial-office, to enforce attention on the part 
of the auditor ; to comply with the instructions of the auditors at home. 

1574. Chairman.] Independently of any inaccuracy in the accounts, would 
the Audit-office think it their duty to speak of the general incompetency of 
the colonial accountants ?—I cannot answer that question. 


1575. Mr. 
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1575: Mr. Aldam.] Is it understood that the colonial audit should be com- F. L. Rogers, Esq, 
plete and thorough, or is it merely rapid ?—No, I should think complete. arerens 

1576. Chairman.] You would have the colonial audit go to the examination 1 June 1845. 
of every entry 7—Yes, certainly. 

1577. Mr. Aldam.| Have the colonial auditors a sufficient staff to do that >— 
I do not know whether they have force enough; but they can always appeal to 
the governor to enforce attention to their requisitions. 

1578. Chairman.] In case of the inefficiency of the colonial audit, would not 
you be very much assisted by the sending home of copies of the books and 
accounts kept in the colonies, as is the case in France?—TI should think so ; 
but I have not the colonial accounts to attend to. Mr. Hamilton would be 
more efficient to speak to that; they are already very voluminous, and if the 
hooks were sent home, they would be very extensive indeed. 

1579. Mr. Aldam.| Does the colonial auditor make a report which is sub- 
mitted to the Audit Board at home?—He makes his observations on the 
accounts upon his examination of them, which observations accompany the 
accounts when they come home. I believe he usually certifies the accounts. 

1580. Chairman.] Do the accounts, before they are sent to the Audit-office 
here, wait for audit in the colony, or are they sent immediately :—I apprehend 
that they wait, and'that is one cause of the delay. 

1581. Supposing the colonial auditor neglected his duty, the colonial 
accounts must go into arrear ?—Yes. 

1582. Is not that one of the causes of arrears in the colonial accounts ?— 
Yes; my object has always been to enforce the delivery of the cash account; 
a copy of the cash book; but we do not always get that cash account. To show 
necessity of the cash book, we have lately received an account from New Zea- 
land ; that account, I am told, is not an exact record of the transactions in the 
order in point of time in which the receipts and payments took place; so that 
I should apprehend the balance on any given day cannot with accuracy be 
ascertained. 

1583. Therefore, in order to audit the accounts satisfactorily, you must have 
a correct statement of the date of the accounts, with the detail of every separate 
entry ?—That is perfectly indispensable, but we do not always get it. Then I 
would have an arranged account as well, something in the nature of a ledger. 

1584. Have you anything further to add to the information you have already 
given?—I do not immediately recollect anything; I believe not; bearing in 
mind at the same time that I am not so conversant as others with the colonial 
accounts.

1585. Chairman.] YOU are aware, I think, that the Audit-office has delivered Mr. Hamilton.

1586. Can you state whether the Audit-office is now in a condition to deliver 
any details of that ylan of which we have had che outline ?>—The Audit-office 
could scarcely give -ny of the details of the plan of accounts referred to in 
those suggestions, before there has been an opportunity for such full review gs 
is necessary to secure all that is desired; a modification, in some shape or 
other, will be necessary in the accounts of every colony with a view to uni- 
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formity, and then, in order.to insure correctness and completeness, any new 
regulation to be proposed should be tested by working out the account from 
first to last, carrying the exact classification of the estimate through every 
stage of the accounts, commencing with the earliest requisition for autho: 
rity to appropriate money, going through the various payments till the final 
general account, so that there should be no risk of deviation on a plea of diffi- 
culty, from the plan laiddown. Connected with matters of detail there are also 
some points of arrangement which must be the subject of communication with 
the Treasury and the Secretary of State; I could not just at once recollect 
them all, but I would mention one or two to explain my meaning ; for instance, 
as regards salaries, the simplification of account is a most important feature, 
and it would be desirable, more especially if the plan of double entry were 
decided upon, to reduce the number of heads in the classification as much as 
possible, consistent with giving clear information as to the heads of receipt and 
expenditure. According to the present system, it is necessary to have a third 
head of salaries, namely, temporary salaries; if the governors sent home com- 
plete information in such a manner as to enable the Secretary of State and the 
Treasury to decide at once upon the provisional salaries proposed, this third 
head would be ‘unnecessary ; what was considered proper as permanent esta~- 
blishment would be transferred to the head of fixed establishment, and what 
was only provisionally allowed would be brought up every year for reconsi- 
deration, and the temporary salaries might then merge into that head. Again, 
in regard to works and buildings; under the present system it would be 
extremely difficult to frame the account, so that it should be in complete accord- 
ance with the estimate, which is one of the essential requisites to the plan ; the 
buildings being now partly done under contract, and partly by issues from stores, 
and by Government artificers, it follows that your estimate can never agree with 
your account, and much consideration will be necessary to know how to get 
over this difficulty, unless the system of work by contract were extended, and 
the system of purchasing stores and executing works by Government artificers 
diminished. I merely mention these two instances, which though apparently 
trifling, yet are subjects which impede going on with details (which should 
work out well and efficiently), until after communication with Government, to 
show that full consideration on all points relating to the estimate will be neces+ 
sary at the Audit-office, and therefore for these and similar reasons no great 
progress can be made at present in the details of the plan. 

1587. Supposing the concurrence of the Treasury and Colonial Department 
were obtained to the various suggestions which emanate from the Audit-office, 
does there exist sufficient Parliamentary authority at present to give effect to 
them ?>—I imagine there does entirely so. 

1588. Is there any suggestion which has emanated from your department 
which you would not have the power to give effect to with the concurrence of 
the Colonial-office and the Treasury under existing Acts ?—Not any, I appre- 
hend. 

1589. Mr. Spooner.] In your opinion, can you carry out the suggestions that 
have been made by the Audit-office relative to the accounts, without applying 
to Parliament for fresh powers ?—Decidedly. 

1590. Would the concurrence of the Treasury be necessary ?—Yes. 

1591. Chairman.] Though you are not able to give the opinions of the Board 
of Audit as regards the details of the improvements suggested, are you able to 
give us your own opinion on the different topics >—I should be very happy in- 
dividually to answer any questions which the Committee may wish to put to 
me. I have given the matter great consideration both now and formerly. 


1592. You have laid before the Committee a new form of estimate for the 
colonies; would that form suit all the colonies without exception ?—The form 
of estimate which I handed in to the Committee would not appear so well cal- 
culated to suit all the colonies as the form referred to in general terms in the 
suggestions recently given in from the Audit-office. It is considered that the 
establishments consecutively classified, and including everything of personal 
establishment, is the preferable form of estimate, afterwards giving all the works 
atd special charges, which latter might be called in contradistinction the 
* matériel.” 

1593. That is, in fact, they have adopted the same classification as is used 

in 
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in the French estimates, and you think the classification adopted in French 
estimates is on the whole an improvement ?>—To that extent it is. 

1594. It is the broad outline of distinction which runs through the whole 
of the French estimates, between what is personal, and what is called matériel ? 
—Yes. 

1595. You have perhaps observed, that in the French colonial accounts the 
estimates form the groundwork of the whole, and the forms adopted for the 
estimates are adhered to in the accounts, and in the final audit; do not you 
think the adoption of the same principle would be useful in our colonial 
accounts :—That is the principle which, from the first time I have been exa- 
mined by this Committee, I have suggested as a material improvement, and 
indeed as the groundwork for every improvement. In reference to the French 
estimates, I may observe, that I think them rather too complicated, by intro- 
ducing too many heads of service for a general view, and yet not sufficient detail 
for speedy examination; a plan which might be more simple would, I think, be 
more likely to preserve the accounts in strict accordance with the estimate, 
and in such a form as would enable them to be easily examined. 

1596. Mr. Trotter.] With respect to the form of the French estimates, you 
say that you think the number of heads there introduced would make rather 
too great a complication of accounts ?>—I think so, considering that there are 
so many colonies ; the French colonies are few, their whole colonial expenditure. 
is not above 250,000 /., while our expenditure is a million and a half. 

1597. Chairman.| Is there any reason why a good system should not be 
universally applicable ?—Certainly not; but I do not consider the French esti- 
mates a good system; I consider the more a system is simplified, the more it 
is applicable to small as well as to large accounts. I consider it rather a defect, 
but | think that this defect is not of much consequence in the French system; 
where there are so few accounts to refer to, the labour of disentangling the dif- 
ferent proportions is not great; but where you have such a very large expen- 


diture, and so many accounts to look over, I think you would be lost in the’ 


complexity and abundance of matter in carrying on so many classifications of 
services. 

1598. The classifications being accurately defined are rather an assistance 
to the audit than otherwise ?—If you take these estimates as the whole that is 
necessary for the examining of the accounts, I consider them to be insufficient ; 
if, on the other hand, you take them to get at results, I think them too much. 

1599. Should you propose to adopt the form of the French system as a broad 
outline of distinction between the personal and the materiel ?—I think it would 
be very desirable to adopt for the estimate a classification under great heads, 
but with details as addenda. 

1600. Mr. Trotter.| Would you prefer, for the purpose of simplifying, or a 
better and more ready and quick audit of the accounts, the French system 
generally, or that under which you now act?—I do not know what the French 
system in regard to audit is. 

1601. As regards making up the accounts ;—I do not think that the form of 
the French estimate would enable a system to be carried through perfectly so 
as to ensure the real working of the accounts, from first to last, in accord-: 
ance with the estimate. 

1602. Chairman.] You are aware that the French colonial accounts undergo. 
the strictest examination by the Chamber of Peers and the Chamber of Deputies, 
independently of the Board of Audit, and that there are several reports which 
manifest the complete satisfaction of both branches. of the legislature with the 
manner in which the accounts are kept and audited?—I have not had the 
opportunity of seeing any French audited accounts. I apprehend that there is 
a department in the French Audit-office to prepare accounts for the Chambers. 

1603. Are you. aware of Sir Henry Parnell’s opinion with respect to the 
character of the French Audit, he being chairman of the Committee of Public 
Accounts ?—Not exactly. 

1604. Mr. Trotter.| If I understand you, I think your great difficulty appears. 
to be, the difference of the sums expended and audited in the French colonies. 
and: in the English colonies; that there is about a million and a half to be 
accounted for in the accounts kept in the English colonies, and in the French. 
colonies perhaps. about 250,000/., and: that your: difficulty arises from: the 
magnitude of one as compared with the other, in forming the estimate and 
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going through the accounts, if made up according to those estimates ?—Yes, 
as applying to speedy examination and audit. 

1605. And perfect examination also:—I understand examination to mean 
perfect examination. 

1606. Chairman.] Do you mean that the account books which record small 
transactions should be kept in a different manner from the account books 
which record large ones ?—No. 

1607. Mr. Spooner.| Did I rightly understand you to say that you thought 
the manner in which the French accounts were kept was even more minute 
than necessary for those small accounts‘—I mean that the details in those 
French budgets, going through the particulars of the service, and the particu- 
lars of payments, altogether present a mass of figures in columns, to a certain 
extent complex, which is not desirable, and which, in a greater number of 
colonies, and a greater amount of expenditure, would be still less so. 

1608. Are they more in detail than is necessary even for the smaller French 
accounts '—I should say so, in the manner in which they stand in the budget ; 
because they do not go into all the details which would be, according to my 
ideas, useful to check the accounts. 

1609. Chairman.] You are aware of the manner in which the colonial 
budgets in France obtain parliamentary sanction?—No, I am not; I have 
merely wished to explain, that while in that budget there is a very large 


‘amount of figures in detail, more than appears to be necessary to give a concise 


view of the transactions of the colony, there are not the details which, in my 
opinion, would be essential for the purpose of the speedy and efficient exami-. 
nation of the accounts. 

1610. Can you state any important fact which the Audit-office have access 
to, which is not to be found in the French colonial accounts; can you state 
any head of service in the French colonial accounts ?>—Yes; take for instance: 
Agents; or clerks with salaries varying from to 3; a round sum. 
The salaries of every individual, large and small, should be given, and under 
each separate office, in order to compare the accounts and examine the accounts 
quickly. 

1611. Are they so given in our colonial estimates ’—In the suggestions of 
the Audit-office they are proposed to be so given. 

1612. Are you aware that in every case in which they have not given the 
detail in the French’ colonial estimate, it is only because they have been given 
in a previous estimate ?—The desirable object is, that the estimate should be 
the whole and single authority as the document by which to examine. The 
principle of the proposal of this estimate is, that it should be the text for the 
examination, and this alone, and: that the time of going to one document and 
going to another should be avoided ; to work this principle out is a chief design 
of the estimate. 

1613. Will you withdraw the estimate which you first put in, and we will 
receive from you, if you please, the estimate in its most improved shape ?— 


_ I will communicate your wish to the Board, but for the reasons | have already 


stated, I do not think the Board would be prepared to decide upon an esti- 
mate, or any other details at present. I can alter the arrangement of this: 
estimate in some matters, which will make it in accordance with the sugges- 
tions. 

1614. Without compromising the Board, will you have the kindness to pre- 
pare your own individual views ?—I will. 

1615. At what time do you think the estimate ought to be prepared in the 
colonies ?—At the latest possible period which would admit of its reaching this 
country in sufficient time to have an opinion passed upon it, and to go out to 
the colony before the beginning of the year. 

1616. You would have that opinion passed before the commencentent of the 
service '—I think so. 

_ 1617. How would you provide for any unexpected outlays ?—It would pro- 
bably always be necessary at the commencement of each service year to propose 
a supplementary estimate, and it might in the middle of the year be either 
necessary to propose another, or at all events to submit the details of any un- 
foreseen charges in a despatch to the Secretary of State. 

1618. Would you adopt the same form for the supplementary estimate as for 
the principal estimate ?—-Precisely the same; unless you do, you cannot carry 

out 
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out the system. Unless the supplementary estimate be in the same form, the 
accordance with the accounts will not be complete. 

1619. Would you recommend that, after obtaining the approval of the 
Colonial and the Treasury Departments, the estimates should be sent to the 
Audit Board, or would you delay their transmission to the Audit Board ?>— 
That they should be sent with the decision of the Treasury and Secretary of 
State upon them is an essential part of the plan. 

1620. My question is, having obtained the authority of the Colonial and 
Treasury Department, is it not desirable that the estimate should be sent to the 
Audit Board as the document to be referred to in the examination of the 
accounts ?— Yes. 

1621, Would it be desirable that the actual receipts and expenditure of the 
year preceding that in which the estimate is made up, should accompany the 
estimate as a means of comparison; that is a suggestion of the Audit Board, I 
mean the accounts ?—Not the accounts, but a comparison of the sums actually 
received and paid with the similar sums estimated. 

1622. That is what I meant ?—Certainly then. 

1623. If this suggestion were carried out, then the statement of receipt and. 
expenditure for 1844, for example, might accompany the estimates for the 
year 1846; would not that be the operation of it ?—On the actual estimate for 
the year 1846 would be afterwards placed in juxta-position the expenditure 
incurred in the year 1846. 

1624. Mr. H. J. Baillie.| Do you think it would be convenient, if, when the 
colonial accounts for one year are sent home, those accounts should be accom- 
panied with the estimate for the same year?—Yes ; but that is a different question 
altogether. Perhaps you would have the kindness to refer me to the particular 
suggestion to which your questions relate. 

1625. Chairman.] It is suggested “ that the auditor should furnish, on or 
before a certain day, an explanatory statement of the annual revenue and 
expenditure of the past year, compared with the estimates; the total of each 
head of service, particularized in the estimate, being stated in one column, and 
the totals of the similar services, as shown by the accounts, in another column.” 
How would you propose to give effect to that ?—That as soon as the auditor 


has received a complete account of the year, he would take up the estimate for: 


that year, and insert opposite the sums that had been estimated for each 
service, the actual amount expended for the similar service, so that it would 
be seen how far the expenditure under each head agreed with the estimate, 


or had exceeded or fallen short of it; by these means you would have an. 


immediate comparison established in the colony, and draw attention there 
to the necessity of explanations to any great variation, which would prevent 
time being lost in sending out for that explanation from this country ; that, 
I believe, is the object of that suggestion. 

1626. The answer refers to the same time when the receipt and expenditure 
should have taken place >—Yes. 

1627. We ask whether it is not desirable that when the estimate itself is sent 
home before the receipt and expenditure, that estimate should also represent 
the receipt and expenditure up to the latest period in which the account could 
be made up, to form the means of comparison on the arrival of the esti- 
mate itself, before approval ?—I think it would be desirable ; the blank column 
would, when the estimate was sent home, be filled up with the similar items 
the last accounts presented, and afterwards, when the account of the year was 
sent home, the same column would be filled up with the actual payments of 


the year, and thus you would establish in one case a comparison between the: 


estimate for the year and the latest year’s payments for similar services, and, 
in the other case, you would afterwards establish a comparison between the 
actual payments of the year and the estimates for that year. 

1628. Mr. Trotter.] Then you would also presuppose that the account of 
expenditure and revenue is forthcoming when you send away the estimate >— 
No; I understand the question to be, that you would compare it with the latest 
account that has been made up, stating what year it is compared with ; for 
instance, you would, in sending home in 1845 the estimate for the year 1846, 
compare it with the expenditure of the year 1844. 

1629. Chairman.} Do you think it would facilitate the keeping of the 
accounts in the colonies, if instructions were sent out that the system of book- 
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keeping there should be uniform; that the same system of book-keeping should 
be adopted throughout them all?—It would be necessary that the same system 
should be adopted, otherwise you will not have uniformity in the accounts. 

1630. Would it facilitate the audit of the accounts if copies of the Cash Book, 
and Journal, and Ledger accompanied the accounts ?—The Cash Book, I think, 
should accompany the accounts; I was not aware that it had been decided 
that there should be a Journal and Ledger. 

1631. If the use of the Journal and Ledger were universally adopted in the 
colonies, would not the sending home copies of the Journal and Ledger greatly 
aid the auditing of the accounts /—If the system of double entry were adopted 
it would, I think, be most essential that it should be the simplest form of double 
entry which is practised. . In the colonial accounts it would, I am sure, be very 
desirable that the double entry and classification of the accounts should devolve 
entirely upon the principal accountant at the seat of government, and that the 
sub-accountants should deliver their Cash Books containing the whole of their 
transactions; that the treasurer should journalise those transactions, and together 
with his own cash transactions, which would include the personal advances to 
the sub-accountants, post them from his Cash Book and Journal under the exact 
classified heads to be provided for in the estimate, and make up the general 
account. 

1632. If the Ledger, as is the case in the Navy Department, represented under 
those different titles the various heads of estimate, would not the examination 
of that ledger greatly facilitate the prompt audit of the account ?—It is not 
necessary; I think if the Cash Book and J ournal were sent home it would be 
far better that the treasurer should be under the obligation to make up his 
general account, with abstracts of every service as classified, supported by the 
vouchers. This would be in effect taking from his Ledger all the different pay- 
ments as they were made, which would be checked and compared. with the 
Cash Book and Journal, and would afford a. much readier audit than sending 
the Ledger instead of abstracts from it. 

1633. But would not the Ledger be a concentration of all the facts of the 
Cash Book and Journal ?—This concentration will appear in the general account, 
inasmuch as the general, account would be nothing less than the result of all 
those facts. 

1634. In this respect would the general account differ from the concentrated 
account kept in the Ledger ?—The general account would be a condensation of 
totals, and the Ledger would be the details as they have occurred in every month. 

1635. Mr. Trotter.] If you sent home, as I understand you propose, the 
Ledger and Journal, of course you must keep duplicates at the seat of the 
account in the colony ?—If sent home, certainly. 

1636. Chairman.] That is the case with all the accounts that come home, I 
take it —Yes. 

1637. You do not consider the sending home of a copy of the Ledger abso- 
lutely necessary, but you consider that copies of the Journal and Cash Book 
should accompany the colonial accounts ?—The Cash Book should accompany 
the accounts, and the Journal also if the double entry system be adopted. 

1638. The Audit-office propose that the sub-accountant should make monthly 
returns; is it the suggestion that those monthly returns should be sent to the 
Colonial-office by the sub-accountants ?—By the monthly accounts I understand 
the cash accounts. 

1639. What would you propose for verifying the balances in the colonial 
chest, when the annual, account is made up for audit ?—What is now done; . 
a, certificate of survey. - 

1640. You think the present system gives sufficient security for the balances 
in hand ?—If the contents of the various chests are counted and reported by 
Committees of Survey, some of the surveys, being held at uncertain periods, . 
and they are found on comparison with the accounts to accord with the accounts, 
it appears to me that that is a security. 

1641. Under the existing state of things, does the verification, of the balance 
in the chest always accompany the statement of the account ?—Not invariably, 
but generally; this would be one of the points to be insisted upon. 

1642. You would invariably require that the balance in the chest should be 
compared with the balance in the Cash. Book?—That is now generally done; it 


should invariably be done, and a certificate accompany the account: 
1643. What 
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1643. What colonial audit would you suggest. for the sub-accountants’ 
accounts ; would you make that depend wholly upon the Colonial Treasurer ? 
—Certainly not; the same strict audit by a local auditor. 

1644. Mr. Trotter.] After the sub-accountants’ accounts have been examined 
by the auditor in the colonies, do the accounts come to you afterwards as a 
part of the whole accounts?—The sub-accounts are usually incorporated in 
the accounts of the treasurer; in some instances they come separate, but they 
all come to the Audit-office. 

1645. Chairman.| What time would you allow, in the colonies, after the 
close of the year, for closing the accounts of that year?—It must entirely 
depend upon the magnitude of the accounts; but under the arrangement by 
which the accounts should be in accordance with the estimate, and the original 
requisitions, and the sub-accounts in the same form, the examination and pre- 
paration of the accounts could go on in the colony month by month, and I 
should think the longest period that would be required would be six months, 
and the shortest period one month, and generally speaking three months :— 
except in extraordinary cases, three months. 

1646. Do you think it desirable, that on accounts arriving from the colony 
previous to their transmission to the Audit Board, they should undergo an 
examination, either at the Colonial-office or the Treasury ?—I can see no useful 
purpose in that. 

1647. You would recommend their direct transmission to the Audit-office 
on their arrival >—Certainly. 

1648. Does any plan for enforcing attention to the inquiries of the Audit 
Board on the colonial agents, suggest itself to your mind ?—That the Audit 
Board should fix a time which, according to the circumstances of the case, they 
think would be reasonable, to return answers after the receipt of the questions 
in the colony; and that the Secretary of State should enforce a rule that 
answers should be sent, although they might in some cases be incomplete, 
and require further answers to follow. 

1649. You would recommend that a special report should be made to the 
Colonial-office, in every case in which an answer should not be received, after 
a given delay, by the Audit-office >—I think it should be imperative that the 
answer should be sent, and then if the answer were not received in due course, 
the Audit-office would report the circumstance. 

1650. Supposing all those suggestions of improvement were given effect to, 
how long after the close of the year ought the colonial accounts to be audited ? 
—It is very difficult, almost impossible, to give an opinion as to the time when 
an account could be audited; that is, every question arising upon it finally 
settled. Hitherto the difficulties have, in various ways, been very great, as 
I have stated in several parts of my examination ; but at the present moment 
many of those difficulties are diminishing, and I have no doubt that if the 
accountants and the auditors in the colonies become aware that they must 
give attention to framing and keeping the accounts in strict accordance with 
their instructions, and to answering the questions without delay ; and if the 
estimates for each year’s account be carefully prepared, and the auditor take 
care that the account is compared in his office with the estimate, and ex- 
planations given upon those points upon which explanations would have to be 
called for by the Audit-office, many of the queries which have been a cause of 
delay will be obviated. Therefore it may be expected that the audit would be 
very much facilitated ; but I really am unable to state any precise limit to the 
time when, as a general rule, the accounts might be audited. 

1651. If effect were given to all those suggestions for improvement in the 
colonial accounts, when do you think Parliament might reasonably expect a 
general return of the colonial accounts; after what period ?—Do you mean the 
general return of their being finally audited ? 

1652. Supposing all your suggestions were carried out, everything that is 
required at the Audit-office be given effect to, what delay do you think would 
be a reasonable one, in order to enable the Audit Board to get through the 
whole of the colonial*accounts for a perfect audit >—Perhaps three years. 

1653. You think that the accounts of 1800, down to the close of 1843, 
might be presented to Parliament in an audited state in January 1847 ?—If we 
se a of arrears, I think it might be effected, seeing that there have already 
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been great improvements in the accounts, and that further regulations might 
ensure prompter explanations upon them. 

1654. Do you think a detailed examination of the colonial accounts in the 
Audit-office is essential7—I think there can be no efficient control by the 
Home Government over expenditure in the Crown colonies, under the authority 
of the respective governors, without detailed examination in this country. 
Although possibly, in consequence of the scrutinizing investigations which 
have been carried on for some years, the system might go on well for a 
time without detailed examination, I feel confident that when it became known 
that detailed examination in this country was dispensed with, unauthorised 
and lavish expenditure, as well as mystification of account, would again creep 
in. As regards the revenue, I do not conceive that detailed examination in 
this country is necessary; an efficient control over the revenue may be had by 
comparing the results with the assessments and estimates, and with the rent- 
rolls : where the receipts depend upon money collected daily, such as customs, 
the details of this examination might very well rest with the Comptroller of 
the Customs and local auditor. 

1655. Can you give us any idea when the Board of Audit will be prepared 
to give us the details of their plan ?—I am not able to state when, for the reasons 
I have mentioned in the beginning of this day’s examination: I imagine that 
the Board of Audit will have to report to the Treasury on the subject.

CEYLON. 


SCHEDULE of Taxes, Dutizs, Frxs, und all other Sources of Revenue, specified under the 
respective Laws or Authorities under which they are derived. 


LAND REVENUE. 


Tax on Paddy.—Tue receipis classed under this head are derived from the tax of one-half, one- 
third, one-fourth, one-fifth, one-tenth, or one-fourteenth of the produce. The tax is levied under 
the proclamations of the 22d April 1803, and 21st November 1818. 

In the central province, this tax had, till 1826, been exclusively levied by an annual assessment 
of the crop of each harvest, and had chiefly been collected in kind. In the districts adjacent to the 
town of Kandy, this annual assessment was then commuted, with the consent of the proprietors, for 
the annual payment of a given quantity of grain, which pale ee continued in force till the end 
of 1830, when that system was further improved, by giving the proprietors the option of that com- 
muted fixed assessment, either ata fixed rate in money or in kind. The term of the first settlement 
having expired with the year 1882, the proprietors had the option of either renewing the settlement 
on the same conditions for another term of three years, or of reverting to the former system of 
annual assessment. The renewal of the commutation assessment was accepted throughout the 
former commuted districts. At the end of 1835, the renewed commutation also expired, and a 
notice was issued that the assessment might either be renewed for a term of 21 years, or that the 


‘tax might be redeemed in perpetuity, by paying 10 years’ purchase of the commuted annual tax. 


The permission to redeem has been availed of by the proprietors to some extent, but such of them 
as are not prepared to redeem, have accepted the commutation assessment, for periods varying from 
5 to 21 years. 

In dhe: Colombo district, the commuted paddy tax was rented experimentally in the beginning of 
1841, in six or eight villages only, and the system subsequently authorized to be extended. The 
Ordinance No. 14, of 1840, provides for the securing the due collection of the duties or tax upon 
paddy and fine grain. 

The commutation system prevails in all the other provinces excepting the Matura, Tangalle, and 
Hambantotte divisions of the southern province, in which it has not been yet introduced. 


Tax on Fine Grain.—Recognized by the proclamation of the 22d April 1803 (which imposes 
generally a tax of one-tenth on the produce of all high lands, which means lands not adapted to the 
production of paddy), and confirmed by the Ordinance No. 14, of 1840. 


Tax on Gardens—This revenue is derived from the produce of Government gardens, either 
rented or collected in aumany. 


Tithes Redeemed.—A measure adopted in November 1813 by Government, under the conviction 
that proprietors of paddy lands would cultivate them more carefully, and with greater advantage 
to the public, if subjected to one-tenth only, instead of halfand quarter. The redemption is effected 
by the owner paying the estimated value of the difference of tax for eight or ten years, at one pay- 
ment. Under instructions from the Secretary of State, preparations are being made for the general 
redemption of the land tax upon the same principle, and it is already in progress in the central 
province (vide first vaeanial 


LAND CUSTOMS. 


Taxes levied at ferries, bridges, canals, and the lock and cart tolls, established from time to time 
under the authority of Government, according to the ancient Dutch laws. The Ordinance No. 10, 
of 1842, protects this source of revenue, 


SEA CUSTOMS. 


These duties are collected under and agreeably to the directions of the Ordinances No. 5, of 1837, 
Nos. 8, 9, and 10, of 1840, and No. 6, of 1842. 


CINNAMON. 


The proceeds of cinnamon, the collection of the plantations retained by Government, sold under 
the instructions of the Secretary of State, and the advertisement of the 9th Marth 1833, issued 
thereupon. All the cinnamon gardens have been sold off, except a portion of the Marendahu, near 
Colombo, which is reserved to be sold gradually for building jou. By the ordinance No. 10, of 
1840, the duty on cinnamon, of whatsoever nature or quality, is equalized to 2s. per pound, and 
by the Ordinance No. 6, of 1842, it is further reduced to 1s. per pound from the Ist May 1843. 
Two hundred bales of cinnamon are put up at every montlily sale, and sold without reserve to the 
highest bidder. 
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LICENCES. 


Arrack and Toddy.—Tax on the consumption of arrack and toddy, or the exclusive privilege 
of retailing arrack, generally farmed in the several provinces, protected by the Ordinances No. 5, 
of 1834, and No. 13, of 1840. 

Stilis —This tax was first imposed in January 1821, but it was found expedient to lower the 
established duty in the proportion of one-third in March 1826, and again to lower it to 2s. a gallon 
in May 1882, which is the rate now levied: the Ordinance No. 5, of 1834, protects this branch of 
revenue. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Recognized by the Ordinance No. 2, of 1836 : weights and measures are supplied by the ‘com- 
missariat, and sold at the several cutcherries to individuals requiring them. 


CHANKS. 


Under this head are brought to account sums received in consideration of permission granted to 
individuals to dig for chanks in public lands, being equivalent to one-tenth of the value of the 
shells procured. 

The Ordinances Nos. 4 and 5, of 1842, make provision “for the protection of Her Majesty’s 
rights in the digging for dead chanks,” and “ for the protection of Her Majesty’s chank fishery.” 


SALT. 


The Ordinance No. 8, of 1886, which consolidated and amended the laws for the protection of 
this branch of revenue, has been so far modified by the Ordinance No, 1, of 1838, (under which a 
proclamation was issued on the 24th July 1838, and an advertisement on the sth May 1839,) as to 
throw open the retail trade from the Kaymel river in the western province, to the Matura district 
in the southern province. The importation of salt, except by license, under the authority of the 
Governor, is prohibited by the Ordinance No. 8, of 1840; and the Ordinance N. 0. 17 of that year 
makes further provision for the protection of Her Majesty’s revenue derived from salt. “The 
Ordinance No. 17, of 1848, makes also certain provisions respecting the delivery of salt sold by 
Government. 


STAMPS. 


Amount of stamps sold at the several cutcherries and by the Commissioner of Stamps, under the 
Ordinance No. 6, of 1836. 


JUDICIAL RECEIPTS. 


Amount of stamps sold in judicial process, and paid into the cutcherries by the several district 
judges throughout the island, according to the tables of fees established by the Ordinance No. 7, 
of 1841. 

FINES AND FORFEITURES. 


Fines levied, and sums obtained for articles confiscated, and sold for the benefit of the Crown by 
the Supreme Court and district judges. 


POSTAGE. 
Island postage on letters, &c. regulated by the Ordinance No. 8, of 1836, 


PEARL FISHERY. 


Can only be considered as a casual, and not a permanent revenue. The regulations for the pro- 
tection of the banks, are the Dutch proclamations of the 28th May 1665, and 15th November 1745, 
and the Regulation No. 3, of 1811. The Ordinance No. 18, of 1843, prohibits the possession within 
certain limits, of certain nets and instruments which might otherwise be used to the detriment of 
‘Her Majesty’s pearl banks, 

LANDS AND HOUSES. 


Under this head, receipts of the following descriptions are brought to account:—The monthly 
rent of Government houses and lands occupied by individuals; the amount proceeds of houses, gar- 
dens, waste grounds, and cinnamon plantations disposed of by Government; and the collections 
made at the several Government rest houses in the island, from travellers or passengers occupying 


the same. 
ASSESSMENT ON HOUSES, &e. 


This tax is levied from occupants of houses at Colombo and Galle. The regulations relating to 
this tax, and the tax on bullock carts (both of which are brought to account under one head), have 
been consolidated and amended by the Ordinance No. 4, of 1834, and further amended by the 
Ordinance No. 3, of 1835. As an experiment, this tax has been rented out for 1840, and the system 
is continued. The Ordinance No. 13, of 1848, repeals the above enactments, and fixes the tax pay- 
able on all houses, &c. at an amount not exceeding 10 per cent. on the annual value thereof, for the 
purpose of providing a fund sufficient for the maintenance and keeping of a police force within the 
towns and limits therein specified. The actual amount now directed to be levied, is 7 3 per cent. 


GOVERNMENT GAZETTES, &c. 


Under this head, receipts accruing from the sale of, and from advertisements inserted in the 
Government Gazette; also from the sale of the Ceylon Almanac, Ordinances, &c. are brought to 
-account. ;

1. In addition to the above fees, 1s. per mile will be allowed in lieu of all travelling expenses, 
when the ground to be surveyed lies beyond three miles from the principal town of the province 
or place of residence of the surveyor. This allowance is to include the hire of the persons employed. 
by the surveyor to carry baggage and instruments, draw chain, &c.; and if several surveys are 
made in one trip, that trip alone will be charged, and the amount distributed in fair proportion 
amongst the costs of the several surveys. 


2. In cases where one or more contiguous lots have been, or are required to be surveyed, the 
surveyor will be paid for the survey of each lot, in proportion only to the extent of boundary 
requiring actual measurement. 

3. For surveys of roads, canals, rivers, &c. s ecial terms will be made. 

4. When surveyors are required to appraise lands, houses, or other property, they will receive 
one-half per cent. of the value of the land or house, &c. appraised, with travelling-charges as 
above; provided the amount shall in no case exceed 101, excepting under special agreement. 

5. Surveyors will provide their own stationery, instruments, &e., and will be required to furnish 
to the surveyor-general’s office, four figures of every survey, immediately on its completion, neatly 
drawn on good paper, with a full description of the land and its boundaries, describing the province, 
district, and village in which it is situated, its distance from the principal town, and the nearest 
carriage or cart-road, or navigable river or canal. 


6. When copies of surveys are specially called for, 1 s. will be paid for a mere outline of the 


‘boundaries, with appropriate description, and 5s. for a map showing minutely the interior detail, 


with a full description of the land, &c. 


7. Surveyors employed by Government will be entitled to 15s. a day batta, including all 
charges whatsoever, when detained by the absence, or other remissness, of the parties who should 
be in attendance during the survey, or if the boundaries are not so cleared as to admit of the 
survey being proceeded with without interruption. 


g. All question as to the land being the property of the Crown must be disposed of, before the 
services of a surveyor can be placed at the disposal of an applicant, and no application for land. 
which may be received by any Government agent after the date hereof, will be advertized in the 
Gazette till the boundaries are properly cleared, and the land surveyed. The survey, however, 
may be undertaken at the expense of Government, for the purpose of investigating claims, the 
cost of survey of any portion of land ultimately sold being charged against the purchaser. 


9. On 
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9. On application being made for land, the headman will be directed by the Government agent 
to meet the applicant, or an accredited agent, on the spot, on a certain day; should the headman 
pronounce the land applied for to be the property of the Crown, the applicant or such agent, 
attended by a licensed surveyor and the village headman, will proceed to clear the boundaries at 
his own cost, and with labourers provided by himself. The Government agent will decide upon 
the remuneration that should be allowed to headmen, according to circumstances, for their attend- 
ance, and this charge is to be paid whether the land proves to be Government or private property. 
Tf the land is pronounced to be the property of the Crown, and charges are incurred in clearing 
boundaries, &c., a memorandum thereof must be produced to the headman, who will certify whetaer 
they are reasonable or otherwise. If he certifies to their being reasonable, the Government agent 
will, on approval, sien the memorandum ; but should the headman refuse to certify, the agent will 
fix the amount admissible. The applicant or his agent will then be required to pay the head- 
man his charges, and to deposit the estimated amount of fees, &c. for the surveyor, and for the 
attendance of headmen, if further required during the survey ; and the Government agent will pa 
the surveyor his fees and charges out of the sum deposited, on presenting his bill, taxed by the 
surveyor-general. 


10. The day on which the surveyor is oa gana to attend will be intimated to the applicant, and 
that notice shall be binding on him, and shall render him liable to the charges defined in the 7th 
clause, if he, or the party deputed by him, does not attend. 


11. Should either the clearing of boundaries or the progress of the survey be impeded by the 
absence of headmen duly ordered to attend, Government will summarily pay the costs of detention 
incurred by the applicant and the surveyor, and hold headmen responsible for the same; and in 
like manner, should any impediment or delay be occasioned by the absence or other negligence of 
the surveyor, duly warned, the loss incurred by the applicant and headmen will be charged against 
him, unless by timely notice, given by any one of the three parties, the day of meeting is post- 
poned by the Government agent. - 


12, On the day of sale, the Government agent will specify, in three separate items, the upset 
price of the land, the cost of clearing boundaries, &c. and the charges of surveying allowed by 
this Minute, and stipulate that, if the applicaut is not the ultimate purchaser, the two latter items 
must be paid down, with the 10 per cent., by the actual purchaser, and the claims of the original 
applicant will be adjusted by the Government agent out of that payment. Should the original 
applicant, however, be the ultimate purchaser, he will pay the price bid for the land, and settle 
with the agent for the other two items, paying to, or receiving from that officer, as the case 
may be. 


13. Should surveyors be paid not according to these rates, but according to a special agree- 
ment, the surveyor-general will reduce the agreement to writing, and will apprize the Government 
agent thereof, and Government agents, as wall as the surveyor-general, will be at liberty to accept 
of lower terms than those specified in the table of fees, should competition reduce the charge for 
surveying. 


14. Persons wishing to be employed by Government as surveyors, will have to undergo a strict 
examination in the several branches of the art. On their being certified by the surveyor-general 
to be duly qualified, they will receive licences to survey Crown lands, notice whereof will be giver 
in the Government Gazette; and no surveys but those made by officers of Government, or licensed. 
surveyors, will hereafter be authenticated at the Surveyor-general’s office. 


Rutezs for the Survey and Satz of Wasrz Lanps. 


1. That as soon as arrangements can be made, all lands shall be surveyed by officers appointed 
by the Government, and lee either by fixed salaries or by fees. The surveyor’s fees to be added. 
to the minimum price of the land and paid into the public chest. 


2. The lands to be sold by Government are to be surveyed, as nearly as practicable, in lots not 
exceeding 640 acres, but under special circumstances the Government will authorize lots being 
put up not exceeding 1,280 acres, and parties may apply for lots of a smaller extent, or to have any 
number of lots put up, in which case they are to deposit the usual surveyors’ fees. 


3. The Government agent, in concert with the surveyor-general, will then make arrangements to 
have the land surveyed, attending, as far as practicable, to the desire of the applicant; but they 
will in all cases take care that no party is allowed to pick out only the fertile spots, leaving out the 
inferior land which may intersect the ground; nor to select any lot in such a manner as to injure 
the adjoining lots: for instance, where the boundary of a lot comes near a stream, it should gene- 


rally be taken as the boundary. 


4, No survey of lands not applied for having yet been made, the surveyor-general is to proceed 
forthwith to survey such tracts of land as it may be desirable to sell immediately, selecting in the 
first place those in situations where applications have been most numerous. 


5. The surveys, when completed, will be lodged in the surveyor-general’s office, where they are 
immediately to be marked off in a general map, and charts and registers shall be kept for public 
inspection at the office of the surveyor-general, and the respective Government agents, in such form 
and manner as to exhibit to all persons applying for the same, full and authentic information of all 
appropriations of land, and all surveyed lands not appropriated. 


6. Any lots so surveyed, which the Government may deem it proper to sell, may be applied for, 
and will be put up to sale, under the conditions published from time to time. 


7. No surveys of insulated lots are to be made without special directions from Government. 
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8. The surveyors are to lot off as expeditiously as they can, the tracts of land they are sent to 
survey, paying particular attention to the direction contained in the 41st clause of Her Majesty’s 
Instructions. They are also carefully to note the character and description of soil of each lot, and 
all streams, remarkable rocks, or summits of hills, by which the boundaries of the lots may be more 
readily identified, with such farther information as may apres useful for the information of pur- 
chasers ; also any lines of road which it may appear advisable to mark off as principal roads. 

9. In cases where any high road, already made or proposed to be opened, intersects the tract of 
country to he surveyed, it will be advisable to give the lots adjacent a frontage to the road, and 
the same may often be the case in regard to streams of any magnitude. 

10. The surveyors will not, without special directions from Government, leave one part of the 
country to commence a survey in another, so long as there are any tracts of land applied for and 
remaining unsurveyed, or which it may be considered desirable to survey. 

11. Sales are to be made in all cases, where it is practicable, at the Government agent’s office, 
and if necessary once a month. 

12. All such sales are to be made after public notice in the Government Gazette, by proclama- 
tion, signed by the Colonial Secretary, by the Governor’s command. 

13. The days of sale will be fixed for the different stations, with the view, as far as possible, of 
the sales at one station not interfering with those at another. 

14, The above are the rules under which it is intended that the survey of waste lands shall be 
conducted in future. 

15. When any claims are made to portions of land under survey, the Government agent will 
take steps to bring such claims to decision as speedily as possible, without waiting till applications 
are made. 

16. In suey 2 Learn the Government agents will be careful to state the upset price 
they recommend to be xed under the advertisement of 13th April 1839, and the 41st and 42d 
clauses of Her Majesty’s Instructions; and they will not submit any offer for acceptance, nor let 
any purchaser into possession of the lands, until the 42d clause of Her Majesty’s Instructions have 
been fully complied with. 

17. The purchase-money and fees for enrolment are to be paid to the Government agent; and 


upon his giving notice to the Colonial Secretary, he will cause the necessary grants to be prepared, 
and enrolled, with surveys duly authenticated by the surveyor-general attached, and transmit them 


to the Government agents for delivery. 


18. Government agents are directed to make every effort to procure correct returns of Govern- 
ment waste land in their provinces, with reports of the nature of the soil, and all other information 
which may be of use to applicants for the purchase of waste land.

(To be accompanied by 
a Ground Plan of the Buildings, &c.)——They are all common gaols. That part of the gaol at Galle designated the bridewell 
was established to extend the system of classification. In the bridewell petty offenders, women, and prisoners committed for 
trial, are alone confined. The civil prison is in the same compound. For Ground Plans of the buildings, vide Return for 1837. 

2. Under whose Jurisdiction and Superintendence ; and what Measures are adopted for securing the Visitation of the Prison 
aM the local Magistrates or other Authorities?

nder the jurisdiction of the several district Judges, and under the superintendence of the Fiscal of the Southern Province 
or his deputies, of whom there is one at each station. The Judges of the Supreme Court on circnit visit the gaols at Galle, 
Matura, and Tangalle. The district Judges, the Fiscal, and his deputies, visit the several gaols frequently and at uncertain 
times. There are no written rules or regulations. 

3. Number of Officers, and how appointed? Do all the Officers reside in the Prison? Are Female Prisoners attended 
by Female Officers exclusively ? There is a gaoler in charge of each prison, and a number of peons to assist him, corre- 
sponding with the number of prisoners in the gaol. The gaoler is appointed by Government, and the messengers by the 
fiscal ; they all reside within the prison. ‘There are no female officers attached to the gaols. 

4. Number of Classes, Divisions or Wards, Day-rooms, Work-rooms, and Airing-yards (with reference to Plan); and 
whether the same can be extended or increased ?——The gaol of Galle has three spacious wards, a hospital, two cells, two 
small rooms, and the gaoler’s apartment. There is a spacious verandah, and a yard in front of the rooms of the principal 
division. The bridewell is composed of four moderate-sized rooms, one of which is appropriated to prisoners confined for debt, 
and a large yard shaded with bread-fruit trees. The lock-up house also forms a part of this prison. The Matura gaol has 
three spacious wards, used as sleeping apartments, with two detached rooms, which serve as a hospital. The Tangalle gaol 
consists of only one room. The Hambantotte gaol is a quadrangular building, consists of three large wards, a hospital. 
gaoler’s room, and wards for females and prisoners for trial, with a guardhouse in the entrance or gateway. ‘ 

5. Number of Sleeping Cells, Solitary or Dark Cells, &c., and if any are below Ground? Vide answer to the last 
question. There are no cells below ground. 

6. Dietary or Weekly Allowance, and Weekly Cost per Head for the different Descriptions of Prisoners ?~—-All the 
criminal prisoners are rationed by contract, the weekly cost of which per head somewhat differs; viz.

7. Allowance of Clothing and Bedding, and Cost per Head ? At Galle, Matura, Tangalle, and Hambantotte the prisoners 
are subsisted by contracts, and as they receive no money allowance in these prisons, clothing and bedding are supplied to 
them, the first of which consists of only afew yards of calico or coarse cloth wrapped round their waists, and the latter of a mat. 

8. Hours of Labour and Exercise ?——The hours of labour in all the gaols are from six o’clock in the morning until ten, 
and from noon till five in the afternoon. Prisoners not at labour are allowed to take exercise in the yard until the prison is 


locked up, at half-past six. 
9. Description of Employment and Hard Labour?——The convicts are employed in all public works, under the directions 


of the Government. 

10. Amount of Earnings, and how applied; in what proportion to the Prisoners, to the Officers, or to the Fund for the 
Maintenance of the Prison ?—The prisoners being exclusively employed on public works, as above stated, there is no fund 
accruing from their earnings. Those who are not under sentence of hard labour find no inducement for the exercise ofindustry. 

11. Whether the Classification directed by the Colonial Act has been observed ; if not, for what Reasons; and what Measures 
have been taken to remedy this Defect ?—The only classification which is adopted consists in the allotment of the prisoners to 
the sleeping apartments, the worst characters being confined in the same rooms, and separated from those of better conduct; 
excepting this, no other classification is, from the gencral character of the people, found to be necessary, or from the gaol 
accommodation applicable. 

12. Are Convicted Prisoners prohibited from receiving Visits, or Letters, or any Articles of Food or Clothing, from their 
Relatives or Friends; ifnot, under what Restrictions ? They are altogether restricted, except by special permission of the 
Fiscal or his deputy. . 

13. Is there a Chapel in the Prison, or suitable Apartment for the Performance of Religious Services? How are the 
Prisoners separated therein ?——There is no chapel or place set apart for religious worship. 

14. What Duties are performed by the Chaplain? What Provision is made for the Instruction of the Prisoners, and are 
they supplied with Bibles and other suitable Books ?——The chaplain never attends. No provision is made for the instruction 
of the prisoners. No Bibles or other books supplied. 

15. Are Dissenting Ministers allowed to have access to the Prisoners ; and if so, at what times, and under what Restrictions? 
There are no restrictions to the visit of the missionaries. 

16. What Duties are performed by the Surgeon? Are separate Buildings or Apartments provided for the Sick?——A 
medical officer attends the several gaols, and separate apartments are provided for the sick. 

17. What Diseases have been most prevalent during the Year (in reference to Columns 10 and 11, Return No. 1.)——Fever 
and dysentery. 

18. Reasons for Non-employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8) ?——They are not employed, not being sentenced 
to labour. 

19. Reasons for Punishments, hy Whipping, Irons, Solitary Confinement, or otherwise ? It is seldom found necessary to 
punish the prisoners for breach of gaol discipline; but when these occur, confinement in the stocks is resorted to. 

20. Is there any Insane Person in Confinement? State his or her Name and Age, and for what Offenze committed? How 
long has he or she been in Confinement ; and is such Person separated from the other Prisoners ?——None. 

21. Are any, and what Fees demanded of Debtors, or of any other Prisoners, either at their Admission to, or Discharge 
from the Gaol? There are no fees demanded. 

22. General Observations ?——No further observations occur to me as worthy of mention.

5.—Number of Sleeping Cells, Solitary or Dark Cells, &c.; and if any are below Ground ?——Fourteen sleeping 
cells; no solitary or dark cells, nor any below ground. 

6.—Dictary or Weekly Allowance, and Weekly Cost per Head for the different Descriptions of Prisoners 7——The 
prisoners of all descriptions are supplied with food twice a day. The cost of each head per day is as follows: Euro- 
pean, 7§d.; burgher, 4§d.; native, 3$d. 

7.—Allowance of Clothing and Bedding, and Cost per Head ?_Clothing is supplied at 6s. per head; bedding is 
seldom used by the natives of Ceylon, except by the sick in hospital.

9.—Description of Employment and Hard Labour ?——The prisoners are employed at any public works, at the 
discretion of the Government agent. 

10. Amount of Earnir gs, and how Applied ; in what proportion to the Prisoners, to the Officers, or to the Fund 
for the Maintenance of the Prison ? None. 

11.—Whether the Classification directed by the Colonial Act has been observed ; if not, for what Reasons; and 
what Measures have been taken to remedy this Defect ?—-As much classification is observed as the accommodation 
of the prison will admit of. 

12.—Are Convicted Prisoners prohibited from receiving Visits or Letters, or any Articles of Food or Clothing, from 
their Relatives or Friends; if not, under what Restrictions ? Visits are not admitied inside the gaol. Letters are 
not received by convicts. Food and clothing from the relatives are allowed after the same are examined. 

13.—Is there a Chapel in the Prison, or suitable Apartment for the performance of Religious Services; how are the 
Prisoners separated therein ?——There is no chapel, nor any required. 

14,—What Duties are performed by the Chaplain; what Provision is made for the Instruction of the Prisoners ; 
and are they supplied with Bibles and other suitable Books? There is no chaplain nor school attached to the gaol. 
The prisoners are not supplied with Bibles or other books; there is no demand for either. 

15.—Are Dissenting Ministers allowed to have access to the Prisoners ; and if so, at what times, and under what 
Restrictions ?——There is no hinderance to dissenting ministers having access to prisoners, but I know of no instance 
of their having visited them, the prisoners being generally heathen. 

16.—What Duties are performed by the Surgeon ; are separate buildings or Apartments provided for the sick ? 
The gaol hospital is under the charge of the senior medical officer at the station, and a medical sub-assistant attends 
daily. A large commodious room is appropriated as an hospital for the sick. 

17.—What Diseases have been most prevalent during the Year (in reference to Columns 10 and 11, Return No. 1)? 
Fever. 

18.—Reasons for Non-employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8)? 
sentenced to imprisonment without hard labour. 

19.—Reasons for Punishments; by Whipping, Irons, Solitary Confinement, or otherwise ? 
by the Supreme Court, or courts-martial, to solitary confinement, are subjected to such confinement. Those sentenced 
to be imprisoned at hard labour in chains wear light irons on their legs. Prisoners are not otherwise subjected to 
irons. 

20.—Is there any Insane Person in Confinement? State his or her Name and Age, and for what Offence com- 
mitted ? How long has he or she been in Confinement; and is such Person separated from the other Prisoners ? 
There were two lunatic prisoners, separate from others; their names are as follows: viz. Secudy, aged about 26 years, 
committed on the 18th August 1841; and Sidemberry Armogam, aged about 89 years, committed on the 19th May 
1842. They were discharged upon the report of the medical attendant of the gaol.

They are all common 
gaols. The gaol of Jaffna is not a building erected expressly for the purpose of a gaol, but is 
composed of buildings which were ori inally military quarters. The material is brick (in some 
part coral) and mortar, covering tile. The boundary at the back is the main wall and rampart of 
the fortress. For Ground Plan, vide Return for 1837. ‘The gaol of Mulletivoe consists of three 
rooms of some old stores. 


2.—Under whose Jurisdiction and Superintendence; and what Measures are adopted for se- 
curing the Visitation of the Prison by the Local Magistrates or other Authorities? (A copy of the 
Rules and Regulations to be forwarded with the Return.)——The gaol of Jaffna is within the 
jurisdiction of the district Judge of Jaffna, and in the charge and under the immediate superin- 
tendence of the Fiscal of the Northern. Copies of the Minute of the 18th February 1825, requiring 
a weekly visitation and report by the fiscal, and of that of the 10th June 1820, requiring a monthly 
visitation and report by the provincial (now district Judge) and the fiscal, have already been 
forwarded. Under the orders of Government this latter report has been made quarterly instead of 
monthly. It has not for a long time been furnished. The other gaols are under the jurisdiction 
and general superintendence of the district J es of the districts in which they are situated, and 
the immediate superintendence of the Fiscal of the Northern Province. The weekly report on 
these gaols is furnished as for Jaffna, but not the quarterly one. 


3.—Number of Officers, and how appointed? Do all the Officers reside in the Prison? Are 
Female Prisoners attended by Female Officers exclusively ? Jaffna: A gaoler and an assistant 
gaoler, appointed by Government, and eight turnkeys, nominated by the Fiscal. The gaoler and 
assistant-gaoler also constantly reside in the prison. There are no female officers.—Manar: Two 
turnkeys, appointed by the Fiscal of the Northern Province.—Mulletivoe : None.—Anuradapoora : 
No officers specially appointed for this peculiar purpose. 


4.—Number of Classes, Divisions, or Wards, Day-rooms, Work-rooms, and Airing-yards (with 
reference to Plan); and whether the same can be extended or increased ? Jafina: The 
prisoners are kept in eight separate wards. The burgher debtors in the ward, No. 1; prisoners 
trom the Singhalese districts, under sentence of the Supreme Court, in Nos. 2 and 8 ; those under 
sentence of the district courts, in No. 8; females in No. 4; those from the Tamil districts, under 
sentence of the Supreme Court, in No. 5; native debtors, in No. 6; and those for trial in the 7th. 
A plan to admit of complete separation of the different classes was made some years ago, but the 
execution of the work has not yet been determined on.—Manar: There are only two rooms 
within the old fort of Manar. The rooms are not in themselves secure, but from the situation are 
tolerably so. An estimate has been submitted for some improvement; the work has been com- 
menced on.—Mulletivoe: There are three separate rooms. More might be made available for the 
purpose were there any necessity for more space, which there does not appear to be. A small gaol 
is in progress of construction, completed in 1844.—-Anooradapoora: Only one room of 12 by 
16 feet. The gable of one end extended to 10 feet; partially protected by a low wall, to serve as an 
accommodation for peon guard or sentry. Whole building 26 feet by 12, exclusive of walls. 


5.—Number of Sleeping Cells, Solitary or Dark Cells, &c.; and if any are below Ground ? 
Jaffna: There are no separate sleeping-cells, and no solitary or dark cells. The other gaol : None. 


6.—Dietary or Weekly Allowance, and Weekly Cost per Head for the different Descriptions of 
Prisoners ?

Orders have been given to introduce the system of dieting, which has been deferred till the 
required cook-room and store can be provided for. It is now intended to make provisions of a 
temporary nature for this, and to introduce the system immediately.

8.—Hours of Labour and Exercise? -—The hours of labour are from 6 to 10, and from 12 
to 5. The prisoners within the walls, not at hard labour, are allowed the range of the yards 
all day. 


9.—Description of Employment and Hard Labour ?-—-The labour is almost always on the 
roads in the immediate vicinity ; construction and repair. The details are mainly the quarrying 
of material and removing it in wheelbarrows.—Manar and Mulletivoe: Employed in public 
works and buildings.—Anuradapoora: Clearing the vicinity of underwood, &e, 
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Norrnern Province—continued. 


10.—Amount of Earnings, and how applied; in what proportion to the Prisoners, to the 
Officers, or to the Fund for the Maintenance of the Prison ? Jaffna: The system referred to in 
this question is not in force. The other gaols: None. 


11.—Whether the Classification directed by the Colonial Act has been observed; if not, for 
what Reasons; and what Measures have been taken to remedy this Defect ?——Jaffna: No Act on 
this subject has been published in Ceylon:—Manar and Mulletivoe: None.—Anuradapoora : 
Inapplicable. 


12,—Are Convicted Prisoners prohibited from receiving Visits,or Letters, or any Articles of Food 
or Clothing, from their Relatives or Friends ; if not, under what Restrictions ?. They are allowed. 
to receive letters, and articles of food and clothing, &c., to communicate for a few minutes with 
visitors at the wicket door in the outer gate of the prison, between the hours of 10 and 12; no such 
visitors are admitted into the gaol. By recent instructions the rules established by the last Prison 
Act for England are about to be introduced to some extent. 


13.—Is there a Chapel in the Prison, or suitable Apartment for the performance of Religious 
Services? How are the Prisoners separated therein ?——-Jaffna: There is no provision of the kind. 
The other gaols: None. 


14.—What Duties are performed by the Chaplain? What Provision is made for the Instruction 
of the Prisoners; and are they supplied with Bibles and other suitable Books ?——Jaffna: No pro- 
vision is made for the instruction of the prisoners; no books are supplied ; the prisoners are mostly 
heathens. The other gaols: None. 


15.—Are Dissenting. Ministers allowed to have access to the Prisoners; and, if so, at what 
times, and under what Restrictions ?——Jaffna: This question is shown by the answer to the pre- 
ceding to be inapplicable. The other gaols: None. 


16.—What Duties are performed by the Surgeon? Are separate Buildings or Apartments pro- 
vided for the Sick ?——Jaffna: The wards Nos. 9, 10, and 11, with the adjoining premises, are 
spproprinte’ to the sick; the gaol is daily visited by a subordinate medical officer, and occa- 
sionally by the staff assistant-surgeon. It appears by the nature of the mention of the subject in 
the rules referred to by me in the concluding general observations in this return, that it is intended 
to provide for a competent surgeon to be Ape in charge of the prison, a measure which it is 
extremely desirable should be adopted.—Manar: There is no separate apartment for the sick ; 
a medical sub-assistant attends when his services are required.—Mulletivoe: The sick are attended 
by a medical sub-assistant.—Anuradapoora: A medical sub-assistant attends when required; no 
separate apartments. 


17.—What Diseases have been most prevalent during the Year (in reference to Columns 10 and 
11, Return No. 1)?——Jaffna and Manar: The most prevalent disease appears to have been fever. 
—Mulletivoe and Anuradapoora: None. 


18.—Reasons for Non-employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8)?——Prisoners 
sentenced to hard labour are never exempted, excepting from sickness incapacitating them from 
labour, a point always determined by the surgeon. 


19.—Reasons for Punishments, by Whipping, Irons, Solitary Confinement, or otherwise ? 
Punishment by solitary confinement has occasionally during the past years been resorted to, under 
sentence of the District Court. Irons to the legs are only used by sentence of the Supreme Court. 
Prisoners guilty of riot are confined in the stocks or restrained by handeuffs. Disobedience and. 
insubordination was until recently visited with corporai punishment, but the Fiscal being no longer 
a magistrate has not now the power to inflict this ; recourse is therefore, of necessity, had to the 
District Court on all occasions calling for such punishment. An order has recently been passed ta 
empower the Fiscal to inflict moderate corporal punishment. 


20.—Is there any Insane Person in Confinement? State his or her Name and Age, and for what 
Offence committed ? How long has he or she been in Confinement; and is such Person separated. 
from the other Prisoners? Jaffna: there are two persons in confinement; one named Edmond 
Thirle, aged 25 years, and committed for being insane, and has been in gaol for nearly four 
months; and the other, named Welopulle Nicholan, aged 30 years, and has been in gaol for nearly 
16 months. The other gaols: None. 


21.—Are any, and what Fees demanded of Debtors, or of any other Prisoners, either at their 
Admission to, or Discharge from the Gaol ?——Jafina: No fees are demanded. The other gaols: 
None. 

22,—General Observations. ——Jaffna: The gaol might be considered crowded, with reference 
to the habits of Europeans, but it is not so with reference to those of the natives, at their own 
houses. The returns show that the prisoners are not unhealthy; and another test of the general 
salubrity of the gaol is, the appearance of the prisoners. Those at hard labour attract general 
observation, from their stout, healthy appearance. A sufficiency of food of a better description 
than most of them get at home, with regular exercise, is probably the cause of this. The objec- 
tions to the system, indeed, are all of the contrary nature; imprisonment, even with hard labour, is 
not made sufficiently disagreeable to the natives; and there are difficulties arising from the 
customs of the country, and character of the only persons who can be procured as gaol attendants, 
in making itso. The attention of the Governor has recently been much directed to the whole 
subject of prison discipline, and provisions has been made by Ordinance for empowering the Fiscal 
to inflict moderate punishment on refactory prisoners, and some rules have been enjoined for 
observance preparatory to providing by Ordinance for a system of labour within the gaol, with 
separate confinement at night. The other gaols: None.

(To be accompanied by a Ground Plan of the Buildings, &c.)——The gaol consists of 
fourteen cells of various dimensions, with a verandah in front of them, forming an oblong square, 
with an internal yard and privy attached thereto. There are also at one end of the building, on the 
outside of the square, two cells, one for female criminal prisoners, and. the other for female civil 
prisoners. At the opposite end are two similar apartments, one of which is used for male civil 
prisoners, and the other as a guard-room. For Ground Plan, vide Return for 1837. 

2.—Under whose Jurisdiction and Superintendence, and what Measures are adopted for securing 
the Visitation of the Prison by the Local Magistrates or other Authorities? (A copy of the Rules 
and Regulations to be forwarded with the Return.)——The gaol is generally visited by one of the 
judges of the Supreme Court during the sessions. A copy of the instructions to the gaoler has 
already been forwarded. 

3.— Number of Officers, and how appointed? Do all the Officers reside in the Prison? Are 
Female Prisoners attended by Female Officers exclusively ? A gaoler and an overseer, appointed 
by the governor, and two turnkeys and fourteen attendant watchers of the convicts employed at 
hard labour, appointed by the Fiscal. The only officer who resides in the gaol is one turnkey ; 
and there are no female attendants. 

4,—Number of Classes, Divisions, or Wards, Day-rooms, Work-rooms, and Airing-yards 
(with reference to Plan); and whether the same can be extended or increased ? The wards 
Nos. 2, 8, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 15 are for the male criminal prisoners; Nos. 4 and’5 the 
gaol hospital; No. 6 for the military prisoners; No. 1 for the prisoners for trial; No. 16 for the 
male civil prisoners; No. 17 for the female civil prisoners; and No. 18 for the female criminal 
prisoners, as per Plan. The gaol was considerably enlarged. in 1835; it affords accommodation 
for the prisoners, but is not considered to provide the means of security. 

5.—Number of Sleeping Cells, Solitary or Dark Cells, &c. ; and if any are below Ground ? 
There are two solitary cells, no dark cells, and none below ground. 

6.—Dietary or Weekly Allowance, and Weekly Cost per Head for the different descriptions of 
Prisoners ?——-All criminal prisoners are rationed by contract. The rates at present are, for Euro- 
peans and burghers, at 5 §d., and native prisoners at 13. 6 $d. each per week. 

7.—Allowance of Clothing and Bedding, and Cost per Head ?——Europeans and burghers are 
furnished with clothing and cots, and the natives with mats to sleep on, and blue cotton cloths, pur- 
chased by Government at the market price. The average amount expense of clothing for an 
European or burgher is 1/., and for a native 3s. quarterly. 

8.— Hours of Labour and Exercise ? From 6 to 10 a.m., and again from 12 to 5 p.m. 

9.—Description of Employment and Hard Labour?——The repair or construction of streets, 
roads, and public buildings. 

10.—Amount of Earnings, and how applied ; in what proportion to the Prisoners, to the Officers, 
or to the Fund for the Maintenance of the Prison?——None; the services of the prisoners who 
are under sentence of hard labour being applied to public works. 

11.—Whether the Classification directed by the Colonial Act has been observed ; if not, for what 
Reasons, and what Measures have been taken to remedy this Defect? A. classification is 
observed, as far as local circumstances and the accommodation in the gaol will permit. 

12.—Are Convicted Prisoners prohibited from receiving Visits or Letters, or any articles of Food 
or Clothing, from their Relatives or Friends; if not, under what Restrictions ? fl 


They are pro- 
hibited from receiving visits, &c. without the special permission of the Fiscal or his deputy. 
Employed as they are, the prevention of communication with others is not practicable. 

13.—Is there a Chapel in the Prison, or suitable Apartment for the performance of Religious 
Services? How are the Prisoners separated therein ?——There is no chaplain appointed for the 
gaol, but the Church Missionaries residing in Kandy visit the gaol voluntarily every Sunday and 
perform Divine service. They likewise distribute religious tracts to such of the prisoners as desire 
to read them. The proportion of the prisoners confined in the gaol who are Christians is very small. 

14, What Duties are performed by the Chaplain? What Provision is made for the Instruction 
of the Prisoners; and are they supplied with Bibles and other suitable Books? Vide answer 
to the last question. 

15.—Are Dissenting Ministers allowed to have access to the Prisoners; and if so, at what 
Times, and under what Restrictions? No application for the attendance of one having been 
made, no specific rule has been laid down in this respect. No objection can be anticipated against 
the compliance with such a proposal.

17.—What Diseases have been most prevalent during the Year (in reference to Columns 10 and 
11, Return No. 1)? Fever, dysenteria acute, diarrhoea, varicella, ulcers, pleuritis. 

18.—Reasons for Non-employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8)?——Exemption 
from hard labour is regulated by the provisions in the sentence. 

19.—Reasons for Punishments by Whipping, Irons, Solitary Confinement, or otherwise? 
No punishment is scarcely ever inflicted beyond that which has been awarded. by the sentences. 

20.—Is there any Insane Person in Confinement? State his or her Name and Age, and for 
what Offence committed? How long has he or she been in Confinement; and is such Person 
separated from the other Prisoners ?——None. 

21.—Are any and what Fees demanded of Debtors, or of any other Prisoners, either at their 
Admission to, or Discharge from the Gaol ? No fees are ever demanded. 

22,—General Observations, None occur beyond the preceding remarks.

To apply a Sum not exceeding 141,063 /. to the Contingent Service of the Year 1843. 


Wuereas the contingent expenditure required for the service of the government of this 
island for the year 1843, and not specially sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government, has 
been estimated at the sum of 141,063 J. 


1.’ It is therefore hereby enacted by the Governor of Ceylon, with the advice and consent 
of the Legislative Council thereof, that a sum not exceeding 141,063 /. shall be, and the 
same is hereby charged upon the revenue of this island, for the contingent service of the 
year 1843. 


2. And it is further enacted, that out of the said sum of 141,063 /. there shall and may 
be issued and applied any sum or sums of money not exceeding 52,1542, to defray the 
charges for the civil contingent service of the year 1843, as hereinafter more particularly 
expressed ; that is to say, any sum or sums of money not exceeding 459 l., to defray the 
expenses of the department of the colonial secretary ; and any sum or sums of money not 
exceeding 3,116 1. to defray the expenses of the department of the treasurer and commis- 
sioner of stamps; and any sum or sums of money not exceeding 50/. to defray the 
expenses of the department of the auditor and accountant-general and controller of revenue 5

7. And it is further enacted, that out of the said sum of 141,063 7. there shall and may 
be issued and applied any sum or sums of money not exceeding 2,000/. to defray the 
charges for the miscellaneous contingent service of the year 1843, as hereinafter more par- 
ticularly expressed ; that is to say, any sum or sums of money not exceeding 2,0001. to 
meet unforeseen expenses on occasions of emergency of the department of the treasurer. 


8. And it is further enacted, that the treasurer of the said colony shall issue and pay the 
said several sums to such persons for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned, upon such days 
and in such proportions as the governor for the time being, by any warrant or order in 
writing, to be signed by him, shall from time to time order and direct; and that the pay- 
pene so to be made, shall be charged upon and payable out of the revenues of the said 
colony. 


g. And it is further enacted, that the said treasurer shall in his accounts, from time to 
time, be allowed credit for any sum or sums of money paid by him in pursuance of such 
warrant or order in writing as aforesaid ; and that the receipt or receipts of the respective 
persons to whom the sate shall be so paid, shall be a full and valid discharge to the said 
treasurer in passing his said accounts, for any such sum or sums as shall be therein men- 
tioned ; and that he shall and do receive credit for the same accordingly.

royal engineer department, for the undermentioned military services and works, provided 
that the total expenditure shall not exceed 10,056/.; viz. for general service, including 
small repairs to barracks, &c. 920 1. ; for incidental repairs throughout the command 2,0001.; 
towards carrying on the following works already sanctioned under former supply ordinances 
5,533/.; viz. for replacing the present cadjan roof on No. 2 room, of No. 1 barrack at 
Colombo, by a trussed roof covered with half-round tilvs, 230 1.; for altering and improving 
No. 6 barrack at Colombo, to be appropriated as a sergeant’s mess-room, regimental store, 
and school-room, and schoolmaster sergeant’s quarter 4501; for opening windows, 
flooring, cleaning, and partially repairing No. 3 building, at Caltura 100 /.; towards the re- 
pair of Nos. 1 and 2 European barracks at Galle 300 l.; for erecting 27 huts for the accom- 
modation of a sergeant and 25 married men, of the Ceylon rifle regiment at Hambantoite 
323 1.; for completely repairing the tower at Hambantotte 134 /.; for altering and im- 
proving No. 6 barrack, occupied by the detachment of the royal artillery at Trincomalie 
356 l.; for converting the present regimental guard-house No. 56, at Trincomalie, ito a 

provost 
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provost establishment and a regimental guardroom 274 J. 3 for building new lines for the 
sepoys at Jaffna 4oo/.; for increasing the accommedation by prolonging No. 5, new 
barrack at Kandy 500/.; and for the purchase or construction of new quarters for officers 
in the garrison cf Colombo 2,471 1. ; for new works, &c. the cost of each of which shall be 
under 200 /., 538 /.; for other new works, viz. for draining the marshy grounds in the 
vicinity of the native barracks at Trincomalie 660/.; and for substituting a tiled roof 
instead of one of cadjans on a portion of the buildings occupied by the Ceylon rifles and 
gun lascars at Trincomalie 400 /. 


6. And it is further enacted, that out of the said sum of 168,469 /., there shall and may 
be issued and applied any sum or sums of money not exceeding 37,888 1. to defray the 
charges for the commissariat contingent service of the year 1846, as hereinafter more par- 
ticularly expressed ; that is to say, any sum or sums of money not exceeding 29,388 /. to 
defray the expenses of the department of the deputy commissary general ; and any sum or 
sums of money not exceeding §00 1. to defray the expenses incurred by the colonial agents 
in India; and any sum or sums of money not exceeding 8,000/. to defray the expenses 
incurred by the colonial agent in London. 


7. And it is further enacted, that out of the said sum of 168,469 /. there shall and may 
be issued and applied any sum or sums of money not exceeding 4,000/. to defray the 
charges for the miscellaneous contingent service of the year 1845, as hereinafter more par- 
ticularly expressed ; that is to say, any sum or sums of money not exceeding 4,000 J. to 
meet unforeseen expenses on occasions of emergency of the department of the treasurer. 


8. And it is further enacted, that the treasurer of the said colony shall issue and pay the 
said several sums to such persons for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned, upon such days 
and in such proportions as the governor for the time being, by any warrant or order in 
writing, to be signed by him, shall from time to time order and direct; and that the pay 
ments so to be made, shall be charged upon and payable out of the revenues of the said 
colony. 


g. And it is further enacted, that the said treasurer shall in his accounts, from time to 
time, be allowed credit for any sum or sums of money paid by him in pursuance of such 
warrant or order in writing as aforesaid ; and that the receipt or receipts of the respective 
persons to whom the same shall be so paid, shall be a full and valid discharge to the said 
treasurer in passing his said accounts for any such sum or sums as shall be therein men- 
tioned ; and that he shall and do receive credit for the same accordingly.

Are 
Female Prisoners attended by Female Officers exclusively ?——One gaoler, three turnkeys, and 
three constables. The gaoler resides in the prison, and two constables are always on duty at the 
prison gate, There are no female officers, as females are very rarely confined in the prison. 


, 4.—Number of Classes, Divisions, or Wards, Day-rooms, Work-rooms, and Airing-yards (with 
reference to Plan;) and wheter the same can be extended or increased ? There is no classifi- 
cation of prisoners. There are no wards, day-rooms, or work-rooms, but there is a large yard ; 
and the prison is capable of extension. 

5.—Number of Sleeping-cells, Solitary or Dark Cells, &c.; and if any are below ground ? 
Only 12 cells for culprits, which are all about one foot above the paved hall; there are no cells 
below ground. 


6.—Dietary or Weekly Allowance, and Weekly Cost per Head for the different descriptions of 
Prisoners ?——Ten pounds and a half of rice, and 7 oz. of salt per week, which cost 1s. 54d.

No earnings, their labour being 
for the service of the settlement. 

11.—Whether the Classification directed by the Colonial Act has been observed ; if not, for 
what Reasons: and what Measures have been taken to remedy this Defect ? No classification 
can be carried into effect owing to the want of accommodation. 


12.—Are Convicted Prisoners prohibited from receiving Visits, or Letters, or any Articles of 
Food or Clothing from their Relatives or Friends? If not, under what Restrictions ? They are 
allowed to receive the visits of their relatives and friends. 


13.—Is there a Chapel in the Prison, or suitable Apartment for the performance of Religious 
Services? How are the Prisoners separated therein ? There is none. 


14..-What Duties are performed by the Chaplain? What Provision is made for the Instruction 
of the Prisoners; and are they supplied with Bibles and other suitable Books ?—There is no 
chaplain. There is no provision made for instructing the prisoners or supplying them with Bibles. 


15.—Are Dissenting Ministers allowed to have access to the Prisoners; and, if so, at what 
Times, and under what Restrictions? They would be allowed access to the prisoners, if the 
latter requested their visits, and during any hour of the day. 


16.—What Duties are performed by the Surgeon? Are separate Buildings or Apartments 
provided for the sick? He attends the sick, to whom he also supplies medicines. No separate 


apartments are provided for the sick. 


17.—What Diseases have been most prevalent during the Year (in reference to Columns 10 
and 11, Return No. 1)? Fever, diarrhoea, and dropsy. 


18.— Reasons for Non-Employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8)? 
always employed during the hours of labour when well. 

19.—Reasons for Punishments, by Whipping, Irons, Solitary Confinement, or otherwise?—— 
Sentence of the courts. 


20.—Is there any Insane Person in Confinement? State his or her Name and Age, and for 
what Offence committed ? How long has he or she been in Confinement; and is such Person 
separated from the other Prisoners ?—— None. 

21.—Are any, and what Fees demanded of Debtors, or of any other Prisoners, either at their 
Admission to, or Discharge from, the Gaol ?——A fee of 3s. 3d. is demanded by the gaoler on 
the discharge of every prisoner. 

22.—General Observations ? The gaol at Bathurst is by far too small for the accommodation 
of all the prisoners confined in it, and that of MacCarthy’s Island is inconvenient, small, and 


insecure.

GOVERNOR. 


INSTRUCTIONS from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the 
Governor of Malta, respecting the Revenue and Expenprrure of that Island, and 
the mode of Accounting for the same. 


1. Tux accounts of the colonial receipt and expenditure are to be henceforward rendered 
by the officer actually charged with the receipt, custody, and disbursement of the public 
money, whereby the Governor will be relieved, in future, from the duty of rendering 
accounts of the application of the colonial revenues. 

You will, therefore, on the 81st December 1840, (or in case these Instructions should not 
reach you previously to that date, then at the termination of the quarter next ensuing the 
receipt of the same,) cause all public accounts under your government to be properly 
balanced and closed. Your final account is to be made up to such period, and rendered 
in the manner heretofore customary. 


2. You will appoint a committee of three of the principal officers of your government, 
the auditor-general being one of such officers, to take an account on the last day of the 
month, of all monies actually remaining in the colonial treas\.cy on the day to which your 
final account is made up, and to examine the receipts for monies advanced on the public 
account, as well as any other existing securities or acknowledgments, and to certify in 
duplicate the details of which the general balance is composed, observing that this exami- 
nation and certificate is to have reference to the treasury balance only, and is not to extend 
to any balances in the hands of the collectors of revenue not paid into the treasury. 


3. You will then transfer this public balance to the cashier in charge of the colonial 
treasury, who is to countersign the duplicate certificates of the committee, in acknow- 
iedgment that he has verified the same, and that he is properly chargeable with the sums 
therein specified. You will annex one of these certificates as your voucher of discharge 
in your final account for the balance transferred to the cashier, and you will cause the other 
to be recorded and retained for future reference ; and you will thenceforward observe the 
following Instructions in all matters connected with the receipt and expenditure, and 
accounting for the colonial revenue. 


4. You are to exercise a vigilant superintendence and control over all colonial officers in 
any way concerned in the receipt of the colonial revenues in the care, custody, and dis- 
bursement of the public money, or in making up and examining the public accounts. 


5. You will cause all public revenue raised in the colony,-and all sums received in aid 
thereof, or levied for, or in any way appertaining to the public service (including any 
revenue reserved for special purposes), to be paid over, without deduction, to the colonial 
cashier, who is to disburse the same under your authority. 


6. With reference to the directions contained in Earl Bathurst’s despatch to the 
Marquiss of Hastings, dated 7th May 1825, and the instructions to officers of the Com- 
missariat, of 12th February 1825, accompanying the said despatch, you will cause all 
public accounts to be kept in British sterling. 


REVENUE. 


7. You will direct all persons concerned in the collection of the public revenue, of what- 
ever description, to pay over at least once a week to the colonial cashier the whole amount 
collected by them, without any deduction for drawbacks, salaries, allowances or incidental 
expenses. The cashier is to grant receipts for the same, specifying the description of coin 
or other medium in which such payments are made. 


8. The several officers charged with the collection of the public revenue at Malta are to 
make up their accounts to the 25th day of each month inclusive ; and to specify therein 
the amount of their receipts under each respective head of revenue that may be under their 
superintendence, together with such other details as may be necessary fully to explain the 
different sources from whence their collections arise. 


9. On the first day of each month the respective collectors or other superintending officers 
are to transmit their accounts in duplicate, made up to the 25th of the preceding month, 


in the form annexed, marked (A.), to the auditor-general, vouched as to the charge, by such 
detailed 
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detailed abstracts of the several collections and other supporting documents as the laws 
and regulations of the colony may provide for, or as it may be necessary to require, in 
order to substantiate the correctness of their accounts. The vouchers for the discharge 
will be the cashier’s receipts for the payments referred to in the latter part of Article 7 of 
the present Instructions; and it is to be observed, that the last payment made to the 
colonial treasury in each month is to be the exact balance of the amount remaining in the 
collector’s hands, on account of collections to the-25th of the same month inclusive, and 
that such balance is to be paid into the colonial treasury on or before the last day of each 
month, in order that the cashier’s monthly accounts may each include one month’s collections 
and no more. 


10. In consideration of the occasional difficulty of immediate communication between 
Gozo and Malta, the Gozo accounts are to be made up to the last day of each calendar 
month, and each monthly account is to be forwarded and settled for by the first oppor- 
tunity in the ensuing month, so that it shall be received at Malta before the 25th of the 
month, in order to its beg incorporated by the principal collector in his cash account next 
to be rendered. 


11. The collectors are to declare each monthly account before a competent judicial 
authority in the following terms : 


“1(A..B.) do solemnly and sincerely declare, that the foregoing is a true and faithful 


statement of my accounts, as and that the sum of paid by me 
into the colonial treasury, is the whole amount so received by me from the 26th day of 
to the 25th day of 184 both days inclusive, and I make this solemn 


declaration conscientiously, believing the same to be true.” 


With reference to this and other declarations connected with the accounts, it is to be 
observed, that the accountants should so conduct the business of their respective depart- 
ments, that they may make a bond fide declaration in the prescribed form, but if any 
unforeseen circumstance should occur to prevent this, the declaration must be so modified 
as to be in strict accordance with the facts of the account. 


12. You will direct the auditor-general to examine these monthly accounts, and to put 
such queries to the several collectors, or make such observations as may occur to him thereon ; 
and he is, as soon as may be practicable after the end of each quarter (or sooner, whenever 
any question necessary to be submitted for your information or decision arises upon the 
monthly examination), to report the result to you or to the officer acting in your absence. 


13. With a view of enabling the auditor-general properly to examine and report upon 
the various accounts to be submitted to him, you will cause him to be furnished with copies 
of all general regulations and orders that may from time to time be issued in any way 
relating to the finances of the colony; and should the details connected with such regu- 
Jations be too voluminous to be copied, you will apprise the auditor-general in what depart- 
ment the original document is deposited; and you will instruct the head of such depart- 
ment to allow the auditor-general, or any other person of his establishment authorized by 
him, to have at all times access thereto ‘or the purpose of examining the accounts. 


14. If it should appear from the reports of the auditor-general, or in any other way, 
that there is a default on the part of any person.entrusted with the collection of the revenue 
or the receipt of public money, in paying over or accounting for the sums collected and 
received, you will without delay take the necessary steps for recovering the amount of such 
default, and any penalty incurred by the defaulter, and you will make an early and full report 
upon the subject to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonial Department, in order 
to its being forwarded to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 


15. You are not to abandon or discontinue any duty, or to alter the amount of any duty 
or tax constituting part of the colonial revenue, neither are you to make any material alte- 
ration in the mode of collecting the same, without the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s 
Government, which will be signified to you by the Secretary of State ; but should you con- 
sider alteration with respect to any branch of the revenue expedient, with a view to the 
augmentation or diminution thereof, or to the welfare of the island generally, you will 
represent the same to the Secretary of State, in order to its being referred for the consi- 
deration of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 


16. In the event of a remission or modification of any tax or duty being directed or sanc- 
tioned, you are distinctly to understand that the principle which may have dictated the 
reduction is not to be held applicable to any period antecedent to the date on which the 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Goyernment shall be publicly notified in the colony, and that no 
refund or return of taxes or duties already levied is to be made, unless the authority of Her 
Majesty’s Government fcr making such refund shall have been conveyed to you. 


17. You are not to alienate any property belonging to the Crown, unless in cases where 
you may already have been specially authorized to do so, without obtaining the previous 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, which will be signified to you by the Secretary of 
State. 


18. You will be careful, before you authorize the granting of any new lease or interest in 
any lands or houses belonging to the Crown, to ascertain that a full and fair consideration 
is obtained for the same in the shape of annual rent, and you will not consider yourself at 
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liberty to grant any fresh lease or interest in any of the Crown property, except on suck 
consideration, without the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, signified to you 
by the Secretary of State, unless in instances where the manner in which the property has 
been heretofore customarily let may have established a well-founded claim to any peculiar 
terms of occupation; neither are you, without such previous sanction, to permit any gra- 
tuitous occupation of any government lands or houses, nor to make any further appro- 
priation thereof to the public service, by way of stores, offices, residences of public officers 
or otherwise, besides such as may be so occupied or appropriated at the period of the 
receipt of these Instructions, and a return of all property so occupied free from rent, is to be 
transmitted with the first annual accounts furnished under these Instructions. This return 
will be recorded in the Audit-office in this country, as supplementary to the rent-roll 
already recorded in that office. 


19. In the event of your finding it necessary to admit of any customary tenure other 
than at a fair annual rent, or of any proposal being made to you for the purchase of any 
portion of Crown property, or for any interest therein, which you may consider yourself 
precluded by the foregoing regulations from granting without previous authority, you will 
transmit a full and circumstantial report thereon to the Secretary of State, in order to its 
being communicated to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury ; and you will 
be careful to state all such particulars respecting the nature, situation, and value of the 
property that may be in question, as may enable their Lordships’ Board to form a correct 
judgment as to the propriety of any steps you may have taken, or the eligibility of adopting 
any proposal made, 


20. On every occasion of authorized diminution of rent or other customary receipt, as 
compared with the terms of former leases or grants, you will take care that a letter, explain- 
ing the cause or ground of diminution, is immediately addressed to the auditor-general, 
and that when the alteration has been made under authority or sanction from Her Majesty’s 
Government, the date of the despatch cgnveying such sanction is stated in the letter, which 
is to be registered in the office of the auditor-general. 


21, You will also cause the auditor-general to be duly apprized of all other alterations in 
the extent and disposition of the Crown property, and it will be the duty of this officer to 
transmit with the accounts of each year a statement of all houses or other Crown property 
for which no rent is claimed on the part of government, or which may have been disposed 
of within the year by grant, or for a consideration in money, stating the names of the indi- 
viduals occupying such property, and in what capacity, or any other particulars relating to 
such occupation, and referring in each case to the authority for the transaction, as pointed 
out in Art. 19. The auditor’s statement is also to comprise a list of alterations in respect of 
terms of occupation, referring to the return or rent-roll alluded to in Art. 18, as being 
recorded in the Audit-office, and giving a new number, in continuation of the number 
already returned, in case of any additions. 


22. You are not on any account to raise money in aid of the colonial revenues by way of 
loan, or by the issue of debentures or paper currency of any description, nor to guarantee 
such issue by any company or individuals, without having first obtained the sanction of 
Her Majesty's Government, which will be signified to you by the Secretary of State, neither 
are you by any proclamation, or public order, or other proceeding, to make or sanction 
any alteration in the currency of the colony without such previous authority. 


23. With reference to any monies other than the colonial revenue and funds under your 
own immediate control, which are lodged in the treasury, as for instance, monies awaiting 
the orders of the courts of judicature, or sums deposited by individuals, you will give the 
necessary directions to the cashier in charge of the treasury relative thereto, and you will 
particularly instruct him upon what application or authority he is to receive and repay the 
same, and what vouchers he is to require for the receipt and repayment. 


24. Although the general treasury balance is to include such deposits, you will take care 
that separate accounts are kept by the cashier of all these deposits, by which the balance 
of deposit monies will be shown distinct from the balance of monies strictly appertaining to 
Her Majesty’s Government, and the auditor-general is to examine the deposit ledgers, in 
which the necessary entries are to be regularly recorded by the cashier, and to include the 
balance shown by their ledgers in the annual statement of the debts and credits of the 
colony, at the end of each year, which is to accompany the annual accounts. 


25. In order to your being fully and accurately informed respecting the state of the 
treasury, and to provide for the safe custody of the public money, you will carefully observe 
the following regulations : 


_ 26. You will require the cashier to submit to you on the first day of every week a return, 
in the form annexed, marked (B.), of the state of the treasury under his separate charge. 


27. The cashier is to keep under his separate charge such sums of money only as may be 
necessary to meet ordinary current disbursements. 

All surplus beyond such amount is to be deposited in a fire-proof vault, to be constructed 
(if not already available) either in the office of the cashier or in some other appropriate 
building. This building is to be watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or safe to 
be furnished with three different locks, the keys of which locks are to be kept by and under 

the 
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the separate charge, the one of the cashier and the others of such two officers of the 
government as you may consider it most proper to nominate for such purpose. The trea- 
sure vault is on no occasion to be opened, nor any money to be deposited therein or with- 
drawn therefrom, except by the three persons intrusted with the keeping of the separate 
keys, and by an order or warrant under your signature (such order or warrant being for 
round sums of not less than 500/.) addressed to the cashier and to the two cther officers 
concerned, neither of whom are on any occasion to intrust their key to the charge of 
another person without the written order of the Governor, and on the occasion of any change 
in the parties holding keys, the contents of the vault must be counted and the balance 
certified by all the parties concerned, and the three officers intrusted with the keys of the 
vault are to sign a joint certificate as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to be 
delivered to the cashier, to be annexed with the other vouchers to his monthly accounts 
current. The cashier is in like manner to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount 
re-issued to him, which receipts are to be delivered to the other officers in charge of the 
vault. 


28, The maximum balance to be left in the hands of the cashier after the end of each 
week is never to exceed 3,500/.; if therefore it appears upon the examination of the 
cashier’s weekly account of cash receipts and payments that the balance of public money of 
every description in the treasury amounts at the end of the week to more than 3,5001,, 
although it may be less than 4,000 /., ce will cause a sum of 5001. to be deposited in the 
strong vault, and when such balance shall exceed 4,0001., although it may not amount to 
4,500/., you will cause 1,000. to be deposited, and so on, according to the amount of the 
excess. 

Should it appear from the cashier’s weekly statements, or from any other representation 
made by this officer, that the funds at his disposal, taking into account the accruing receipts 
of revenue, are inadequate to defray the demands upon him, you will, after satisfying your- 
self that such is the case, authorize the officers in charge of the vault to take out therefrom, 
and place in the hands of the cashier, such further sum as you may deem necessary for 
carrying on the service, observing that the sums from time to time withdrawn from the 
vault are, in like manner as the deposits, to be in round sums of not less than 5002 


29. In order that the monthly treasury accounts may show the total of receipts and pay- 
ments on service, and the whole of the disposable means of the colony at the end of each 
month, the treasurer is not to take credit in his account for the sums deposited in the strong 
vault, nor charge himself with the sums reissued to him, but he will make short entries of 
such transactions, and include in his general balance the sums in the vault, distinguishing 
their amount from the amount of monies under his separate charge. z 


30. You will require from the three officers in charge of the strong vault a quarterly 
return of the money deposited therein ; and it being the intention of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that surveys of the funds in the colonial chests shall in future be made quarterly, in 
the same manner as surveys of the funds in the military chests, you will cause a statement 
to be prepared on the first days of January, April, July, and October of each year, in the 
form annexed, marked (X.), and you will certify the same in the following terms : 


“ In pursuance of the Instructions of the Lords Commissioners of Her sha is Treasury, 


I have caused surveys to be taken on the Ist of 13, of the funds remaining 
on the commencement of that day in custody of the cashier «nd of the officers in charge of 
the strong vault respectively, and having carefully inspected the reports of the officers 
appointed by me to that duty, I hereby certify that I have found their results to be in 
strict accordance with the statement of the balances as they are shown in this return.” 


31. You will transmit one copy of the certificate of survey, accompanied by the statement 
of deposits in the strong vault, to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury by 
the first opportunity after the termination of each quarter, and on will direct that duplicate 
copies be attached to the colonial accounts for March, June, September, and December of 
each year. 


32. You will also cause an examination of the funds of the colonial chests to be made 
twice in each year, or as much oftener as you may think fit to direct, at uncertain periods, 
and without any previous notice, and you will forward by the first opportunity after such 
examinations the reports and certificates of the officers appointed to that duty ; duplicate 
copies of these certificates are also to be annexed to the colonial treasurer’s accounts of the 
months in which the examinations are made. 


EXPENDITURE. 


33. You will receive herewith copies of our Instructions to the colonial cashier and other 
accounting officers, for their guidance in the receipt and disbursement of public money, and 
with reference thereto you will observe the following regulations respecting the public 
expenditure. 


34. All disbursements of the public money are to be made by the cashier under authority 
from you, or from the officer administering the government in your absence, given in 
writing in the form, marked (C.) annexed, when for a special service, and when an ordinary 
disbursement, defrayed by the heads of departments in the manner and forms hereinafter 
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prescribed ; and it is to be distinctly understood, that under the provisions of the Acts of 
46 Geo. 3, c. 141, and 1&2 Geo. 4, c. 121, the officer improperly authorizing or directing 
any expenditure contrary to these regulations, or to such other structions as he may receive 
from Her Majesty’s Government, will himself be held personally responsible for the amount 
improperly authorized. 


35. The ordinary expenditure of your government is to be classed under the heads of 
Salaries, Fixed Allowances, and Contingencies ; all extraordinary and special disbursements 
being, however, fully and separately stated. 


SALARIES. 


36. You will cause a Schedule to be prepared in triplicate, in the form annexed, marked 
(D.), of all officers, clerks, and other persons holding civil appointments in the colony, 
who may be in the receipt of any established salary or emolument from the revenues or 
other colonial funds, referring thereon to the dates of the despatches in which the sanction 
of Her Majesty’s Government to the several salaries and allowances may have been 
signified. 

“One copy of this schedule is to be transmitted by the chief secretary to the cashier as 
your primary authority for the payment of the salaries herein specified, until he is apprised, 
through the same channel, of any alterations. A second copy is to be delivered to the 
auditor for his information and guidance in the examination of the accounts; and a third 
copy is to accompany the accounts for the year 1840, when rendered for final audit. 


37. You will not consider yourself authorized to make any addition to this schedule of 
the establishment of the colony, or to make any different appropriation of the established. 
salaries of any public department, either as regards the number of appointments, or the 
rates of salary and emolument, without the express sanction of Her Majesty’s Government 
communicated to you by the Secretary of State. 

Should, however, any very special circumstances occur which, in the opinion of the 
Governor in Council, may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying on 
of the public service, without waiting for such sanction you will cause such new or altered 
salary to be borne on a schedule of provisional or supplementary establishment in the form 
annexed, marked (E.), to be communicated to the cashier and to the auditor-general, and. 
of which a copy is to be transmitted with each annual account. 


38. In this schedule of provisional establishment is to be stated the date of the minute in 
council under which the charge was first incurred, and the date of the despatch in which 
the new appointment or altered salary may have been reported by you to Her Majesty’s 
Government. 


39. Whenever the approval of Her Majesty’s Government to any provisional appoint- 
ment is received by you, you will cause the same to be transferred to the Schedule of Fixed 
Establishment, and the date of such transfer, and of the authority under which it was 
made, is to be thereupon noted on the provisional schedule, from which it is to be at the 
same time withdrawn. 


40. You will direct the several officers at the head of each department to prepare 
monthly abstracts, in the form annexed, marked (F.), of the salaries included in the fixed 
establishment, which have become due to them, and to the individuals in the several depart- 
ments, and to transmit the same on the first day of the following month to the auditor- 
general, who, after examining the abstracts, is to transmit to the chief secretary a classified 
return of the acquitted salaries, in order to the same being placed in a general warrant, in 
the form annexed, marked (G), 


41. You will direct separate monthly abstracts to be in like manner prepared for any 
salaries borne on the Schedule of Provisional Establishment, and you will issue a separate 
supplementary warrant for the same, in the form annexed, marked (H). 


42. You will cause to be attached to the supplementary abstracts in which the increased 
or altered salary appears for the first time, an authenticated copy of the original order for 
the appointment or alteration, and when sanctioned you will accompany your order for 
transferring the salary to the Schedule of Fixed Establishment, by a copy or extract from 
the authority confirming the alteration. 


_ 43. It is to be distinctly understood with reference to the 34th Article of these Instruc- 
tions, that if the reasons for proposing any new appointment or increased salary which you 
may have previously authorized are deemed insufficient, or if the same shall not have been 
reported to Her Majesty’s Government by the earliest opportunity, you will be held per- 
sonally responsible for the recovery of any new or increased salary paid in consequence of 
tomo appointment or alteration, or such portion thereof as it may be thought right to 

isallow. 


44. In case any officer should obtain leave of absence, and a portion of his salary become 
thereby payable elsewhere than in the colony, a portion of it being also paid to the person 
acting for him in his absence, that portion only which is actually paid in the colony is to 
be included in the abstracts and warrants; and you will direct a copy of-the order granting 
the leave of absence to be attached to the abstract in which the alteration of the salary 

first 
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first appears, as well as a copy of the authority granting a portion of the salary to the 
person officiating. 


45, You will direct the proper accountant to furnish every officer obtaining leave of 
absence, with a certificate of the period to which his salary has been issued in the colon 
such certificate to be countersigned by the chief secretary ; and you will observe, that after 
the issue of such certificate, no further payment on account of salary is to be made to the 
party, or to his attorney, unless the certificate be first withdrawn and cancelled; and upon 
the return of an officer after leave of absence, you will require, in support of the first claim 
made by him in respect of his salary, a statement, under his signature, of any sum which 
he may have received during his absence, whether from Her Majesty’s Government in 
England, by bills drawn by himself, or otherwise; and this statement is to be supported by 
certificates from the agent-general or other party by whom the portion of salary may have 
been issued, specifying the particulars of the same. 

You will cause notice of this regulation to be given to all officers of your government 
who may quit the colony on leave, and you will thenceforth withold the issue of salary to 
the party retur ning after leave until such certificate be produced; if, however, under any par- 
ticular circumstances, you should be induced to authorize the issue of salary upon the state- 
ment of the officer, unsupported by the necessary certificate, you will require full and 
sufficient security for the recovery of any sum which may be eventually disallowed in con- 
sequence of overpayment. 


46. In case of an officer reporting that he has not received any issue on account of his 
salary during his absence from the colony, you will require from him a certificate, under 
his own signature, to that effect, and cause the certificate of last payment made to him in 
the colony to be withdrawn and cancelled. ¥ 


47. Whenever a change in the persons filling appointments on the establishment takes 
place, from promotion or otherwise, you will cause a copy of your order respecting the 
same to be attached to the first abstract in which the alteration appears; and, in such order, 

ou will refer to the date of the despatch in which such alteration may have been reported, 
7 conformity with the directions contained in Earl Bathurst’s circular of 26th Decem-. 
er 1823. 


Fixep ALLOWANCES. 


48, Under this head should be included pensions, and all other authorized money alowances 
of regular recurrence, such as house or office rent, calesse hire, &c., as well as any fixed 
proportion paid from the colonial revenues to persons employed in the collection thereof, 
whether in the nature of per-centage or otherwise. 


49, You will cause a schedule to be prepared of all charges of this nature, referring in 
each case to the authority of Her Majesty’s Government, by which the allowances may 
have been originally granted. 


50. You are not in future to add to these fixed allow:inces without the express sanction 
of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasw y, which will be communicated to 
you by the Secretary of State. Upon obtaining this sauction you will cause the allowance 
to be inserted in the schedule of fixed allowances, and a copy or extract of the despatch 
conveying such sanction is at the same time to be forwarded to the auditor-general, for his 
guidance in the examination of the accounts. 


51. You will cause the head of each department to make out monthly abstracts of the 
fixed allowances in their several departments: these abstracts are to be transmitted to the 
Auditor-general, by whom they are to be examined and forwarded to the chief secretary, 
in the same manner as the abstracts of fixed salaries, in order to their being placed in a 
general warrant in the form annexed, marked (I.) 


ConTINGENCIES. 


52. Expenditure, when for incidental supplies and other minor expenses, is to be 
classed under thé heads of Civil, Revenue, Judicial, Ecclesiastical, Public Instruction, and 
Charities, according to the nature of the service. All charges of larger amount are to be 
brought forward under separate and distinct heads ; such as stationery, if purchased for the 
service of the various departments, as well as all special disbursements, such as buildings 
and repairs, &c. 


53. Before the expiration of the month of June in each year, you will submit to the 
Council of your government an estimate of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under 
the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, which you may think necessary to incur and 
recommend to be charged upon the colonial revenue for the year then next ensuing. You 
will at the same time lay before the Council a statement of the expenditure which is fixed 
and sanctioned, so that the whole expenditure for the year may be estimated ; and you will 
obtain, with the least possible delay, the opinion and decision of the Council on the estimate, 
and when obtained you will transmit the estimate to the Secretary bf State by the earliest 
opportunity, in order that Her Majesty’s approval of the same, or any special directions in 
regard thereto, may be conveyed. to you before the commencement of the year to which the 
estimate relates. 

0.66.. 54. You 
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54. You will transmit with the estimates such full and sufficient information, as to ever 
expense of an unusual nature therein comprised, and as to expenditure amounting to 200/. 
for any one service, as may be required and directed by the other articles of the present 
Instructions, or may be necessary to enable Her Majesty’s Government to decide upon the 

ropriety of the proposed expenditure; and so far as the estimate is approved by Her 
Matesty’s Goverment, it will be received in the final audit of the account of the year as the 
sufficient sanction for expenditure therein particularized. 


55. When this estimate shall have been definitively arranged by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, either by confirming or altering the same, you are not to authorise any further dis- 
bursements on account of the service of that year without the previous sanction of Her 
Majesty’s Government; neither are you to apply for such sanction unless under circum- 
stances of unforeseen emergency, which must be fully explained, and the particulars of the 
further expenses should be submitted in a supplementary estimate, to be previously laid 
before the Council in the same manner as the original estimate. 


56. If, however, the circumstances should be such as to prevent a previous reference to 
this country, you are at liberty to authorise the disbursement on your own responsibility, 
explaining at the same time the grounds for so doing, and reporting the particulars by the 
earliest opportunity to the Secretary of State. 


57. You will cause the auditor-general to be regularly apprised of the date of every such 
communication, in order that he may note the same on the abstract in which the payment 
of the reported expense may be included, or on the face of the voucher franamittad in sup- 
port thereof. 

58. You will, by the first opportunity after the expiration of each quarter, transmit to the 
Secretary of State, in order to its being forwarded tothe Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, a return, in the form annexed, marked (K.), of all new appointments, or of any addi- 
tions to salaries and fixed allowances which may have been made during the quarter, as 
well as of all contingent expenses. of a special nature, or which may amount to 200 /. in the 
whole for any one ahiect and which have been paid during the preceding quarter upon your 
own responsibility, and the approval of your council ; in this return a distinct reference is 
to be made in each case to the date upon which the same may have been afterwards specially 
reported to Her ae pa Government. You are to understand that the expense incurred 
for any particular object which has been specifically and correctly defined in the annual 
estimate, need not, if that estimate shall have been approved by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, be again included in the quarterly returns above referred to, although the payment 
may be of a special nature, or exceeding 200 /.; but if the particular nse should have 
formed part of a general expense, inserted in the aggregate in the annual estimate (in con- 
sequence possibly of the particular expense of each work or supply not having been ascer- 
tained at the time the estimate was framed), the separate payments are in that case to be 
included in the quarterly returns, reference being ferevet made to the gross sum in the 
estimate which includes the particular payment. 


59. With a view of placing at ihe disposal of sub-accountants such moderate sums as 
may be required to meet the ordina*y expense of hire of labourers, or any other charges of 
certain occurrence which it may be necessary to pay before the end of the month, you will 
assign to each sub-accountant a limited credit upon the cashier, who is authorised by the 
11th article of our Instructions to advance such sums as may be fixed annually for that 
iar and you will direct a list of the credits to be allowed to each sub-accountant, to 

e sent to the cashier on the 1st January in each year. 


60. No contingent charge is to be incurred without your previous authority, in writing, 
to be communicated to the cashier or to the sub-accountant charged with the detailed 
expenditure, before granting which you will require an estimate of the amount to be expended 
in all cases where such estimate can be obtained; your authority to the sub-accountant is 
to specify the grounds for incurring the expense, and if the expense should amount to 200. 
for the whole service, your authority is to specify whether the same has been sanctioned 
by Her Majesty’s Government, or has been reported for such sanction, referring in either 
case to the date of the sanction or report. 


61. As regards the expenditure to be incurred for maintaining the government property 
in repair, the director of works, and the other proper officer of the department, is to 
inspect the whole of the government houses and oihes tenements twice a year, and furnish 
to you half-yearly a statement, signed by the director, as to all property requiring repair, 
showing the description of the repairs required, the estimated expense in respect of each 
building ; which cases are considered most pressing ; and whether, by the terms of the lease 
or other tenure, the tenant is liable to do any part of the repairs required. 


62. In those cases where the estimated repair does not exceed 50 l., or when the urgency 
is so pressing as not to admit of delay, you are at liberty to order the work to be performed 
without waiting the pe authority of Her Majesty's Government, noting the fact of 
your having given such order upon the half-yearly statement. 

In forwarding this statement, you are also, in reference to works recommended and not 
proceeded in, to report your own opinion as to which of the cases it would be most beneficial 
to the public service to proceed on immediately, and which of the cases might be delayed, 
should the state of the revenue not admit of all the repairs being effected at once without 
prejudice to other branches of the public service. - 

63. You 
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63. You will require all persons in charge of, or superintending the receipt and issue of 
stores for the civil service of your government, to render to the auditor quarterly accounts 
of such receipts and issues, and to these accounts must be annexed a declaration by the 
accountant or officer in charge of the stores, to the effect that he has not himself, and that 
no person in his department has to his knowledge, made use of any of the said stores, or 
derived any advantage directly or indirectly therefrom. 


64. You are not to sanction the purchase of stores of any description that are not 
absolutely required; and you will cause the regulations pointed out in Art.15 and 16 of 
our Instructions to sub-accountants, to be observed in regard to the payment for such stores, 
and the accounting for the same. 


65. You will require the several officers at the head of the respective departments to 
transmit to the auditor-general, on or before the fifth day of each month, abstracts in the 
form annexed, marked (L.), of the ordinary contingencies or special disbursements which 
have been authorized and become due in the departments during the preceding month, 
accompanied by the authorities under which the expenditure was incurred. The auditor- 
general is to transmit statements of the audited disbursements, classed under the proper 
heads, to the chief secretary, who is to prepare therefrom a general warrant in the form 
annexed, marked (M.). Your warrants are to be forwarded to the cashier before the end of 
each month, as his authority to take credit in his monthly abstract statements for the 
admitted expenditure of the preceding month. 


66. You will give general directions to sub-accountants and all other officers at the head 
of the respective departments, to avoid, as far as possible, all accumulation of arrear in 
discharging salaries, allowances, or contingent expenditure. In the case of salaries and 
allowances, whether fixed or temporary, the same should invariably be paid monthly when 
the party is present, and included in the warrant for the same month. 


67. You are not, under any circumstances, to grant any loan of public money to private 
individuals without the previous authority of Her Majesty’s Government ; neither are you 
to authorize the cashier to discount the bill of any private individual, unless the sanction of 
Her Majesty’s Government for the particular case shall have been first obtained. 


68. In the event of your finding it indispensably necessary for the carrying on of the 
public service to make advances to agents, contractors, or others, upon account, you are to 
issue a special warrant to the cashier for each advance, in the form annexed, marked (N.), 
and you will state therein the service for which it is made, and the manner in which it is to 
be refunded or liquidated. 


69. In the case of such advances being made, or of any expenditure for the service of the 
colony being defrayed through the hands of agents in other countries (with the exception 
of the agent-general in England, who has already received instructions from us for his 
guidance), you will cause the parties to be duly informed as to the nature of the vouchers 
required in support of their accounts; you will direct such agent or sub-accountant to 
transmit to you their accounts half-yearly, supported by the proper vouchers for all expen- 
diture or other transactions with the conduct of which they may have been entrusted, and 
such account and vouchers are to accompany the colonial accounts. 


70. You will direct the auditor-general, at the expiration of each half year, to report to 
you upon all advances not recovered by the cashier, in order to the necessary steps being 
taken for the recovery of the same ; and you will be careful not to let any balance of public 
money remain unnecessarily in the hands of any agent or other sub-accountant. 


71. You will, with reference to Art. 24 of the present Instructions, direct the cashier to 
open proper accounts with all parties who are allowed to deposit monies in the colonial 
treasury. These deposit books are to be examined from time to time by the auditor-general, 
to whom such communications are to be made in respect of all authorized deposits as may 
enable him to check the entries thereof; and in every case of a return of deposits by the 
cashier, the report of the auditor-general that the sum returned was actually in the colonial 
chest, is to he required by you before you grant your warrant relieving the cashier from 
his responsibility for the issue, and allowing him to take credit for the amount in his 
monthly abstract statement of admitted expenditure. The form of warrant for the restitu- 
tion of deposits is annexed, matked (O.). 


72. Whenever an accountant or sub-accountant applies for leave of absence, his applica- 
tion is to be supported by a certificate from the auditor-general, showing whether his 
accounts have been duly rendered and accompanied by statements of particulars and alk 
other necessary documents ; when any of these are wanting, leave should be withheld until 
they are furnished, unless the application shall have been made in consequence of illness, 
in which case you will, in granting temporary leave, give such immediate directions as you 
may deem necessary for supplying the defective documents, and to prevent delay in the 
examination of the accounts. i 


You will notify to the Secretary of State the leave granted, forwarding at the same time 
copies of the auditor-general’s certificate, together with copies of the correspondence which 
may have taken place, in order that Her Majesty’s Government may be apprised of the 
circumstances under which leave of absence had been granted, and if granted before the 
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party had rendered proper accounts for examination, what measures have been taken to 
complete the accounts. 


73. You will also take care that every application which you may forward from any party 

acting as accountant, for permission to retire from the service or to be allowed to receive 

ension, is accompanied by a certificate from the auditor-general as to the examination of 
the accounts of the party, and as to any outstanding questions upon such accounts. 


74, In those cases where leave of absence does not exceed the usual short period for 
recreation, the duties of the office during the interval of leave should, whenever it is practi- 
cable, be performed by an officer in the department of the absentee, and it will in such 
case not be necessary to make any provision for the extra remuneration of the officer doing 
such extra duty ; but if leave of absence is granted in consequence of illness or other urgent 
claims, it will be necessary that until the return of the absentee some extra officer should 
be provisionally called into the service ; and it must therefore be considered a general rule, 
that when an officer obtains leave for a longer period than two months, he should receive 
during his absence only one half of his established salary ; and it will be competent for 
you to assign out of the other half such reasonable gratuity or remuneration as the cir. 
cumstances of the case may in your opinion render necessary. 


75. In the event of the cashier, or any other officer entrusted with the public money, 
delivering over the charge of his department into fresh hands, or in case of the decease of 
any such accountant, you will take immediate steps for ascertainmg by a committee of 
idibhen of your government, the state of the money chest of such accountant, and for trans- 
mitting to you, in duplicate, a certificate of the same, distinguishing the several coins as 
well as paper, and other money securities ; and you will give the necessary directions for 
making up forthwith the final account of such accountant, and auditing the same, in 

reference to other current business, in order that proper measures may be taken forthwith, 
i case of any errors or default, and for the satisfaction of the friends and relatives of the 
accountant, if the account should be found correct. 


76. You will cause one copy of the report of the committee to be delivered to the party 
giving over the charge, gr in case of his death, to his legal representative ; this document, 
together with the receipt of the person taking charge, will be necessary in order to his being 
duly relieved from farther responsibility for the balance transferred; the duplicate copies 
of the report, and certificate of the committee, are to be annexed to the new account in 
which the balance is brought forward. 


77. You will direct the auditor-general to keep a register of all accounts of the cashier, 
collectors, and others which are periodically rendered to him under the foregoing or other 
Instructions, stating the periods of their being delivered at his office, and the progress made 
in their examination, and to transmit to you a quarterly return, made out from such register, 
calling your attention to any irregularities or tags that may have occurred in rendering 
such accounts. 


78. You will cause each collector to transmit to the chief secretary a monthly return of 
the monies collected for each branch of revenue under his particular charge, and you will 
likewise cause every sub-accountant, disbursing money, to transmit in like manner a monthly 
statement of his disbursements. From these separate returns the chief secretary is to 
ae and lay before you, for your information, an abstract of the receipt and expenditure 
of the past month, with any notes which you may require to elucidate the exact state and 
progress of the current revenue and expenditure of your government, 


79. You will cause the auditor-general to prepare in duplicate, from the collectors’ monthly 
accounts of revenue, and from the cashiers’ monthly accounts of receipts and disbursements, 
quarterly returns of the same, and the auditor is to forward the returns to the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury by the first opportunity after the expiration of each 
quarter, transmitting to the chief secretary for your information a copy thereof. 


80. You will also instruct the auditor-general to prepare and submit in duplicate, for the 
purpose of being forwarded to England with the annual accounts, two financial statements, 
the first detailing the amount of actual revenue and expenditure for the year, under the 
several heads of receipt and disbursement, accompanied by notes explanatory of any 
increase or diminution that may have occurred, as compared with the respective amounts 
of receipts or disbursements for the preceding year, and stating, from information to be 
obtained by him from the collectors of revenue and the heads of departments, the cause of 
such variations ; the second statement showing the amount of surplus revenue (or excess 
of expenditure) at the end of the year, and the manner in which such surplus was applied, 
or excess met. The forms of these several statements accompanying our Instructions to 
the auditor-general. 


81. You will require the cashiér to transmit, in duplicate, to the auditor-general, for 
examination and for his report thereon to you, a statement of the debts and credits of the 
colony, as they stood at the end of the year, whether arising from loans due to or from the 
colonial government, or otherwise. 


You will also require the several collectors of Jand revenue, and other sub-accountants, 
to transmit in like manner to the auditor, statements of all arrears of revenue uncollected at 
the end of each year; one set of these several statements is to be forwarded to the Secretary 

of 
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of State, together with such observations as may occur to you thereon, in order to their 
being transmitted to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury ; the other set is 
to accompany the annual accounts transmitted to this country. 


82. You will transmit annually to the Secretary of State, in order to its being forwarded to 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, a report of any dues, fees, or monies 
levied for special purposes within the colony and its dependencies, which do not form part 
of the ordinary revenue, stating in your report the nature and rate of such dues, and the 
object for which they are imposed, also showing the gross amount raised, and the amount 
expended within the year, specifying what portion of the expenditure was for salaries or 
other charges incidental to the collection, and what sum was actually applied to the object 
for which the money was raised. The amount of such special receipt aad expenditure is to 
be entered in the annual accounts immediately after the ordinary revenue and expenditure 
of the current year. 


83. You will report to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury any sums 
which may be received on. account of the Queen’s casual revenue, such as droits, escheats, 
&c., and these receipts are to be brought to credit in the accounts of the cashier, under the 
head of “ droits, &c.,” distinct from all colonial revenue and receipts. 


84, You will use every exertion to ensure the due collection of the revenue in all its 
branches, and to economise the expenditure ; and you will direct your particular attention 
to the proceedings of the several departments of account, and you will be careful to ascer- 
tain that the accounts are duly rendered to the auditor-general, and that they are promptly 
and regularly examined and forwarded to this country for final audit as early as may be 
practicable. 


85. You.will cause the auditor-general to be furnished with such extracts from the present 
Instructions as relate to matters of account, and you will likewise cause him to be regularly 
furnished with such extracts from despatches relating to authorities for incurring any extra 
or special expenditure as may be required upon submitting the accounts for final audit to 
the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts ; for although the auditor is to pass 
charges, so far as relates to his local examination of the cashier’s account, provided the 
same have been regularly authorized by the Governor, it is indispensable in order to the 
relief from responsibility of the officer authorizing any new charges not provided for by the 
fixed schedules of established pay and allowances approved by Her Majesty’s Government, 
or any charges of a special nature, or exceeding the amount to which the Governor’s autho- 
rity is limited, and which may not have been specially detailed in the annual estimate 
sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government for the service of the particular year, that it shall 
be shown whether the charges comprising such extra or special expenditure were sanc- 
tioned by Her Majesty’s Government ; and the auditor-general, on concluding his exami- 
nation of the accounts for the year, is to prepare and submit to the Governor a schedule of 
any charges to which the above regulations would apply, in order that he may be furnished, 
in the case of special charges sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government, with a copy of the 
despatch conveying authority, for the charge, or such extract therefrom as shall cward 
show the extent and intention of that authority, for the purpose of being transmitted wit. 
the accounts to the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts; and it is to be 
observed, that whenever the authority of the Secretary of State conveys a general approval 
of an arrangement recommended by the Governor, without adverting to the particulars of 
the arrangement and of the sums authorized, that a copy or sufficient extract from the 
Governor’s despatch referred to by the Secretary of State must be given to complete the 
evidence of authority. 


In any cases where the charges may not have been specifically sanctioned by Her 
Majesty’s Government, you will cause the auditor to be furnished with the date of the 
despatches in which the same may have been reported by you to the Secretary of State, 
and the auditor-general is to annex to the accounts transmitted to England a copy of the 
schedule of extra special charges which he may have had occasion to submit to you at the 
close of the year, as not being supported by the authority of the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, or of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, and he will at the same 
time transmit the documents with which he has been furnished in consequence of his 
representation. 


86. With reference to Art. 26 of the accompanying Instructions to the Cashier, and 
Art. 8 of the accompanying Instructions to Sub-Accountants, you will cause all documents 
relating to the accounts of the colony, with the exception of warrants and authorities under 
your own signature, to be made out and taken in duplicate, in order that one complete set 
may be transmitted to this country, and that another may remain for reference in the 
colony. To the duplicate vouchers which are thus retained must be annexed authenticated 
copies of your warrants ; such copies to be prepared in the department of the Chief Secre- 
tary, and, after being compared by the auditor with the originals, to be certified by him as 
being true and correct copies. 


87. These instructions are not to supersede or interfere with any orders respecting 
returns, accounts, or other documents that you may have received, or may hereafter receive 
from Her Majesty’s Secretary of State; but you will consider our instructions of 5th 
peicag 1824, as well as any subsequent instructions relating to the forms of accounts oe 
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the examination of the same, as being cancelled from the date of the receipt of the present 
Instructions, which are to be acted upon in future. 


88. In the event of you quitting the government of the colony, or transfering the tempo- 
rary administration of it to some other person, you will deliver these Instructions to the 
officer who succeeds you or acts in your absence. 


89. You will consider it your duty to adhere closely to these Instructions, and to enforce 
an implicit attention, on the part of the several officers of your government, to such directions 
as may be issued in compliance with them, as all the respective parties concerned are to be 
held strictly responsible for any unauthorized deviation from them ; and should you not find 
a becoming zeal and alacrity in the respective public servants of the colony to give effect to 
the regulations herein contained, you will report their conduct to the Secretary of State ; 
and should any beg lisence or misconduct appear to you to call for immediate and marked 
reprehension, you will suspend such officer from the functions of his office until the pleasure 
of Her Majesty’s Government in this country can be made known to you. 


90. You will cause copies of these Instructions to be duly recorded in the Council-office ; 

ou will also cause copies of the accompanying Instructions to the Colonial Cashier, to. 
Sub-accountants, and to the Auditor-general, to be recorded in their respective depart- 
ments. , 


CASHIER. 


INSTRUCTIONS from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the Casu1eR 
of the Colonial Treasury at Malta, for keeping the Accounts of the Government of that 
Island. 


1. You are to take charge of all money paid into the colonial treasury, either under the 
general regulations of the government, or by special orders from the Governor or officer 
acting on his behalf, and you will be held accountable for the same. 


2. You are to keep a day cash-book, in which you are to enter in account current the 
receipts and payments of each day as they actually occur, including all sums deposited in, 
or advanced to, or withdrawn from, the colonial treasury in pursuance of regulations of 
government, or of any special orders of the Governor; this cash account is to be balanced 
at the end of each month, and the particulars of the balance, as it actually exists in the 
treasury chest, is to be shown in detail. The respective amounts of each description of coin 
shown by this balance should agree with the balances exhibited by your daily coin-book,, 
which you are hereby instructed to keep in such form as to show the particular coins com- 
posing every receipt and payment. 


3. On all occasions of repayment of advances, you are to take care that a distinct refe- 
rence is made to the daie of, and authority for, the particular advance. It will be your 
duty to see that all conditions contained in the authority as to repayment are complied 
with, and to report (to the chief secretary) any delay or other deviation from the prescribed 
conditions. 


4. You are to keep separate accounts of all sums deposited in the colonial treasury, so 
that whenever a claim is made for repayment of a particular deposit, or of a portion thereof, 
it may be at once seen what is the balance due on such deposit. 


5. You are, immediately on the termination of each month, to make a copy of the account 
from your day cash-book, and to deliver the same to the auditor-general, supported on the 
charge side as to revenue and receipts, by the authorities for the transaction, as well as by 
any other documents which the parties making the payments may have handed to you. 
In support of the correctness of the payments made to you by the collectors or receivers 
of revenue, you are to take a memorandum in the form annexed, marked (P.), signed by 
such collectors, of all payments made by them, stating the date of payment. 


6. The vouchers required in support of the discharge of your account current are the 
receipts of the parties to whom each advance or payment is made, such receipts to specify 
each description of coin and currency paid, and the authorities for making the payments or 
advances. The nature of these authorities is more fully described hereatter. 


7. You are to certify your monthly cash account in the following terms : 


«J, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare that the foregoing is a just and true state- 

ment of my account as cashier of the colonial treasury at Malta, from 1st to 

184 , and that I have not to my knowledge issued or paid any sums on 

account of this government, either upon the fixed establishments or for contingent expenses, 

contrary to established rules and regulations, and the authorities thereby required; and F 
make this solemn declaration conscientiously, believing the same to be true.” 


8. When 
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8. When notice is given to you from the auditor-general that your monthly account 
current has been audited, you will at the same time receive from that officer the audited 
accounts of the colléctor’s receipts for the same month; you will also receive from the 
chief secretary’s office a set of warrants from the Governor for the admitted disburse- 
ments in each department in such month, and you are thereupon immediately to prepare 
and render a general abstract statement of the account for that month, classing the same 
under particular heads of service, in the form annexed, marked (Q.) In this abstract state- 
ment you are to enter the receipts of revenue from the audited abstracts which will have 
been transmitted to you by the auditor-general, and the remaining receipts are to be taken. 
from your Day Cash Book. The payments are to be discharged under the warrants of 
the Governor, and in no other way; the departmental payments being copied from the 
monthly warrants, and all special payments or advances from the special warrants which 
will have accompanied your monthly account current, and which will have been returned 
to you by the auditor-general after his examination of that account, for the purpose of 
completing the set of warrants to be rendered with your monthly abstract statement. 


9. If upon completing this account it should appear that any sums for which you have 
claimed credit in the monthly account current have not been warranted in the monthly 
abstract statement, or that the balarice against you is in any other way increased, the 
auditor-general is to communicate to you the particulars of the sums which may have 
been surcharged or excluded, and you are to take the necessary steps to recover or adjust 
the same, and, failing to do so, you will make a representation to the chief secretary, and 
await the order of the Governor thereon, who will either grant his authority for trans- 
ferring the surcharge to the debit of the sub-accountant who may have improperly 
accounted, or will give other directions on the subject, copies of which order or directions 
are to accompany any entries relating to the transactions which may be made in your 
monthly abstract statement. 


10. The authorities for incurring expenditure, and which will be required for passing 
charges in your accounts, may be either primary or final. Primary authority is of two 
kinds, general and special, and will be conveyed to you through the chief secretary, and 
under that officer’s signature. 

General primary authority consists of the schedules of fixed establishment, supplemen- 
tary establishment, and fixed or compensatory allowances, as they may be framed or 
altered from time to time by directions from Her Majesty’s Government. You will be fur- 
nished at the commencement of each year with copies of these schedules, and upon 
receiving notice through the chief secretary of any alterations which may be afterwards 
sanctioned during the year, you are immediately to record such alterations on the schedule, 
referring thereon to the date of sanction, so that the schedules may at all times be correct 
records of the fixed expenditure authorized in each department. Under this general 
primary authority you are at liberty to advance, on the first day of each month, to the sub- 
accountants at tle head of the several departments, and upon their receipts, the amounts of 
salaries and fixed allowances due to their respective departments for the past month, which 
if found correct, will be afterwards finally sanctioned by the Governor’s warrant. 


11. You will also hold at the disposal of the respective departmental accountants, on 
account of ordinary contingencies, any amount of money which may be within the limit 
specified as the credit to be allowed to each accountant, until he shall produce to you the 
special authority of the Governor for the full amount of expense incurred, or to be incurred. 
A list of the credits to be so allowed on account of ordinary contingencies will be sent to 
you by the chief secretary on the 1st of January of each year. 


12. Special primary authority relates to contingent charges, and is to be registered in 
your office for the purpose of recording the amount which is to be issued to the depart- 
mental accountant, to whom the authorities are to be returned, in order to their being 
forwarded to the auditor-general with the abstracts and vouchers from each department. 


13. Final authority is a warrant of approval, under the Governor’s signature and counter- 
signed by the chief secretary, for the full expenditure of the several classes above referred 
to; and no payment is to be taken credit for in your monthly abstract statements unless 
supported by such warrants. 

14. Primary and final authority are united whenever the Governor grants his warrant for 
@ specific payment or for an advance, and in such cases the warrants and vouchers are in 
the first instance to be sent to the auditor-general at the same time with the monthly 
account current. 

15. At the close of each year you will make out a general annual account current of the 
whole receipts and disbursements of the year, classed under the same heads of service as 
your monthly abstract statements (Form (Q.) ), from which the details are to be taken; and 
you will, as soon as possible after the 1st day of January in each year, transmit such annual 
account current to the auditor-general in duplicate. 


16. You are to certify your annual account before a competent judicial authority, in 

the following terms : 
“T, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare that the foregoing is a just and true state- 
ment of my account as cashier of the colonial treasury at Malta, from 1st to 
184 ,andI make this solemn declaration conscientiously, believing the 


same to be true,” 
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17. The principal points of order and arrangement to be observed in making up your 
monthly abstract statements and your general annual account current are the following : 


For the charge side— 

tst. The balance of the preceding account. 

ad. The amounts received by each of the different collectors of revenue, distinguishing 
arrear from current revenue. 

3d. Incidental receipts, specifying the nature of the same. 

4th. Sums deposited in the colonial treasury, including monies received for stamps on 
account of the Admiralty. 

5th. Advances on account of the public service recovered, repaid, or adjusted. 


For the discharge side— 


Arrears, if any, classed under the proper heads of service. 
Current expenditure, comprising, 
ist. Established salaries, the same to be classed under the respective heads of, 
Civil ; 
Revenue ; 
Judicial and Police ; 
Ecclesiastical ; 
Public Instruction ; 
Charities. 


ad. Supplementary salaries, classed in the same order. 

3d. Fixed allowances, distinguishing compensation allowances, pensions, and burthens 
on the government property. ‘ 

4th. Contingencies following, in regard to the ordinary contingencies, (comprising 
incidental supplies and other minor expenses) the same classification as for salaries ; and in 
regard to expenditure of large amount, specifying each service. 

5th. Remittances to the colonial agent-general, to meet disbursements made by him in 
England. 

oth. Sums paid over to the military chest in aid of the expense of the Maltese regiment. 

7th. Repayment of sums depsited, including stamp remittances to the Admiralty. 

8th. Sums advanced to public departments or otherwise for the public service. 

9th. Surcharges removed or transferred. 


18. The sub-accounts of the collectors of revenue are to accompany your monthly 
abstract statements in support of the entries of their receipts. 

The authorities and vouchers in support of the remaining receipts will have already 
accompanied the monthly cash account referred to in Article 5 of these Instructions. 


19. In regard to the detailed abstracts and vouchers required to be produced in support 
of expenditure finally discharged and included in your monthly abstract statements, and in 
your general annual account current, when these details pass through your office (as in the 
case of payments on account of the Governor’s establishment, pensions, burthens, &c.) you 
are to be guided by the regulations contained in our Instructions to sub-accountants, a 
copy of which will be delivered to you. 


20. Whenever the auditor-general notifies to you a surcharge against any government 
officer or other person to whom you may have to pay money on their own account, you will, 
unless you receive the Governor's directions to the contrary, conveyed to you in writing, 
deduct the amount of such surcharge from the first payment you may have to make to the 
party, as no issue is to be made by way of salary or otherwise to the persons surcharged, 
until the surcharge is satisfied. 


21. Whenever a surcharge is thus recovered by stoppages from salary, or by other 
deductions, you are to debit yourself with the amount of the surcharge recovered, and to 
take credit for the full amount of the authorized salary or other payment from which it is 
deducted, stating the fact of the deduction on the face of the voucher. 


22. In those cases where a surcharge is made by the auditor-general against a party to 
whom you may not have immediate further payments to make reunt which the surcharge 
can be recovered, you are to apprise the chief secretary of the circumstance, in order that 
he may bring the case before the Governor, but you are not allowed to take credit in your 
general account for the sum surcharged until you have received the Governor’s authority, 
conveyed to you in writing, for the removal or transfer of the surchage. 


23: In accordance with the general regulations to be observed in Her Majesty’s Crown 
Colonies, all surplus of the public money received into the colonial treasury beyond the 
amount which is considered necessary for defraying the ordinary monthly expenditure is to be 
deposited from time to time in a separate strong vault ; you will be apprised by the Governor 
of the amount which is fixed as the maximum sum to be retained as balance under your 
immediate charge ; and whenever the balance of money of every description in the cashier’s 
chest, at the end of each week, amounts to more than such sum, you are to report the same 
to the Governor through the chief secretary ; and when, on the other hand, the balance in 
the chest is insufficient to meet the expenditure which you may have been directed to dis- 
charge, you are to transmit to the chief secretary a statement, showing the cash balance in 
the chest, and the expenditure remaining to be discharged, whereupon the Governor will 

grant 
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grant a warrant for withdrawing from the strong vault, and paying over to you such further 
sum as May appear necessary. 


24. You are to take credit in your day cash-book for the sums placed in the strong vault; 
you are also to charge yourself in your day cash-book with the sums received from the 
strong vault, so that your cash account will at all times show the exact amount of cash in 
your hands ; but in your monthly abstract statements, and in your annual account current, 
you will only make short entries at the foot of these accounts of the sums deposited in and 
withdrawn from the vault, because these general accounts are to exhibit the general balance 
available for colonial services. 


25. In stating the general balance upon the monthly abstracts, and in the annual account 
current, you are however to distinguish the portion in the chest under your immediate 
charge from the portion separately deposited in the strong vault. 


26. Your monthly accounts current and abstract statements are to be rendered to the 
auditor-general in duplicate, and your annual account current is to be rendered in tripli- 
cate. The auditor-general, after having examined these accounts, will transmit one set of the 
accounts to the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts, for final audit, of which 
you will be informed ; the auditor-general will return to you the triplicate copy of your 
annual account current, certified as to his examination, and he will retain the duplicate set 
of accounts and vouchers in his office, where they will remain for reference, and to which on 
all occasions you will be allowed access. 


27. You are, as early as possible in January in each year, to transmit to the auditor- 
general a statement of debts and credits of the colony, at the close of the preceding year, 
arising from loans, deposits, or advances. 


28. Upon any occasion of your being succeeded in the charge of the colonial treasury by 
another person, you will take a detailed receipt from the person who succeeds you for its 
contents, after the same has been counted and certified a committee, to be appointed 
for that purpose by the Governor. In this receipt it is to be distinctly stated on what day 
the balance was counted; your account is to be made up to such day, and the certificate of 
the committee, together with the receipt of the officer to whom you deliver over the charge, 
will be necessary vouchers for your discharge from further responsibility as to the contents 
of the chest transferred to your successor. 


29. You are, upon the receipt of these Instructions, to cause a copy of the same to be 
recorded in your office, and whenever you give over the charge of your department to 
another person, you will take care that he is furnished with these Instructions. 


SUB-ACCOUNTANTS. 


INSTRUCTIONS to Sus-Accountanrs in Civil Departments at Malta, charged with the 
Collection of Colonial Revenue, and with the detailed Payment of Expenses incurred in 
their respective Departments. 


1. Sus-Accounrants charged with the collection of any portion of the revenue or other 
local receipts are to keep day cash-books, in which the particulars of their receipts are to 
be entered ; no portion of these receipts are to be applied to the expenses of the department 
or otherwise by the sub-accountants, who are to pay the gross amount of their collections 
into the colonial treasury, and obtain the authority of the Governor for the reissue from the 
colonial treasury of money to meet required disbursements, 


2. Each sub-accountant is to pay over his collection or receipts to the cashier of th® 
treasury at least once a week, and in order that the account may be settled and balanced 
at the end of each month, and incorporated in the cashier’s general account of receipt and 
expenditure for the month, the. collectors and other sub-accountants are to close their 
accounts of receipt on the 25th day of the month, and they are to pay the exact balance of 
the account to that date to the cashier on or before the last day of the month. 


3. The collectors are to deliver to the cashier a written note of the particular coins com- 
posing each sum paid to the treasury, and they are to render a monthly account of their 
receipts and payments, according to the annexed form, marked (Z.). 


4. The collector at Gozo being a sub-accountant to the principal collectors at Malta, is 
to render his accounts to them, and to settle his balance with them; and as it will be 
necessary that this account and balance should be incorporated in the principal collector’s 
account to be made up under the preceding article of Instructions to the 25th of each month, 
the Gozo accounts are to be made up for the calendar month, the last account for the year 
being that for November ; and each monthly account is to be forwarded from Gozo by the 
first opportunity in the ensuing month, so that it shall be received at Malta before the 25th 
of that month. 
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5. In accordance with the provisions of the regulations under which the cashier of the 
treasury is held accountable for the issue of all money paid into the colonial treasury, the 
sub-accountants charged with the detailed payment of expenses incurred in the respective 
departments will draw monthly from the cashier such sums as may be required to dis- 
charge, salaries, allowances or other payments which it may be necessary to defray in the 
course of the month, before the Governor’s covering warrants for the whole expenditure of 
such month are received, and the sub-accountants are to give their receipts to the cashier for 
the several sums so advanced. 

These advances are limited in the manner hereafter described. 


6. The cashier is authorized to hold at the disposal of the respective sub-accountants, first, 
the amount of salaries provided by the schedule of fixed establishment to be paid in 
each month to the parties therein named, when actually performing duty for the month; 
secondly, any salary borne on the supplementary schedule of establishment; thirdly, the 
fixed and compensatory allowances borne on the schedules so described. 


7. The cashier is further authorized to hold at the disposal of the several sub-accountants 
any amount of money which may be within the limit specified by the local regulations as 
the permanent credit allowed to each accountant to provide for contingent expenses which 
are certain in their nature and occurrence, and which require to be paid before the end of 
the month, at which time the credit above referred to is to be superseded by the Governor’s 
authority for the particulars of the actual expense to be incurred, and for which authority 
each accountant is to apply to the chief secretary. The receipts to be given to the cashier 
for all monies paid to sub-accountants are to specify each description of coin or currency 
paid. 

Although the sub-accountants are thus provided in some cases with the funds necessary 
to carry on the departmental services for the current month before the full expense to be 
defrayed for the particular services is finally authorized by the Governor, it is to be observed 
that such authority must be rendered with the monthly abstracts, and therefore all contin- 
gent expenditure, on account of which credit advances are made, should be settled in the. 
same manner as the collector’s revenue accounts, to the 25th of the month, to give each 
sub-accountant time to submit the entire charge for the particular service to the Governor, 
and receive the necessary authority to complete the service payments within the calendar 
month. 

The documents required in support of the sub-accountant’s fixed disbursements are» 
acquitted pay lists, or abstracts for the following services: 


Established Salaries ; 

Supplementary Salaries ; 

Fixed or Compensatory Allowances ; 
Civil Pensions ; 

Military Pensions ; 

Fixed Burthens on the Crown Property. 


As regards contingent charges, monthly abstracts of the same are to be ‘ope in each 
department in the form annexed, marked (R.), supported by the estimates for the expenditure to 
be incurred, when such estimate may have been required, and the approval of the same or 
other orders made thereon; also by bills of particulars, certificates and final authorities for 
the disbursement, together with the receipts of the parties who have performed the work or- 
furnished the supplies. All these abstracts and vouchers are to be prepared and rendered to 
the auditor-general in duplicate, and when the sufficiency of the authority for the pay- 
ments shall have been certified by him, the Governor will issue a warrant to the cashier for 
the admitted expenditure, subject to the detailed examination of the vouchers. 


9. It is to be observed that the departmental abstracts, containing the details of expen- 
diture, whether salaries, allowances, or contingent charges, are to be signed by the accounting 
party, and dated at the time of signature. 


10. Whenever any salary or other payment due to an individual is claimed on his behalf 
by another person, the accountant is to require a sufficient power of attorney or authority 
in writing in support of such claim, and the nature of the authority is to be stated on the 
pay list or receipt. : : 

‘The sub-accountant having satisfied himself that the authority produced to him is suffi- 
cient, is to cause it to be exhibited to the auditor-general for the purpose of being registered 
in his office, before any payment is made thereon; and it will be the duty of the sub- 
accountant to see that the authority is marked as having been so registered before he makes 
any payment thereon or returns it to the party. 


11. In the event of any officer quitting the colony on leave of absence or otherwise, th® 
sub-accountant by whom he is paid will furnish him with a certificate of the period to which 
his salary or other allowance to which he may have been entitled has been issued by you, 
stating the rates at which such issues were made ; and you will not make any further pay- 
ment on account of such salary or allowance unless that certificate is withdrawn and 
cancelled by you. On the return of any officer to the colony you will, unless specially 
authorized to dispense therewith, require as a necessary voucher for the first payment of - 
salary or allowance to him, a statement under his signature of any sums he may have 

received 
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received from the agents of the colony or otherwise, supported by certificates from such 
agents, showing the particulars of the sums issued by them. 


12. Previously to making any payment in respect of pensions or retired allowances, you 
will take care to inform yourself whether any condition may have been attached to the 
original grant of such allowance or pension with reference to the employment, emolument, 
condition, residence, or otherwise of the party claiming the same; and in all cases where 
the payment of the allowance is to be contingent upon any particular condition, you will 
require and produce as a voucher in support of your accounts a sufficient declaration, certi- 
ficate, or other proof that the condition has been complied with, and that the allowance or 
pension emmed: by the party had consequently become properly due, and you will withhold 
the payment of the pension or allowance until such document shall be produced. 


13, All pensions, or other fixed allowances or pay, granted upon monthly or annual 
rates, are to be computed, in those cases where payment is to be made for a broken period, 
with reference to the number of days in the quarter in which such broken period occurs ; 
and when payment is made upon daily rates of pay, the amount due for broken periods of a 
month is to be calculated with reference to the actual number of days for which the allow- 
ance is due. 


14. When any salary or established allowance is paid to a person not able to write, the 
mark of such person is to be vouched by a witness as having been made in his presence. 


15, All receipts for contingent expenditure are to be vouched by at least one respectable 
witness, in whose presence the payment has been made and the receipt signed. In the 
instance of issues of money, by way of advance either on contracts or otherwise, it is to be 
‘fully stated in the receipt in what manner, for what service, and under what authority the 
issue is made. 


16. Sub-accountants, having a regular expenditure of stores, are to render to the auditor- 
ane quarterly accounts of the receipts, issues, and remains of the stores under their 
charge. 

The entries on the charge side of the store accounts will, in respect of articles purchased 
in the colony and delivered into store, be checked by the cash vouchers for such purchases ; 
and all cash vouchers for payment of stores or provisions delivered to an accountant in 
charge of stores are to be certified by the storekeeper, or other party accountable for the 
stores ; in respect to articles otherwise received, the entries are to be supported by notes of 
delivery, bills of lading, or certificates of quantities, as the circumstances of the cases may 
require. 

e entries on the discharge side of the store account, when not in conformity with 
eneral regulations, are to be supported by a special authority from the Governor, and all 
issues must be vouched, either by proper certificates of consumption, or, in the case of any 
special delivery of stores, by the receipt of the party to whom delivered; and in the case of 
sales, by the auctioneer’s account, or other sufficient evidence as to the particulars of sale. 
No loss arising from wastage or otherwise is to be taken credit for in a store account, 
without a statement of the particulars of wastage certified by a Board or Committee of 
Survey, which report is to be submitted to the Governor. 


17. All officers who purchase implements and other articles for their department, and 
who have charge of stores of this description, not for reissue, but for use, such as the police, 
quarantine, and office of works, are to deliver to the auditor-general, in the month of 

anuary of each year, an annual list of implements, &c., showing in four columns, remains 

of the preceding year; receipts within the year; issues within the year; and remains at 

the end of the year ; and the list must be supported, as nearly as circumstances will admit, 
by similar authorities and vouchers to those required with the store account. 


18. Sub-accountants are to bear in mind that arrears, both as regards the collection of 
‘money and the discharge of expenditure, are to be avoided as far as possible; and they will 
be careful to include in the monthly abstracts, to be examined by the auditor-general, and 
to be submitted to the Governor, the pay and allowances of all persons employed in the 
respective departments, whether on established salary or temporary pay ; but should there 
-be any unavoidable cause of arrear (such as the absence of a party from duty before the end 
of the month, when the pay-list or supplementary abstract is prepared for acquittance or 
signature), the name is to be borne on the ee or absttact, with explanation of the 
-cause of the salary being in blank ; and in the next or any following month, the arrear- 
‘pay is not to be included with the current pay, but is to be acquitted at the foot of the 
-abstract under the head of arrear. 


As regards, however, the statements of accounts, arrears are not to be distinguished from 
‘current, unless they are arrears of a preceding year, and even in this case, if the arrears 
are for the portion of the month of December (or at Gozo of November), or for any other 
period which is by custom accounted for after the close of the year, such transactions are 
not to be stated as arrears, neither will it be necessary as regards contingencies, that sums 
-of trivial amount, though not strictly current, if included with other similar charges for 
current services, should be distinguished, as under the present Instruction such an occurrence 
will in general be avoided. 


19. A copy of these Instructions is to be recorded in the office of each sub-accountant, 
and upon any occasion of a sub-accountant giving over the charge of his office to another 
person, he is to deliver these Instructions, and any other general regulations, to the person 
who succeeds him,

AUDITOR GENERAL. 


INSTRUCTIONS from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to the 
Avpitor-Generat of Accounts at Malta. 


1. You will receive herewith a copy of our instructions to the Cashier of the Treasury, 
and to sub-accountants, in regard to the disbursement and accounting for the public money, 
and you will be furnished with extracts from our instructions to the Govemos of the colony 
respecting the revenue and expenditure thereof; with reference to which, and to such future 
regulations as may be from time to time established, you will examine and report upon all 
accounts and abstracts that may be referred to you ; in doing which you will i guided by 
the following general instructions, subject to such further directions as may be given to you 
by the Governor. 

2. You will call upon all colonial officers accountable for the receipt and expenditure of 
public money or stores, to render to you the accounts required by our present instructions, 
or by any local regulations which may be made by the Governor, and you will see that the 
accountants comply with those instructions and regulations. 

3. You are to require, within one month of the receipt of these instructions, from the col- 
lectors and other sub-accountants whose accounts are rendered to you, copies of the orders 
and regulations under which the duties of their respective departments are carried on ; you 
are to record the same in your office, and to ascertain that all public monies, stores, &c. are 
duly brought to the credit of the public ; and you will certify the account of each collector 
or other sub-accountant as having been examined by you, and as having been compared. 
with such books or statements as may be necessary to substantiate the correctness of the 
same. 

4. The cashier will render to you, immediately after the termination of each month, an 
account (copied from his day cash-book) of the receipts and payments made by him during 
the preceding month, including all sums deposited in or advanced or withdrawn from the 
Colonial Treasury, and showing the particulars of balances at the end of the month. 

You are to examine this account, comparing the same, as to fixed revenue, with the 
separate account of the collectors and receivers of revenue, which you will have called for 
under Art. 2 of these instructions ; and as to incidental receipts, by the certified statements 
or other authorities for the several transactions which the cashier is instructed to transmit 
in support of the same. 

You will at the same time ascertain that the payments taken credit for on the discharge 
side are duly authorized and acquitted; and you will certify the balance as being correct 
or otherwise. 

5. You will receive from the respective departments of sub-accountants, at the regular 
periods stated in our instructions to the Governor, detailed abstracts of all salaries and other 


_disbursements which have been paid in the several departments, accompanied by the autho- 


rities under which the expenditure has been incurred, and by proper certificates, when neces- 
sary, in proof of the service having been duly performed. You will examine these abstracts, 
and if you find the sums claimed to agree with those borne on the schedules of establish- 
ment, and supported by proper authorities, acquittances, contracts, estimates, and other 
necessary documents, you are to certify the abstracts, and transmit to the Chief Secretary 
a classified return of the expenditure which you have found duly authorized and vouched, 
in order that the same may be placed in warrants in the same classified form, to be sub- 
mitted to the Governor for signature, after which the warrants will be delivered to the 
cashier, who is to render to you a monthly abstract statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments, in the form annexed to Art. 8 of his instructions. 

6. You will, upon receiving this monthly statement, prefix to it the collector’s account 
current for the same month; and the warrants, accompanied by the departmental abstracts 
and vouchers, are to be properly arranged after the monthly statement, in the order best 
calculated for easy reference on the final audit of the accounts.’ 

7. You will require from the cashier, immediately after the termination of each year, a 
general annual account current, the services being classed, as to revenue and expenditure, 
in the same manner as the monthly abstract statements. 

8. In examining the departmental expenditure you will observe, that in those cases where 
only portion of any expense sanctioned upon estimate is incurred, the Governor’s authority 
and other correspondence, together with a copy of the estimates, is to be attached to the 


voucher for the first charge; and, in explanation of every charge on the same account- 


brought forward in subsequent months, a statement is to be given referring to the warrant 
and account with which the original authority may be found, and showing the amount 
already expended under such authority, and the balance remaining unexpended. When 
the work is completed you are to certify to that effect. . 

9. You are to examine the computations and castings, to compare each separate abstract 
with the vouchers accompanying the same, and to sign each abstract and account current 
passed by you, noting the amount of any surcharge. 

10. In examining the monthly accounts of the collectors of revenue and receivers of taxes, 
you will compare each collector's account with his day cash-book, with the tariffs, the rent- 
rolls, or other records of annual assessments, and call for such further documents as you may 
think necessary to substantiate the entries in the collector’s accounts, and to ascertain the 

amount 
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amount of arrears remaining uncollected at the end of the year under each separate head 
of revenue; should any-difficulties be made to the production of documents necessary for 
this purpose, you will represent the same to the Governor, and annex a copy of your 
representation, and of any directions you may receive thereon, to the other correspondence 
referred to in Art. 25 of these Instructions. 

11. You are to attend to the prices paid for all articles purchased, hired, or contracted 
for, and to ascertain that all the conditions of the contracts and agreements have been 
punctually fulfilled, and that the accounts are supported by proper certificates to that 
effect ; and whenever you may find it necessary to retain in your office contracts or other 
documents which have not been given in duplicate, you will transmit with the annual 
account an abstract of such contracts or documents, the abstract to include the particulars 
necessary for the examination of the account; such as in the case of contracts, the name of 
the party contracting, the date and terms of contract, the article contracted for, and the 

rice. 
; 12. You are to see that all powers of attorney or other authorities presented to you, 
under the 10th Article of our Instructions to Sub-accoantants, are legally executed; you 
will keep a register of them, and will annex to the receipts, for all payments made under 
them, a certificate to the following effect : 

“T hereby certify that a sufficient authority has been shown to me, on the part of C. D., 
for receiving the salary (or payment) due to E. F.” 

13. You will take care that pe quarterly abstracts are rendered of the disposal of all 
provisions and stores charged for in the colonial accounts. 

The manner in which these accounts are to be rendered and vouched is deseribed in Art. 
16 of our Instructions to Sub-accountants. 

14, Should any store account not be duly rendered, you will represent the same to the 
Governor, in order to his giving the necessary directions ; and if you find occasion to make 
a surcharge against any store accountant, you will ascertain and state in the surcharge the 
value of the articles which you conceive are not fully accounted for. 

15. In all cases where declarations and certificates are required to accounts, you will ascertain 
that the same are duly made, and should it occur from any unforeseen circumstances that 
the forms of declaration required by our instructions are not strictly in accordance with the 
facts of the case, you will suggest or permit any necessary modification of the declaration. 

16. If, inthe examination of any account, it shall appear to you that the officer has de- 
viated from his instructions, or that any voucher is wanting, or that any article is incorrect, 
or requires explanation, you are forthwith to give notice thereof, in writing, to such officer, 
referring to the garters article and warrant, and stating your observations or queries 
thereon, against which you are to require him to insert his answers. 

17. If you should not be furnished with such explanations or vouchers as you may deem 
satisfactory, within one month from the date of your observations or queries, you are to 
make a surcharge against the party by whom the money was improperly paid, and from 
whom the explanation was required, and you will at the close of the examination of each 
monthly or other periodical account, transmit a statement of any surcharges thereon to the 
persons against whom the surcharges are made, as also to the cashier, who is instructed not 
to ere any further payment to the party surcharged until the surcharge is satisfied or 
remitted. 

You will take especial care that the cashier attends to his instructions in this respect, 
and should he neglect to do so, you are to hold -him accountable for the surcharge unre- 
covered, and make it a surcharge against himself in the next account rendered by him. 

18. In those cases where overcharges have occurred in the accounts of parties to whom 
no further payments remain to be made by the cashier, and who therefore will not have the 
means of recovering a surcharge in the manner pointed out by Art. 20 of his instructions, 
you will, without loss of time, transmit a statement of any such surcharge to the Governor, 
in order that he may give the necessary directions for applying to the party. 

19. The accounts current of the several collectors of revenue and the accounts and 
vouchers of the cashier are to be rendered to you in duplicate, including the copies of 
warrants and authorities under the Governor’s signature, referred to in the 13th Article of 
our Instructions to the Cashier ; you are to certify these copies, and the copies of any other 
documents which from unavoidable circumstances cannot be procured in duplicate. 

20. In order that we may receive early information of the periodical collection of the 
revenue, and of the expenditure incurred under the authority of the Governor, you will 
prepare from the cashier’s accounts a quarterly return in the form annexed, (marked S.), 
showing on one side the amount collected and paid into the treasury by the respective col- 
lectors, under each head of revenue, during the quarter, as also the amount of all other 
receipts classed under the proper heads of service; the credit side of this return is to par- 
ticularize the amount of established salaries, fixed allowances and ordinary contingencies, 
classed under the respective heads of civil, revenue, judicial, ecc lesiastical, &c. ; any pro- 
visional salary must be particularized under the head of supplementary salaries ; and all 
special disbursements, as well as all payments not included under the foregoing heads, are 
to be classed separately. This return is to be forwarded by you to the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury by the first opportunity after the expiration of each 
quarter, and abstracts of the same are to be submitted by you to the Gevernor, and to be 
attached to the other correspondence with your annual accounts. 

21. You are to certify the cashier’s annual account current in the following terms: 

1 .(A.-B,); Auditor-general, do certify that I have carefully examined the several 
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entries Sppeatng both on the debit and credit sides of the foregoing account, and havin 
compared the same with the original accounts of the several public departments, as auidited 
in my office, have found them to agree; and I do further certify that proper accounts of 
particulars, authorities, and vouchers, in conformity to the existing regulations of Govern- 
ment, have been exhibited to me in support of the several articles of charge and discharge 
therein contained.” 

22. You are to make monthly abstract statements of the accounts rendered to you for exami- 
nation and audit, for the purpose of ensuring uniformity in all financial returns; these 
abstract statements are to be retained in your office, so that you may readily prepare from 
them, at the close of each year, two financial statements, the one showing the actual receipt 
and expenditure of the colony within the year, and the surplus revenue (or excess of 
expenditure) at the end of the year, the other showing the manner in which such surplus 
was applied (or excess met). 

23. You are to submit these financial statements to the Governor in the form annexed, 
(marked T.), with the least possible delay after the termination of each year; and you are 
to transmit the same to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury by the first 
opportunity which may afterwards offer. 

24, You are, as soon as possible, and within three months after the close of the year, to 
transmit the original set of the cashier’s annual and monthly accounts, with all authorities 
and vouchers in support of their detail, to the Commissioners for auditing the ublic 
accounts, consulting with the accountant as to the mode of transmission, and acquainting 
the Governor and the accountant by what means, and on what day, they are forwarded ; 
you will also notify to the Commissioners the manner in which the accounts are transmitted 
by the first separate conveyance that may offer. 

25. You will transmit therewith,— 

1st. Copies of the two financial statements referred to in Art. 22 of these Instructions. 

2d. A complete set of the Government Gazettes for the year. 

3d. An Lifexee book, containing copies of, or extracts from, such part of the corre~ 
spondence between your department a other departments in the colony as may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of explanation with respect to the accounts, and in the same book. 

4th. A statement of alterations and additions made within the year in the extent or 
disposition of the Crown property, referring, in the case of alterations, to the original number 
of the property in the rent-roll, and, in the case of any additions, affixing a new number in 
continuation of the numbers returned in the original roll, in which you will have posted re- 

larly the alterations and additions occurring within the year. 

5th. Abstracts of all surcharges made by you on the accounts of the current year, noting 
opposite each surcharge whether recovered, and if so, in what account credited ; whether: 
removed, and if so, the grounds of removal, accompanied by authenticated copies of any 
orders for remitting surcharges without the production of the vouchers and explanations, for 
want of which they were made ; and also by a schedule of the surcharges outstanding at 
the close of the year. ; 

6th. A statement of any advances outstanding and unliquidated at the end of the year, 
specifying the period at which each advance was made, and noting the period at which each. 
advance was ordered to be liquidated, with a full explanation of the circumstances that may 
have delayed the settlement beyond the time first authorized, together with a reference to 
the authority under which the period fixed for such settlement may have been extended. 

7th. A statement of the debts and credits of the colony as they stood at the end of the 
year, whether arising from loans due to or from the Colonial Government, from arrears of 
revenue or otherwise, together with a copy of any report which you may have made to the 


Governor thereon. 
8th. Copies of all orders and regulations in any way connected with the finances of the 


colony, which are not either contained in the Gazettes or attached as vouchers to the 
accounts, and any other documents requisite for explaining the accounts and the financial 
transactions connected therewith; and, lastly, a list of the accounts and documents for- 
warded to the Commissioners. A duplicate of this list is to be transmitted in the letter 
advising the accounts referred to in the latter part of Article 24. ; 

26. You are to retain in your office for reference a complete duplicate set of the cash and 
store accounts rendered to you with the vouchers, and to which you will allow the several 
accountants to have access. 

27. You will return to the cashier the triplicate copies of his annual account, with your 
certificate of its examination, and you will, at the request of any other accountant, and upon. 
his presenting a copy of his account for that purpose, 7 ~turn the same to him with your 
certificate of examination annexed thereto. 

28. You are to keep registers of all accounts delivered to you, specifying the date of 
delivery of each account, the date upon which any observations or queries thereon were 
transmitted to the respective accountants, the date upon which answers were returned, the 
date upon which the accounts were reported to the Governor as finally examined by you, 
and the date upon which they were transmitted to England for final audit ; and you are to’ 
make up from this register a quarterly return for the information of the Governor, calling 
his attention to any irregularities or delays that may have occurred in rendering the’ 
accounts to you.* 

29. You will also, on other occasions, when you may deem it necessary, report to the’ 
Governor, through the chief secretary, any delays or irregularities in the delivery of the 
accounts to be rendered to you under these instructions, or under the regulations of the 


Colonial Government, and you will transmit with the annual accounts (Art. 25) copies of 
any 
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ay — representations and of the orders which may have been given in consequence 
thereof. ‘ 

30. You will use every exertion to ascertain that the colonial revenue has been duly and 
properly collected and brought to account, and you are to report any default or irregularity in 
that respect to the Governor, and to transmit copies (Art. 25) of all such reports with the 
annual accounts. 

31. If in the course of your examination of the accounts it shall appear to you that any 
person concerned therein is unacquainted with the forms of account or of the vouchers 
required, you are to inform him as to the proper course of proceeding, making the requisite 
communication to the Governor through the chief secretary or the head of the particular 
department concerned upon the subject, so that all irregularities may so far as possible be 
prevented or immediately remedied. 

32. All new charges not provided for by the fixed schedules of established pay and 
allowances approved by Her Majesty’s Government, referred to in Articles 36 and 49 of our 
instructions to the Governor, and all charges of a special nature, or exceeding the amount 
to which the Governor’s authority is limited by Art. 60, must be supported by the authority 
of the Governor ; in addition to which it is requisite, in order to the relief of the officer 
authorizing such extra expenditure from responsibility for the amount of the same, that, on 
the account being submitted for final audit to the Commissioners for Auditing the Public 
Accounts, it shall be shown whether the charges comprising such extra or special expendi- 
ture were sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government ; it will therefore be necessary that the 
Governor, in directing the payment of any such charges, should cause reference to be made 
to the authority he may have received from Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for so doing, 
and that a copy or extract from the despatch conveying such authority should accompany 
the voucher for the transaction when sent to England for final audit. 

33. In those cases where the Governor may have deemed it necessary, for the due carry- 
ing on of the public service, to grant his provisional authority for the addition, alteration, or 
special charge without waiting for the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, reference is 
to be made to the date of the Minute in Council by which the expenditure was authorized 
by the Governor, and to the date of the despatch in which the same has been reported by 
him to the Secretary of State. 

34. If the vouchers, when transmitted to you for examination, should not contain these 
special references, or should not be supported by copies or sufficient extracts from the 
despatches or other documents by which the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government may 
have been signified, you are to pass the charges, so far as relates to the local examination 
of the cashier’s account, provided the same have been regularly authorized by the Governor; 
but, on concluding your examination, you are to prepare and submit to the Governor a 
schedule of all charges to which the above regulations would apply, in order that you may 
be furnished, in the case of special charges sanctioned by Her Majesty's Government, with 
a copy of the despatch conveying authority for the charge, or such extract therefrom as 
shall clearly show the extent and intention of that authority, for the purpose of being trans- 
mitted with the accounts to the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts; and it is 
to be observed, that whenever the authority of the Secretary of State conveys a general 
approval of an arrangement recommended by the Governor without adverting to the par- 
ticulars of the arrangement, and of the sums authorized, that a copy or sufficient extract 
from the Governor’s despatch referred to by the Secretary of State, will be necessary to 
complete the evidence of authority. 

In those cases where the charges have not been specially sanctioned by,Her Majesty’s 
Government, the Governor will cause you to be furnished with the date of the despatch in 
which the same have been reported to the Secretary of State; and you are to annex to the 
book of correspondence transmitted with the accounts to England, a copy of the schedule of 
extra and special charges which you may have had occasion to submit to the Governor as 
requiring the authority of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, or of Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State, and you will, at the same time, transmit the documents with 
which the Governor has caused you to be furnished in consequence of your representation. 

35. You will bring to the particular notice of the Governor any deviations from our 
instructions, or from other established regulations of the colony; even in those cases where 
the Governor may have been induced to grant an authority dispensing with their observ- 
ance, so that he may be fully aware of such deviation, and have the opportunity of con- 
sidering the propriety of the authority granted. : 

36. You are to transmit copies of all representations made by you in this respect, with 
the annual accounts, the same to be annexed to the other correspondence required by the 
8th section of Art. 25 of these Instructions. 

87. You will implicitly obey all such orders as you may, from time to time, receive from 
the Governor or officer duly authorized to act on his behalf; but should it appear to you, 
that such orders are at variance with our instructions, or the regulations of the Colonial 
Government, you will respectfully represent the same, and attach a copy of such represen- 
tation to the other correspondence to be transmitted with the annual accounts. 

88. You will make all such reports and returns as the Governor may think fit to require, 
and you will, from time to time, submit for his information or directions; any observations 
that may occur to you with reference to your official duties. 

39, You are, upon the receipt of these instructions, to cause a copy of the same to be 
recorded, and, in the event of your giving over, on any occasion, the charge of your depart- 
ment-to another person, you will take care that he is furnished with these instructions, and 
wey regulations that may be established for the conduct of the departinent.

An Appress by His Excellency the Governor of Malta, on his laying before the Council 
of Government the Estimates of Colonial Revenue and Expenditure for the Year 1844, 


Gentlemen, 

I HAVE requested your attendance, for the purpose of taking into consideration the esti- 
mate of colonial expenditure for the year 1844 (Estimate B), with copies of which you have 
already been furnished. It has been prepared on the same form as the one laid before you 
last June, and amounts to 101,483/. 6s. 3d., arranged as follows, by comparison with the 
previous estimate, which was passed by you for the service of the current year.

The diminution of 2567. 2s. 4d., here shown, leaves room for the admission of various 
pensions, by transfer from the registry fund of the superior civil courts of justice, in case a 
proposal which I have submitted, coupled with a new scheme for the establishment of the 
registries of these courts, should meet the approval of Her Majesty’s Government.

Referring to the extraordinary contingencies, you will observe that the proposed grant of 
350 1., under the head of University and Lyceum, completes the sum of 700 /. specified in 
the last annual estimate, as required for supplying the physical cabinet of the University 
with a set of instruments and apparatus; and you will notice, under the head of Land 
Revenue and Public Works, 370 /, estimated for erecting an observatory on the building 
occupied by the University; a work essential to the proper course of scientific study, for 
which the situation of this island and the climate are so peculiarly fitted. A sum of 5251. 
is assigned to necessary repairs in the hospitals, asylums, and lazaretto, the same being of 
too considerable a magnitude to be defrayed out of the specific grant for the general repair 
of property not yielding rent. All the others are continued works, limited to the yearly 
means. I should hope that,in the course of a few years more, the streets, roads, and moles 
will have been so far repaired and improved as to admit of some diminution in the general 
charge for their maintenance ; although the specific allowance assigned to this service must 
be naturally expected to require some increase, after the extraordinary charge shall have 
ceased. 

No alteration has taken place in the two annual subsidies to the Commissariat chest, which 
are still continued at 1,200/. and 5,000. 

Referring to the subsidy of 1,200/., I am perfectly satisfied that the addition made to the 
strength of the Royal Malta Fencible Regiment, for the purpose of enabling that corps to take 
the coast duties, has proved most beneficial; and that it isa more economical and more 
efficient mode of discharging that important duty than the establishment of a police force 
for the purpose; and I am glad to take this opportunity of stating, that the w ole of the 
duties entrusted to the Royal Malta Fencible Regiment are performed in the most satisfactory 
manner. 

The estimate of revenue (Estimate (A.) which I now lay before you for the year 1844, has 
been formed upon the average derived from the regular sources now existing during the last 
five years ; and its result thus far, 103,017/., is the same as the one stated to you in my 
address on the 24th February last, to which is added a sum of 1,200 /. assumed for incidental 
and casual receipts. ‘This gives a total of 104,217/., which, though 11,224/, below the 
amount realized in 1842, is still 2,734/. beyond the estimated expenditure. During the 
first five months of the current year, the receipts of the revenue have exceeded the rate of 
the past general average ; but they have been much under that of the years 1841 and 1842, 

in 
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in which the amount was influenced by temporary causes; and some further loss must be 
expected in the landed rents, under the present low prices of agricultural produce. Never- 
theless, it is with real satisfaction that, at the conclusion of my administration, I can confi- 
dently rely upon leaving the financial concerns in a sound condition, and equal to any 
demands which may be reasonably anticipated. 

Permit me, gentlemen, upon this occasion, to return you my most sincere and cordial 
thanks for the valuable assistance which I have received from you, collectively and indivi- 
dually, during the course of my administration of this Government: I am confident that m 
successor will be aided by you in the same open, manly, and independent manner, whic 
has been so honourable to yourselves, so satisfactory to me, and so advantageous to the 
public service.

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATE of Exrenpitur: for the Year 1844. 


An Appress by his Excellency the Governor of Malta, on his laying before the Council of 
Government a Supplementary Estimate of Colonial Expenditure for the Year 1844. 


Gentlemen, 
On referring to the Address made to you at the meeting of Council held on the 26th 


April 1843, you will observe that my predecessor adverted to the expediency of increasing 
the supply of water to the city of Valletta. He remarked that the accession of water derive 
to the public aqueduct from recent new lines had nearly if not quite doubled the ordinary 
supply, and that more water was in consequence furnished to the aqueduct above the 
Torretta at San Giuseppe than could be carried on through the pipes leading from that 
station into the city, they being of smaller capacity than the upper channels; an evil which 
at some future period ought to be remedied. ’ 

I have now the satisfaction to inform you, that having submitted the measure for the con- 
sideration of Her Majesty’s Government, and having proposed that the work in contempla- 
tion should be undertaken and defrayed out of the surplus revenue remaining from 
previous years, which fund, in my address to you of the 9th March last, was stated at 
5,385/. 11s. 11}d., I have received thé sanction of Lord Stanley, Her Majesty’s Principal. 
Secretary of State for the Colonial Department, to my bringing before you an estimate for 
this work, amounting to 4,178/. 

Should this proposal receive your concurrence, the additional line of aqueduct will be the 
means of materially increasing the supply of water to Floriana and Valletta, and will in 
ordinary seasons furnish a sufficient superabundance for filling the tanks at Floriana, from 
which reservoirs water is conveyed to both harbours; thus maintaining a reserved quantity 
against dry seasons for supplying the shipping, leaving the other cisterns, with the daily run 
of the aqueduct, for the use of the inhabitants. 

With a view to a further appropriation of the surplus revenue, I brought under Lord 
Stanley’s notice the decayed state of the furniture in the public rooms of the Government 
palace. I represented to his Lordship that the carpets and other articles had not been 


xenewed for upwards of 40 years, and that a large proportion had existed from the time of 
the 
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the grand-masters; that personally I had no desire for any display of fine furniture, but 
thought it right that the public rooms should be in a fit state for the reception of occasional 
distinguished visitors, and of company on public days, in which view alone I was induced to 
bring the question forward. I aaten that the estimate for replacing the articles which had 
become totally unserviceable, for renewing the torn and worn-out damask window curtains 
and coverings of the walls in several of the public rooms, and for repairing some of the 
existing furniture, amounted to 1,484/.; but that I would only propose 1,000/. to be 
expended out of present resources, leaving the remainder for some future provision. To 
this proposal his Lordship having been pleased to accede, the proceeding depends upon your 
concurrence. 

For both these objects you will find before you the detailed plans, estimates, and speci- 
fications, the same being consolidated in the supplementary estimate of expenditure for the 
year 1844, which is now submitted to you, for applying to those objects 5,178/. derived 
from the surplus revenue of previous years, and which I hope may meet your approval. 

As we are now assembled, I think it proper to state, that the additional sum of 1,584/., 
granted by your vote of the 26th April 1843, to complete to a serviceable extent the 
building of the new prison on the Coradino Hill, is already exhausted, while the work remains 
incomplete. From a report made to me by the collector of land revenue, supported by 
another made to him by the superintendent of works, it appears that 292/. 10s. are still 
required for that purpose, and that this deficiency has been chiefly caused by the very windy 
and rainy weather which constantly prevailed during last winter, and retarded the progress 
of the work, increasing the expense of daily wages by the frequent interruptions which it 
occasioned. A detailed estimate of this further outlay is before you; and as it is of 
importance that the work should be finished before the rainy season again sets in, I am 
induced to request your support in my incurring the expense, without a previous reference 
to Her Majesty’s Government, out of a provision already made for a work of less moment, 
aided by small savings in various branches of expense on the current year’s estimate. The 
work I propose to relinquish is the “ Forming a connecting road over the Coradino Hill, 
2741.” (p. 585) in the estimate for 1843, the necessity for which work is now superseded by 
the improved state of the existing road in its ascent from the great harbour; to which may 
be added, the propriety of deferring the formation of any new line of road in that quarter 
until the extensive works in progress at the dock-yard, under the direction of the Naval 
department, are finished. Should I therefore now receive your preliminary consent to an 
outlay not exceeding 300/. for completing the building of the prison, I shall request the 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Government for including the exact sum which may be expended 
Kg this service in the usual adjusting estimate, to be laid before you towards the end of 

the year.

I have the satisfaction to state, that the steam dredging-vessel having been completed to 
a condition for service, was set to work during the summer months, and cleared out the 
head of the French (cr mercantile) creek near the mole on the south side, and likewise the 
channel leading to it, so as to enable vessels to lie there, and laden pontoons to approach 
the mole.

A Minute by the Governor of Malta, with the Advice and Consent of the Council of 
Government thereof, for applying certain Sums arising from the Colonial Revenue to the 
Supplemental Service of the Year 1844. 


His Excellehcy the Governor having represented to the Council of Government, that 
from various causes, it would be necessary to make provision for certain expenses for the 
service of the yeer 1844, which were not provided for in the general estimate of expen- 
diture passed under the Minute of the 7th June 1843, and having laid before the said 
Council the annexed Supplement, dated 21st December 1844, and signed by the Chief 
Secretary to Government, referring to the aforesaid estimate, and exhibiting 1,186/. 0s.10d., 
as the total of the additional expenses so requiring to be provided for; and having repre- 
sented that the amount of saving in various articles of expense, provided for partly on the 
aforesaid estimate and partly on the estimate for the year 1843, admitted of such additional 
expenses, his Excellency the Governor has been pleased, with the advice and consent of 
the Council of Government, .to order and declare as follows : 


1. There shall and may be issued and applied for the service of the year 1844, by 
transfer from the funds assigned, under the Minutes of the 9th July 1842 and 7th June 
1848, from the revenues of the years 1843 and 1844, and under the authority and direction 
of the Governor or officer administering the Government for the time being, any sum or 
sums of money not exceeding 8751. 9s. 103 d., to defray the additional expenses classed as 
Contingencies, and particularized in the aforesaid annexed Supplement. 


2. There shall and may be issued and applied in the manner aforesaid any sum or sums 
of money not exceeding 3107. 10s, 114d. to defray the expenditure for Special Services, 
described in the aforesaid annexed Supplement. 


3. Provided nevertheless, that all or any issues or applications of public money made 
in pursuance of this Minute shall be made in conformity to those separate authorities, 
rules, and regulations for the expenditure of public money which may now be in force, or 
may be hereafter established under the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government.

‘ of Government the Financial Statements of the Island for the Year 1844. 


Gentlemen, 

Tue financial statements for the year 1844, which are now laid before you, have been pre- 
pared for the information of yourselves and the public. 

You will observe with satisfaction, that the revenue has exceeded, and the expenditure 
fallen within, the amounts calculated upon in June 1843, when the estimates of the same 
were submitted to you. 

On the one hand, the net revenue, which was estimated at 104,217/., has yielded a surplus 
of 7,579 1. 15s. 02d. On the other, there has been a saving of 7377. 9s. 11} d. in the 
amount originally provided on the estimate of expenditure chargeable on the actual collec-

I shall take into consideration the most eligible mode of applying this surplus fund to the 
benefit of these islands, and shall bring the subject to your notice after having obtained the 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Government to that effect ; such being the course prescribed by 
the rules and regulations for the colonial service. 

During the seven years which have now followed the establishment of the sources of reve- 
nue upon their presént basis, the fluctuations in the annual amount of receipts have taken a 
wide range ; in a manner to render it very unsafe to rely upon last year’s large increase as a 
test for the future. To me the only safe course seems to be, to regulate ourselves by the 
average ; and in this point of view we may consider that about 1,500 /, might be given up ‘on

with the auction duty, were repealed. I shall therefore take an early Opportunity of sub- Estimates, 1844. 
mitting these projected measures to the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. Some 
relief might also be afforded at the same time by a diminution in the rates of per-centage 
which are now levied on sentences, under the tables of judicial fees. 
Any further reduction in the taxes would [ fear at present be unadvisable. We must 
remember that the wants of the island have increased with its extended trade and inter- 
course, and that many services of utility and advantage to the public at large are very 
inadequately provided for in the annual estimates, when compared with the means which 
are assigned to like services in other countries. 
After the experience of four years which we have now obtained in the manner of preparing 
the yearly estimates and statements, I would offer some explanatory remarks with reference 
to the statement of expenditure now before you, wherein the sums disbursed are set against 
the sums provided on the estimates to defray the respective services. 
You will observe that the sums paid under the head of Salaries exceed those provided for 
that class of expense, while the payments made under the head of Fixed Allowances and 
Charges are less than the sums provided to defray them; the saving in this class having 
been applied to make good the excess inthe other. In both classes, however, no charge can 
be introduced without the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government ; and as all fixed 
services having such sanction are only brought into the general estimates, in order that the 
whole intended expense of the year may at once be seen, it becomes unnecessary to call upon 
the Council to provide for any excess in a particular article, while the means of the two 
classes are not exceeded in their aggregate; especially as the existing state of the estab- 
lishments, pension-lists, and other charges which compose those classes, are given in detail 
in each successive annual estimate. 
Neither has it been thought necessary to make supplemental provision for such ordinary 
contingencies as may be exceeded in any one branch of service, while there is no excess in 
their general total. 
Under the head of Specific Contingencies, the excess on one service cannot be met by 
the saving on another, unless in the following two instances—ist. Repairs of property on 
rent may be blended with repairs of property not producing rent; 2d. Alms to the poor, 
with maintenance of the inmates of the asylums. 
In all other cases, the service must be strictly defrayed out of the provision distinctly 
made for it ; and no saving on one service can be applied in augmentation of another, except 
through the instrumentality of a supplemental estimate. 
These remarks will explain any discrepancy between the services as estimated and defrayed 
which may appear in the statement now before you.

In pursuance of the 22d and 23d articles of my instructions from the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, I have the honour to submit herewith to his Excellency 
the Governor two financial statements ; the one showing the actual revenue and expenditure 
of the colony within the year 1844, and the surplus revenue at the end of the year; the 
other, exhibiting the general state and bearing of the cash accounts and balances for the 
same year. Other copies of these statements will be transmitted by me to their Lordships, 
in the terms of the same instructions. 

. Referring to the 81st article of instructions from their Lordships to the Governor, I have 
to report having received the cashier’s statement of the debts and credits of the colony, 
which agrees with the particulars given in note (b), subjoined by me to the second financial 
statement, and that the advances of money from the colonial treasury, amounting to 505/., 
have been recovered since the end of the year. 

Of the arrears of revenue remaining uncollected at the end of the year, I enclose two 
statements furnished by two departments to which such arrears are due ; and I request your 


. reference to the same (8ist) article of instructions (2d paragraph), wherein it is provided 


that one set of these statements is to be forwarded to the Secretary of State, together with 
such observations as may occur to the Governor thereon, in order to their being transmitted 
to the Lords Commissidners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

In the first of the two financial statements is to be found the comparison with the revenue 
and expenditure of the year 1843. Another pos of comparison, which is presented in the 
following summaries, exhibits the amounts of the various branches of revenue and expen- 
diture collected and defrayed within the year, in parallel with the amounts calculated upon 
for the same in previous estimates laid before the Council of Government; the totals being 
respectively, by the deduction of drawbacks, 4,674/. 9s. less than those appearing in the 
financial statements. ;

8d., which is included as effective, although finally laid 
out, will have its compensation at some future period, when the exchange of immovable 
property with the Naval and Ordnance departments, is brought to a close; and the other sum 
of 10,4941. 15s. 10d. is liable to diminution by freight, charges, and deficient weight of the 
dollars ; but as this loss will come against the revenue of the year 1845, it need not disturb 
the available surplus of past years. 

Under the head of debts in note (6) just referred to, I would observe, that among the 
deposits, the details of which are not given, is included a sum of 8181. 5s. 6d., accumulated 
since January 1831, from the British export duty on fossil coals, collected by the collector 
of customs on their re-exportation from Malta for foreign places ; on which subject I was 
Jed to report in my letter to you of the 9th November 1843.

Remarks. 


The arrears on current leases (much reduced since last year) are princtpally due from the Gozo 
‘tenants, the accounts for which island, under the Treasury instructions, are made up to only the 
30th November, while the collections of the ensuing month will come to account in the year 1845. 

The other arrears almost entirely remain from balances on expired or dissolved leases accumulating 
since the year 1815, with little hope of recovery. The collector proceeding in the investigation of 
‘these balances (ordered by Government in consequence of instructions from Her Majesty’s Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonial Department), was able, in the course of last year, to ascertain that 
arrears, amounting to about 2,150 /., were entirely hopeless of recovery, and upon his recommendation 
they have been written off accordingly. The investigation of the remaining balances will be gra- 
dually continued and submitted to Government as desirable to be written off in cases where the 
debtors have died without leaving effects or responsible successors.

An Apprgss by his Excellency the Governor of Malta, on his laying before the Council 
of Government the Estimates of Colonial Revenue and Expenditure for the Year 1845. 


Gentlemen, 

You have already been furnished with printed copies of the Estimate of Colonial Expen- 
diture for the year 1845 (Estimate (B.), for the consideration of which your attendance has 
been requested on the present occasion. It amounts to 101,453/. 10s. 6d., being about 
307, within the total of the Estimate for the current year. 

The comparison of the scheduled, or established services for the two years is as follows :—

This shows an increase of 136 /. 4s. 3d.; but you will remark that last year there was @ 
reduction of 256/. 2s. 4d., when it was observed that room was thereby left for the admis- 
sion of various pensions, by transfer from the registry fund of the superior civil courts of 
justice, in case a new scheme proposed for the establishment of the registries of the same 
courts should meet the approval of Her Majesty’s Government. I have now to add that 
the required sanction having been received, those pensions are included, leaving 120/. of 
the aforesaid diminution, which covers the redemption of 827, yearly charge referred to in 
my predecessor’s address to you on the 26th April 1843, as a saving adequate to compensate 
the future ordinary annual expense of the Fauara aqueduct, now in the progress of con- 
struction.

Referring to the specific contingencies, I have to observe that the sum of 1,500 J. inserted 
for the service of “deepening and clearing the harbours,” is the same as was included in 
the estimates of the two previous years, but which has only been availed of ‘to a certain 
extent, while the fitting out of the new dredging vessel with steam-engine and apparatus 
remained incomplete. The vessel is now in a fit state to work, though not yet sufficiently 
furnished with appendages. It, however, seems advisable that these should not be provided 
until the working of the vessel has been well tried, in order that the wants for this service may 
be the more correctly ascertained. In the meantime, the limit of 1,500 1. has been retained 
as the amount afforded by present means, to which the expense of working the vessel must 
for the present be restricted during as many months as the money will last with good 
economy, and not as founded upon an estimate of what might be conveniently done within 
the year, the expense of which would be much greater. It should be borne in mind that 
the sum of 1,500/. covers every charge for the dredging service, whether by the steam- 
vessel or the old lighters, including the salaries formerly borne on the establishment. 

Upon the extraordinary contingencies I need scarcely make any remark, as they have 
been strictly limited to the resources safely to be relied upon, particularly as the public 
works might be advantageously accelerated out of a larger provision of funds. All the 
extraordinary works included in the present estimate are continued or deferred works— 
namely, on the streets, the hospitals, the lazaretto, the public cisterns, the pavement of St. 
John’s church, and the breakwater at Gozo. 

Under the head of Special Services, are included the annual subsidies to the commissariat 
chest, amounting to 6,200 /. which remain unaltered from last year’s estimate.

A Minute by the Governor of Malta, with the Advice and Consent of the Council of 
Government thereof, for applying certain Sums arising from the Colonial Revenue to 
the Service of the Year 1845. 


WuereEas by instructions from Her Majesty’s Government at this time in force for 
regulating the financial concerns of these possessions, it is among other things provided, that 
before the expiration of the month of June in each year, the Governor should submit to the 
Council of his Government. an estimate of the whole expenditure not already fixed under the 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, which he may think necessary to incur and recom- 
mend to be charged upon the colonial revenue for the year then next ensuing ; and that he 
should at the same time state the portion of expenditure for the same year already fixed under 
the sanction aforesaid, in order that the whole amount of annual expenditure intended to be 
so charged should be seen in one and the same estimate: and whereas his Excellency the 
Governor has laid before the said Council the two annexed estimates, marked (A.) and (B.), 
both dated the 12th day of June 1844, and signed by the Chief Secretary to Government, 
the one (A.) exhibiting the sum of 104,242/, expected to be realized from the revenue 
of these possessions during the year 1845, and the other (B.) exhibiting the sum of 
101,453 1. 10s. 6d., as the total amount of expenditure intended to be defrayed within the 
same year, and charged on the said estimated amount of revenue, his Excellency the Governor 
has been pleased, with the advice and consent of the Council of Government, to order and 
declare as follows :— 


1. There shall and may be issued and applied for the service of the year 1845, out of the 
produce of the revenue of the same year, and under the authority and direction of the Go- 
vernor or officer administering the government for the time being, any sum or sums of 
money not exceeding 43,196 1. 5s., to defray the charges classed as “‘ Established Salaries,” 
and particularized in Detail No. I., subjoined to the aforesaid annexed estimate of expen- 
diture, 


2. There shall and may be issued and applied in the manner aforesaid, any sum or sums 
of money not exceeding 150 /., to defray the charges classed as “ Supplementary Salaries,” 
and particularized in Detail No. II., subjoined to the aforesaid annexed. estimate of expen- 
diture.

4. There shall and may be issued and applied in the manner aforesaid, any sum or sums 
of money not exceeding 33,606/., to defray the charges classed as “ Contingencies,” and 
particularized in Detail No. IV., subjoined to the aforesaid annexed estimate of expen- 
diture. 


5. There shall and may be issued and applied in the manner aforesaid, any sum or sums 
of money, not exceeding 6,2001., to defray the annual payments to the commissariat chest, 
particularized under the head of “ Special Services,” in the aforesaid annexed estimate of 


expenditure. 


6. Provided nevertheless, that all or any issues or applications of public money made in 
pursuance of this Minute shall be made in conformity to those separate authorities, rules, 
and regulations for the expenditure of public money which may now be in force, or may 
be hereafter established under the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government.

2.—Under whose Jurisdiction and Superintendence ; and what Measures are adopted for securing the Visitation of the 
Prison by the Local Magistrates or other Authorities? (A Copy of the Rules and Regulations to be forwarded with the 
Return.)

Each prisoner under sentence of hard labour is allowed daily 8 oz. of wheaten bread, with 1 oz. of sugar mixed with 
water, for breakfast ; and 12 0z. rice, with 2oz. salt fish, is prepared for their dinner, and issued to them cooked ; all 
others 5 oz. bread and 8 oz. rice, and same quantity of fish. 


7.—Allowance of Clothing and Bedding, and Cost per Head ?——The criminals and all others under sentence of hard 
labour are allowed the use of two suits of gaol clothing and a blanket. 


8.—Hours of Labour and Exercise ? Seven to nine, and ten to four, are the hours for labour; the other hours are 
for prayers, cleaning their cells, and taking their meals. 


9.—Description of Employment and Hard Labour?. Breaking stones and working on the tread-mill constitutes 
hard labour ; other employments are whitewashing the prison and cleaning the yards.

The gaol physician attends daily at seven o’clock a. m., and whenever sent for on emergencies. No separate building or 
apartment has yet been provided for the sick.

18.—Reasons for Non-employment of Prisoners (in reference to Column 8)?-——Prisoners not under sentence for hard 
labour are not employed.

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ROYAL ORDERS AND PROCLAMATIONS RELATING TO COINS 
AND CURRENCY. 


No. 1.—WEST INDIES. 


(Circular.) 


Sir, Downing-street, September 1838. 

In obedience to the commands of Her Majesty in Council, I herewith transmit to you 
two Orders in Council, dated respectively the 7th and the 14th instant, with the Royal 
proclamation to which the last of those Orders yefers. The Order of the 7th instant revokes 
the Order in Council of the 23d of March 1825, so far as it relates to the West Indian and 
North American colonies. The Order of the 14th instant approves the Proclamation by 
which Her Majesty has been pleased to determine the proportionate rates at which the 
Spanish dollar and the doubloon are hereafter to pass current in the British West Indies. 

In my accompanying circular despatch of this date I have stated for your information 
the principles by which Her Majesty’s Government have been guided in the introduction 
of these changes in the current value of foreign coins in the West Indian colonies. The 
object of the present communication is to point out to you the measures which it will be 
your duty to adopt on receiving the Royal Orders and Proclamation. 

I trust that when the principles and objects of this measure shall be distinctly under- 
stood, there will be no reason to apprehend any serious or extensive objection to it. On 
the other hand, the subject is one on which misapprehensions are so readily conceived and 
propagated, that is necessary.to be prepared for some popular delusion as to the possible 
effects of these changes in the colonial currency. You will observe, therefore, that Her 
Majesty in Council has been pleased to declare that, until actually promulgated by you, 
the Proclamation of the 14th instant shall not take effect within the colony under your 
government. It will be in your power, therefore, to defer the publication of it for some 
short interval, which you might advantageously employ in communicating with the prin- 
cipal merchants, landed proprietors, and other leading persons in the colony on the 
subject. 

You will avail yourself of that opportunity of explaining the motives by which Her 
Majesty’s Government has been guided, and for removing any erroneous impressions which 
may at first be formed respecting the character and tendency of this measure. The inter- 
val of delay cannot, however, I apprehend, be much protracted ; for, as the Orders and 
Proclamation must appear in the public Gazette in this country, and will therefore be 
universally known, and as their official promulgation in any one of the colonies to whici 
they apply will render the same course inevitable in all the rest, it cannot be deferred for 
more than a short time in any, 

You will of course observe that the Royal Proclamation is framed with reference only to 
the sterling money of Great Britain. But as the pecuniary transactions of the West Indian 
colonies are all entered into with reference to the various local currencies or monies of 
account, the measure will be incomplete and comparatively inefficient, if the effect of the 
change in'the relative values of the British and the foreign coins should not be authoritatively 
stated in the terms of that conventional currency. But after the most careful inquiry, it 
has been found impracticable to ascertain the relation of current and sterling money 
throughout all the different West Indian colonies, with the exactness and precision which 
would be requisite, if the Royal Proclamation were so framed as to embrace that branch of 
the subject. I find that in the year 1825 the same difficulty existed. It was at that time 
overcome by delegating to the respective governors the duty-of proclaiming in the various 
colonies the rates at which the Spanish dollar should pass current in the different local 
monies of account. Instructions to that effect were conveyed by Earl Bathurst, in his 
circular despatch accompanying the Order in Council of March 1825. In pursuance of 
those instructions, various proclamations have been issued for this purpose by the gover- 
nors, which proclamations are still in force. It is proposed to follow this precedent on the 
present occasion. 

You will, therefore, upon promulgating the Royal Proclamation, publish a subsidiary 
proclamation, declaring what is the sum of the money of account in the colony under your 
government, to which the British shilling, the dollar, and the doubloon are respectively 
equivalent. Her Majesty does not delegate to you any discretionary authority for deter. 
mining the relative values of these coins in the terms of the local currency, but merely con 
fides to you the duty of expressing with accuracy in those terms the proportions established 
between them by the Royal Proclamation. The meaning will perhaps be rendered more 
clear by the following illustration. Let it be supposed that in the colony under your govern- 
ment the doubloon is equivalent in money of account to five pounds, six shillings, and eight 
pence (5/. 6s. 8d.). The consequence will be, that the dollar will be equivalent to six 
shillings, eleven pence, and one third of a penny (6s. 11 4d.) of the money of account, and

that the British shilling will be equivalent to one shilling and eight pence (1s. 8d.) of the 
same money of account. 

‘Lhe accuracy of these statements is readily shown, by exhibiting in the usual arithmetical 
form the proportions which subsist between the sums to which I have referred. For 
6s.114d.: 51. 6s. 8d.:: 4s. 2d.: 64s., and 1s.8d.: 6s. 114d.:: 18.: 4s, 2d. 

Or, if it be supposed that, in the colony under your government, the doubloon is equi- 
valent in money of account to eight pounds (8/.), then, according to the same rule of pro- 
portion, the dollar and the British shilling will be equivalent to ten shillings and five pence 
(os. §d.), and two shillings and sixpence (2s. 6d.) respectively, of the same money of 
account. 

The assumptions as to the value of the doubloon in the local money of account, may not 
coincide with the fact in the case of any one coiony. They are stated merely by way of 
hypothesis and illustration, and will serve to show the principle on which the proportionate 
value of the British shilling, the dollar, and the doubloon, may be calculated in each 
colony, for the purpose of promulgating in each the subsidiary proclamation by which the 
rules laid down by Her Majesty in Council will be expressed in the terms of the various 
local currencies, When you shall have issued any such proclamation, you will communi- 
cate it to me, in order that it may receive Her Majesty’s ultimate sanction and confirma- 
tion.

doubloons and dollars shall circulate in Our said colonies should be ascertained and fixed. 
Now therefore We, by the advice of Our Privy Council, have thought fit to declare and 
ordain, and by the advice aforesaid, We do hereby declare and ordain, that throughout the 
whole of Our said colonies the said doubloon shall circulate and be received in payment as 
being of the full value of sixty-four shillings sterling, current money of the United King- 
dom, and the said dollar shall circulate and be received in payment as being of the full 
value of four shillings and two pence sterling, like current money of the United King- 
dom. And in all payments to be made in any of Our said colonies, tender of payment in 
doubloons and dollars, or either of them, at the rate aforesaid, shall be deemed and taken 
to be a Jawful tender, in the same manner as if such tender had been made in the current 
coin of the United Kingdom.

Tue state of the currency in the West Indies has, for some time past, engaged the 
serious attention of Her Majesty’s Government. 

The very unsatisfactory state of the monetary system in those colonies, the almost total 
disappearance of the Spanish dollar from the ordinary channels of circulation, the substitu- 
tion of mutilated coins, or of parts of coins, and the difficulty of preserving even these, 
defective as they are, in sufficient quantity for the purposes of domestic interchange, war 
ranted the apprehension that in the constitution and structure of the colonial currency 
there exists some original error, without the correction of which that currency cannot be 
placed on a just foundation, or retained in a sound and satisfactory state. 

From the inquiry instituted on this subject, it appears that the main error of the system, 
the principal source of the actual inconvenience, consists in the over-valuation of the gold 
coins in circulation relatively to those of silver. 

{n the general market of the commercial world, the proportionate value of silver to gold 
is very nearly'15.8 to 1. 

In the West Indies, although the nominal currencies of the different islands vary con- 
siderably from each other, the doubloon of Mexico and South America, whatever may be 
the law in particular islands, is in practice taken to be equivalent tu 16 dollars; which 
makes the proportionate value of fine silver to fine gold, as nearly as can be computed from 
the average weight and fineness of those coins, as ascertained by the Assay Master of Her 
Majesty’s Mint, very nearly 16.48 to 1. 

This over-valuation of the doubloon has rendered gold the ultimate standard to which 
all money contracts in the West Indies have reference; for although, according to the 
original meaning of the terms in which the money of account is expressed, silver is the 
commodity intended to be conveyed, in all pecuniary contracts, yet the words which were 
once understood to mean a certain quantity of silver, now mean either that quantity of 
silver or a certain quantity of gold; and as a debtor always chooses to acquit himself of 
his obligation by a payment in the cheaper metal, or in coins of that metal which are over- 
rated with reference to those of the other, both parties to the contract must, at the time of 
entering into it, have contemplated a payment in gold. 

Under the circumstances which I have stated, the dollar and the doubloon cannot be 
maintained in concurrent circulation at the proportionate rates of 16.48 to 1, assigned to 
them by law or practice, 

In the general market of the world the relative value of the two coins is understood to 
be in the proportion of about 153 to 1. 

In London the value of a Mexican dollar, estimated in the gold currency of the United 
Kingdom, is now, and has been for some time past, very nearly 4s, 2d. 

The value of a doubloon at the Mint price of 3/.17s.103d. per oz. for gold of the 
British standard (assuming the doubloon to contain 362 grains of fine gold), is very 
nearly 64s. 

The proportion of 4s. 2d. to 645. is as 1 to 15.36. 

This proportion Her Majesty’s Government have taken as the basis of the alteration 
which, with the view of rendering the concurrent circulation of the dollar and the doubloon 
practicable, they have deemed it proper to make. 

In the application of this rule of proportion to the currencies of the different islands of 
the West Indies, it will be necessary to make such an alteration of the present nominal 
rates of the dollar and the doubloon as will render the nominal proportions commensurate 
with the actual proportions. 
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As all existing contracts have reference to the over-rated gold coins, it will be proper to 
retain the present denomination of the doubloon, and to raise the present denomination of 
the dollar in the proportion of 15.36 to 16. 

The effect of the alteration will be to give to 15.36 dollars the same current denomination 
as is now given to 1 doubloon, and to render 15.36 dollars, and 1 doubloon, equivalent 
tenders of payment for the same amount of nominal currency. 

Her Majesty has been pleased to revoke the Order in Council made on the 23d day of 
March 1825, and bya new Order to approve a Proclamation declaring that in Her colonial ‘pos- 
sessions in the West Indies and America, 4s.°2d. and 64s. of British silver shall be deemed 
legal tenders for 1 dollar and 1 doubloon respectively. Hence, whatever may be the current 
denominations of the two coins in any of the colonies referred to in the Order, the same 
denominations will be applicable to 4s. 2d. and 64s. of British silver. 

In those islands where 64 English shillings and one doubloon are at present conven- 
tionally regarded as equivalent tenders of payment, no other practical alteration will be 
made than to give a new denomination to the silver of Mexico and South America, on the 
principle and in the manner which I have above described.

Extract from Treasury Minute of 7 March 1845, relating to the Currency at the 
Mauritius. 


“ Tux intention of Her Majesty’s Proclamation and of the other measures the Governor 
was simultaneously directed to adopt, was to establish at the Mauritius, more effectuaily 
than had been done by the arrangements of 1825, an ascertained and settled standard of 
value, based upon and assimilated to the standard of the United Kingdom, which may 
also be considered as the legitimate standard for Her Majesty’s colonial possessions ; and 
at the same time, by legalizing the tender of certain foreign or Indian coins, to provide 
against scarcity of metallic circulating medium from want of ready access to supplies of 
British coins. Arrangements to this effect had already been very beneficially adopted in 
most of Her Majesty’s colonial possessions, and the extension of them to the Mauritius 
had become urgently necessary as the only apparent means of preventing the recurrence 
of those difficulties and embarrassments, as regarded the circulating medium, to which the 
inhabitants and the Government had been exposed. Be 

“With these views, in addition to British coin, the currency and tender of coins of foreign 
States or of the East India Company’s possessions has been legalized ; but, to guard against 
any infringement of the integrity of the standard of value, this legalization has been 
effected with reference to the value of the several coins as compared with the British sove- 
reign or pound sterling. As regarded gold coins, this comparative value would obviously be 
determined by their contents in pure gold ; but as regarded silver coins, reference could only 
properly be had for determining the comparative value, first, to the contents of the coins in 
pure silver, and, secondly, to the general marketable value of that silver in British sterling 
money. 

Ks lndephndently of casual and temporary variations, the relative value of pure silver to 
pure gold, as indicated by the transactions in the principal bullion markets of the world, 
has been for some years past about 15°7 of silver to 1 of gold, equivalent as nearly as may 
be to a money price of 5s. British sterling for the ounce of silver of British standard fine- 
ness. According to this price, the rates at which foreign or Indian silver coins should cir- 
culate and be a legal tender in the British colonies, have been fixed; and not with any 
reference to their value as compared with the silver coins of the United Kingdom. 

se one of the British silver coins being in effect tokens, passing at nominal rates above 
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their intrinsic value, would appear not to have been adverted to either by the President of 
the Mauritius Bank or by the financial officers; and the omission to advert to this 
fact has doubtless led to the erroneous conclusions at which those parties appear to have 
arrived, in regard to the propriety or probable effects of enhancing the value of the rupee. 

“The circumstances, however, under which British silver coins and the silver coins of 
foreign states or of the East India Company are issued, and can be obtained for circulation 
in the colonies, are by no means analogous ; inasmuch as, that while there is no limitation 
to the coinage and issue of the foreign or Indian coins, the British silver coins can only be 
procured to a limited amount by special orders for their preparation and issue at Her 
Majesty’s Mint, and upon payment for them of their full nominal value; and they are not to 
be obtained from the Mint at the option of any party who may casually require them. 
Although, therefore, these coins are, as above stated, strictly speaking only tokens, and as 
ssh area legal tender within the United Kingdom to a limited amount only, they are 
readily accepted in payment of sums much beyond that limit, and in all ordinary pecuniary 
transactions their nominal value is fully maintained. 

“Tn the colonies the value of these coins is further established and maintained by their 
being made receivable at their nominal rates, without limitation of amount, in payment of 
all public duties, whether under imperial or colonial laws, and in exchange for all bills 
negotiated for the public service and in all other public money transactions; and they are 
also generally available for remittance to any amount to the mother country or to other 
colonies. 

“In consideration of these circumstances and of the ample security they afford for the 
realization at all times of the full nominal value of the coins, it has been found expedient 
that British silver coins at their nominal value should be a legalized tender in the colonies 
without limitation. 

“Tf any inconvenience had been found to result from this arrangement, it would have 
been incumbent on Her Majesty’s Government to place a limitation on the tender of these 
coins; but as they are not in request, unless in very peculiar cases, for purposes of foreign 
mercantile remittance, and are therefore less liable than other coins to be withdrawn from 
local circulation, they have been found to constitute a very useful and effective iocal cur- 
rency, especially in distant and isolated colonies. 

“The circumstances thus premised will evince toSir W. Gomm and to the financial 
officers of his Government, that the rates at which foreign or Indian silver coins are to 
circulate, when legalized as a tender, in the colonies, can in no respect depend on any 
comparison of their intrinsic value with that of the silver coins of this country; but that 
those rates are to be determined with reference to the value of the coins as compared with 


British sterling money.”

4d. should be considered as equivalent to the tender 
and payment of one Spanish dollar, and so on in proportion for any greater or less amount 
of debt; his said late Majesty was pleased to approve of what was proposed in the said 
representation, 

And whereas it is expedient that the said recited Order in Council should be revoked, 
so far as respects Her Majesty’s colonies and possessions at Sierra Leone, the River

Wuerras by an Order of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, made with the 
advice of his Privy Council, and bearing date the 23d of March 1825, after reciting amongst 
other things that it had been represented to his Majesty at the Council Board, by the 
Lords Commissioners of his Majesty’s Treasury, that they had given directions that his 
Majesty’s troops serving in the several British colonies and possessions abroad, should in 
certain cases be paid in British silver and copper money, and that with the view of securing 
the circulation of such money in those colonies, it would be expedient that an Order in 
Council should be issued, declaring that in all those colonies where the Spanish dollar was 
then, either by law, fact, or practice, considered as a legal tender for the discharge of 
debts; or where the duties to the Government were rated or collected, or the individuals 
had a right to pay in that description of coin, that a tender and payment of British silver 
money, 10 the amount of 4s. 4d., should be considered as equivalent to the tender or pay- 
ment of one Spanish dollar, and so in proportion for any greater or less amount of debt; 
and also that British copper money should be made a legal tender in all the British colunies 
for its due and proper proportions of British silver money as by law established in Great 
Britain, but that no person should be compelled to take more than 12d. in copper money 
at one payment; his said late Majesty was pleased to approve of what was proposed in 
the said representation. 

And whereas it is expedient that the said Order in Council should be revoked so far as 
respects Her Majesty’s colony of Malta and its dependencies, save and except that part of 
it which relates to the tender and payment of British copper money ; be it therefore and 
it is hereby ordered by the QueEN’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, that so far as respects Her Majesty’s said colony of Malta and its 
dependencies, the said recited Order, save and except as it regards the tender of British 
copper money, shall be and the same is hereby rescinded. 

And whereas, on the 11th day of October in the year 1825, Lieutenant-general Sir 
Manley Power, Knight Commander of the Most honourable Military Order of the Bath,

“ That from the same date shall stand repealed the Proclamation of the ioth of June 
1824, fixing the current value in Maltese currency of the Spanish dollar; which thence- 
forth shall pass current in exchange with Maltese currency for the same amount in that 
currency as 48. 4d. of the British silver money : the British metallic currency continuing to 
be equivalent in reference to and in exchange with Maltese currency at the rates specified 


in the Proclamation of the gth June last. 
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“ That from the said 25th day of December next inclusive, the Spanish dollar will be 
issued, in all payments on Government account, at the said rate of 4s. 4d.; and all dues to 
the Crown shall be paid either in British silver money, or in Spanish dollars at the rate of 
4s. 4d. each, or in Maltese currency (at the rates specified in the Proclamation above 
mentioned of the gth June last), at the option of the person paying, according to the printed. 
Schedules put up in the respective public offices. All Government accounts, however, will 
from and after the said date be kept and rendered exclusively in British money.” 

And whereas, on the 22d day of November in the year 1825, the said Lieutenant-governor 
administering the Government of the [sland of Malta did cause to be published in the said 
island a minute or notification in the following words; that is to say, 

“ His Honor the Lieutenant-governor, in adverting to the Proclamation of the 11th 
October last, is pleased to notify, for general information, that the Sicilian dollar will be 
received after the 25th December next by the Government Treasury, and paid away by it 
at the same rate as at present.”

copper coin of a less value than the British farthing (now current at the rate of three Malta 
grains each) should be provided for the accommodation of this population, was graciously 
pleased to order that certain pieces of copper money should be coined in England, which 
should be called ‘ British grains,’ every such piece having for the obverse impression his 
Majesty’s effigy, with the inscription ‘ Georgius IV. Dei Gratia’ and the date of the year,

of Great Britain, every such grain piece as of the value of one grain of Malta money, and 
in relation to and exchange for other British copper coin as follows, viz.:—

at which said rates the British grain will henceforth be paid and received by the treasury, 
and other officers of the Government.”

then, either by law, fact, or practice, considered as a legal tender for the discharge of debts ; 
or where the duties of the Government were rated or collected, or the individuals had a 
right to be paid in that description of coin, that a tender and payment of British silver 
money to the amount of 4s, 4d. should be considered as equivalent to the tender and pay- 
ment of one Spanish dollar, and so on in proportion for any greater or less amount of debt ; 
his said late Majesty was pleased to approve of what was proposed in the said repre- 
sentation, 

And whereas it is expedient that the said recited Order in Council should be revoked so 
far as respects Her Majesty’s garrison and territory of Gibraltar, be it therefore, and it is 
hereby ordered by the QuEEN’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Priyy Council, that so far as respects Her Majesty’s said garrison and territory the said 
recited Order shall be, and the same is hereby rescinded.

Whereas, on the 2gth day of March 1842, a Proclamation was issued at Hong Kong 
by Sir Henry Pottinger, Baronet, Our Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of the 
Trade of British Subjects in China, in the terms following, that is to say,— 

« With reference to the desirable object of preventing disputes and laying down some 
defined system regarding the circulating medium in this settlement, His Excellency Sir 
Henry Pottinger, Bart. Her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of the 
Trade of British Subjects in China, is pleased to promulgate the following brief rules, which 
are to be considered applicable to all common bazaar purchases, and barter, hire, Xc. &c., 
but not to interfere with, or affect, what may be termed mercantile transactions, and are to 
be in force on the Island of Hong Kong, pending the gracious pleasure of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain. , 

“ast. The following coins are to be deemed legal tenders :—Spanish, Mexican, and 
other dollars, and their component parts, Company’s rupees and their component parts, 
‘cash,’ or the copper coin current in China. 

“od. Dollars of whatever denomination or device, and whether whole or chopped, are 
to circulate at par with reference to each other, always providing that they be of the proper 
weight and standard. 

3d. Two and one quarter Company’s rupees shall be considered equal to one dollar. 

“ One rupee and two annas (or half a quarter) equal to halfa dollar, and three-quarters 
of a rupee (or 12 annas) equal to one quarter of a dollar. 

“ 4th. Twelve hundred cash (1200) copper coin shall be equal to one dollar. 

“ Six hundred (600) to half a dollar. 

“ Three hundred (300) to a quarter of a dollar, 

« Five bundred and thirty-three (533) to one Company’s rupee. 

“ Two hundred and sixty-six (266) to half a rupee. 
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“ One hundred and thirty-three (133) to one quarter of a rupee.

5th. Any other coins, whether British or foreign, not enumerated in the preceding 

rules, are not to be deemed a legal tender, but they can, of course, be sold or otherwise 
bartered in the bazaar, according to their intrinsic value. 

“6th. Cash copper coin, at the rate laid down in the 4th rule, will be sold to any indi- 
vidual requiring it, in sums of not less than §0 dollars, on application to the Treasurer 
and Secretary to her Britannic Majesty’s Superintendent of Trade.

And whereas, on the 27th day of April 1842, a further Proclamation was issued by Our 
said Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of the Trade of British Subjects in China, 
in the terms following ; 


That is to say, 

“ The letter, of which a copy is hereunto annexed, having been addressed to me by the 
mercantile firms who have signed it, on behalf of themselves and others, I do hereby direct 
and proclaim, in conformity with their application, that pending the gracious pleasure of 
the Queen of England, the Mexican and other republican dollars shall be taken as, and 
considered to be, the standard, in all Government and mercantile transactions, at Hong 
Kong and other places in China in the occupation of her Majesty’s forces, unless at the 
time of such transactions taking place it should be expressly specified to the contrary. 

“ And I do further announce, that the present Proclamation is not to be taken in any 
way or shape as affecting the provisions of the one which I promulgated on the 2gth day 
of last month, relative to the circulating medium on the Island of Hong Kong.

And whereas, by Our Letters Patent, bearing date the 5th day of April, in the sixth year 
of Our reign, We did erect and constitute Our island of Hong Kong and its dependencies 
into a separate colony, to be known and designated as the colony of Hong Kong. And 
by Our instructions to Our Governor of the said colony, We did then direct and ordain that 
he should not propose or assent to any legislative ordinance whatever, whereby any “ bills 
of credit or any other paper currency, or any coin, save only the legal coin of the realm, 
may be made or declared to be a legal tender without special permission from Us in that 
behalf first obtained.” 

And whereas it hath been represented to Us, by the Lords Commissioners of Our 
Treasury, that doubts have arisen with reference to the terms of the said hereinbefore 
recited Proclamations of the 2gth day of March and the 27th day of April 1842, respecting 
ithe legal sufficiency of tenders of payment within Our said island and its dependencies in 
British coins; and it is expedient that such doubts should be removed, and that the 
regulations regarding standard of value and tenders of payment within Our said island 
should be assimilated to those of Our other possessions abroad. 

Now, therefore, We, by the advice of Our Privy Council, have thought fit to declare and 
ordain, and, by the advice aforesaid, We do hereby declare and ordain, that from and after 
the date of the publication in the said island of Hong Kong of this Our Proclamation, the 
said hereinbefore recited Proclamations issued on the 29th day of March and 27th day of 
April, in the year 1842, as aforesaid, shall be revoked and annulled. 

And We do further declare and ordain, that from and after the date of the publication, 
as aforesaid, of this Our Proclamation, the several coins hereinafter specified, being perfect 
coins, and of full and proper weight and value, shall, in like manner as the gold, silver, and 
copper coins of the United Kingdom, be and constitute a legal tender of payment within 
Our said island of Hong Kong and its dependencies, at the several respective rates, and as 
equivalent to the values undermentioned : 

That is to say, 

The gold mohur of the East India Company’s territory, coined since the 1st day of 
September 1835, at the rate of 29s. 2d. sterling money of the United Kingdom, 

The dollar of Spain, Mexico, or the South American States, at the rate of 4s.2d. 
sterling. 

The rupee of the East India Company’s territory, coined since the 1st day of September 
1835, at the rate of 1s. 10d, sterling; and the half rupee, quarter rupee, and eighth of 
fies pieces, in proportion. . 

he cash, or copper coin, current in China, at the rate of 288 cash for 1s, sterling. 

And We do hereby further declare and ordain, that tenders of payment in the said coins, 
being, as aforesaid, perfect coins, and of full and proper weight and value, as well as in 
the gold, silver or copper coins of the United Kingdom, or any or either of them, according 
to the several relative rates and values hereinbefore specified, shall be deemed and taken 
within Our said Island of Hong Kong and its dependencies, to be a sufficient and lawful 
tender, in satisfaction and discharge of all debts, contracts and engagements whatsoever for 
the payment of money; provided always nevertheless, and We do further ordain and 
declare, that nothing herein contained shall be deemed or taken to render it compulsory 
on any person io accept at any one payment a larger amount in silver coins of the United 
Kingdom of lower denomination than 1s., or in the half-quarter, or eighth rupee pieces 
hereinbefore mentioned, than the equivalent to 20s. sterling money, or a larger amount in 
copper coins of the United Kingdom, or in the Chinese copper coins befvre-mentioned, 
than the equivalent to 1 s. sterling money.

CHAPTER VI. 


Szcr. IV.—CorresponpENce between the Commissioners of Audit in this Country and 
the Officers of Account in the Colonies. 


1. The Board of Audit in this country will correspond directly with the accountants in 
the colonies. 

2. The communications from the Board of Audit will be divided into two classes, the 
one comprising points affecting the functions and responsibility of the accountants only, 
the other comprising points affecting the discretion and responsibility of the governor, or 
other superior officer authorizing expenditure. 

3. Both these classes of communications will be addressed directly to the accountants, 
but of the second class copies will be sent, simultaneously with their transmission to the 
colony, to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, to be forwarded to the Secretary of 
State, by whom such instructions as may appear to him necessary will be addressed to the 
governor respecting them. 

4. To ensure, however, to the governor full knowledge of all correspondence in which 
the affairs of his government may be concerned, the accountant will be directed to submit 
to him all queries or letters whatever which may be addressed to him by the Audit-office, 
together with the answers which it may be his intention to return to them ; and it will be 
the duty of the governor, should he see reason to dissent from those answers, or desire to 
attach to them any additional explanation, to address a despatch on the subject to the: 
Secretary of State. 

5. If in any case it should appear to the Board of Audit necessary that a question regard- 
ing colonial accounts should be proposed to the governor himself, the Board will submit 
such questions to the Lords of the Treasury, at whose instance the Secretary of State will 
himself communicate on the subject with the governor.

CHAPTER VII. 


FINANCIAL AND OTHER RETURNS. 


Her Majesty’s Government attach the highest importance to the regular and punctual 
transmission of the following Returns; the governors are desired to impress upon those 
officers whose duty it may be to prepare them, that any remissness or neglect in this respect 
will be visited with the marked displeasure of Her Majesty’s Government. 


Sror. I.—RETURNS relating to Colonial Revenues and Recgrprs. 


1. A Return of the regular revenue arising from local taxes and duties, in which is to 
be distinguished the amount of collections under each head, and the arrears of preceding 
years from the receipts of the current year. 

2. Of the revenue derived from rents or other proceeds of Crown property. 

3. Of casual revenue and incidental receipts, including judicial fines and forfeitures, 
escheats, and other similar droits of the Crown, and recoveries of debts from individuals. 

4. Of repayments of colonial advances, or other receipts on account of that description. 

5. Of receipts in aid of revenue, including loans raised, drafts on account of Parliamentary 

rants, or other advances from the funds of this country, issues of paper currency, and. 
dence from the courts of law or otherwise, which may be for a time available for the 
purposes of the colonial government. 

6. Of deposits not so available. 


Sxcr. I.—RETURNS relating to DispursEMENTSs. 

1. A Return of civil charges regularly authorized by Her Majesty’s Government, or by 
Acts of local legislatures, which have received Her Majesty’s assent, classed under the 
heads of salaries, and of incidental and contingent charges, specifying the amount expended. 
under each head for each public department, and including judicial and ecclesiastical esta- 
blishments paid by the government, of: 

2. 
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2. Of supplementary civil charges, vey ag any salaries or contingent charges which 
may not have been regularly sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government, specifying the depart- 
ment and service for which they may have been incurred, and whether such sanction has 
been applied for. 

3. Of military charges, if defrayed from colonial funds, and not paid by officers account- 
ing to the military departments in this country, under the heads of regimental pay and 
subsistence of local corps or militia. 

4. Of advances for the colonial service (to be subsequently repaid or accounted for to the 
colonial authorities), including remittances to agents. 

5. Of advances from the colonial funds to the military chests, or otherwise, for services to 
be accounted for by the officers to whom the advances are made to their respective depart- 
ments in this country. 

6. Of repayment of loans, or advances in aid of revenue, and payments for interest 
thereon, paper currency cancelled, or other debts liquidated. 

7. Of repayments of deposits. 

8. Of special and particular services, not attaching to the ordinary colonial establish- 
ments, such as Indian presents, the expenditure for liberated Africans in Sierra Leone and 
in the West Indies, and in the sases of New South Wales, Van Diemen’s Land, and Ber- 
muda, the charges for the maintenance, clothing, and lodging the convicts, and for esta- 
blishments connected with their immediate superintendence and management; any sums 
received for their labour being stated by way of deduction from the gross amount of the 
expenditure. 

9. Adverting to the variations in the charges defrayed from revenues at the disposal of 
the colonial governments, comprising in some instances expenses of a public nature, which, 
in others, are provided for by separate and special rates not levied or accounted for by the 
officers of government, it would be desirable to receive the best returns that can be obtained 
of the produce and appropriation of all such dues or tolls as are levied or applied by local 
municipal bodies, or officers, or as may have been imposed by law for any specific purposes, 
including legislative provision for ecclesiastical, scholastic, or charitable establishments. 

10. These several returns and statements should be made out and furnished quarterly, 
and they should comprise not only the revenue and expenditure, and other financial trans- 
actions of those colonies of which the revenues are at the immediate disposal of the Crown, 
but also of those colonies where the revenues are appropriated by, and accounted for to, 
representative Assemblies, 

11. The quarterly returns, in those cases where the revenues are at the disposal of the 
Crown, should be accompanied by a short abstract of the transactions of the treasurer, or 
other officer accountable to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, for the application of 
the colonial funds, showing the amount of his receipts and disbursements during the cor- 
ao period, and the balances in hand, or available, at the commencement and end 
of it. 

12. Although the Lords of the Treasury consider that it is very desirable to obtain these 
returns and statements quarterly, they are aware that, in some cases, the colonial financial 
returns are made up annually, and that it may be difficult to obtain them more frequently, 
from colonies having Representative Assemblies, than once in each year; their Lordships 
would wish, however, to obtain them quarterly in all practicable cases. 

18. The accounts of revenue and expenditure of the preceding year must be transmitted 
to this country, for examination and audit, on or before the 1st of April in each year. 

14. The salary of the treasurer, or other proper officer, must not be issued to him until 
he has certified to the governor that he has complied with his instructions. 

15. The auditor will transmit through the governor such reports as he may from time 
to time have to make to the Audit Board, in order that the governor may have an oppor- 
tunity of adding any explanations which he may judge necessary, thus saving, in many 
cases, the necessity of a further reference to the colony *. 

16. All accounts of expenditure of public money must be accompanied by authenticated 
copies of, or extracts from, such of the Secretary of State’s despatches as may be referred 
to in the accounts, in support of particular items of expenditure. 

17. A quarterly return or schedule of all appointments to public offices, and of all altera- 
tions made in the salaries or allowances of public officers, as also of all payments of an 
unusual and special description directed or sanctioned by the governor or officer com- 
manding, ihould be made out in the forms prescribed in the Appendix, but the governor 
must not regard the mere transmission of this return as relieving him from further respon- 
sibility. 


Sreor. IV.—Tue Annvuat “ Biuz Boox.” 


1. THE annual “ Blue Book,” containing specific accounts of the civil establishments, 
of the colonial revenue and expenditure, dod of various statistical particulars, &c., must be 
completed as early as possible after the close of each year. The various returns which it 
comprises must be filled up with the greatest possible accuracy ; and the statistical Tables 
must be full and complete. Blank copies of this book in sheets will be annually trans- 
mitted to each colony from the Colonial-office. 

2. The colonial secretary will be responsible for the general preparation of the “ Blue 
Book,” and he must certify the accuracy of its contents. 

8. The governor will not be authorized to sign a warrant for payment of the first quarter's 
sala: Ae each year, which may be otherwise due to the colonial secretary, unless he ee 
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have produced a complete book properly filled up, or can show to the governor that he has 
duly called upon the chief officer of the department in which any delay may have occurred, 
for the returns required from him. 

4. In this case the latter officer must be held responsible for the delay, and payment of 
his salary must be suspended, until he has forwarded the necessary returns to the colonial 
secretary. 

5. The governor will send home the “ Blue Book” in duplicate. He will retain one 
copy for the use of the executive government, and in the legislative colonies he will lay a 
copy of it before the Council and the House of Assembly respectively. 

6. The governor, in transmitting the “ Blue Book” to this department, will accompany 
it with a report, exhibiting generally the past and present state of the colony, and its 
prospects, in every political branch. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Secr. IL—REQUISITIONS from Cotontzs. 


1, ALL requisitions for supplies must be transmitted from the colony to the agent-general 
in this country. 

2. It must be certified in each case whether such requisitions are made “ for the current 
supply of an established and customary service,” and sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, or for articles of an extraordinary nature, or for a service not so sanctioned. 

3. In the latter case it is necessary that the requisitions should be accompanied with all 
the explanations necessary for the guidance of Her Majesty’s Government in determining 
whether they should or should not be complied with. 

4, In every case the signature of the governor should be attached to the end of the list 
containing the specific articles required. 

5. No requisition must be made to replace the articles spoilt or worn out until a Board 
of Survey, consisting of not less than three public officers, of whom the chief secretary to 
government shall be president, has been held upon the articles. A certificate of the Board, 
stating that the articles in question are unserviceable and necessary to be replaced, must 
accompany the requisition. 

6. The officer at the head of the department must be debited with the unserviceable 
articles, or the Board of Survey must give directions for having them sold by public auction, 
whenever the quantity accumulated shall render such sale expedient. 

7. The Board of Survey will furnish the governor with a report of their proceedings. 

8. They will also be required to consider and report to the governor the propriety of 
every requisition for articles to be supplied for the public service, taking care that no 
expense which is not absolutely necessary shall be incurred. 

9. The governor will be expected to revise the requisitions and the reports of the Boards, 
and to direct the Boards to reconsider their reports, should it be necessary. He will then 
forward them to the Secretary of State with his own observations. 
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CHAPTER IX. 


Sect. .—CUSTODY of Pusiic Monzes in Colonies not possessing Representative 
Assemblies. 


1. Tux governor is at liberty, with the concurrence of the Colonial Council, to avail 
himself of the services of any banking establishments in the colony for the deposit of all, 
or any portion of the public monies arising from colonial revenue or other colonial receipts, 
as well as for the transaction of public business connected with the financial arrangements 
of the colony, provided such establishments shall have been formed. under charter from the 
Crown, or under local legislative enactments, which have received the assent of the Crown ; 
taking care, however, that it is well understood, that any monies placed in the banks will 
bé liable to fluctuation in amount, or be withdrawn, according to the exigencies of the 
government. 

2, Where no chartered banks or banking establishments, approved as before mentioned, 
exist, or where it is not thought adviseable to employ them, or when they may be only had 
recourse to for the deposit of part of the public money, the governor will cause a secure 
fire-proof vault or safe to be constructed, either in the office of the treasurer, or in some 
other appropriate building, for the deposit of all surplus monies. This building is to be 
duly watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or safe to be furnished with three 
different locks, the keys of which locks are to be kept by, and under the separate charge— 
one, of the treasurer, and the others, of such two principal officers of the government as 
the governor may consider it most expedient to nominate for such purpose. 

3. The colonial treasurer, or receiver-general, is to keep under his own immediate charge 
such sums of money only as may be necessary to meet the current disbursements of his 
department. If hanking establishments be employed for the deposit only of surplus 
monies, or if a strong vault be used for that purpose, the treasurer’s separate balance will, 
in either case, be regulated by the average amount of his monthly ordinary expenditure ; 


but if recourse shall be had to the banking establishments for the transaction of current 
business. 
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business, as well as for the deposit of surplus monies, the balance to be left in the hands of 
the treasurer will be of small amount, to meet only minor incidental expenses. 
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4. Should the amount of the maximum balance which may remain in the hands of the Extracts from 
treasurer, not have been already determined by existing Pa me a the governor will cause Colonial Regula- 
the necessary inquiries to be made, and will report to the Secretary of State, for the con- tions. 


sideration of the Lords of the Treasury, the sum which he may decide upon for such 
maximum balance, accompanying this report by statements of the treasurer’s average 
monthly ordinary receipts amd disbursements (distinguishing fixed revenue from incidental 
receipts, and pay and salaries from contingent disbursements), and by such other explana- 
tions and observations as may have been submitted to him, and upon which he may have 
grounded his decision. . | 

5. In order that the governor may at all times have the means of informing himself as to 
the state of the public balance, and the disposal of the same, and effectually to provide for 
the verification of such;balance, he will cause the regulations which he has received from 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, in this respect, to be strictly observed 
by the respective parties concerned. 

6. If the governor shall have availed himself of the services of a banking establishment 
in the colony, he will require from the secretary, or other proper officer of such establish- 
ment, a monthly statement of all sums deposited in, and withdrawn from the bank, and of 
the balance of public money remaining in the bank at the end of each month. 

7. The governor will take care that arrangements are made with the directors or managers 
of these establishments, so as to afford proper security against the sole control by the 
colonial treasurer, receiver-general, or other accountant, over the sums deposited therein. 

To effect this object, the checks on the bank for the payment of ordinary disbursements 
should invariably be countersigned by the officer next in rank at the treasurer’s or 
accountant’s office. 

In those cases where the banks may be had recourse to only for the deposit of surplus 
monies, the checks should be countersigned by the governor, as his warrant of authority to 
the bank for the re-issue of the money. 

When the banks are used for deposits, and also for the transaction of the current busi- 
ness of the government, it will be necessary that the governor should fix the maximum sum 
for which the treasurer’s draft, countersigned by his principal assistant, may be honoured, 
and beyond which sum the governor’s warrant of authority, as above described, is to be 
required in addition. 

8. If the surplus funds, or any portion thereof, shall be deposited in a strong vault, the 
Te will require from the three officers in charge a quarterly return of the monies 

eposited therein. 

9. The strong vault is on no occasion to be opened, nor is any money to be deposited 
therein, or withdrawn therefrom, except by the three persons entrusted wiih the keeping of 
the separate keys, and by an order or warrant under the governor’s signature (such order 
or warrants to be for round sums), addressed to the treasurer, or accountant, and to the two 
other officers concerned ; and the three officers entrusted with the keys of the vault are to 
sign a joint certificate as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to be delivered to the 
treasurer, to be annexed with other vouchers to his accounts. 

The treasurer is, in like manner, to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount re-issued 
to him, which receipts are to be delivered to the other ofticers in charge of the vault. 

10. It being the intention of Her Majesty’s Government that surveys of the funds in the 
colonial chests shall in future be made quarterly, in the same manner as surveys of the 
funds in the military chests, the governor will cause a statement to be prepared on the 1st 
days of January, April, July, and October of each year, in the form prescribed for that pur- 
pose by the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 

11. The governor will also cause an examination of the funds of the colonial chests to be 
made twice in each year, or as much oftener as he may think fit to direct, at uncertain 
periods, and without any previous notice, and he will forward by the first opportunity after 
such examinations the reports and certificates of the officers appointed to that duty ; dupli- 
cate copies of these certificates are also to be annexed to the colonial treasurer’s accounts of 
the months in which the examinations are made. 

12. The governor is to bear in mind. that any arrangements relating to the deposit of 
colonial funds with any banking establishment are to have for their object the convenience 
and accommodation of the public service only, and are not to be entered into with any par- 
ticular view of making the banks to increase their accommodations and loans to other 
parties, and the governor will also take care that every proper advantage and allowance by 
way of interest for deposits that might be profitably employed by the banks, is duly secured 
for the use and benefit of the colonial treasury and government. 


Srcor. 11.—REGULATIONS and Conpirions for the Observance of which Provision should 
be made in the Charter of Legislative Enactments relating to the Incorporation of 
Banxinea Companizs in the Colonies. 


1. Tz amount of capital of the company to be fixed; and the whole of such fixed 
amount to be subscribed for within a limited period, not exceeding 18 months from the date 
of the charter or Act of incorporation. 

2. The bank not to commence business until the whole of the capital is subscribed, and 
a moiety at least of the subscription paid up. 
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3. The whole amount of the. capital to be paid up within a given time from the date of 
the charter or Act of incorporation, such period, unless under particular circumstances, not 
to exceed two years. 

4. The debts and engagements of the company, on promissory notes or otherwise, not to 
exceed at any time thrice the amount of the paid-up capital, with the addition of the amount 
of such deposits as may be made with the company’s establishment by individuals in specie 
or government paper. ro 

5. All promissory notes of the company, whether issued from the principal establishment, 
or from branch banks, are to bear date at the place of issue, and to be payable on demand 
in specie at the place of date. 

6. No promissory or other notes to be issued for sums under 11. sterling (or in the North 
American colonies 1/. Halifax currency), or the equivalent thereof in any other local cur- 
rency, and not for fractional parts of that amount. Chis 

7. Suspension of specie payments on demand at any of the company’s establishments for 
a given number.of days (not in any case exceeding 60) within any one year, either consecu- 
tively or at intervals, forfeit the charter. 

8. In event of the assets of the company being insufficient to meet its engagements, 
the shareholders are to be responsible to the extent of twice the amount of their subscribed 
shares (that is, for the amount subscribed and paid up, and for an additional amount equal 
thereto). 

9. The company shall not hold shares in its own stock, nor make advances on the security 
of those shares. 

10. The discount or advances by the company on securities bearing the name of any 
director or officer thereof, as drawer, acceptor, or endorser, shall not at any time exceed one- 
third of the total advances and discounts of the bank. 

11. The company shall not advance money on security of lands or houses, or ships, or on 
pledge of merchandise, nor hold lands or houses, except for the transaction of its business, 
nor own ships, or be engaged in trade except as dealers in bullion or bills of exchange; but 
shall confine its transactions to discounting commercial paper and negotiable securities, and 
other legitimate banking business. 

12. ‘The dividends to shareholders are to be made out of profits only, and not out of the 
capital of the company. 

13. The company to make up and publish periodical statements of its assets and liabi- 
lities ftalsvearty or yearly), showing, under the heads specified in the form prescribed for 
that purpose,* the average of the amount of its notes in circulation, and other liabilities, at 
the termination of each week or month during the period to which the statement refers, and 
the average amount of specie or other assets that were available to meet the same. Copies 
of these statements are to be submitted to the government of the colony within which the 
company may be established ; and the company to be prepared, if called upon, to verify 
such statements by the production, as confidential documents, of the weekly or monthly 
balance-sheets from which the same are compiled. And also to be prepared, ae requisi- 
tion from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, to furnish in like manner 
such further information respecting the state or proceeding of its banking establishments as 
their Lordships may see fit to call for. 

14. No bye-law of the company shall be repugnant to the conditions of the charter or 
Act of incorporation, or to the law of any colony in which the company’s establishment may 
be placed. 

ts. The charter or Act of incorporation may provide for an addition to the capital of the 
company, within specified limits, with the sanction of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury; such additional capital, and the shares and subscription that may constitute the 
same, being subject in every other respect, from and after the date of the above-mentioned 
sanction, to conditions and regulations similar to those applying to the original capital. 

16. In all cases in which shares in the company’s stock are transferred between the period 
of the grant of the charter or Act of incorporation and the actual commencing of business 
by the bank, the responsibility of the original holder of the transferred shares shall continue 
for six months at least after the date of the transfer. 

17. As the insertion in charters or Acts of incorporation of provisions relating to the 
detailed management of the business of the corporation has in several instances been found 
to render the documents complicated and unintelligible, and has been productive of great 
inconvenience, it is desirable that such insertion should be avoided, and that the provisions 
of such charters or Acts should be confined, as far as practicable, to the special powers and 
privileges to be conferred on the company, and the conditions to be observed by the com- 
pany, and to such general regulations relating to the nomination and powers of the directors, 
the institution of bye-laws, or other proceedings of the company, as may be necessary with 
a view to the public convenience and security. 

18. It is to be understood that the shoosntg rules respecting banking charters, though 
generally binding on the governors of the colonies, are not in all cases to be regarded as 
inflexible rules; but may, in some cases, be considered rather as important suggestions to 
which it is desirable (though not strictly necessary) to conform. 


Scr. If.—SECURITIES.—Srcuriry to be required from Parties appointed to the 
temporary charge of Offices of pecuniary Trust in the Colonies not possessing Repre- 
sentative Assemblies. 


1. In the event of the colonial treasurer, or any other established officer who has been 
called upon to give security to the Crown in respect of pecuniary responsibility attaching 
to 
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to his office, obtaining leave of absence under circumstances which require the interposition 
of the authority of the governor for the appointment of a substitute, the governor will call 
upon the party whom he may select to act in the absence of the principal to give security, 
in his personal bond to the Crown, with the bonds of two or more sureties, to such an 
amount with reference to the security of the principal as it may be reasonable to require ; 
or to furnish, in lieu of the bonds of sureties, such other collateral security upon property 
or otherwise, as shall be of equal amount and validity with such bonds. 

2. In case the governor should find that the party whom he may propose to appoint to 
the temporary charge of an office of pecuniary trust, cannot furnish the amount of collateral 
security required from him, the governor will consider whether such other arrangement 
can be made for reducing the amount of the floating balance under the charge of such officer, 
by limiting the same to the smallest amount necessary to meet the current expenditure for 
ordinary contingent services, and by depositing all surplus beyond such reduced average 
balance in a separate chest, under the joint charge of two or more officers holding separate 
keys, or by placing the office in commission, as may render so large an amount of collateral 
security unnecessary. 

In the event of the employment of a commission, the personal bonds of the officers 
joined in commission are to be taken as to their separate acts, and a full report of all the 
circumstances relating to any such special arrangement is to be immediately made to Her 
Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies, for the information of the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

3. As all security required from parties appointed to the temporary charge of offices 
vacated in consequence of leave of absence, or from any other cause, is to be independent 
of, and unconnected with, any security which may have been given by the established 
officer, the governor is particularly cautioned that the bonds, or other instrument, which 
may be prepared with a view of giving effect to the security required from the acting 
parties, should have no reference to the bonds of the established officer or of his sureties, 
and should not contain any clause which might be construed as interfering with, or 
affecting in any manner the original bonds of the principal, either during his absence or on 
his return to duty. At the same time it is not intended that this precautionary instruction 
should prevent the governor from accepting the additional security of the principal who 
may be about to absent himself on leave, should he be willing to enter into a new bond for 
his substitute, or to join in the security to be given by such substitute. 


CHAPTER X. 


Sror. I.—EXPENDITURE of Pustic Money in Colonies not possessing Representative 
Assemblies. 


1. Axx disbursements of the public money are to be made by the cashier of the colonial 
treasury, under authority from the officer administering the government; and it is to be 
distinctly understood, that under the provisions of the Acts of 46 Geo. 3, c. 141, and 1 & 2 
Geo. 4, c. 121, the officer improperly authorizing or directing any expenditure contrary to 
the instructions which he may receive for Her Majesty’s Government, will himself be held 
personally responsible for the amount improperly authorized. 

2. The ordinary expenditure is to be classed under the heads of salaries, fixed allow- 
— and contingencies, all extraordinary and special disbursements being fully and sepa- 
rately stated. 

3. The governor is not authorized to make any addition to the fixed establishment of the 
colony, or to make any different appropriation of the established salaries of any public 
department, either as regards the number of appointments or the rates of salary and emolu- 
ment, without the express sanction of Her Majesty’s Government. 

4. Should, however, any special circumstances occur which, in the opinion of the 
Governor in Council, may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying ou 
of the public service without waiting for such sanction, he will cause such new or altered 
salary to be borne on a schedule of provisional or supplementary establishment, reporting 
the same to the Secretary of State. 

5. Whenever the approval of Her Majesty’s Government to any provisional peas 
is received by the governor, he will cause the same to be transferred to the 
Fixed Establishment. 

6. As a general rule, the governor is not at liberty to propose to the council the execu- 
tion of any new public work, or of extensive alterations and improvements in any existing 
building, &c., for which he has not obtained the previous sanciion of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. 

7. Whenever the governor may apply to the Secretary of State for such authority, he 
must first obtain all the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications, according to which 
the projected work is to be carried into execution. 

8. He must then transmit to the Secretary of State a copy of the plans, with an account 
of the cost to be incurred under specific heads of expenditure (prepared from the estimates 
and specifications previously obtained), and a report of the grounds on which the work is 
recommended. 

9. aie the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government has been given, the governor a 
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Appendix, No. 9. be prepared to lay before the council, at their meeting to take into consideration the 
general estimates for the year next ensuing, the plans, estimates, and specifications of the 


Extracts from proposed work, with any other information which he may consider necessary ; and when 
Colonial Regula- the council has voted the funds required for the work, the governor will be at liberty to 
Hons. proceed with it, without waiting for further authority. 


10. But should the governor be of opinion that the work is urgently required, and that 
serious inconvenience might result from delaying it, after the sanction of Her Majesty’s 
Government had been obtained, until the period when the annual estimates are brought 
forward, he will be at liberty to propose to the council a supplemental estimate for that 
purpose. 

11. Special cases may arise of pressing emergency (more particularly in colonies distant 
from the mother country) in which it might not be practicable to obtain the previous sanc- 
tion of Her Majesty’s Government for a proposed work. 

12. In such cases, however, the governor will not fail to call for and to lay before the 
council the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications according to which the work is to 
be carried into execution, and to report fully to Her Majesty's Government, by the earliest 
opportunity, on the absolute necessity of the expenditure which he may have incurred 
without their previous sanction. 

13. The governor will transmit with the annual estimates such full and sufficient infor- 
mation as to every expense of an unusual nature therein comprised as may be necessary 
to enable Her Majesty’s Government to decide upon the propriety of the proposed expendi- 
ture. 

14, In the case of public works of magnitude to be undertaken m any colony, and to be 
defrayed by Parliamentary grant, the following rules must be observed :— 

First. That no such work shal] be undertaken except on a survey and estimate made 
by an officer acting under the orders of some responsible department. 

Second. That on a first application for a vote of money, an estimate of the sum likely 
to be required for the whole work shall be laid before the House of Commons. 

Third. In cases which require more than one year for their completion, and where money 
is proposed to be voted on account, there shall be submitted to the House, in each year, 
and before the vote is proposed, a statement of the sums already voted, of the money 
actually expended up to the date of the last accounts, of all outstanding demands, and of 
the sum still wanting to complete the work ; and any deviations from the original plan, 
or any contemplated addition to the magnitude or expense of the whole work, shall be 
inserted in the estimate of the year. 

Fourth. No department of the Government shall authorize any officer to enter into any 
contract for any work beyond the limits of the annual grants of money, without the sanc- 
tion of a minute of the Lords of the Treasury, which shall, with as little delay as possible, 
be laid before the House. 


Secr. 1].—Cononrau Estimates. 


1. In the colonies, not possessing representative assemblies, before the expiration of the 
month of June, in each year, the governor will submit to the council of his government, or, 
in the case of British Guiana, to the Court of Policy, such an estimate (in British sterling 
money) as he may think necessary of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under the 
sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, which is intended to be charged upon the colonial 
revenue for the year then next ensuing. If this estimate shall meet with the concurrence 
of the majority of the council, it will be passed in the form of an ordinance, and the gover- 
nor will transmit it to the Secretary of State by the earliest opportunity, for Her Majesty’s 
approval and confirmation. It will be competent, at the same time, to any minority of the 
council, who may have dissented from the estimate, or from any items of it, to record the 
grounds of their dissent in the minutes of the council; and it will be the governor’s duty, 
should he be required so to do by them, to transmit an extract copy of such minutes, 
together with a copy of the estimate, to the Secretary of State, for the consideration of 
Her Majesty’s Government. 

2. Should the estimate which the governor may propose to the council, be rejected by 
a majority of that body, he will request to be furnished, by those who dissent from his 
estimate, with such a one as they would a ag to substitute, and, should he still give the 
[i ape to his own, he will transmit to the Secretary of State, for the consideration of 

er Majesty’s Government, both the estimates, together with the reasons which he and 
any councillors who may agree with him, may have to allege in support of his own estimate, 
and the reasons stated by the majority of the council opposed to him in favour of theirs. 

3. When the annual estimate shall have been passed by the council and confirmed by 
Her Majesty's authority, the expenditure of the year must be held to be definitively limited 
and arranged, and it would be desirable that no authority should be applied for to make 
any further disbursements on account of the service of that year, unless under circum- 
stances of unforeseen emergency. Under such circumstances the proper course will be to 


submit to the legislative council, in the first instance, a supplementary estimate of the 
expenditure required ; and the same course will be pursued with the supplementary estimate 
as has been prescribed in respect of the original one. 

4, These estimates, on being received in this country, will be laid before the Lords Com- 


missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, by the Secretary of State, in order that their Lord- 
ships 
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ships may communicate to the Secretary of State such opinions as they may wish to express 
upon them, previously to any instructions being issued to the colonial authorities. 

5. With respect to taxation the governor will, at the same time that he proposes to the 
council the estimate of the ensuing year’s expenditure, also submit to them the draft of any 
ordinance which may be necessary to provide the ways and means by which the expendi- 
ture is to be met. Such ways and means as are afforded by the produce of permanent 
taxes will not, of course, require to be re-enacted in annual ordmances, and it is only in the 
event of taxation being required, which is not already provided for, that any such draft will 
be necessary. And with respect to the passing of this draft, and the transmission of it for 
Her Majesty’s confirmation, or of any other draft which the council may propose to sub- 
stitute, the governor will pursue the same course which has been pointed out for his 
guidance in reference to the annual estimates of expenditure. 

6. The governor will transmit, with the ordinances above mentioned, a complete statement 
of the taxation already provided for by law, and of the several authorities under which. it is 
levied, in order that Her Majesty’s Government may be enabled to take into their consider- 
ation whether the permanent system of taxation should be revised and amended. Any 
suggestions on this head which the council may think proper to offer to the governor will 
be duly considered, along with his report upon them, by Her Majesty’s Government. 

7. The drafts of ordinances for the imposition of taxes for each year, when received in this 
country, will be submitted, in like manner with the estimates, to the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury. 

8. The species of immediate control thus given to the council over the revenue raised in 
the colony te taxes upon the inhabitants, and over its expenditure, does not extend to funds 
arising from the property or droits of the Crown. 

9. The governor will cause the colonial accounts, when transmitted for audit, to be accom- 
panied by certified copies of all estimates or supplementary estimates of expenditure for the 
service of the year to which the accounts relate, and of all ordinances for the imposition of 
taxes for that year, together with the copies of the despatches which shall have been 
addressed to him by the Secretary of State, conveying the sentiments of Her Majesty’s 
Government upon any such estimates or ordinances. 

10. Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of the colony should be annually 
published in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period when it is required that the 
accounts of each year should be transmitted for audit; and in such publication the funds 
arising from the property or droits ‘of the Crown are to be stated separately from those 
which arise from taxes levied upon the inhabitants of the colony. 


Sect. III.—Treasury Buiuts. 


1. Tux salaries of the governors-in-chief and of the lieutenant-g overnors of the Windward 
and of the Leeward Islands, which are provided for by Parliament ary grants, may be drawn 
by bills on the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury.* 

2. The governors of colonies, for the civil establishments of which provision is made on 
the Parliamentary Estimates, must draw on the Paymaster of Civil Services, in this country, 
for all salaries that may become payable out of the annual Parliamentary grants. 

3. The bills must be at 30 days’ sight, and drawn in favour of the party entitled to 
salary, and for the rate borne on the estimate for the grant. Each bill must specify the 
period for which, and the office on account of which, the salary is drawn; and when drawn 
quarterly, the amount to be drawn for any portion of a quarter must be computed with 
reference to the number of days in that quarter, and not to the number of days in the 
whole year. ; 

4. All bills drawn for these purposes should be advised of by letter addressed to the 
Paymaster of Civil Services at Het Majesty’s Treasury, independently of any report on the 
subject to the Secretary of State. 

5. Bills must also be drawn at 30 days’ sight, for any other services provided for in the 
annual grants, subject to such specific directions as the governor may receive from Her 
Majesty’s Government respecting those services. 

6. Whenever bills of exchange are drawn upon the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury 
by governors or lieutenant-governors, to cover charges, whether for local establishments or 
for services of an incidental nature, such bills must be drawn at not less than 30 days’ 
sight. 

S. Their Lordships are to be regularly advised of such bills; the nature of the service on 
account of which they are drawn, and the date and description of the document conveying 
the authority for the expenditure, are to be specified, both in the letter of advice and upon 
the face of the bills. 

8. In case the bills be drawn for salary, or any periodical payment, the period, in respect 
of which the bills are given should be likewise stated, both on them and in the i of 

° advice ; 


* These salaries may be drawn in this country through the medium of an agent, upon production 
of certificates (which may be obtained on application to the Colonial Office), as to their being alive, 
and in the execution of their duties, up to the expiration of each quarterly period of payment ; but 
when the governors and lieutenant-governors shall, in the first instance, have signified the mode in 
which their salary shall be drawn, it will be desirable that they should adhere to that mode. 
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advice; and the latter should always be forwarded at the time the bills are drawn. When, 
however, this not practicable, care must must be taken to ensure the receipt of it in 
England previous to the presentation of the bills. 

9. All salaries and personal allowances and emoluments, and all pensions and superannua- 
tions, retired or compassionate allowances, ee from funds derived from the revenues of 
Great Britain, whether provided by special Parliamentary grant or otherwise, are liable to 
the Property Tax at the rate of 7d. in the pound, except in cases in which the party can 
show that his whole annual income does not amount to 1501. It will, therefore, be the 
duty of the governor on all occasions to make the proper deductions accordingly from the 
amount of the bills which he may have occasion in future to draw on the Treasury, whether 
on his own account, or for the salaries or allowances of other parties; and he will convey 
an intimation to the same effect to any officers or functionaries within his government, who 
may be authorized to draw bills on the Treasury for any such payments. 

10. In cases where exemption may be claimed from the tax, an affidavit must be taken 
by the party and transmitted with the bill, to the effect that his income, including that on 
account of which the bill is drawn, is less than 150/. per annum, and such affidavit must 
have reference to the whole income of the party from whatever source derived ; for, although 
emoluments derived from colonial revenues or property are not taxable, unless the recipients 
reside in Great Britain, they must be taken into account in considering a claim to exemption 
from the tax on income derived from this country. 

11. When bills are drawn on account of expenses or disbursements to other parties, a 
statement of the proportion of the amount applicable to salaries and allowances must 
accompany them, and the proper deductions be made therefrom, unless the parties should 
claim exemption, when their aftidavits ought to accompany the bills. 

12. On the presentation at the Treasury of any bill drawn for salary or other allowance 
becoming due on or after the 31st of March 1848, upon which the Income Tax has not been 
deducted or claimed for remission in conformity with the foregoing directions ; such deduc- 
tions will be made, including any arrear of the tax from the 5th of April 1842, not pre- 
viously retained or allowed for, and the parties by whom or in whose favour the bill may 
have been drawn will be alone responsible for any loss or inconvenience arising from the 
non-payment of the full amount drawn for. 

Note.—For the form of bill to be used when deductions are to be made, and of the 
affidavit to enable parties to claim exemption from the tax, see Appendix. 


Sect. IV.—ADVANCES from Miuirary Cuests. 


1. Orricers in charge of the ey chests abroad, when called on by competent 
authorities to make advances from the chests for defraying expenses relating to liberated 
Africans, or for other civil services payable from funds under their eee a directions, 
have in some instances taken as their acquittances bills drawn upon this Board by the 
parties competent to apply for or to authorize such advances, and have remitted such bills 
to the Treasury. : ‘ ; 

2. As inconvenience might attend the miscarriage or non-receipt of these negotiable 
drafts, the Lords of the Treasury have directed that in future, when the officers in charge of 
the commissariat are required, under competent authority, to make advances from the mili- 
tary chest for services of the description alluded to, they will request to be furnished with a 
warrant or order in writing for making such advances ; and in lieu of bills they will obtain 
from the parties receiving the same unnegotiable certificates of the particulars of the money 
advanced by them, the originals of such warrants or orders, and the certificates, they will 
then transmit to the Board of Treasury. As regards the notification to this Board of any 
advance they may require from the commissariat officer, or the transmission of accounts 
and voucners for the application thereof, the governor will proceed in the same manner as if 
a bill had been drawn as heretofore on the Board of Treasury. 

3. Instances have occurred in which issues for military services made from the military 
chest have been designated as for “ Secret Service ;” but the proper term to be used for any 
military expenditure coming under this character would be “ Special” and not “ Secret 
Service,” in order that by such distinction the charge may not, as would otherwise be the 
case, be connected with the sum voted by Parliament for “ Foreign and Secret Service ;” 
but may be provided for, if approved, out of the army extraordinaries, to which it is properly 


chargeable. 


Sects. V—EXPENSES on account of Liszratep Arricans—Mode of rendering the 
Accounts of Expenses incurred under the provisions of the Acts for the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade. 


1. Tur collectors or chief officers of the custom s in the colonies are to receive, protect, 
and provide for the all such natives of Africa as may be put in their charge from vessels 
condemned as prize. Hi 

2. The officer administering the government will adjust with the collector the expense 
per her head per diem at which the slaves are to be maintained, and what allowance should 
be made for clothing, necessaries, and contingencies for each, until finally disposed of. 
This mode of supporting the negroes is considered preferable to that of purchasing provi- 
sions in large quantities for their use: and the Secretary of State’s written instructions in 

this 
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this respect should always be acted upon, unless there should be any special reasons for 
departing from them, in which case the officer administering the government will exercise 
his own discretion. 

3. The collector will bring in the abstracts of accounts of his expenses, to be passed 
before the officer administering the government in council, every three months. A certifi- 
cate, to be signed by the officer administering the government, is to be subjoined to the 
general abstract of the expenditure, stating that the detailed documents referred to in the 
abstract have been carefully inspected, and have been approved. 

4. In those cases in which the colony is dependant on a superior government, the 
abstracts of expenditure, when certified by the officer in charge of the subordinate govern- 
ment, are to be forwarded to the governor-in-chief for his inspection and approval pre- 
viously to the amount being discharged. Upon the passing of each quarterly account by 
the officer administering the government in council, and in the case of subordinate govern-. 
ments upon the subsequent approval of the governor-in-chief being signified, the abstract 
will be returned to the collector, in whose favour the officer administering the government 
will thereupon grant a warrant on the commissariat chest for the amount allowed. The 
officer granting such warrant will forthwith transmit a notification and report thereof to 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, and will forward with such notifica- 
tion a copy of the account, in discharge of which the issue from the commissariat chest has 
been authorized ; any neglect of these forms will be productive of embarrasment and 
delay. 

5. The charge of one guinea head-money, for each slave, which has been made by some 
of the collectors of customs, has been disallowed by the Lords Commissioners ‘of the 
Treasury, as the circular of the 10th April 1808 does not now apply to these cases, and, 
consequently, the governor or lieutenant-governor is not authorized to give his sanction for 
such charge, should it be made by the collector. 

6. The officers in charge of the colonial governments are strictly enjoined to abstain in 
future from drawing for and issuing the amount of any allowance or gratuity, of which the 


propriety or legality may admit of a doubt, until they shall have communicated with and 


received instructions from Her Majesty’s Government on the subject; and they are to limit 
the payments in the meantime to the amount of the actual outlay, for the maintenance and 
other unavoidable expenses. 

7. The officers administering the colonial governments are at the same time reminded, 
that if any sums shall have been issued, paid, or expended by their order, which ought not 
to have been so issued, paid, or expended, or ought not to be charged to the public, they 
will become personally responsible for the amount, under the provisions of the 1 & 2 Geo. 4, 
¢. 121, s. 5. 

8. With a due regard, therefore, to their own security, as well as the interests of the 
public, the officers in charge of the colonial governments will at all times exercise a watchful 
superintendence and control over the expenditure to which these regulations refer during its 
progress, and will enforce the strictest economy consistent with the welfare of the negroes 
and the good of the service. 


CHAPTER XI. 


Srecr. I—Orricers or Customs. 


1, ALL appointments in the Customs’ establishments throughout the colonies, as well as 
those in this country, are vested in the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to 
whom vacancies should be reported directly they occur. 

2. The governor for the time being is authorized, in case of a vacancy, to make such 
temporary arrangements only as may be necessary for kee ing the department in a due 
state of efficiency until their Lordships’ directions can be pbtetaad ; and in those arrange- 
ments the services of officers already in the department should, as far as practicable, be 
made available; and if the provisional appointment of additional officers be unavoidable, 
those appointments should be confined to the subordinate situations in the department, 
and on all occasions the persons thus employed should be given to understand that their 
i a gt is only temporary. 

3. By the Act of Parliament for regulating the trade of the British possessions abroad, 
custom-house officers employed abroad are exempt from serving in colonial militias, in 
parochial and other local offices, or on juries. 

4. Officers of the customs, though acting in the execution of their particular duties, 
under the immediate orders and instructions of their own department in England, are never- 
theless, like other subordinate officers in the colonies, placed under the general cognizance 
ard superintendence of the head of the government in-which they are stationed. 

5. Upon all occasions where the governor shall receive instructions, which may involve 
any point connected with the duties of the officers of the customs, he shall cause a com- 
munication thereof to be forthwith made to the collector, as principal of the department, 
who is in like manner to make the earliest communication to the governor of the instruc- 
tions he may receive on his first appointment, and of all such orders and directions as may 
from time to time be sent out for the guidance of himself and the other officers of the 
department, 
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6. If the collector of the customs should at any time deem it his duty to object to obey 
any direction or order, or any instrument issued by the governor, he is to state in writing 
the Act, and the clause or clauses thereof, which in his opinion warrant his objecting to 
execute such order, on the score of its legality. Or is he to point out the specific instruc- 
tion he has received with which it is at variance. 

7. If, on taking such statement into consideration, it shall appear to the.governor (who 
of course on all legal questions will consult the law officers of the colony), that there is 
no sufficient ground, in point of law or otherwise, for the objection stated, or if the gover- 
nor should be of opinion that the order is warranted by any urgent necessity, he will cause 
a communication to that effect to be made to the collector of customs. And in either 
case the collector is not to oppose or delay the execution of such order, but he may trans- 
mit to the governor a formal protest against it. 

8. Officers of the customs, pecieeng, to avail themselves of any permission which they 
may have obtained from the Commissioners of Customs to absent themselves from their 
duties, must obtain the governor’s sanction for their so doing, in order to which they will 
furnish him with a copy of any such permission, stating the time they intend to act upon 
such leave ; and, where orders to the contrary are not given by the governor, that leave 
will be demed and taken to be as effectual as if a certificate of leave had been granted. 

9. The officers of customs are permitted in such cases to nominate their substitutes. 
Such nomination is to be natifiod. to the governor, by whom the substitutes will be 
appointed under a regular instrument of appointment; and the governor will take the 
recommendations of the officers seeking the leave of absence, unless on some sufficient 
ground of objection. 

10. The instrument of appointment will be subject to the colonial stamp duty, and the 
usual oaths of office are in all cases to be administered to the persons so appointed. 

11. Her Majesty’s Government is at all times ready to sanction and concur in arrange- 
ments for the collection by the officers of the customs department stationed in the colo- 
nies, of duties imposed by Acts of the Colonial Legislatures, upon provision being made 
for defraying the expense of any extra assistance required for that purpose, and for reason- 
able remuneration of the officers for any extra trouble and responsibility devolving on 
them in respect of such collection. 


Szcr. II.—OFFICERS of Customs, how remunerated in Colonies having Representative 
Assemblies. 


1. Tue salaries of the officers cf the customs’ department, whether defrayed wholly from 

colonial funds, or partly only, under specific arrangements which have been made for that 

urpose with colonies having Representative Legislative Assemblies, are regulated by the 
ed Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

2. In those eases in which the whole charge for the customs’ establishments is payable 
out of the general revenue fund of the colony, and not out of any particular portions of 
that revenue, or under any particular arrangement with the local government or legislative 
authority, the whole amount of the customs’ collections, like those of other branches of 
the local revenue, must be paid by the collector into the colonial chest without deduction, 
and the authorized salaries and other expenses of the department are to be defrayed from 
that chest under the warrant of the officer administering the government, in the same 
manner as the expenditure for other branches of the local civil establishments. 


Sect. I1I.—ARTICLES Imported for the Troops free Duty. 


1. ArricxEs imported into the colonies, by contractors or otherwise, for the service of Her 
Majesty’s land or sea forces, ought to be exempted from the duties on such imporation. 

2. The officers of Her Majesty’s Customs, and of the commissariat in the colonies, are 
furnished with instructions in regard to the remission of duties, to which such articles might 
be subject under Acts of the Imperial Parliament. The remission of duties imposed by Acts 
of Colonial legislatures is to be effected in such manner as may be provided for by those 
legislatures. 

3. It is by no means intended to allow the importation of any goods, for the above pur- 
pose, from places or in vessels not authorized by law. And with a view of preventing 
articles, imported as above, from being brought into general consumption without the pay- 
ment of sigs whenever any articles which may have been delivered for the use of the troops 
duty free, shall have been subsequently returned upon the hands of the contractors, the 
officers of the customs, or the proper colonial officers, should be apprised by the commis- 
sariat officers of the particular quantities and description of the articles so returned, in order 
that the contractors may be called upon to pay the duty thereon.

- - The accounts are examined up to 31st March 
1844, and those for the years 1841-42 and 
1842-43 will shortly be prepared for audit. 


- - The accounts for the period between the 
Ist October 1839 and 31st December 1842 have 
been examined; but no account has been brought 
to audit, in consequence of the accounts for pre- 
ceding periods, namely, between 13th July 1836 
and 30th September 1839, not having been de- 
livered, it being alleged that they have been par- 
tially destroyed by fire in the colony. The 
attention of the Lords of the Treasury has been 
called to the state of these accounts, and the 
difficulties with which the settlement of them is 
attended, by Reports from this Board, of the 
3d July 1848 (No. 311), 19th September and 
20th December 1844 (Nos, 403 and 580). 

- - The Civil List accounts to be rendered by the 
Receiver-general of the United Provinces, under 
the provisions 3 & 4 Vict. ¢. 35, having been 
incorporated with those for the general services of 
the province, difficulties have been thereby occa- 
sioned in the examination of them, which have 
been the subject of much correspondence between 
this Board and the Lords of the Treasury, and 
also with the colonial authorities; and the late 
Receiver, Mr. Dunn, having ceased to hold his 
situation in 1844, there are no hopes of obtaining 
separate accounts; and proceedings are now in 
progress for effecting a settlement of those now 
depending, so far as it may be found practicable. 
- - The examination of the accounts has been 
completed to 31st December 1840, and consider- 
able progress made in examining the subsequent 
accounts. “Those for 18387, 1838, 1834, and 1840, 
will be audited as soon as explanations required 
by outstanding queries shall be received, 

- - The accounts have been examined to March 
1842, but no further progress made in the settle- 
ment of them, for the following reasons: Replies 
to queries on the account for 1835 were only re- 
ceived in July 1844; and the account for 1835 is 
now preparing for audit. Queries on the account for 
1836 were transmitted to the colony in September 
1840; on the account for 1837, in April 1841 ; 
on the accounts for 1838, in August 1841; on the 


account, 1840, in September 1843; but the information and expla- 
nations required by these several sets of queries have in no one instance 
been obtained. Representations have been made to the Lords of the Trea- 
sury by this Board on several occasions on the subject of these delays, 
and it appears by communications from the colony that they have partly 
arisen from the neglect of the late colonial auditor, since deceased, and 
other causes, but that greater diligence is now using by the present auditor 


to procure the necessary explanations.

ist. The Board of Audit in this country will correspond directly with the account- 
ants in the colonies. .

Both these classes of communications will be addressed directly to the account- 
ants, but of the second class copies will be sent simultaneously with their transmission 
to the colony to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, to be forwarded to the 
Secretary of State, by whom such instructions as may appear to him necessary will be 
addressed to the governor respecting them. 

4th. To ensure, however, to the governor full knowledge of all correspondence in 
which the affairs of his Government may be concerned, the accountant will be 
directed to submit to him all queries or letters whatever which may be addressed to 
him by the ‘Audit Office, together with the answers which it may be his intention to 
return to them; and it will be the duty of the governor, should he see reason to dis- 
sent from those answers, or desire to attach to them any additional explanation, to 
address a despatch on the subject to the Secretary of State. 

sth. If in any case it should appear to the Board of Audit necessary that a question 
regarding colonial accounts should be proposed to the governor himself, the Board 
will submit such question to the Lords of the Treasury, at whose instance the Secretary 
of State will himself cemmunicate on the subject with the governor.

My attention has been called to the inconvenience resulting from the practice which has 
hitherto been adopted by the auditors in the several colonies, of corresponding directly with 
the Commissioners of Audit in this country, without the intervention of the head of the 
local Government. 

Having brought the subject under the consideration of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury, I transmit to you herewith, for your information and guidance, copy of a report 
addressed to that Board by the Commissioners of Audit, and, with their Lordships’ con- 
currence, 1 have to direct you to instruct the auditor of the colony under your charge, that 
he make it a rule in future to transmit through you such reports as he may from time to 
time have to make to the Audit Board, in order that you may have an opportunity of adding 
any explanations which you may judge necessary, and may in many cases save the necessity 


of a further reference to the colony.

In pursuance of an order of reference from your Lordships, we have had before us a 
letter from the Colonial Department of the 25th instant, which is herewith returned, ex- 
pressing the desire of Lord Stanley that the auditors in the different colonies should, as a 
general rule, in case your Lordships should see no objection, be instructed to transmit their 
reports to this office through the head of the Government, who will then have an oppor- 
tunity of adding any explanations which he may judge necessary, and may thus, in many 
cases, save the necessity of a further reference to the colony. a : 

The above suggestion appears from Mr, Stephen’s letter to have originated in commu- 
nications between the Lieutenant-governor of Van Diemen’s Land and the Secretary of 
State, and between the Secretary of State and your Lordships, with which we are not 
acquainted, and we cannot therefore, in any remarks we may have to offer, refer to the 
particular cases which has given rise to Lord Stanley’s suggestion ; but, as a general rule, 
we see no objection to the course recommended by his Lordship, which seems to be con- 
formable to the practice observed by subordinate colonial officers, in regard to the other 
communications they may have tu make to the Government at home. ; : 

We have, on many occasions, corresponded directly with colonial auditors, with a view 
to information on matters of account under examination in this office, or to enforce the 
delivery of accounts in arrear, in the same manner as we should have done with comptrol- 
lers or other officers at home entrusted with the examination of public accounts, to be 
afterwards audited and passed in this office; and we have often found such communications 

: advantageous 
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advantageous to the public service. We may refer to our correspondence with the 
auditor at Malta, as an instance in point, relating as it does to many useful regulations and 
economical arrangements, upon which we consulted Mr. Thornton previously to submitting 
them to the consideration of your Lordships, with a view to their being carried into effect. 
But in all cases in which it has appeared to us that the information called for, or the alte- 
rations suggested by us were such as to require the concurrence of the governor, we have 
always desired the auditor to submit our suggestions to him in the first instance ; and when- 
ever any material alterations in the existing rules of the service, or any new regulations 
were to be proposed, it has been our invariable practice to report our opinion to your Lord- 
ships for the consideration of the Treasury Board, and of the Secretary of State, in order 
that if our suggestions were approved, they might be carried into effect through the proper 
authorities. 

As a recent instance of this course of proceeding, we beg leave to refer your Lordships 
to our reports of the 15th of May 1840, enclosing a letter to Mr. Boyes, the auditor at No. 277. 
Van Diemen’s Land, with instructions to that officer to transmit to this Board with the 
account of each year, a statement of the sums granted by the appropriation warrant, under 
each head of service in respect of that year, and of the actual expenditure incurred under 
the same heads of service, so as to show the difference in each case between the sum voted 
and the sum expended, and the special authority by which any excess might have been 
sanctioned. e proposed that this letter should be forwarded to Mr. Boyes, if approved 
by your Lordships and the Secretary of State, but your Lordships thought it more advisable 
that the intended instructions should be given by the Secretary of State; and a Treasury 
Minute of the 20th May 1840, embodying the suggestions contained in our letter accord- 
ingly directed a communication to that effect to be made to the Secretary of State. We 
regret to find, however, that the instructions intended to be given have either been but 
partially conveyed to the auditor, or have been misunderstood, or that some unexplained 
obstacle has been interposed to their being carried into effect, as the statements for the years 
1838 and 1839, transmitted to this office by Mr. Boyes, have not been made out upon the 
principle suggested by us, and have failed in answering any useful purpose. We shall not 
enlarge upon this subject at present, as we intend addressing your Lordships specially for 
that purpose in the course of a few days, but we have alluded to the circumstance in order 
to show the inconvenience and difficulty that may sometimes arise from an indirect mode 
of communications in matters of detail, and matters of account between parties, who bein 
both equally conversant with the subject, would probably better understand each other if 
communicating directly. 

Your Lordship will, however, clearly understand, both from our preceding observations 
and from the practice we have ourselves observed in our correspondence with the colonial 
auditors, that we see no objection to the course suggested by Lord Stanley, which does not 
in any manner militate with the opinion we have expressed as to the recent case above 
alluded to; and we concur with his Lordship in thinking that some advantage may in 
many cases result from the directions proposed to be given by him in relation to the cor- 
respondence of this Board with the colonial auditors. But we beg leave at the same time 
to observe that it is material to the proper performance of the duties of this Board, that 
our communications with these officers, and the free expression of their conscientious 
opinions on all subjects of colonial receipt and expenditure, should not be restrained or 
interfered with; and this is the less necessary, because the head of the Colonial Govern- 
ment, to whom our letters will be communicated, and through whom the replies of the 
auditor will be forwarded home, will, as observed by Lord Stanley, have an opportunity in 
transmitting such replies through the Secretary of State, and of making any remarks or 
furnishing any explanations which may appear to him to be desirable.

We have the honour of representing to your Lordships that the governors of Sierra 
Leone and the Gambia, respectively, have omitted to nis, with the accounts of the 
receipt and expenditure of the revenues of those colonies, the estimates and other documents 
required by article 14, chap. 5, of the rules and regulations issued by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, bearing date 30th March 1837; and as our examination of the accounts 
in question may be much facilitated by the information which such papers afford, we have 
to request, that if the estimates of the revenue and expenditure for Sierra Leone and the 
Gambia, for the years 1842 and 1843, have been transmitted to your Lordships’ department, 
we may be furnished with the same; and that we may likewise be informed how far your 
Lordships have sanctioned the expenditure, or given any other directions thereon. 

Independently of the entire absence of estimates and other documents in the present 
cases, and with reference to our two reports of 30th June, and one of the 11th July 1843, 
(Nos. 306, 307, and 328,) we beg leave to observe, that although the other colonial accounts 
are accompanied, in most cases, by the estimates of expenditure, as approved by the 
respective councils of government, yet that we do not in general receive advice of their hav- 
ing been sanctioned, or otherwise, by Her Majesty’s Government, except through commu- 
nications with your Lordships’ department ; the copies of despatches, conveying the senti- 
ments of the Government upon the estimates not having been in general forwarded with the 
accounts, although required by section 14, chap. 5, of the books of rules and regulations 
already alluded to; and, upon referring to your Lordships’ detailed instructions to the 
governors of colonies, it does not appear that any express directions are given on these 
points. We therefore submit, whether it may not be desirable that a circular instruction 
should be transmitted to the governors of colonies, calling their attention to this part of the 
rules and regulations of 1837; and we accordingly beg leave to enclose a draft of an 
instruction to the above effect, which, if approved by your Lordships and the Secretary 
of State, might be transmitted to the governors of those colonies which are enumerated at 
page 31 of the Secretary of State’s regulations above referred to.

Tue attention of the Governor is called to article 14, chap 5, of the book of rules and 
regulations of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, dated 30th March, 1837, the pro- 
visions of which do not appear to have been, in all cases, strictly complied with. . 

The governor will take care that the colonial accounts, when transmitted for audit, are 
always accompanied by copies of the estimates, or supplementary estimates of expenditure 
for the service of the year to which the accounts relate. These copies are to be certified 
as true copies, and the dates of the despatches which may have been addressed to the 
governor by the Secretary of State, either approving or otherwise expressing the sentiments 
of Her Majesty’s Government upon such estimates, are to be notified in writing at the 
foot of the estimates ; and certitied copies of these despatches are also to accompany the 
accounts. ; 

In case the annual account should be transmitted to England for audit before the 
receipt of any despatch from the Secretary of State relating to the expenditure, a certificate 
to that effect is to be written at the foot of the estimates, to which the approval or other 
direction of Her Majesty’s Government may be wanting. aa 

The same course of proceeding is to be followed in regard to the transmission of all 
ordinances, for the imposition of taxes, in the year to which the accounts relate; and the 
copies of these ordinances are also to be accompanied by the copies of despatches which 
may have been addressed to the governor by the Secretary of State, conveying the senti- 
ments of Her Majesty’s Government upon such ordinances. ,

I rransmir to you, herewith, for your information and guidance, the enclosed copy of 
a letter from the Sacietary to the Board of Treasury, covering the copy of a report from 
the Commissioners of Audit on the subject of the audit of the colonial accounts of South 
Australia, the alterations of salaries and 9 rerio in that colony, and the expediency of 
instituting legal proceedings against Mr. Fisher, the late resident commissioner, and Mr. 
Gilbert, the colonial storekeeper, in respect of the irregular mode in which the duties of 
their respective offices appear to have been conducted by those parties, 

I also transmit the copy of a report from the Colonization Commissioners for South 
Australia, to whom that letter was referred. 

In compliance with the suggestions of the Commissioners of Audit, and with the concur- 
rence of the Board of Treasury, I have to direct that you will call upon the colonial treasurer 
for a certificate that no balance was handed over to him by the late treasurer, and that you 
will instruct the officer to keep a separate account of the revenue and emigration funds, as 
directed by the fifth article of this instructions. I have also to request that you will furnish 
me with any observations which you may have to offer on the report of the local auditors, 
enclosed in Colonel Gawler’s despatch to the Colonization Commissioners of the 4th April 
1840, and which contained suggestions of detail in the management of the expenditure of the 
colony. You will observe that the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury are desirous that 
the easeninsidrsirs of Audit should be furnished, without delay, with the accounts of Mr. 
Osmond Gilles as colonial treasurer. You will use your best endeavours to obtain them 
from that gentleman, 

I concur in the recommendation of the Lords of the Treasury that an investigation should 
once more be instituted into the early financial transactions in the colony, so fer as the late 
resident commissioner is implicated.

In obedience to the directions contained in your letter of the 5th instant, we have con- 
sidered the letter from the Secretary to the Board of Treasury therewith transmitted to us, 
together with a report from the Commissioners of Audit, respecting the audit of the colonial 
accounts of South Australia. 

1 & 2. We find that the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury recommend, 
in accordance with the suggestions of the Board of Audit, that the treasurer should be called 
upon for a certificate that no balance was handed over to him by the late treasurer; and 
further, that he should be instructed to keep a separate account of the revenue and emigra- 
tion funds, as directed by the fifth article of bis instructions. In pursuance of these 
recommendations, we take the liberty of suggesting that instructions to carry them into 
effect should be sent to the governor. 

3. The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, in the next place, require to be furnished 
with any information regarding alterations of salaries and appointments since 19th August 

1886. 

All the information we are enabled to afford on the subject of authorized expenditure in 
the colony we laid before Lord John Russell, in our letters of the 7th July and 26th August 
1840, and before the Select Committee on South Australian Affairs. To the Minutes of 
Evidence and Appendix annexed to the Second Report of that Committee we now beg 
leave to refer (Parliamentary Paper, 394, 1841). At page 282, Appendix, will be found the 
authorized establishment of South Australia, as communicated to the resident commissioner 
by the instructions addressed to him on the 9th November 1838, which had received the 
previous sanction of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. At page 147, Appendix, 
there is given a table of the civil establishment which existed in the colony at the end of 
1839. This return was not sent from the colony in its present form, but was compiled at 
our Board with as much accuracy as possible, from various documents transmitted from the 
colony, and was submitted to Lord John Russell’s notice as an enclosure to our letter to you 
of the 11th December 1840. In this table there are two columns, in one of which ‘the 
authorized salaries and charges are stated, in the other the charges and salaries which are 
actually paid. At page 244, Appendix, there is a despatch from Colonel Gawler, stating the 
necessity which he felt for raising the salaries of the public officers, which is accompanied 
by a report of a Board of Inquiry into the amount of salaries which should be allowed to 
each public servant, In the reply which follows, it is stated that in the absence of accounts, 
and being ignorant of the amount of revenue raised in the colony, the Commissioners find 
great difficulty in considering the subject. 

At the different pages noted below it will be found that authorities have been given to 
Colonel Gawler by this Board for the following items of expenditure, beyond those which 
were allowed by his regular financial instructions. At page 238, to purchase park lands; at 
page 239, to draw bills upon the Commissioners in cases of emergency to the extent of 
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Appendix, No. 15. 5,000/.; at page 250, to pay for a portion of government house and offices already com- 


menced ; and at page 251, to purchase flour to the value of 3,000/.; finally, at page 34, 
Evidence, and 240, 241, 252, 255, Appendix, there will be found all the correspondence 
relating to the employment of an additional body of surveyors, and to the sanction by the 
Commissioners of the course pursued in that respect by Colonel Gawler. 


For the reasons which prevented this Board from making special communications during 
the past year on the subject of the changes effected in the establishment, we beg to refer to 
the following passage in the evidence of our colleague before the Parliamentary Committee, 
Q. 1316: “So far back as in the month of May of last year, the Commissioners had an 
intention of revising the establishments of South Australia, to see upon what permanent 
footing they should be placed ; but in June the bills began to arrive in a much increased 
ratio—we felt the ground shifting, as it were, under our feet—and we could not execute our 
intention at that time. In December 1840, Captain Grey very properly applied for instruc- 
tions, before he went out as governor, what course to pursue with respect to salaries; and 
we then resumed our intention of attempting to fix a permanent scale of establishment; but 
upon further conferences with Captain Grey, and with other departments of the Govern- 
ment, we found the information about South Australia was so imperfect, and the uncertainty 
of its future prospects at that moment so great, that the only resource was to desire Captain 
Grey, the moment he reached the colony, to make a report upon the subject, and to defer 
any decision till the governor could be heard from.” 


4, The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury request to be informed whether any, and 
if so, what directions have been given by Lord John Russell, or by this Board, respect- 
ing the report of the local auditors. We have the honour to state that no instructions 
have emanated from us on the subject. That report contains useful suggestions of detail 
in the management of the expenditure in the colony ; and as it proceeded from a Board 
nominated by Colonel Gawler for the purpose of ascertaining what amendment could be 
made in the practice hitherto pursued, and was forwarded to us by Colonel Gawler without 
any remark in objection to the recommendations contained in it, we did not doubt that it 


was his intention to adopt them. 


The report moreover arrived in the autumn of last year, when the affairs of the colony 
were in much confusion, and when we had occasion to report to Lord John Russell on 
some of the matters treated of by the Board, while the greater part became, for the time, 
comparatively unimportant. We would now venture to recommend that Captain Grey’s 
attention should be directed to the report, and the queries which accompanied it, and that 
he should furnish Lord John Russell with any observations which he may have to make 
upon it. 

5. In Mr. Trevelyan’s letter it is next recommended that Mr. O. Gilles should be re- 
quired to furnish his accounts without further delay. In accordance with this recommen- 
dation we trust that Lord John Russell may think fit to instruct Captain Grey to use his 
best endeavours to obtain them. 


6. The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury suggest that if Lord John Russell should 
not think fit to direct that legal proceedings be instituted against Mr. Fisher, it might be 
desirable to comply with Mr. Fisher’s request, and once more refer his conduct to a court 
of inquiry. Colonel Gawler, in his despatch, 21st February 1840, No. 12, states that he 
has reason to apprehend that the balance sheet of accounts furnished by the first Board of 
Inquiry may be very erroneous, and that any, inaccuracies which there may be in the report 
of the Board might have been preyented by Mr. Fisher, if he would have given the re- 
quired information. He adds, however, that Mr. Fisher has been endeavouring for several 
months to obtain a second examination of his conduct. 


Mr. Fisher also addressed two letters on the subject to Lord John Russell, to which we 
referred in our letter to you of 11th December 1840, and which we return herewith, In them 
he particularly requests that a final judgment may not be passed upon his case until he 
has made his reply to the statements contained in the report. 


Under these circumstances, we think that there is ground for supposing that Mr. Fisher 
might not be unwilling now to make the disclosures required of him. The fact also, which 
has been stated in the colonial newspapers, of his having been elected to be the first 
mayor of Adelaide under the new Corporation Act, renders 1t more eer that he should 
be anxious to vindicate his character. We therefore trust that ord John Russell may 
concur in the recommendation of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that 
an investigation should once more be instituted into the early financial transactions in the 
colony so far as Mr. Fisher is implicated.

Stephen’s letter of 19th August 1836 ; and will inform them whether any directions have 
been given by his Lordship, or the Colonization Commissioners, regarding the report of 
the local auditors, enclosed in Lieut.-col. Gawler’s despatch to Colonel Torrens, of the 4th 
April 1840. They would at the same time suggest to his Lordship, that Mr. Osmond 
Gilles should be ‘required to furnish his accounts as colonial treasurer, to the Commis- 
sioners of Audit without further delay. 

Mr. Stephen will call the attention of Lord John Russell to the concluding part of the 
enclosed report. His Lordship will observe that my Lords had contemplated the ex- 

ediency of instituting legal proceedings against Mr. Fisher and Mr. Gilbert, through the 
oard of Audit, for the recovery of any sums which may be due by those parties. 

It appears, however, that there are technical objections to the adoption of that course, 
even it it were in other respects desirable ; and my Lords now request Lord John Russell 
will consider whether or not it may be expedient to adopt legal proceedings in the colony 
on the subject. 

In case Lord John Russell should determine that, from the defect of evidence, or other 
causes, there is no prospect of bringing any proceedings before a legal tribunal to a satis- 
factory termination, there is still another course which appears to my Lords worthy of 
consideration. 

It appears from Lieut.-col. Gawler’s despatch, enclosing the report of the local Board of 
Inquiry, that although Mr. Fisher had in the first instance declined to submit to that 
tribunal, he had afterwards urged a second examination before a Court of Inquiry, with a 
view of vindicating his character. 

Lient.-col. Gawler objected to accede to that application, on the ground that whatever 
may have been defective in the results of the first inquiry, was attributable solely to the 
course pursued by Mr. Fisher himself, and that the object of that individual in courting a 
further investigation was to obtain a claim to re-admission to the public service. 

My Lords apprehend that after Mr. Fisher’s contumacious conduct, the propriety of 
reinstating him in his late office would be very questionable, even if he should succeed in 
clearing himself entirely from the imputations against his character; but still if it be true, 
as Lieut.-col. Gawler supposes, that the balance-sheet of the accounts, as exhibited by the 
Board of Inquiry, is erroneous, in consequence of the imperfect information afforded to 
them, and if their conclusions are considered (as it is hinted) in other respects inaccurate, 
and if Mr. Fisher is now willing to give the information which is alone wanting to elucidate 
the matter, it appears to my Lords to be a subject for serious consideration whether, if not 
on Mr. Fisher’s account (who certainly from his conduct before the Board of Inquiry 
has no claim to indulgent consideration), at least for the purpose of eliciting the truth, 
which is the main object of instituting inquiries of this nature, it may not be desirable to 
institute a second investigation into the transaction in question, so far as Mr. Fisher is 


implicated, before a Board of Inquiry.

December last, do not appear to be in all respects satisfactory, my Lords abstain at present 
from suggesting any additional instructions to the governor on the subject, in the expectation 
that the communication that will have been made to him in consequence of the letter from 
this department to Mr. Stephen of 23d December last, may elicit some further and more 
satisfactory information than that now furnished.

has not appeared to my Lords to call for any remark ; but as regards the further observa- 
tions in the letter to Mr. Turnbull, state to the Commissioners, that although it is undoubt- 
edly a material part of the auditor's duty to attend to the due collection of every branch of 
the local revenue, and to bring to the notice of the officer, administering the government any 
irregularities in effecting such collection that may come under his observation, my Lords 
do not consider the auditor competent to exercise any discretion with regard to the enforce- 
ment or remission of the collection of taxes that may have fallen in arrear, and it therefore 
appears to my Lords that any authority or directions it may be desirable to give in this 
respect, should be conveyed to the officer in charge of the government by Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, and that the observations to which they have adverted should be omitted 
from the letter from the Commissioners’ department. At the same time, however, state 
to the Commissioners that my Lords will always be happy to receive any suggestions or 
observations relating to the finances of the colonies which the Commissioners may see 
occasion to offer to their Board, and to give them that consideration which, on every 
ground, they must deserve; and will be prepared to communicate with the Secretary of 
State on the subject of any such suggestions, with the view of having any requisite directions 
or instructions conveyed to the colonial governments.

The Commissioners state that it is absolutely necessary that they should obtain from the 
colony the accounts of that year which were prepared by Mr. Walker and Mr. Arnavon, 
or some set of accounts on which greater reliance may be placed than those which are in 
their possession ; for although they have made considerable progress in the examination of 
the accounts of each of the subsequent years, including part of 1842, they are unable to 
complete any one of those accounts until many points connected with that of 1837 can 
be explained, and the balance at the end of that year correctly ascertained.

Tue Board have taken into their serious consideration the state of the arrear of several 
of the most considerable accounts lately transferred to this department from the Colonial 
Audit Office, and see no prospect of being able to overcome this arrear within a reason- 
able time, with respect to several of the heaviest accounts, without a temporary increase 
of establishment, or allowing the ordinary accounts to fall into arrear. 


The Board have also carefully inspected the accounts of Ceylon and of the Cape of 
Good Hope, two of the most considerable stations, which are very much in arrear, and 
have observed that there are very strong certificates of the Colonial Auditors duly appointed 
for the purpose of the examinations which these accounts have undergone in their depart- 
ments, the correctness of which are materially confirmed by the disallowances from time 
to time made by them, or by other evidence of the accounts having been minutely 
examined, and being unwilling to apply to the Lords of the Treasury for an increase of 
establishment, and being determined, if possible, not to allow the examination of any of 
the public accounts to remain in arrear. The Board, strongly impressed as they are, at 
the same time, with the great importance of an immediate examination of all public 
accounts, have considered it advisable to take advantage in a fuller manner than it has 
hitherto been the practice to do, of the gd section of 53 Geo. 3, cap. 150, whereby they 
are authorized to allow or to disallow, without further investigation, all articles which 
have been allowed or disallowed upon a previous examination by any officer who had been 
duly authorized to examine such accounts, and they therefore direct, 


That Mr. Soady and Mr. Hamilton shall dispense with all further detail examination of 
Cape of Good Hope and Ceylon accounts, previously to the year 1830, (except 80 far as 
may be necessary for the purpose of rendering complete and satisfactory the examination 
of the year 1830 and subsequent years, and that they doimmediately place such examiners 
as can be spared for the purpose, on the examination of the Cape and Ceylon accounts for 
the year 1830, commencing with an inspection and inquiry with a view to the detection of 
any charges which may be discovered of an unusual! description, and bringing before the 
Board so soon as they may be discovered, every case of unusual expenditure, every increase 
of salary or allowance beyond establishments, or any charge contrary to regulations, and 
not daily sanctioned by the Lords of the Treasury; and referring back to the former 
accounts to ascertain when such apparent irregularities may have been first introduced 
into the accounts, so that the attention of the Lords of the Treasury may be drawn to the 
sume immediately, if necessary, in the same manner as the comptrollers of army accounts 
bring under the notice of their Lordships, after a cursory examination of the commissariat 
accounts, all increases beyond establishments or regulations, or any unusual expenditure. 


The Inspectors will at the same time endeavour, at their earliest convenience, to have 
the arrear accounts made up as passed by the auditor, in the simplest and most expedi- 
tious manner, 


The Board will, so soon as it may be practicable, take into consideration such of the 
other colonial accounts as may appear to have undergone a local check, and will then give 
their directions as to those accounts accordingly.

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COPY of QuzEn’s Warrant to relieve Sir J. Stirling from further accounting for 
1,000/. and 41,0452. 13s. 24d. as late Governor at Western Australia.

Wuereas the Commissioners of Our Treasury have represented unto Us that Sir James 
Stirling, knight, captain in Our Royal Navy, was appointed in the year 1829 Governor of 
the new settlement then about to be formed on the Swan River in Western Australia; that 
previously to his departure for his government the sum of 1,000/. was issued to him by 
way of imprest and upon account, and that he subsequently drew bills of exchange upon 
the Commissioners of Our Treasury for the public service, amounting to 41,0451. 13s. 24d., 
for which he remains accountable to Us; and it appearing that accounts of the public 
expenditure at Western Australia, embracing a period from June 182g to 31 March 182, 
signed by Peter Brown, esq. the acting treasurer, in whose favour the bills were drawn, to 
enable him to discharge the warrants of the Governor, have been transmitted to you and 
examined in your office, in which accounts credit is given for the sums of 1,000/. and 
41,045 J. 13s. 23d. before mentioned, but that in consequence of the imperfect state of the 
accounts between the treasurer and some of the sub-accountants, it has not been found 
practicable to bring the account regularly to declaration: And the Commissioners of Our 
Treasury having further represented unto Us the peculiarly difficult and responsible situa- 
tion in which Sir James Stirling was placed at the first formation of the settlement, not 
having the assistance of persons accustomed to keep accounts of this description, as in 
other colonies, where the public expenditure is conducted under established regulations, 
but being left in a great degree to act according to the best of his discretion: And the 
said Commissioners having also represented to Us, that soon after his arrival in the colony 
he established a Board of, Audit for the examination of the public accounts; that he 
has rendered every assistance in his power in explaining and clearing up the several 
points which remain unsettled; that no pecuniary liability attaches to him personally 
respecting the particular transaction, upon which further explanations have been called 
for from the colony, and that no part of the public expenditure beyond his own 
pay and allowances passed through his hands, except as receiver of the imprest of 
1,000/. made to him in the first instance, and as drawer of the bills; and the Com- 
missioners of Our Treasury having represented unto Us, that in consideration of these 
circumstances, the distance of the colony, and the uncertainty as to the period when the 
inquiries now pending may be brought to a close, it would not be reasonable or just to 
hold Sir James Stirling any longer accountable for the sums before-mentioned, and have 
recommended Us to release him from all further responsibility in respect of these sums ; 
to which, We being graciously pleased to condescend, Our will and pleasure is, and We 
do hereby direct, authorize, and command you to do all such acts, matters, and things 
whereby Sir James Stirling may be relieved from rendering any further account of the 
sums of 1,000, and 41,0454.138.24d., and from all further responsibility in respect 
thereof. And for so doing this shall be your warrant. 


Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace this 7th day of November 1839, in the 
Third year of Our reign.

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LETTER from F. L. Rogers, Esq. to the Chairman of the Committee. 
Sir, Audit-office, 6 June 1845. 


Iw obedience to the commands of the Committee of the House of Commons on Colonial 
Accounts, I have the honour to submit such general remarks as have occurred to me on 
the subject of the rendering and audit of the colonial accounts, with the view to the 
improvement of the system. 

First, it is a fact much to be regretted, that notwithstanding the provision made by the 
Legislature for the audit of the colonial accounts, and that great efforts have been made to 
effect this object with regularity and dispatch, yet it would appear that deficiencies are 
still of no uncommon occurrence, and that the audit of these accounts is, year after year, 
falling into arrear. The conclusion to be drawn from this fact is, that there must be 
something radically wrong in the system. 

Endeavours have not been wanting to arrive at the source of the evil and to apply a 
remedy, but to no purpose. Possibly it arises from a combination of circumstances, and 
it therefore becomes necessary to analyze them. 

We know that there are treasurers and auditors in each of the colonies ; that there are 
governors and councils who control the expenditure; that accounts of that expenditure 
must be kept; that these accounts must be examined and audited on the spot, and that they 
must be passed by the Commissioners of Audit ; that before this final settlement can take 
effect it must be shown that the expenditure has been approved by Government. Let us 


then inquire—— 


1. Whether the offices of treasurer and auditor are held by persons selected for their 
fitness and qualifications for these appointments ; and whether, above all, they are practi- 


cally conversant with accounts ? 


2. Do the governors and councils exercise a proper control over the departments during 
the progress of the expenditure ? 


3. Are the accounts kept upon a uniform and proper principle, and made up with regu- 
larity and order, so that no delay shall arise in placing them in the hands of the auditor? 


. Does the auditor perform his part with diligence and promptitude? Does he look 
closely into the authorities and instantly remonstrate if any expenditure is incurred with- 
out previous authority ; and does he send forward the accounts without a day’s uuneces- 


sary delay. 


5. Does the Colonial Secretary of State, on the receipt of the accounts, immediately 
revise them and report every unauthorized, unusual, or improper expenditure not warranted 
by the estimates to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury ? 


6. Do the Commissioners of Audit, on the receipt of the account, put it immediately in 
a train of examination, and follow it up till audited and passed ? 


If the system works well in all these respects, then it is indeed difficult to account for any 
defalcations or any arrear but ifany one of these questions cannot be answered in the affir- 
mative, that is the point to which the attention of the Government should be directed, and 
to which an effectual remedy should be applied. 

Delay in passing the public accounts of distant colonies is always a fertile source of 
mischief, but itis doubly so when the accounts are in a state of confusion ; it is an en- 
couragement to dishonest accountants, of which they take advantage, to commit fraud ; it 
renders the means of detecting error and of substantiating the charge more difficult, and 
the recovery of any deficiency more hopeless, and the advantages which ought to attend a 
local audit are, in a great measure, lost. 

The Commissariat expenditure in the very same colonies, under a good system of 
management and account, is carried on under the immediate direction of the Treasury in 
an orderly manner as a matter of routine ; the accounts are, for the most part, made up 
and sent home with regularity and dispatch ; the expenditure is controlled, it may be said, 
during its progress, and the accounts are promptly forwarded to the Audit-office and 
passed ; and although the Commissariat accounts have not the advantage of being examined 
by local auditors on the spot, deficiencies seldom occur, 

The same system prevails upon a smaller scale in regard to the Consular expenditure, in 
all parts of the world, at the Foreign Office, where an efficient control is kept up, and the 
smallest irregularity noticed and corrected within a few months after it has occurred. 

The colonial accounts form a striking contrast; they are suffered to fall into arrear ; 
disorder ensuesand plunder in its train; the objections raised in the examination stand over 
from year to year, till at length they become desperate, and end in being abandoned 


altogether, : 
One 
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One of the chief objects of the Treasury Minute of 17th February 1832, was to enable Appendix, No. 19. 
the Treasury to exercise a prompt and effectual control and supervision over the expendi- 
ture of the civil governments. This good intention seems, however, to have been defeated by Letter from 
the remissness of the colonial authorities in executing the instructions of Government; © L. Rogers, Esq. 
and this will continue to be the case until some more stringent measures are adopted. ee Chaininat of 
The public at present are not protected, and it is most desirable to ascertain where the ‘© Committee. 
blame lies. Threatenings of Her Majesty’s displeasure are proved to be of little or no 
avail. A penalty of a different kind should attach to neglect of duty,—dismissal for graver 
offences, and for minor ones, instant suspension of pay. 

I _ now only to recapitulate the suggestions which have grown out of the foregoing 
remarks : 


1. It is manifest that the security of the public and the regularity of the accounts must 
mainly depend upon the fitness, character, and qualifications of the persons appointed to 
fill the office of treasurer, or accountant, and auditor. Much good cannot be expected 
unless the parties filling these appointments are well acquainted with accounts. 


2. Itis the duty of the governors and councils to exercise a strict and vigilant super- 
intendence and control over the revenue and expenditure: This duty should be enforced. 


3- The accounts should be kept upon a uniform principle ; and that principle, it is pre- 
sumed, double entry. 


4- A daily audit, where it can be effected, is desirable ; this, however, is not always 
practicable; but it is indispensable that the audit should keep pace with the service. 
There should be no arrear in the Colonial Audit-office; no delay in sending home the 
accounts, 


5. The Audit-office is governed by very strict rules in regard to authority for expendi- 
ture ; and deficiency of authority in the colonial accounts has always been one of the 
chief causes of delay and embarrassment at the Audit-office: And where expenditure 
comes before the Commissioners unauthorized, though not liable to any other apparent 
objection, perhaps, indeed, proper in itself, the Audit-office has sometimes to take the 
responsibility of making out a case for the accountant before the Treasury, rather than 
have recourse to a surcharge. To obviate this inconvenience, it would be desirable that, 
on the arrival of the accounts, they should immediately undergo a preliminary inspection 
in the Colonial Department, in order that any expenditure of an unusual or improper nature 
should be instantly checked ; and that previously to the transmission of the accounts to the 
Audit-office from the Treasury, instructions should be given to the Commissioners of Audit 
as to the allowance or disallowance of any charges not warranted by the estimates, 


6. If this last suggestion could be acted upon; if the colonial auditors could be made 
as efficient, and the audit as perfect as possible, the Audit Board at home would then 
have little more to do than to revise and pass the accounts; a second examination at 
home being, in my apprehension, unnecessary, except in any very special or suspected cases. 


7+ It is a question whether the colonial auditors should not be placed more immediately 
under the authority and contro] of ihe Commissioners of Audit, if not made a branch of 
their establishment. The supply of colonial auditors selected from the Audit-office 
establishment was proposed some years ago, but objected to, in my humble opinion, upon 
insufficient grounds. 


8. It would appear that the Commissioners of Colonial Audit, prior to 1832, executed 
distinct powers. It should be clearly understood whether the Commissioners of Audit 
inherited those powers when the transfer of the colonial accounts to their office took 
place, or whether they are restricted in the examination of the colonial accounts to the 
powers a in them under the provisions of the Acts by which the Audit Board is 
constituted. 


g. Ihave refrained from entering into the details of the accounts of colonial revenue 
and expenditure, because the instructions now in force appear to meet every case of diffi- 
culty likely to occur. The only objection to these instructions, in my apprehension, is, 
that they are too minute. The multiplication of returns and papers is, in my opinion, an 
evil which ought always to be avoided as much as possible. Upon all these matters of 
detail I beg to refer the Committee to the Commissioners of Audit and to the Inspectors 
in the Audit-office, who have the charge of the colonial accounts. : 

I have only to add, that the final settlement of the colonial accounts must be affected 
more or less by any imperfections inherent in the Audit-office itself; but the Commis- 
sioners of Audit must not be made responsible for delays prior to the delivery of the 
accounts into their office, arising from defects in any other branch of the service,

RECEIPTS. 


Tue Receipts of the Naval Department may be divided into three heads : 
ist. Votes of Parliament. 
2d. Appropriations in aid of the Votes. 
3d. Old Stores and Extra Receipts. 


The first and second items constitute the supplies of the year; the third comprises 
receipts on account of the sale of old stores, repayments for stores sh Sie or services per- 
formed, rents, &c. which are to be set aside for appropriation on the estimates of the 


ensuing year. 

The detail books kept for the receipts are similar to those for the payments, hereafter 
described, the monthly totals of which are carried direct to the journal and ledger. 

The entries to be made on account of the receipts described are as follows : 


1.—VoTES OF PARLIAMENT. 


These are journalized from the printed Votes of the House of Commons, the aggregate 
of the Votes being carried to the debit of the Exchequer, and to the credit of the general 
account of “ Navy Supplies.” As the sums are drawn from the Exchequer by the Pay- 
master-general, the Exchequer account is credited, and the Paymaster-general debited for 
the total amount of such issues in the month. 


e 


2,—APPrROPRIATIONS IN AID OF THE VOTES. 


These appropriations consist of old stores and extra receipts brought to account in the 
preceding year, which being abated on the estimates of the current year in diminution 
of the Votes, and being thus appropriated by Parliament under their respective heads, form 
part of the supplies of the year. The journal entry for these appropriations follows imme- 
diately that for the Votes. 


3.—Oxp Srores aND Extra RECEIPTS. 


These receipts are the same as those described as “ Appropriations in aid,” the only 
difference being that the latter are receipts which have been appropriated and form part of 
the available funds of the department, while the former are receipts retained for appropria- 
tion on future estimates. When any sum is paid in on account of the “ Old Store and Extra 
Receipt Account,” it is carried to the credit of its particular head, such as “ Old Stores,” 
“ Repayments,” “Rents,” ‘ Miscellaneous Receipts,” &c. &c. At the close of the year, 
when the account of credits to be abated on the estimates of the ensuing year is made up, 
these various heads of receipt are debited with the amounts thus credited on the estimates, 
and the total of these sums is credited to the “ Appropriation in aid” account. When the 
Estimates have been voted, the latter account is debited, and that of “ Navy Supplies” 
credited, as already explained, under “ Appropriations iv aid of the Votes.” 


It is desirable, before closing this explanation of the naval receipts, to notice those debits 
in the cash accounts of sub-accountants to the Admiralty, which arise from “Transfers” 
and from ‘* Advances to be repaid.” 


When money is transferred from one sub-accountant to another, the transaction is inva- 
riably posted from the account of the party who pays, and not from that of the party who 
receives the amount, as the former produces the voucher ; this practice obviates the neces- 
sity of partial clearances, which would arise by taking these transfers as voluntary charges 
from the account of the party receiving them. 


The “ Advances to be repaid” consist of sums advanced by commissaries abroad to naval 
accountants, 
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accountants, to be repaid in England. The storekeepers and others are required by their 
instructions to send letters of advice accompanied by certificates granted by the commis- 
saries and approval of the senior officer in port, when any monies are taken up for naval 
services. These are posted periodically to the debit of the storekeepers and others, and to 
the credit of “ Commissariat Chest Account.” 


On the amount being authorized to be replaced to the commissariat chest account by a 
bill on the Paymaster-general, a debit is raised for the amount. 


PAYMENTS. 


Before detailing the books in which the naval payments are recorded, it may be useful to 
explain the three classes into which payments for naval services are divided. 


1.—Bitt PAYMENTs. 


All payments in town, except wages on ships’ books, allotments, salaries, and non- 
effective charges, previous to October 1836, are made either by bills at sight on the Pay- 
master-general, or by bills of exchange drawn on the Accountant-general of the Navy, and 
accepted by him, payable on the Paymaster-general’s account at the Bank, the annual 
number being more than 22,000. 


2.—Casu Payments. 


The wages on ships’ books are paid by a clerk sent down from the Paymaster-general’s 


office to Woolwich (which is considered within the town district), whose payments are: 


witnessed by an Adiniralty clerk, and allowed on his certificate. 


The allotments of seamen’s wages are paid monthly on permanent orders from the 
Admiralty, and are allowed on the parties’ receipts. 


The salaries are paid on a quarterly list prepared by the Admiralty, with a covering 
order for the payment of the several sums therein enumerated, which are allowed on the 
separate receipts of the parties to whom the payments have been made. 


The non-effective charges in town are paid by the Paymaster-general, on establishment 
books kept in his own department, since November 1836. 


3—PayMENTsS BY IMpREesT ACCOUNTANTS. 


The only imprest accounts in London are those of the solicitor and a few sub-accoun- 
tants for office contingencies, expenses of the Nautical Almanack, Admiralty semaphore, 
&c. These are supplied with money by bills at sight on the Paymaster-general. Their 
accounts are rendered to the Admiralty in an abstract form at the close of every quarter. 


The imprest accounts out of London are those either of sub-accountants to the Pay- 
master-general (viz. his clerks at the four out-ports,) or to the Admiralty. 


The first are supplied with funds by transfers from the Paymaster-general’s account in 
London ; their accounts are rendered to the Paymaster-general through the Admiralty, 
at the close of every month, and are incorporated with his own accounts. 


The second (or imprest accountants to the Admiralty) are supplied with funds by bills at 
sight, or by bills of exchange payable by the Paymaster-general, or on his account, at 
the Bank, or by his sub-accountants at the ports. 


The accounts of paymasters of marines, storekeepers, and other fixed agents, are ren- 
dered to the Admiralty quarterly ; those of pursers, and other similar accounts, are rendered 
either annually or for broken periods. Many sub-accountants obtain monies also by the 
sale of old stores, and from other sources. 


The services paid by imprest accountants embrace almost every vote in the Navy 
Estimates. The payments by the imprest accountants to the Paymaster-general (four in 
number) at Chatham, Sheerness, Portsmouth, and Devonport, amount to about 1,200,000 /. 
annually ; those by imprest accountants to the Admiralty (about 700 in number) to rather 
more than 6c0,000/ annually. 

The books and returns in which the foregoing payments are recorded are as follows : 

1. Birt. Payments.—The bills are recorded in nine distinct registers. After the 
examination of the claims, the documents are referred to the division where all orders for 
payment are prepared and registered according to the following classification ;

Store Register.—For the entry of all bills for supplies for the dockyards, chargeable to 

No. 10 of the Estimates, “ Naval Stores.” 


Victualling Register—For the entry of all bills for provisions and victualling storcs,. 


chargeable to No. 2 of the Estimates, “ Victuals for Seamen,” &c. 


0.66. Marine’ 
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Marine Register.—For the entry of all bills for the subsistence of marine officers on 
shore, for marine clothing, necessaries, barrack stores, and supplies for the marine infir- 
maries, chargeable under different heads of the Estimates. 

Miscellaneous Register.—For the entry of all bills which do not come under any of the 
other eight registers. These bills embrace a variety of services, and are chargeable under 
various heads of the Estimates. 


Non-Effective Register.—For the entry of all bills for half-pay and pensions due pricr to 
the 1st of October 1836 (when the Paymaster-general’s office was established), and 
chargeable under Nos. 14, 15, and 16 of the Estimates. (When these arrears shall have 
been paid off, this register will be discontinued). : 


Full-Pay Register—For the entry of all bills for officers’ or seamen’s pay, chargeable 
under No. 1 of the Estimates, “‘ Wages to Seamen,” &c., through which pass about 11,000 
bills a year. 


Pilotage Register—For the entry of all bills for pilotage of Her Majesty’s ships, or 
expenses of pilots, chargeable under No. 13 of the Estimates, “ Miscellaneous Services.” 


Distressed Seamen Register.—For the entry of all bills for the passage and subsistence 
of distressed British seamen, chargeable under No. 13 of the Estimates. 


Imprest Register —For the entry of all bills for advances to sub-accountants, or for sums 
not finally accounted for. [For a description of the term “ Imprest,” see Report of the 
Commissioners of Public Accounts, on the Exchequer, in 1831, page 21.] 


The first eight registers are confined to final payments; the ninth embraces only sums 
on imprest, which are not finally accounted for. 


The store, victualling, marine, miscellaneous and non-effective registers are abstracted 
daily into an “ Abstract of Bills,” under the several heads therein opened for the various 
supplies and services. The full-pay, pilotage, and distressed seamen registers being each 
confined to one specific service, are eash carried in one sum at the close of the month to 
their corresponding heads in the Abstract of Bills. At the close of the month, the eight 
registers enumerated are totalled, and the several postings under the various heads in the 
Abstract of Bills are also cast up; upon their agreeing in amount, one entry (including 
Imprest Bills, noticed hereafter) is made in the journal for the whole. The Imprest 
Register is carried in detail into the principal and two auxiliary ledgers, each separate 
bill being charged to the party in whose favour it has been issued ; these bills are incor- 
porated in the journal entry made at the end of the month for the bills taken from the 
“ Abstract,” 


The objects of the foregoing classification of the registers are, facility of reference and 
subdivision of labour. The bills being very numerous (upwards of 22,000 annually) could 
not conveniently be entered in one register; a classification of them is therefore adopted 
at the outset which avoids much repetition in the abstracts and affords great facilities for 
keeping the postings close up. It is also adapted to meet a great extension of business, 
without disturbing the existing system of record. . 


It will be perceived by the explanations given, that the debit entries to the different ledger 
accounts are made on the issue of the bills, and that the aggregate amount of such entries 
is carried to the credit of “ bills payable.” 


It is only necessary to add, to complete the detail of the bill transactions, that on their 
bee paid, the account of “bills payable ” is debited, and the Paymaster-general, or cash, 
credited. 


2. Casn Payments.—Under this division are included all payments made by the Pay- 
master-general on lists, and on general or permanent orders, through his paymasters in 
town or his pay clerks at the ports, such as wages on ships’ books, allotments, salaries, 
and non-effective charges. The debits against the different heads of service for these pay- 
ments can only be made after payment, as the Admiralty have no knowledge of them till 
furnished with the necessary returns by the Paymaster-general. Entries are therefore 
made in the journal at the close of each month, the various services being debited, and 
the Paymaster-general, or cash, credited. 


There is, however, one class of payments included in this division, to which the same 
rule of debiting the services after their liquidation does not apply. These are the quar- 
terly salaries of the establishments in town and at the ports, which are subjected to the 
rule aL pt to bill payments, from which, in fact, they are not dissimilar. A general list 
for each establishment is prepared, showing the sum due to each claimant, and:a covering 


order for the payment of the net amount payable on the list is given at the end of it. On’ 
the last day of the quarter, that on which the salaries are due, an entry is made in the 
journal, debiting the different votes to which the salaries and allowances are chargeable, 
with the full or gross sum due, and crediting the accounts of “Salary Lists,” “ Superannua- 

tion 
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tion Fund,” and “Income Tax.” On the salaries being paid, the account of “ Salary Lists” 
(similar to that of bills payable) is debited, and the Paymaster-general, or cash, credited. 


The reason for this departure from the rule applied to what are denominated “ cash 
payments ” is, that the payments for salaries are, in many cases, only net payments, 
deductions being made on the lists for the contributions to the superannuation fund, 
income tax, and, oce< sionally, deductions arising from other causes, which credits would 
be lost sight of, if the net payments only were recorded. An entry is therefore made, 
debiting the votes with the gross sums due, and crediting the accounts of “ Superannuation 
Fund,” &c. with the deductions, and that of “ Salary Lists ” with the aggregate of the net 
sums payable. . 


3. Payments sy Imprest AccountTants.—This division embraces all payments made 
by Admiralty sub-accountants of every description at home and abroad ; these accountants 
are, divided into two classes, the first comprising paymasters of marines, storekeepers and 
other fixed local agents at home and abroad; the second, consuls, pursers, officers afloat, 
and others. 


The first render their accounts quarterly, according to a fixed classification corresponding 
with the heads opened in the Admiralty ledger, but being too numerous to be entered daily 
in detail in the ledger, a subsidiary book, termed an “ Abstract of Accounts, No. 1,” is used 
for the purpose of condensing the results for the ledger; thus, the total payments under 
each head, by this class of sub-accountants, are carried monthly to the journal and ledger, 
instead of the separate amounts paid by each sub-accountant comprised in the class. 


These and other condensed entries in the ledger are, however, invariably connected with 
the detailed entries in the subsidiary books by a reference folio, so as to afford ready access, 
at all times, from the ledger to the details on which such entries are founded. 


The accounts comprised in the second class are rendered for various periods, the majority 
annually ; for these an “ Abstract of Accounts, No.2” is used, in which the payments of 
each separate accountant are entered, from day to day, as the accounts are examined and 
passed ; and the gross monthly total only, under each head, is carried to the journal and 
ledger, in like manner as the accounts No. 1. 


TRANSFERS FOR SUPPLIES BETWEEN THE DIFFERENT BRANCHES OF THE 
Navat DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the entries for payments described in the foregoing statement, periodical 
transfers under the different votes are recorded for the supplies made from time to time 
from one branch of the Naval Department to another. To make the object of these 
entries intelligible it is necessary to explain, that supplies of the same kind, such as 
provisions or stores, are specially voted under distinct heads in the Estimates ; while the 
contracts for, and purchases of those articles are general, and the deliveries made into one 
common store ; so that a separation of these expenses at the time of payment under the 
respective votes is impracticable. The head of “ Victuals,” being that under which these 
transfers occur to the greatest extent, is selected to illustrate the course adopted. 


Provisions and victualling stores are voted under four distinct heads, as follows :— 


Under Vote No. 2 for Sea Service. 
Ditto 12 for Medical Service. 
Ditto 17 for Army Service. 
Ditto 18 for Convict Service. 


As no specific contracts or purchases are made for these services peparately. all payments 
for provisions and victualling stores are charged at once to the general head of Sea Victualling, 
Vote No. 2: thus including under this head sums to be transferred to the other services, 
when the proper amounts shal] have been ascertained ; to relieve this account, therefore, of 
the proportion of the supplies applicable to the other three services, quarterly accounts 
are made out in the Victualling Department, showing the value of the issues made for each 
from the general store; upon which a transfer takes place, by charging those votes with 
their respective proportions, and relieving to the same extent the vote for “Sea Victualling.” 


Reference has been made in a former part of this report to two books under the title of 

+“ Auxiliary Ledgers.” ‘The object of these two ledgers is to relieve the principal ledger 
from details, which, from the vast number of existing personal accounts, it would be 
impossible to concentrate init. The auxiliary ledger, No. 1, contains the separate personal 
accounts of all “ Lieutenants in charge of semaphores,” “ Recruiting officers of the Royal 
Marines,” “ Officers of the navy raising men,” and “ Consuls.” The auxiliary ledger, 
No. 2, contains the separate personal accounts of all “ Captains, pursers, and other officers 
0.66, afloat,” 
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afloat,” for sums received and paid by them, The corresponding general accounts opened 
in the principal ledger are five in number, viz. 


1.—1st. Lieutenants in charge of Semaphores. 
2d. Recruiting Officers, R. M. 
3d. Officers R. N. raising Men. 
4th. Consuls. 


II].—5th. Officers’ Accounts. 


Thus all receipts and payments are carried to the individual accounts of the parties 
described in the auxiliary ledgers, but the gross amount of each class only is posted in the 
principal ledger. With the view, however, of insuring a perfect accordance between the 
sums carried to the detailed accounts in the auxiliary ledgers, and the totals entered under 
the five corresponding general accounts in the principal ledger, the journal, as the link 
connecting the ledger with its dependent books, exhibits under each total, either of imprest 
or clearance to these accounts, the separate accounts in the auxiliary ledgers, to which the 
details have been carried; and when the journal and ledger are examined and compared 
by the auditors, no total sum under any of these five accounts is finally allowed till the 
details composing‘it have been traced to their respective accounts in the auxiliary ledgers. 
Thus, if a total sum he carried in the journal and ledger to “ Consuls’ Accounts,” the 
separate accounts in the auxiliary ledger, No. 1, are examined, to ascertain that the distri- 
bution under those accounts corresponds with the total sum carried to the general account 
of “ Consuls” in the principal ledger. 


THE JOURNAL. 


This book differs only in form from the ordinary journal'in use in the mercantile world, 
by having two debtor and two creditor columns instead of one ; the object of this division 
is to exhibit from time to time the general balance of the ledger accounts. All sums 
finally expended and accounted for, and posted to service accounts, are carried into the 
“Navy Supplies” columns, all others are carried out into the column for “General Accounts ;” 
the balances between the debtor and creditor columns of each of these divisions should 
always agree; the same distinction is continued in the ledger, one portion of it being 
devoted to personal or general accounts, the other to final payments posted to service 
accounts, or in other words, “ Navy Supplies.” The collective balances of each of these divi- 
sions should not only check each other, but should also agree with the balance of the cor- 
responding columns in the journal. These separate columns in the journal save much 
time and trouble in balancing the books, as they show in which portion of the ledger the 
error, if any, exists. 


THE LEDGER. 


All that it appears necessary to explain in reference to this book is a deviation from the 
common method of posting it. 


In adapting the system of double entry to the accounts of the naval department, some- 
thing more was necessary to insure its success than a blind adherence to the precise forms 
and rules applied to mercantile accounts; while the principle of that system has been 
closely followed, the various books, and the mode of preparing them, have been made sub- 
servient to the objects which, in a public department, they are required to accomplish ; 
and when a variation from the ordinary mode of entry has appeared, on experience, to 
promote accuracy, it has been adopted. Thus, in mercantile book-keeping, the generally 
prevailing practice is to post the ledger from the journal, because the latter generally 
embraces all the details necessary to explain condensed entries in the ledger. In the naval 
department, however, although the journal is, as far as it is possible or necessary to make 
it, explanatory of condensed entries in the ledger, it cannot, from the nature and extent of 
the accounts, be made subservient to the same purposes as the mercantile journal; those 
objects are met by the abstract hooks, in which the details are collected and classified in a 
much more perfect shape for reference than it is possible to arrange them in a journal. 
Independently of the impossibility and inexpediency of making the journal as comprehen- 
sive in details as it is generally made in mercantile accounts, the practice of posting the 
ledger from it is objectionable in more than one respect: without referring to the errors 
which may be committed in transcribing the journal entries under their respective accounts 
in the ledger, others may be made in writing up the journal itself, and thus the errors in one 
book become perpetuated in the other. The course adopted in the naval accounts phe 

i this. 
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this objection. The original documents and abstract books, when ready for posting, are 
journalized by one clerk, and are then passed on to another, who posts them into the 
Jedger; both journal and ledger are then compared by the examiners from the Audit-office, 
who insert the reference folios and pages in each book. Should a difference be discovered 
between the entries in the two books, it is immediately cleared up by a reference to the 
original document on which both are founded. This plan possesses the advantage of 
immediately detecting all errors in posting either of these books, and is an effectual secu- 
rity against carrying sums to wrong accounts, a species of error which balancing will not 
detect. It has been found, moreover, by experience, that it is extremely inconvenient to 
dispense altogether with explanatory details under certain accounts in the ledger, which 
would be perfectly useless in the journal; the plan of posting from the original documents, 
therefore, avoids much repetition throughout, and acts as so perfect a check on the entries, 
that the operation of balancing the books is performed with the greatest ease and 
dispatch,—a state of perfection to which the system is indebted for these arrangements to 
the present Accountant-general of the Navy, Mr. Briggs. 


It should also be mentioned, that the plan of posting the ledger from the original 
documents and abstracts enables the journal-keeper to continue his entries without inter- 
Tuption, and thus both books may be proceeded with at the same time: if the ordinary 
plan, however, were adopted, the journal would necessarily he stopped while the ledger 
was being posted, and would thus produce a delay highly inconvenient in recording 
transactions so extensive as those of the naval department. 


The ledger contains two columns under each head of service, one for the past, the 
the other for the current year’s account. Every annual account is closed on 31st October, 
including all postings up to that date; thus every arrear paid within the seven months 
succeeding the termination of the financial year is carried to the account of the past year. 
The balance of the past year’s account is struck on that date and surrendered to Parliament. 
Every arrear posted after that date is carried to the current or succeeding year’s account, 
ubless, as in the case of new works, a balance has been retained on the account to meet 
such payments. 


Crosine Enrrizs. 


These are of two descriptions; the one takes place on the gist of March of every year, 
when the books are closed, preparatory to new ones being opened on the ist April; the 
other closing entry is made on the 31st October of every year, when the accounts of the 
expenditure of the financial year ended on the gist March preceding are wound up. 
The first is performed by striking a balance on every account in the ledger, and closing it 
as follows :—

TriAL BALANCE SHEET. 


In the form: of trial balance there are double columns for the debits and credits; the 
object of the columns headed “‘ Amount Accounts,” is to prove, by the addition of the 
several sums in them, that no item has been omitted in posting the ledger; the totals of 
every account in the ledger being carried into this trial balance sheet, and a general total 
of the debits and credits made, it can at once be seen by the journal totals, if every account 
journalized has been posted. 


In the foregoing statements, every explanation which the various books and entries 
0.66 : 


seemed 
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seemed to require has been given, but a written description of the system, in this shape, in 
which the chain of connexion between the different books is traced with difficulty, cannot 
fail to be rendered more intelligible by the addition of a table condensing the results of it 
into one view, which is annexed hereto. 


AuvupIiT. 


The accounts, about 1,600 in number annually, of the sub-accountants to the Admiralty, 
are audited in the Imprest branch of the Admiralty, by clerks, under the direction of the 
Accountant-general, whose rule is, that every account shall be examined, stated, and 
finally passed or audited before the subsequent account shall be received in office ; if they 
are not so passed, they are considered as accounts in arrear. If there is any item in an 
account requiring further explanation from the accountant, such item is suspended and 
remains as a charge against the accountant until sufficient explanation is received to relieve 
him; but the account itself is passed in regular succession. This is principally the cause 
of the accounts in the Naval department being so regular and so free from arrear. The 
other description of audit of the naval accounts, is that of the audit of appropriation, by 
local and immediate examiners, under the direction of the Audit Board. These examiners 
trace, day by day, the receipt and expenditure from the foregoing accounts, as well as the 
bill and cash payments, into the various books before stated ; first, looking to the autho- 
rities under which the payments have been allowed ; and secondly, to the correct appro- 
priation under the Various classified heads, in accordance with the Appropriation Act.

340-371 There is not power enough in the Audit-office to break down the arrears of 
the accounts, but they do not accumulate, 7b.

accounts are examined differ according to the account, 899-914 Explanation of the 
process of the examination of the colonial accounts, Rawlinson 1508-1519; Romilly

Purport of the Minute of the Audit-office of 18th January 1833, in respect of a state- 
ment made by the secretary to the Board of sums charged against parties in the ledger 
prior to the year 1818, amounting to upwards of four millions and a half, Rogers 918- 
942——In very many cases the Board has specific authority under the Act of Parlia- 
ment to dispense with the detailed examination of vouchers, computations, and castings 
of accounts which have been previously examined in the colony by the colonial auditors, 
ib.

994 Witness has been secretary to the Audit Board since 1806; the 
subject of the audit has repeatedly engaged the attention of Government in the course 
of that time, ib.

Course taken in case of any defalcation, 685-688——In auditing an account in witness’s 
department it usually passes through two, hands, 689-693——-Usual course adopted in 
case of any dispute between the collector and the merchant as to the rate of duty ; the 
merchant has an appeal to the Board at home, but has no local appeal, 694-706. 719, 
720—-—The same financial year is adopted in all the colonies, with the exception of 
Jamaica, 707, 708——Regulations with respect to the quarterly returns which are made 
to the Custom-house, 709-712. 714——An annual return is made up in the colony as 
well as the quarterly return, 71g—-—In many of the colonies the collector receives his 
instructions as to the rate of duty he shall charge from the Governor in Council, 715—— 
With respect to duties charged under Imperial Acts, his instructions are derived from 
the Commissioners of Customs, 716-718.
